at  a  Premium. 


The  Crush  at  the  Entrance  Was  Very  Great 

and  an  Aged  Member  Was  Trampled 

Upon. 


Mr.  Gladstone's  Appearance  Was  the  Signal 

for  Loud  Cheering  by  Liberals  and 

Irish  Nationalists. 


The  Irish  Home  Rule  Bill  Introduced  by  Mr. 

Gladstone  Who  Spoke  Clearly 

and  Strongly. 


London,  Feb.  13:— Upon  inquiry  at 
Downin<^  street,  it  Iras  been  learned  that 
Mr.  Gladstone  is  in  admirable  form  and 
looking  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  ex- 
ertion of  the  day.  He  slept  well  during 
the  night  and  began  work  at  9:30  this 
morning,  assisted  by  his  secretaries. 
The  early  morning  scene  in  the  palace 
yard,  Westminster,  has  been  of  the  most 
animated  description,  groups  of  people 
assembling  to  watch  the  arrival  of  the 
members. 

P.  J.  Foley,  the  Nationalist  member 
from  Conncmarn,  was  ihe  first  to  make 
his  appearance.closely  folio  .vcd  by  David 
Sheehy,  secretary  of  the  Irish  National 
federation  and  brother  of  Father  Sheehy, 
one  of  the  persecuted  patriots  of  the 
Forster  regime.  Mr.  Sheehy  is  member 
for  South  Galway  and  is  grateiul  to  ^Ir. 
Gladstone  for  having  denounced  the 
.nagis^rate  who  refused  him  bail  when 
his  wife  was  dangerously  ill. 

"Honest  John  Roche,"  Nationalist 
member  for  East  Galway,  was  also 
among  the  first  arrivals,  as  well  as 
Charles  Tanner,  M.  P.  for  Cork,  one  of 
the  most  fierce,  popular  and  kind-hearted 
of  the  Nationalist  leaders.  At  9  o'clock 
ihe  representatives  of  the  Irish  cause 
were  at  the  door  of  the  house,  and  before. 
10  o'clock  sixty  members  were  waiting 
for  admission. 

When  noon  arrived,  the  inner  lobby 
was  packed  with  members  and  the  ap- 
proaches crowed,  and  v/hen  the  doors 
opened  there  was  a  disorderly  rush  for 
seats,  the  members  shouting  and  strugg- 
ling like  a  mob  of  excursionists  on  a 
bank  holiday,  several  being  thrown  tp 
the  floor  in  ihe  excitement.  The  vete- 
ran Caleb  Wright,  Liberal  M.  P.  for 
southwest  Lancashire,  who  is  82  years 
old,  was  unable  to  hold  his  own  in  the 
crush  and  fell  down  ir.  the  doorway. 
Others  were  pushed  onhim  by  the  eager 
heedless  throng  and  he  was  trampled 
upon  more  than  once,  before  the  vigorous 
and  resolute  labor  representative,  John 
Burns,  came  to  his  rescue.  The  melee 
settled  settled  down  at  last  and  all  got 
safely  to  their  seats.  Every  seat  in  the 
house,  except  the  government  bench  was 
occupied. 

Mr.  Gladstone  entered  the  house  of 
commons  at  3:30  o'clock.  Every  Liberal 
and  Irish  Nationalist  in  the  house  stood 
up  and  greeted  him  with  prolonged 
cheers.  When  Mr.  Mr.  Gladstone  arose 
at  3:43  to  introduce  the  home  rule  bill 
there  was  another  fine  demonstration  so 
earnest,  so  enthusiastic  and  irrepressible 
that  it  was  several  minutes  before  he 
could  be  heard. 

Mr.  Gladstone  spoke  as  follows,  in  a 
clear,  strong  and  resonant  voice: 

"I  may,  without  improprietv,  remind 
the  house  that  the  voices  which  usually 
pleaded  the  cause  of  Irish  self  govern- 
ment in  Irish  affairs  have,  within  these 
walls  during  the  last  seven  years,  been 
almost  entirely  mute.  I  return,  there- 
fore, to  the  period  of  1886,  when  a  prop- 
osition of  this  kind  was  submitted  on  the 
part  of  the  government  of  the  day,  and 
beg  to  remind  the  house  of  the  version 
then  taken  by  all  of  the  promoters  of 
the  measure.  We  said  that  we  had  ar- 
rived at  a  point  in  our  transactions  with 
Ireland  where  the  two  roads  parted. 

"You  have,  we  said,  to  choose  one  or 
the  other.  One  is  the  way  of  Irish  au- 
tonomy, according  to  the  constructions 
I  have  just  referred  to;  the  other  is  the 
way  of  coercion.  That  was  our  conten- 
tention.  It  will  be  the  recollection  of 
the  house  that  this  contention  was  mos* 
stoutly  and  largely  denied.  It  was  said 
over  and  over  again  by  many  members 
opposite:  'We  are  no  coercionists;  we 
do  not  adopt  that  alternative,  and 
neillier  can  we  adopt  it.'  (Ministerial 
cheers.)  That  assertion  of  theirs  was  i:n- 
doubtedly  sustained  by  the  proposals, 
especially  from  dissenting  Liberals,  of 
various  plans  dealing  with  Irish  affairs. 
Those  plans,  though  they  fell  entirely 
short  in  principlt  and  in  scope  of  Irish 
self  government,  yet  were  of  no  trivial 
or  mean  importance.  They  went  far  be- 
yond what  has  heretofore  been  usually 
proposed  in  the  way  of  local  self  govern- 
ment for  Ireland. 

"Well,  what  has  been  the  result  of  the 
dilemma,  as  it  was  then  put  forward  on 
this  side  of  the  house  and  repelled  by 
the  other?  Has  our  contention  that  the 
chtice  lay  between  autonomy  and  coer- 
cion been  justified  or  not.''  (Liberal 
cheers.)  What  has  become  of  each  and 
all  of  those  important  schemes  giving 
Ireland  self-government  in  provinces 
and  giving  her  even  a  central  establish- 
ment in  Dublin  with  limited  powers?  All 
vanished  in  the  thin  air,  but  the  reality 
remains.  The  roads  were  still  to  i 
autonomy  or  coercion.  The  choice  lay  I 
between  them,  and  the  choice  made  was 
to  repel  autonomy  and  embrace  coer- 
cion. 

"You  can  not  always  follow  coercion 
in  an  a'osolutely  uniform  nicthod.  In 
1886,  lor  the  first  time,  coercion  was  im- 
posed on  Ireland  in  the  shape  of  a  per- 
manent law,  added  'o  the  statute  book. 
This  state  of  things  constituted  an  offer- 
ing against  the  harmony  and  traditions 
of  self-government.  It  was  a  distinct 
and  violent  breach  of  the  promise  on  the 
faith  of  which  union  was  obtained.  That 
perra.anent  system  of  repression  inflicted 
upon  the  country  a  state  of  things  which 
could  not  continue  to  exist.    It  was  im- 


possible to  bring  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country  under  coercion  into  sympathy 
with  the  coercion  power." 

Mr,  Gladstone  proceeded  to  dilate  at 
length  upon  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  act  of  union  was  passed,  the 
promise  of  equality  in  the  laws  and  of 
commercial  equality  under  which  union 
was  effected.  "It  was  then  prophesied 
confidently,"  he  said,  "that  Irishmen 
would  take  their  places  in  the  cabinet  »{ 
the  United  Kingdom,  but  it  had  been 
his  honored  destiny  to  sit  in  cabinets 
with  no  less  than  sixtv  or  seventy  states- 
men of  whom  only  one,  the  duke  of 
Wellington,  was  an  Irishman,  while 
Castlereagh  was  the  only  other  Irish- 
man who  had  sat  in  the  cabinet  since 
union.  Pitt  promised  equal  laws  when 
the  union  was  formed,  but  the  broken 
promises  made  to  Ireland  were  unhap- 
pily written  in  indelible  characters  on 
the  history  of  the  country. 

"Coming  to  1S32,  when  the  insurrec- 
tion of  the  people  began  and  thence 
down  to  18S0,  Ireland  could  present  only 
a  small  minority  in  favor  of  restoring  to 
her  something  in  the  nature  of  constitu- 
tional rights  and  practical  self  govern- 
ment. It  is^to  ni€  astonishing  that  so 
little  weight  is  attached  by  many  to  the 
fact  that  before  18S6,  before  1883  indeed. 
Irish  wishes  of  self-government  were 
represented  only  by  a  small  minority. 
Since  1885,  when  the  wide  extension  of 
the  franchise  was  protected  by  the  se- 
cret ballot,  Ireland's  position  has  been 
improved  in  parliament.  In  1888  there 
were  eighty-five  Nationalists,  or  more 
than  five-eighths.  (Cheers.)  They  have 
been  reduced  from  eighty-five  to  eighty, 
under  circumstances  somewhat  peculiar. 
(Hear,  hear.)  •  I  must  own  frankly  to 
myself  among  others,  for  reasons  totally 
and  absolutely  unintelligible.  iLoud 
cheers.) 

"Let  us  now  look  at  the  state  of  the 
case  as  it  now  st.inds.  There  are  80  out 
of  loi.thatis  to  say  the  wishes  of  Ire- 
land for  Irish  selt  government  in  Irish 
matters  are  represented  only  by 
four-fifths.  (Laughter  and  ministerial 
cheers).  Honorable  gentlemen  seem  to 
have  no  respect  for  such  a  majority  as 
that.  Do  they  recollect,  sir,  that  never 
in  England  has  there  been 
such  a  majority?  (Cheersi.  No  parlia- 
ment of  the  last  fifty  years  has 
come  witnin  measurable  distance  of  it. 
If  there  be  anything  in  them  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  self-government,  it  never  can 
work  except  through  the  machinery  and 
by  the  laws  of  representation.  At  any 
rate  the  voice  of  the  Irish  peojjle,  the 
persistence  of  the  people  in  delivering 
that  voice  and  the  peaceful  constitu- 
tional circumstances  under  which  it  has 
been  delivered  constitute  a  great  fact  in 
history. 

n"It  is  said,  and  I  admit  the  truth,  that 
Ireland  is  not  a  united  country.  I  don't 
deny  that  the  division  which  which  yet 
exists  is  a  fact  of  great  moment.  In 
truth,  were  Ireland  united,  anything  that 
can  render  Ireland  formidable  would  be- 
come much  more  formidable.  Were  Ire- 
land united,  all  opposition  would  vanish 
as  a  shadow.  If  Ireland  is  not  united  it 
is  in  this  sense,  that  in  one  portion  of  the 
country  not  a  mere  majority  of  the 
higher  classes,  but  a  considerable  popu- 
lar feeling  is  opposed  to  the  present  na- 
tional movement.  1  will  not  attennpt  to 
measure  the  numerical  strength  of  the 
minority. 

"It  is  said  by  the  party  opposite  that 
the  minority  in  (he  north  of  Ireland  is 
arrayed  in  unalterable  opposition  to 
home  rule.  Unhappily,  at  the  success- 
ful instigation  of  those  whose  plot  it  was 
to  divide  the  people  of  Ireland  when 
they  were  united  at  the  close  of  the  last 
century,  through  the  medium  mainly  of  \ 
Orange  lodges  and  through  religious 
animosity,  there  was  an  alteration  of 
feeling,  but  the  Protestants  of  Irelaiid, 
during  the  period  of  the  independent 
Irish  parliament  were  themselves  not 
only  willing,  but  zealous  supporters  of 
Ir^h  nationality.  LZZj 

"The  history  of  genuine  national  sen- 
timent in  the  sense  of  national  unity  had 
at  one  time  prevailed  among  the  north 
of  Ireland  Protestants.  We  who  have 
seen  them  alter,  not  through  their  own 
fault,  are  not  ready  to  be  persuaded  that 
they  will  not  alter  back  again  to  the  sen- 
timents of  their  own  ancestry  'cheers), 
and  with  their  own  blood  and  their  own 
people  form  one  in  noble,  glorious 
unity." 

Mr.  Gladstone  faid  he  was  somewhat 
exhausted,  but  would  continue,  aiid  he 
asked  the  patient  indulgence  of  the 
house  whilst  giving  an  account  of  the 
bill.  (Cheers.)  He  could  not  undertake 
to  supply  a  mere  table  of  contents.  The 
bill,  if  he  did,  would  probably  bewilder 
his  purpose.  He  would  rather  seek  to 
present  the  salient  points,  hoping  to 
leave  a  living  impression. 

He  might  omit  what  in  view  of  some 
members  ought  to  be  mentioned,  there- 
fore he  begged  them  to  wait  and  consult 
the  bill  itself,  which  he  hoped  would 
soon  be  in  their  hands.  It  would  be  re- 
membered that  the  bill  of  18S6  laid 
down  five  propositions  as  cardinal 
principles  to  which  he  had  endeav- 
ored to  closely  adhere,  A  change  there 
was,  Init  not  a  trenchant  change,  he  de- 
clared, from  the  time  of  i856.  The  ob- 
ject of  the  bill  remained  as  ;in  1886,  to 
establish  a  legislative  body  in  Dublin 
for  the  conduct  of  both  legislation  and 
administration  in  Tri\;h,  as  distinct  from 
imperial  affairs.    (Cheers.) 

It  was  6  o'clock  when  Mr.  Gladstone 
concluded  his  speech. 

HELD  UP  IN   CLEVELAND. 


THREE  PER  CENT  BONDS. 


Two  Young  Men  and  a  Boy  Broke  Through 

the    Ice    in    the     Mystic 

River. 


A    Crowd    Rushed    to    Rescue    Them  But 

the  Ice  Cracked  and  a'l  Quit 

But  One. 


John   Blake    Plunged    Into  the  Water  But 

Tod  Late  to  Save  One  of  the 

Three. 


Boston,  Feb.  13. — Three  unknown 
persons,  supposed  to  be  two  young  men 
and  a  boy,  were  drowned  yesterday  in 
the  Mystic  river,  near  the  foot  of  Bald- 
win street,  Charlestov.'n. 

Several  hundred  persons  were  skating 
in  this  vicinity  when  several  boys  play- 
ing near  Tuft's  wharf  came  rushing  up, 
screaming  at  the  top  of  their  voices. 
Three  persons  had  been  seen  to  venture 
out  on  the  thin  ice  over  the  channel  of 
the  river,  and  the  bovs  said  that  they 
were  in  the  water.  The  crowci  rushed 
for  the  spot,  headed  by  John  and  Frank 
Blake. 

When  within  seventy-five  feet  of  the 
cliannel  th.c  ice  began  to  crack  under 
them  and  all  stopped  but  John  Blake, 
vvho  carefully  picked  his  way  two  feet 
further,  from  where  he  caw  a  young  man, 
apparently  about  20  years  old,  struggl- 
ing to  keep  his  head  above  water.  No 
sign  of  the  other  man  and  the  boy  could 
be  seen,  and  it  is  thought  that  they  went 
down  almost  instantly. 

Some  of  the  crowd  had  procured  a 
rubber  hose,  which  was  passed  to  Blake. 
He  threw  it  tcwards  the  dro'.vning  man, 
but  it  fell  short.  A  young  fellow  then 
tied  a  life  preserver  around  him  and 
fastened  a  rope  to  it,  the  other  end  being 
held  by  the  men  on  the  ice.  He  jumped 
into  the  water  and  pushed  a  plank  to  the 
man,  who  was  unable  to  retain  his  hold 
upon  it. 

Blake,  with  a  rope  fastened  about  him, 
then  swam  to  the  man,  but  just  as  he 
reached  him  the  man  sank  for  the  last 
time.  Blake  was  hauled  out.  The 
bodies  of  the  drowned  men  have  not 
been  recovered. 


EXHIBITS  FOR   THE  FAIR. 


IVIarbie  Statuary  and  Paintings  Have  Arrived 
From  Italy  and  France. 

Fortress  Monkoe,  V'a.,  Feb.  13. — 
The  United  States  ship  Constellation  ar- 
rived at  Hampton  Roads  yesterday 
afternoon  from  an  interesting  cruise  in 
the  interests  of  the  Columiiian  Expo- 
sition. The  Constellation  left  Norfolk 
early  in  October  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  10  the  United  States  from 
France  and  Italy  various  works  of  art 
designed  for  the  World's  fair. 

The  voyage  has  been  a  successful  one 
both  as  to  the  excellent  time  made  in  the 
passage  and  as  to  the  works  collected. 
She  sailed  12,800  miles  in  ninety-four 
days.  The  cargo  taken  at  Naples  con- 
sisted of  marble  statuary  and  paintings, 
principally  the  work  of  American  artists 
in  Italy,  while  that  taken  on  board  at 
Havre  consists  of  plaster  casts  of  the 
statu.ary  in  the  Trocadero,  works  of 
French  colonies,  the  whole  amounting 
to  six  hundred  tons  bulk,  and  taxing  the 
ship  to  her  utmost  capacity. 

The  Constellation  put  into  Hampton 
Roads  owing  to  stress  of  weather,  and 
will  probably  proceed  in  a  few  days  to 
New  York  to  discharge  her  cargo,  after 
which  she  will  again  return  to  the  naval 
academy  for  service  at  that  institution.

Trolley  Patent  Sold. 
Springfield,  O.,  Feb.  13.— O.  S. 
Kelly  has  sold  the  patent  controlling  all 
overhead  trolley  wire  electric  street  rail- 
ways to  the  General  Electric  companv. 
New  York.  The  patent  was  bought 
from  a  poor  man,  now  dead,  for  a  trifle, 
and  is  now  valued  at  $1,000,000. 


An  Issue  for  the  Maintenance  of  Specie 
Resumption. 

W.-vsniN^TON,  Feb.  13.— The  senate 
committee  on  finance  will  probably  t.ake 
up  at  its  meeting  tomorrow  Senator 
Sherman's  resolution  to  authorize  the 
treasury,  in  case  of  necessity  for  the 
maintenance  of  specie  resumption,  to 
issue  three  per  cent  five  year  bonds. 

An  accidental  omission  in  an  item 
previously  published  on  this  subject  re- 
sulted in  a  statement  that  "our  prjsent 
four  per  cent  bonds  were  carrying  a 
premium  of  28  per  cent  or  over."  As 
the  context  would  probably  indicate  to 
all  familiar  with  the  subject  and  with  the 
market  quotations,  the  sentence  should 
have  read:  "Our  present  four  percent 
bonds  if  renewed  for  forty  years  were 
capable  of  carrying  a  premium  of  28 
per  cent  or  over."

San  Francisco,  Feb.  13.— In  the  next 
number  of  the  Californian  Illustrated 
Magazine  ex-Minister  Geo.  W.  Merrill, 
now  of  Los  Angeles,  has  an  article  on 
the  annexation  of  Hawaii,  which  puts  in 
very  vigorous  style  the  chief  objections 
to  annexation  by  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Merrill  traCes  the  efforts  of  annex- 
ationists back  fo.  fifty  years,  asserting 
that  the  scheme  has  always  been  agitated 
by  Ameri:an  speculators  interested  in 
the  islands,  and  has  been  considered  un- 
favorably successively  by  Secretaries 
Webster,  Evarts  and  Marcy. 

The  danger  of  interference  in  the  af- 
fairs of  Hawaii  by  any  European  gov- 
ernmient  is  so  remote,  .Mr.  Morrill  says, 
that  annexation  cannot  be  justified  or» 
that  ground.  The  American  population 
is  but  2000  in  a  total  of  about  90,000, 
made  up  largely  of  Chinese,  Portuguese 
and  Japanese.  He  believes  such  an 
action  would  be  a  source  of  weakness  in 
case  of  a  foreign  war;  would  be  no  pro- 
tection to  our  Pacific  coast  and  would  be 
hard  to  defend. 

He  calls  attention  to  the  contract 
labor  laws,  which  the  government  would 
be  compelled  to  enforce,  and  concludes: 
"To  anyone  acquainted  with  the  influ- 
ence and  wants  of  the  native  race,  the 
aggressivensss  of  the  Asiatic,  the  re- 
quirement of  the  staple  industries  and 
the  labor  conditions  of  that  cRuntry.  it 
must  be  apparent  that  Hawaii  is  far  be- 
low us,  while  on  the  other  hand,  so  long 
as  the  United  States  maintain  their  pres- 
ent attitude  embracing  the  group  within 
the  Monroe  doctrine  and  wi'.h  the  eagle 
poised  in  the  direction  cf  Hawaii  the 
privileges  of  a  naval  station  and  a  cable 
will  accomplish  for  us  all  that  is  desir- 
able,"

Feb.  13— The  senate 
judiciary  committee  this  morning  in  a 
very  brief  session  decided  to  report  fa- 
vorably the  nomination  of  Judge  Howell

justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States.  When  this  nomination 
came  up  one  week  ago  today,  the  Demo- 
crats entered  a  formal  protest  to  its  con- 
sideration, and  under  the  rules,  the  mat- 
ter went  over  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  committee  which  was  today. 

The  Republican  members'  in  the 
meantime  decided  that  they  would  brook 
no  further  delay,  inasmuch  as  there 
were  no  charges  of  any  kind,  and  the  de- 
termination was  reached  that  the  nomi- 
nation should  be  acted  upon  this  morn- 
ing. When  the  committee  met  the 
Democratic  members  stated  that  they 
would  no  longer  oppose  the  report  to 
the  senate,  but  intimated  that  they  re- 
served the  right  to  take  such  steps  as 
they  saw  tit  when  the  cjuestion  of  con- 
lirmation  came  before  the  senate  itself.

The  lil-Natured  Criticisms  of  New  York  Papers 
on  the  World's  Fair. 

Chicago,  Feb.  13.— The  Tribune  this 
morning  devotes  a  page  to  the  refutation 
of  the  story  printed  in  New  York  that 
New  York  and  other  Eastern  exhibitors 
have  been  unfairly  treated  in  the  allot- 
ment of  space  by  the  World's  fair  man- 
agement. 

The  trend  of  the  articles  has  been  that 
this  discrimination  has  resulted  in  the 
withdrawal  of  many  of  the  exhibitors 
and  that  others  are  to  follow.  It  is 
denied  by  the  Tribune  that  the  director

Light. 

The  grandest  sentence  in  any  book  in 
the  world  is  this,  in  Holy  writ:  "And 
God  said,  let  there  be  light;  and  there 
was  light."

for  Five  Fights  to  Occur  in  the  Near 

Future. 


The   Picking  of  the  Winner  of  the   Hal!- 

Fifzsimmons  Match  is  Puzzling  the

of   Mitchell. 


New  Orleans,  Feb.  13.— Never  in 
the  history  of  the  country  have  so  many 
pugilists  been  preparing  for  the  fray. 
The  absorbing  topic  of  conversation  is 
the  fights  and  their  outcome.  The  gen- 
eral opinion  of  men  who  have  set  men  at 
work  who  can  make  accurate  deduc- 
tions and  who  are  not  prejudiced,  is  that 
the  fights  will  result  as  follows:  Mc- 
Millan to  whip  Hinds;  Ryan  to  master 
Dawson;  Goddard  to  win  easily  over 
Smith;  Lewis  to  win  the  wrestling  match 
with  Roeber,  and  Daly  to  trot  second 
with  Gibbons. 

The  question  which  is  puzzling  the 
patrons  of  thi  sport  is  the  picking  of  the 
winner  of  the  Hall-Fitzsimmons  match. 
Aside  from  favoritism,  the  question  is 
probably  the  most  difficult  of  its  kiad 
offered  for  a  solution.  That  the  men 
are  evenly  matched  is  beyond  a  doubt. 
I'.oth  are  tall,  shifty,  strong,  powerful 
hitters,  and  possessed  of  pluck  and  en- 
durance. They  have  both  fought  men 
who  stood  high  in  their  profession. 

These  facts,  coupled  with  the  size  of 
the  purse,  a  fortune  in  itself,  will  add  in- 
creased speed  to  their  blows,  (|uickness 
to  their  every  move  and  shrewdness  to 
their  generalship.  Experts  say  it  will 
be  a  grand  fight  and  the  contest  of  the 
age.  Fitzsinimons  is  quoted  as  saying 
that  for  the  first  tour  rounds  the  contest 
will  be  a  marvel.  He  does  not  now  or 
has  he  ever  underestimated  Hall's  ability, 
but  nevertheless  he  holds  that  Hall  will 
not  win.  Fitzsiminons  is  training  as  he 
never  trained  before.  The  importance 
of  the  contract  he  has  on  hand  is  fully 
appreciated  and  if  appreciation  will  win 
the  battle,  Fitzsinimons  intends  to  make 
it  do  so. 

Advices  from  Hall's  headquarters  are 
to  the  same  effect,  and  if  the  men  be  in 
the  excellent  condition  hoped  for,  the 
tight  cannot  fail  to  prove  scicntitic  and 
interesting.

JACKSON  AND  CORBETT. 


rehearsing  on  "Uncle  Tom"  in  which 
play  he  is  going  to  act.    "I  don't  see  why 

I  should  play  second  fiddle  to  Mitchell," 
said  Jackson,  in  reference  to  Corbett's 
statement.  "My  money  is  up  and  the 
Englishman's  is  not.

Even  next  December 
will  suit  me,  but  I  want  Corbett  to  cover 
my  money." 

Parson  I^avies  said  that  on  the  night 
of  the  Corbett  fight  he  challenged  Cor- 
bett for  Jackson,  and  Corbett  has  no 
right  now  to  put  Jackson  in  second 
place.  Mitchell  is  not  even  the  cham- 
pion of  England.  It  is  strange  therefore 
why  he  should  be  allowed  to  do  so.  Cor- 
bett's anxiety  to  get  on  a  match  with 
Jackson  was  great  when  Jackson  was  in 
England,  but  when  he  returned  Cor- 
bett's eagerness  vanished.  \Vc  don't 
propose  to  haveaQueensberry  contest  in 
the  papers.  We  shall  expect  Corbett  to 
cover  our  money." 

"V'es,"  broke  in  Peter,  "I  am  no  lackey 
of  Corbett's  and  don't  propose  to  go  to 
New  York  or  send  a  representative.  All 
Corbett  has  to  do  is  to  cover  my  money. 
It  won't  be  hard  to  make  arrangements 
after  that." 


O'DONNELL'S  TRIAL  BEGUN. 


The  Chairman  of  the  Homestead  Advisory 
Board  Charged  With  Murder. 

PiTTSBUKG,  Pa.,  Feb.  13.— The  case  of 
Hugh  O'Donnell,  the  first  chairman  of 
Homestead's  famous  advisory  board,  was 
called  for  trial  before  Judge  .Stowe  this 
morning.  O'Donnell  is  charged  with 
murder  during  the  riot  of  July  6,  His  is 
perhaps  the  most  important  of  all  the 
cases  yet  of  that  event. 

The  theory  of  "go  early  to  avoid  the 
rush"  was  gi  \  en  practical  illustration  and 
the  criminal  court  was  fairly  parked 
long  before  the  court  officers  made  their 
appearance.  It  was  10:15  o'clock  when 
the  case  was  called. 

O'Donnell  stocd,  while  the  indictment 
charging  him  with  the  murder  of  T.  J. 
Connors,  a  Pinkerton  detective,  the  same 
on  which  Cliffard  and  Critchlow  were 
tried,  was  read  to  him.  In  response  to 
the  usual  ([uestion,  O'Donnell  replied 
firmly:    "Not  guilty." 

After  the  preliminary  details  were  dis- 
posed of,  the  work  of  empanelling  a  jury 
was  begun  and  will  probably  consume 
the  greater  part  of  today's  sessions  of 
court.  O'Donnell  will  he  defended  by 
iMcssrs.  Anderson,  of  Youngstown,  O., 
Erwin,  of  St.  Paul,  Brennen,  .Marshall, 
Reardon,  Cox  and  Montooth,  of  Pitts- 
l)urg.

KILLED  IN  A  FIGHT. 


Two  Cattle  Thieves  Shct  Down   By  a  Sheriff's 
Posse. 

El  Paso,  Tex.,  Feb.  13.— Word 
reached  here  last  night  of  the  killing  of 
Charles  Robbins  and  a  man  named  Can- 
field  in  a  general  fight  on  the  road  be- 
tween this  city  and  Husco  tanks.  It  ap- 
pears that  Robbins  and  Canfield  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  appropriating  other 
people's  live  stock,  their  latest  being 
some  owned  by  Robert  Lee. 

A  posse  started  in  pursuit  and  met 
them  at  a  point  fifteen  miles  from  town, 
and  a  general  fight  was  had  in  which 
Robbins  and  Cantield  were  killed.  Two 
of  their  companions  were  wounded,  but 
escaped  to  the  woods.  None  of  the  at- 
tacking party  were  hurt.

In  another  column  will  bo  found  a 
communication  from  a  subscriber  to  The 
Herald  protesting  against  the  opening 
of  the  World's  fair  on  Sunday.  It  is 
claimed  it  would  undermine  the  only  pro- 
tection workmen  "have  against 
the  greed  of  their  employers." 
overlooking  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
workmen  who  have  specially  asked  that 
the  fair  be  opened  on  Sunday,  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor,  the  Ljreat 
national  organi.:ation  of  workmen,  hav- 
ing resolved  in  favor  01  Sunday  opening 
and  appointed  President  Gompers  to 
appear  before  congress  and  urge  that 
the  request  be  granted. 

This  correspondent  says  tha  t  "Sunday 
is  the  onlv  day  that  visitors  can  see  in 
beautiful  sanctuaries,  parks,  etc.,  how 
we  can  enjoy  the  secret  of  America's 
greatness."  Admitting  such  to  be  the 
case,  why  cannot  we  show  them  in  Jack- 
son park  on  a  still  grander  scale  how 
the  American  peop'.e  can  enjov  them- 
selves on  Sunday  in  a  peaceable  and 
instructive  manner?  If  it  be  deemed 
proper  to  open  on  Sunday  the  doors  of 
our  public  libraries,  mnseums  and  art 
galleries,  and  throw  wide  the  gates  of 
our  public  parks,  upon  what  substantial 
foundation  can  an  argument  be  rested 
for  refusing  to  open  the  doors  of  the 
great  exposition  ot  all  the  representa- 
tive products  of  the  world  in  art,  in 
science,  in  manufactures  and  in  natural 
resources?  The  American  people  are. 
as  a  rule,  a  sober,  peaceable  and  law- 
abiding  people,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
no  more  orderly  place  could  be  found  in 
the  wide  world  than  would  be  found  in 
the  World's  fair  on  Sunday. 

It  is  indeed  a  puerile  argument  to 
assert  that  because  "last  year  we  had  200 
cases  of  lynching  and  five  of  the  victims 
were  women,"  therefore  the  World's  fair 
should  be  closed  on  Sunday.  As  well 
might  we  claim  that,  because  a  score 
of  Sunday  school  superintendents  have 
gone  wrong  in  the  past  few  years,  there- 
fore the  Sunday  schools  should  be  abol- 
ished. This  would  be  absurd,  but  not 
more  so  than  the  claim  of  this  correspond- 
ent. If  it  be  true  that  "prohibition  can- 
not be  enforced  in  Jackson  Park  dis- 
trict," then  what  shall  be  said  of  the 
densely  populated  sections  of  Chicago 
whither  the  crowds  would  be  driven  on 
Sunday,  if  the  fair's  gates  were  closed?

The  Pension  Lists, 

A  revision  of  the  pension  lists  seems' 
likely  to  be  one  of  the  important  subjects 
that  will  be  undertaken  by  the  next  con- 
gress. The  country  is  now  paying  out 
$180,000,000  per  year  for  pensions,  while 
the  lists  are  being  increased  almost  daily 
and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  applica- 
tions are  on  file  at  Washington  seeking 
to  be  placed  on  the  roll.  Is  it  anv  won- 
der, therefore,  that  a  demand  for  a 
thorough  revision  of  the  pension  lists  is  | 
becoming  louder  and  louder?  I 

The  last  ntftnber  of  the    Grand  Army 
Gazette,  of  New  York,   joins    in  the  de-  \ 
raand  for  a  revision,  so  that  the  list  may  be  i 
freed  from  the  "coffee  coolers,"  deserters 
and  deadbeats  who  have    made  the  roll  | 
of  honor  the  subject    of  sneers,  ridicule 
and  contempt.

meaningless  and  deceptive  so  far  as 
selling  to  the  cities  is  concerned,  the 
Commercial  Improvement  company's 
bill  is  very  clear,  as  it  provides  that  "the 
Commercial  Improvement  company 
SHALL  *  *  *  sell  to  said  cities  at  the 
expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
its  first  operation,"  etc.  These  are  clear 
and  unmistakable  words,  and  they  show 
that  the  Commercial  Improvement  cona- 
pany  hns  no  desire  to  deceive  the  people 
of  the  two  cities  by  ambiguous  language 
such  as  is  employed  in  the  Hartley  bill. 
The  unfairness  of  the  News  Tribune 
is  also  illustrated  in  the  publication  of 
an  alleged  Washington  dispatch  today. 
It  was  clipped  from  the  Sunday  Pioneer 
Press,  redated  and  palmed  oft  on  the 
Mews  Tribune's  readers  as  original.  But 
this  was  not  the  only  deception.  The 
following  sentences,  which  appeared  in 
the  o:iginal  dispatch  to  the  Pioneer 
Press,  were  erased  before  the  republica- 
tion in  the  News  Tribune: 

"Members  of  the  delegation  have  se- 
cured from  Duluth  what  purports  to  be 
a  resolution  of  the  common  council 
Pc%sed  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  Com- 
mercial companv's  bridge.  The  copv 
sent  to  Senator  Washburn  and  attested 
to  by  the  city  clerk  was  mailed  at  4:30  in 
the  afternoon,  although  the  meeting  at 
which  the  resolution  was  said  to  have 
p  issed  did  not  occur  until  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  day.  Hartley  i^ 
Mendenhail  have  received  assurances 
from  Duluth  that  no  such  meeting  ever 
occurred." 

The  News  Tribune  did  not  dare  to 
publish  the  above,  because  it  would  have 
shown  that  its  owners  were  stating  in 
W^ashington  what  is  not  correct  in  re- 
gard to  the  council  meeting.  The  fact 
is  that  the  meeting  of  the  council  was 
held  in  the  morning,  and  the  records 
show  that  the  resolution  in  question,  pre- 
sented by  the  special  committee,  was 
adopted  unanimously.

as  they  should  in   a  matter  which  is  of 
!  such  vital  public  interest.     The  clauses 
in  the  bill  of  the  Duluth-Supcrier  Bridge 
I  company  are  simply  a  series    of   poorly 
wrought      films      which      insult       our 
I  intelligence   by    trying    to    hide    their 
I  true        meaning    of      snatching      from 
!  tne  public    every    vestige  of  interest  in 
\  the  bridge  either  in  the  present  or  future, 
and  practically  barring  everything  trom 
passing   over  it    except    the  street  cars 
j  owned  by  its  foxy  instigators.      Messrs. 
1  Mendenhail    and  Hartley  who  compose 
I  this  company,    should  have  christened 
I  their    conception  the     Duluth-Superior 
street  railway    bridge    company,   for  it 
savors  of  no  other  interest,    and  so  have 
absolved  themselves  from  a  lot  of  tedious 
explanation    attempted  by    their  laugh- 
able, ill-tuned    hand    organ,    the    News 
Tribune. 

It  would  not  be  so  bad,  possibly,  if  the 
Duluth-Superior  Bridge  company  had 
submitted  their  proposition  for  public 
consideration  in  an  impartial  and  un- 
prejudiced way  but  when  they  attempt 
to  force  their  bill  down  the  people's 
throats  by  having  it  incessantly  cham- 
pioned in  the  columns  of  the  only  morn- 
ing newspaper,  which  everybody  knows 
they  own  and  control,  it  passes  beyond 
the  bounds  of  patience.  If  their  bill  was 
just  and  fair  and  honest  it  would  not 
need  such  nauseating,  interminable 
boosting  as  it  receives  in  the  columns  of 
their  infant  industry,  the  News  Tribune, 
a  paper  which,  by  the  way.  seems  to  be 
a  grim  combination  of  natural  and  ac- 
quired defects,  and  is  at  once  so  dull  and 
weak  and  stupid  that  it  appears  to  de- 
velop more  and  more  not  as  a  newspaper 
but  as  a  curiosity.  Its  editor,  if  it  has 
any.  or  whoever  produces  its  editorials, 
at  least,  should  be  awarded  a  prize  for  so 
nobly  sticking  to  his  i)Ost  amid  the 
laughter  and  raillery  of  the  populace.  He 
evidently  is  some  weak,  uneducated 
young  man  who  is  struggling  to  rise  to 
mediocrity,  but  he  should  stop  and  turn 
his  course  away  from  mental  pursuits 
and  try  and  find  out  what  God  intended 
he  should  he,  for  considering  that  his 
editorials  are  the  reflection  of  his  peculiar 
genius,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  he 
IS  gifted  with  the  most  original  way  of 
murdering  the  English  language  and 
possesses   the  distinction  of  being  prob- 


ably the  most  limpid,  the  most  witless 
and  the  most  shallow  incompetent  that 
ever  wallowed  about  in  an  editorial  chair 
in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Messrs.  Mendenhail  and  Hartley  would 
bestow  an  incalculable  favor  upon  those 
wJiose  habits  compel  them  to  read  a 
morning  paper  if  thev  would  remove 
this  prodigy  from  his  unnatural  position 
and  put  him  in  some  capacity  on  one  of 
their  street  cars,  where  he  unquestion- 
ably would  be  more  at  home.  But  per- 
haps it  is  a  woman  who  is  thus  vexing 
the  public  eye.  If  such  be  the  case,  my 
gallantry  prohibits  my  prescribing  a 
remedy. 

The   Commercial    Bridge    company's 
bill,  to    resume,    has   received   the  ap- 
proval of  the  secretary  of  war  and  would 
very  probably    pass    at    this  session   of 
congress  Lu*.  for  the  brazen  interference 
of  this  other  company  who,    for  private, 
parsimonious  reasons,   are  checking  the 
possibility  of  our  getting  any  bridge  con- 
nection wi  h  Superior  at  all.     It  is  ridic- 
ulous that  we    should    have    no    better 
means    of    connection    between  Duluth 
and  Superior  than  we  have  at    present. 
There  should  be    a  bridge  built  at    the 
earliest  possible  day.    The  Commercial 
Bridge    company,    as  thev    call    them- 
selves, have  gone  ahead    and   prepared 
what    would     be    a      public      benefit. 
Messrs.      Mendenhail      and      Hartley 
step  in  at  the  last  mon-.ent  and    spit  in 
the  face  of   public  interest  and  opinion 
bv  trying    to  defeat    the   erection  of  a 
bridge    unless    they  can  control    it  for 
their       own      monopolistic    use.      The 
citizens  of  Duluth  should  send  a  petition 
to  congress  to    ignore    the    flagrant  at- 
tempt    of     Messrs.      Mendenhail    and 
Hartley  to  smash  measures  for  the  pub- 
lic   benefit  and    flaunt    their    personal 
schemes,  instead,  in    the    teeth  of    the 
public  will. 

The  bill  of  the  Commercial  Bridge 
company  should  be  passed  at  once. 
Its  delay  is  a  block  to  the  advancement 
of  the  city  and  the  convenience  of  our 
people.  The  Herald  has  championed 
this  bridge,  which  might  justly 
be  termed  a  public  necessity,  ably  and 
faithfully.  The  citizens  of  Duluth 
should  take  the  matter  up  now  and  in- 
sist upon  its  passage  before  it  is  too 
late,  for  it  is  a  question  of  vital  and  far- 
reaching  importance.        \'ox  Popull

The  General  City  Charter  Bill  May  do  Away 

With    the    Board  of    Public 

Works. 


St.  Paul  and  Diiluth  Only  Now  Have  Boards 

and  the   Former  Wants  Her's 

no  Longer. 


tbe  throne  was  Sigismund,  at  the  same 
time  beinjc  kint;  of  Poland.  He  wnsalso 
a  stroiii;  Catholic,  and  under  his  rule  the 
people  were  well  aware  that  that  faith 
would  have  the  supreinacy.

It 
was  at  this  meeting  that  those  memor- 
able words  were  spoken:  'Now  Sweden 
lias  one  God  and  one  people." 


Number  of  Other  Important  Questions 
Which  Will  Come  Before  the  Com- 
mittee Very  Soon. 


City  Attorney  Smith  came  up  from  St. 
Paul  yesterday  morninj^  and  returned 
again  in  the  evening  so  as  to  be  present 
at  the  rneelintj  of  city  attorncvs  this 
morning,  when  the  work  of  drafting  a 
general  charter  bill  wdl  be  taken  up.  A 
meeting  was  held  Saturday  and  a  plan 
outlined  upon  which  the  work  will  be 
pursued.  The  bill  will  be  applicable  to 
.my  city  and  will  have  no  classification 
of  cities.  It  will  not  be  made  obligatory 
upon  any  city  to  use  it,  but  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  common  council  of 
any  city  it  may  be  accepted,  otherwise 
present  charters  will  hold. 

A  very  important  question  was  set  for 
discussion  today.  This  is  as  to  whether 
the  bill  shall  provide  for  a  board  of  pub- 
lic works  or  shall  abolish  that  ottice. 
City  Attorney  Smith  says  that  the  senti- 
ment of  the  committee  is  against  provid- 
ing for  a  board.  Duiuth  and  St.  Paul 
are  the  only  two  cities  which  have  a 
board  at  present.  St.  Paul  is  in  favor  of 
abolishing  hers,  but  the  Dtiluth  senti- 
ment is  not  so  well  known.  The  idea  is 
to  have  one  commissioner  of  public 
works.  The  sentiment  in  Dulutb  will 
probably  be  found  to  be  divided  on  this 
question,  although  it  is  probable  that  it 
will  be  in  favor  of  the  revision. 

Another  very  important  matter  which 
will  soon  come  before  the  committee  will 
be  as  to  what  municipal  officers  shall  be 
provided  for  and  which  shall  be  elected 
and  which  appointed.  The  committee, 
Mr.  Smith  thinks,  is  in  favor  of  placing 
great  responsibility  on  the  mayor  and 
giving  him  the  appointment  of  many 
officers  now  elected,  for  instance,  school 
board  directors.  The  police  will  be  un- 
der the  control  of  the  mayor.  All 
officers  must  be  confirmed  by  the  coun- 
cil. Salaries  will  not  be  fixed  and  will 
be  left  to  the  common  council  of  each 
city. 

The  question  of  condemnation  and 
changing  of  grades  is  another  important 
one.  The  ciuestion  of  liability  of  the 
property  for  the  expense  of  changing 
grades  will  prove  something  of  a  puzzle. 
W,  W.  Billson  is  in  favor  of  a  provision 
which  shall  allow  property  on  which 
improvements  have  been  made,  ade- 
quate compensation  if  the  street  grade 
is  subsequently  changed,  but  if  there 
are  no  improvements  on  the  property 
there  shall  be  no  compensation. 

The  tjuestions  of  how  many  houses 
shall  compose  the  city  council,  of  how 
taxes  shall  be  paid,  of  the  control  of 
water  works  and  many  others  wilt  be 
very  important.  Members  of  the  coun- 
cil will  go  down  from  time  to  time  as 
sent  for  and  City  Attorney  Smith  is 
anxious  that  citizens  in  general  shall  in- 
dicate their  ideas.  The  drafting  of  the 
bill  will  be  a  delicate  and  laborious  work. 
A  bill  suitable  to  all  cities  must  be 
drafted  and  grave  questions  of  consti- 
tutionality will  constantly  arise.  These 
must  be  thoroughly  inquired  into  and 
everything  doubtful  avoided,  so  that  al- 
together the  committee  has  a  great  work 
on  Its  bands. 


THE  SWEDISH  JUBILEE. 


It  Will  be  Held  in  Minneapolis  in  May 
Next. 

The  great  Swedish  jubilee  has  now 
been  fixed  for  May  23  and  23  at  Minne- 
apolis. The  state  Lutheran  conference 
will  assemble  there  in  annual  convention 
at  the  same  time.

Tuesday  morning 
w.il  also  begin  by  a  jubilee  service,  to  be 
followed  by  historical  addresses  and  the 
jubilee  sermon  by  Rev.  E.  Xorcliu?,  of 
Vassa,one  of  the  most  prominent  pioneer 
Christian  workers  in  the  Northwest.  In 
the  afternoon  there  will  be  an  address  by 
Bishop  Martin  Johanson,  ex-professor  in 
the  I  psala  university,  of  Sweden.  Other 
prominent  clergymen  who  will  probably 
participate  in  the  afternoon's  exercises 
are  Rev.  P.  J.  Sward  and  P.  Sjoblom. 

A  young  people's  meeting  will  be  held 
Tuesday  evening  and  Professor  J.  S. 
Carlson,  of  Gustavus  Adophus  college, 
will  address  them  in  P-nglish.  At  this 
tim.c  it  is  expected  that  Bishop  Gez.  \'on 
Scheele,  of  Sweden,  will  be  present  and 
deliver  an  address.  He  has  written  to 
the  committee  and  stated  that  he  would 
be  on  hand  if  nothing  serious  prevented. 
The  musical  ttatures  ol  the  whole  pro- 
gram will  be  of  a  very  extensive  char- 
acter and  a  large  number  of  singers  from 
Duiuth  will  take  part. 

This  jubilee  will  commemorate  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Protestant  church  of 
Lutheranism  in  Sweden.  It  celebrates 
the  decree  of  I'psala,  which  was  first 
signed  by  the  Duke  Charles,  who  after- 
wards became  Charles  IX.  This  de- 
cree of  the  I'psala  is  the  religious  magna 
charta  of  Sweden.  It  was  signed  on 
March  Co,  in  the  year  1503.  The  former 
king.

The  Situation  Viewed  From  the  Iron  Ore  Sell- 
ers' Standpoint. 

Several  factors  in  the  shipping  situa- 
tion, as  it  begins  to  take  shape  in  the 
minds  of  marine  men,  says  the  Iron 
Trade  Review,  combine  to  give  them 
confidence  that  freij^ht  rates  will  be 
maintained  at  a  fair  figure.  In  the  first 
place,  unless  there  is  an  exceptionally 
early  spring,  the  ice  in  Lake  Superior 
and  in  th^  Sauk  will  be  much  longer 
clearing  than  usual,  the  severe  winter 
more  completely  locking  up  the  lakes 
than  has  been  the  case  for  years.  The 
navigation  season  is  thus  likely  to  be  a 
short  one. 

Another  effect  of  the  hard  winter  is 
the  rapid  dwindling  of  coal  supplies  at 
upper  lake  ports,  and  the  probability 
that  there  will  be  a  much  larger  trans- 
port of  coal  out  of  Lake  Erie  ports  next 
season,  than  has  been  known  in  several 
years.  The  extra  time  required  in  load- 
ing and  unloading  coal  would  leave  the 
ore  freight  market  that  much  shorter  of 
tonnage.  A  third  point  made  by  the 
yesselmen  is  a  staple  one  the  large  and 
increasing  stores  of  grain  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes,  much  of  which  will  be  on  the 
freight  market  when  navigation  opens. 

But  these  questions  only  prospectively 
agitate  ore  firms.  It  will  not  be  com- 
fortable for  the  ore  seller  to  be  crowded 
on  the  one  hand  by  the  vessel  interest, 
asking  freights  close  to  the  rates  of  last 
year's  season  contracts,  and  on  the  other 
hand,  by  furnacemen  insisting  on  ma- 
terial reductions  from  the  ore  prices  of 
'c)2;  but  that  is  h's  position,  prospectively, 
from  this  outlook. 

There  are  chances,  however,  that  the 
waiting  attitude  of  furnacemen  may  put 
a  large  share  ef  the  ore  sales  so  far  into 
the  shipping  season  that  buyers  will  have 
to  share  in  the  advanced  freights  that 
may  then  be  an  actuality.  Sellers  of 
Bessemer  ores  will  be  interested  in  the 
recently  developed  situation  in  the  P!ast. 
Furnacemen  there  who  have  been  sup- 
plying themselves  with  imported  ores, 
on  the  hand  to  mouth  plan,  find  that  they 
must  look  to  Lake  Superior  Besseraers, 
in  the  sudden  withdrawal  of  the  ocean 
freights  that  have  favored  them  for  some 
months  past.

THE  HUMANE  SOCIETY. 

The  Report  Which  the  Local  Organization 
Will  Make  to  the  Slate  University. 

Tomorrow  afternoon,  the  Minnesota 
State  Hun.ane  society  meets  in  St.  Paul 
in  annual  session.  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Kemp 
and  Henry  Haskins  will  attend  as  dele- 
gates from  the  Duluth  organization.  Mr. 
Kemp  will  present  the  following  report 
of  cases  reported  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1892: 

Children — Abandoned  or  neglected,  12; 
beaten  or  abused,  q;  destitute,  13;  hav- 
ing improper  homes,  7;  incorrigible,  5; 
imbecile,  i.  Animals— Beating  or  whip- 
ping, 15;  overloading,  43;  overdriv- 
ing or  overwork,  13;  driven  when 
galled  or  lamed,  48;  deprived  of 
necessary  food  or  shelter,  25;  cases  of 
general  cruelty,  12;  cases  of  abandoning 
animals  to  die,  5;  cases  reported  at  oflicc, 
Qt;  cases  not  sustained,  7;  warned,  82; 
prosecuted.  7;  convicted,  6;  acquitted,  i; 
animals  taken  from  work,  14;  animals 
killed,  being  of  no  further  use,  17. 

During  the  year  18  addresses  were 
given  in  the  public  schools  and  3  drink- 
ing fountains  for  man  and  beast  put  in 
by  the  city  through  the  efforts  of  the 
society.  Three  arrests  were  made  for 
selling  tobacco  to  minors,  30  families 
were  aided  with  food  and  100  suits  of 
clothes  were  given  away.  In  the  case  in 
which  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroad 
was  prosecuted  for  keeping  a  horse  shut 
up  three  days  without  food  and  water, 
the  case  was  settled  by  the  defendant 
paying  S50.  The  county  commissioners 
and  the  city  of  Duluth  donated  officially 
S25  each  per  month  to  the  Humane  so- 
ciety. About  ?35  were  paid  in  fines  dur- 
ing the  year.

?s  bookkeeper  for  A.  Fitger  &  Co.,  died 
suddenly  Saturday  morning  at  his  resi- 
dence on  Seventh  avenue  east,  above 
Third  street,  and  was  buried  yesterday.

AGAINST  SUNDAY  OPENING. 

A  Pretest  Against  Opening  the  World's  Fair 

on  Sunday.  • 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  read  with  pleasure  the  sermon  by  the 
Rev.Southworthin  your  Monday's  paper, 
but  was  sorry  to  learn  that  my  letter  on 
the  other  side  was  not  available  on  ac- 
count of  its  length  and  hasten  to  boil 
down  what  memory  supplies.  My  letter 
was  suggested  by  your  remarks  agreeing 
with  the  Pioneer  Press  as  being  soundlv 
orthodox,  believing  in  the  higher  creed 
of  humanity,  and  declaring  that  the  clos- 
ing of  all  places  of  labor,  etc.,  is  merely 
for  convenience.  I  will  not  quote  the 
Bible,  but  tell  as  a  citizen  how  a  still 
Sunday  may  affect  orthodox  people. 

The  prevailing  idea  seems  to  be  to 
please  everyone,  a  thing  impossible,  for 
how  can  we  who  make  a  Sunday  con- 
tract void,  make  special  provisions  for 
pagans?  Yet  this  is  what  the  commis- 
sioners are  asking.  They  are  already 
state  law  breakers  and  have  sold  tv/enty 
restaurant  permits  for  eating  and  drink- 
ing, and  now  ask  for  license  on  national 
authority  to  entertain— not  staying  vis- 
itors particularly  but  special  Sunday 
excursionists,  whose  numbers  alone 
make  impossible  a  "still  Sunday."  The 
liquor  laws  under  high  license  in  Chi- 
cago are  continually  broksn,  so  we  may 
justly  conclude  that  the  holders  of  res- 
taurant permits  in  Jackson  Park,  who 
paid  dearly  for  the  privilege,  will  be 
soecially  busy  on  Sunday,  perhaps  in 
digging  a  grave  to  bury  Sabbatarians. 

The  religious  people  in  Chicago  have 
made  provisions  for  their  staying  visit- 
ors, but  they  do  not  wish  for  excursion- 
ists who  may  as  well  come  in  the  usual 
order.  They  are  not  anxious  concern- 
ing the  Sunday,  if  the  civil  law  be  kept, 
for  out  of  the  American  rest  day  religion 
comes  as  naturally  as  liowers  grow  in" 
sunshine.  Then  Sunday  is  the  only  day 
that  visitors  can  see  in  the  beautiful 
sanctuaries,  parks,  etc.,  howwc  enjoy  the 
secret  of  Amarica's  greatness.  They  are 
justly  anxious  how  to  cope  with  the  vast 
crowd  shut  out  from  this  fair  at  6  o'clock 
every  evening.  It  would  have  been 
much  more  reasonable  if  the  workmen 
had  been  considered  here,  instead  of  un- 
dermining the  only  protection  they  have 
against  the  greed  of  their  employers.  A 
special  commission  has  declared  that 
one  dav  in  seven  is  absolutely 
needful  for  the  physical  well  being  of 
man,  and  to  secure  it  we  must  put  an 
end  by  law  to  buying  and  selling. 

Nearly  two  millions  of  people  at  pres- 
ent work  on  Sunday  for  necessity,  but 
there  is  no  need  to  increase  the  number 
for  entertainment.  This  day  is  sacred 
to  home  and  friends  and  the;birthright  of 
our  children.  If  we  allow  law  and  cus» 
torn  to  smile  upon  money  m.aking  on 
Sunday,  we  shorten  the  lives  ot  Ameri- 
can citizens  and  bring  into  contempt  our 
own  "constitution."  I  am  unable  to  un- 
derstand any  of  the  agitators  in  this 
matter  of  law,  except  the  Adventists. 
The  fundamental  article  of  their  religion 
is  not  to  render  unto  Caisar  the  things 
that  are  Ciesar's,  and  it  would  appear 
just  now  that  this  is  the  popular  side  (for 
even  women  favor  it)  and  authorities  are 
openly  ridiculed  by  the  press  and  min- 
isters of  the  gospel.  The  laxity  of  law 
is  a  serious  menace  to  America.  High 
license  is  a  failure.  Prohibition  in  Jack- 
son Park  district  cannot  be  enforced. 

Last  year  we  had  200  cases  of  lynching 
and  five  of  the  victims  were  women,  an 
increase  of  forty.  The  Sunday  law  has 
been  completely  set  on  one  side  in  the 
erection  of  the  fair  buildings.  Five  hun- 
dred lives  have  already  been  lost  and 
about  3000  more  or  less  injured  since  the 
commencement.  If  life  was*  the  most 
precious  thing  the  Sunday  ought  to  be 
used  in  repairing  the  waste  of  the  six 
days'  toil.  Men  are  now  old  when  they 
should  be  in  their  prime.  Sudden  death, 
once  so  startling,  is  now  quite  common. 
We  must  keep  pace  with  the  times  in  the 
race  for  wealth,  and  a  law  to  prevent  it 
is  regarded  as  an  interference  with  lib- 
erty. We  have  ten  of  the  richest  men  in 
the  world  in  this  country,  and 

"111  fares  that  land  to  hastening  ills  a  prey 
Where  wealth  accumulatot,  aad  mon  decay." 

Possibly  those  who  are  so  anxious  to 
make  foreigners  feel  at  home  will  also 
ask  for  a  special  army  to  be  gotten  up, 
according  to  the  German  or  English  idea 
ot  court  grandeur,  because  our  Grand 
Army  needs  military  precision  and  is  out 
of  date,  etc.  This  would  be  no  greater 
insult  to  them  than  the  opening  of  the 
fair  IS  to  the  custom  and  law  of  our  coun- 
try. It  is  a  fraud  in  the  name  of  religion 
to  charge  50  cents  per  head  to  Jews, 
Turks  and  infidels  to  see  part  of  a  show. 
Once  to  every  nation  comes  the  moment 
to  decide.  We  shall  soon  sac  which  is 
the  uppermost,  millions  or  morals;  the 
million  of  estimated  Sunday  gate  money, 
or  the  best  interests  of  the  people  and  the 
landmarks  of  our  fathers.     Yours,  etc.

The  Main  Improvement  is  Freedom   For  the 

Irish  Government  to  Control  Its 

Own  Revenues. 


The  Present   Financial   Proposals   and  the 
Provision  Regarding  the  Land  Ques- 
tion Are  Not  Aopr.ved. 


London,  Feb.  14.— Wm.  O'Brien,  M. 
P.  for  Cork  city,  said  this  morniriij  in  an 
interview  regardintj  the  home  rule  bill: 
"It  seems  to  me  that  the  main  principles 
cf  the  bill  provide  for  a  better 
settlement  of  the  home  rule 
question  than  the  bill  of  1886. 
Our  chief  reservation  is  on  the  financial 
proposals.  It  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  Mr.  Gladstone's  surplus  of  half 
a  million  pounds  is  real.  Mr.  Sexton, 
Mr.  Dillon,  Mr.  Blake  and  others  of  our 
friends  fear  that  the  full  extent  of  Irish 
local  charges  have  not  been  taken  nto 
account. 

"The  proposed  contribution  for  the 
support  of  the  police  will  involve  a  for- 
midable drain  lor  the  first  few  years. 
Irishmen  will  hold  their  opinions  on 
such  matters  at  present  and  do  the 
threshing  out  when  the  fitjures  are  fully 
examined  and  understood.  Neverthe- 
less, the  iiv.in  lines  of  the  bill  arc  a 
noble  and  sufficient  settlement  of  the 
national  claims.  We  are  able  to  heartily 
recommend  Irish  acceptance  of  the 
measure.  It  gives  substantial  control 
over  our  domestic  affairs. 

"We  shouiil  not  he  justified  m  resent- 
ing the  provisions  giving  the  minority 
adequate  rcpresc.".tation  and  providing 
lor  a  veto  by  the  crown  and  the  suprem- 
acy of  the  imperial  parliament.  The  po- 
lice arrangements,"  added  Mr.  O'Brien, 
"are  practically  those  agreed  upon  with 
Mr.  Parnell  at  Boulogne.  The  bulk  of 
the  present  force  would  doubtless  be  re- 
engaged under  Irish  cuthontv.  The 
checks  upon  the  appoininicnt  of  judges 
are  irksome  but  possibly  useful.  Th^re 
arc  now  too  many  judges  in  Ireland,  but 
the  chances  are  that  the  more  rabid  of 
these  will  retire  on  pensions 

"It  is  a  sacriJice  to  demand  that  Irish- 
men shall  be  debarred  from  touching 
the  land  question  for  three  years.  VV'e 
recognize  that  the  compromise  is  reason- 
able, but  must  press  tor  power  to  check 
the  present  land  commissioners  in  the 
meantime  from  saddling  lease  holders 
with  rack  rents.  Irishmen  will  prob- 
ably assent  to  a  reduction  of  the  mem- 
bership .at  Westminister." 

Mr.  Gladstone  spent  an  excellent 
night  and  arose  at  his  usual  hour  in  a 
hearty  condition,  afterward  procecdmg 
to  the  house  of  commons  to  listen  to  his 
leading  Conservative  antagonist,  the 
Right  Hon.  A.  J.  Baliour.  The  follow- 
ing statement  of  the  contents  of  the 
home  rule  bill  has  been  officially  handed 
to  a  correspondent: 

"The  bill  offers  Ireland  a  legislature, a 
free  deal  in  all  Irish  affairs  and  an  ex- 
ecutive government  responsible  to  that 
legislature.  In  all  the  main  principles 
and  in  the  political  machinery,  it  is  pro- 
vided much  better  than  the  bill  cf  1886. 
The  Irish  parliamentary  party,  at  a 
meeting  specially  summoned  after  the 
delivery  of  Mr,  (Gladstone's  great  speech, 
cordially  accepted  the  new  home  rule 
legislation  as  a  satisfactory  scheme  of 
Irish  national  self  government,  subject 
to  endeavors  in  committee  to  improve 
the  proposed  financial  arrangements  and 
to  have  the  time  shortened  wherein  the 
la»2d  question  is  to  be  withheld  from  the 
purview  of  the  Irish  national  legislature. 
We  are  authorized  by  the  party  to  trans- 
mit this  resolution  to  the  friends  and 
supporters  of  Irish  liberty  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

(Signed)       John  Dillon, 

Michael  Davitt." 
John  Dillon,  in  an  interview,  said  that 
the  main  fact  was  admitted  en  all  sides 
that  the  bill  was  a  great  advance  on  the 
home  rule  bill  ot  18S6.  "Hence,"  he  ad- 
ded, "the  Irish  feel  that,  although  they 
cannot  approve  the  present  financial 
proposals  and  the  provision  regarding 
the  land  question,  they  are  bound  to  rec- 
ognize in  the  heartiest  manner  the  noble 
courage  and  fidelity  ot  Mr.  Gladstone  in 
offering  this  constitution  to  their  coun- 
try. The  main  improvements  in  the 
bill  are,  first,  the  disappearance  of  the 
receiver  general  and  consequent  perfect 
financial  freedom  lor  the  Irish  govern- 
ment, which  will  be  able  to  collect  and 
control  its  own  revenues. 

■'The  second  improvement  is  the  con- 
stitution of  the  second  chamber  which 
makes  the  legislature  a  thoroughly 
workable  and  democratic  body.  The 
third  improvement  is  in  the  veto  pov/cr, 
which  is  provided  for  in  a  better  manner 
than  in  the  bill  of  18S6.  The  fourth  im- 
provement is  Irish  control  of  the  police 
and  of  the  land  question  after  a  limited 
number  of  years. 

"In  regard  to  the  re-election  of  Irish 
members  at  Westminster,  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  this  was  accepted  by 
Mr.  Parnell  years  ago.  I  see  no  objec- 
tion to  a  reduction  of  number  of  Irish 
representatives  in  the  imperial  parlia- 
ment and  I  accept  the  religious  restric- 
tions heartily.  I  believe  the  bill  will 
pass  the  house  of  commons." 

The  comments  in  the  evening  news- 
papers on  tne  subject  ot  home  rule  are 
on  the  same  line  as  in  the  morning 
papers.  The  Conservative  journals  re- 
ject the  measure  in  toto,  while  the 
Liberal  papers  approve  it,  although  at 
the  same  time  picking  small  flaws  in 
certain  provisions  of  the  bill. 

The  prince  of  Wales  was  the  first  to 
congratulate  Mr.  Gladstone  yesterday 
in  a  private  room  at  the  house  of  com- 
mons, after  his  address  producing  the 
home  rule  bill. 


NEW  ORLEANS  CARNIVAL. 

The  City  Is  Crowded  With  Strangers  to  Wit- 
ness the  Pageant. 

New  Orleans,  Feb.  14.— The  city  is 
crowded  v.'ilh  visitors  to  enjoy  the  car- 
nival season.  They  are  here  from  all 
parts  of  the  country.  Although  the  Chi- 
cago fair  and  the*  inaugural  ceremonies 
at  Washington  have  served  to  keep  many 
away,  the  attendance  of  strangers  is  not 
much  smaller  than  usui],  and  the  hotels 
and  boarding  houses  are  taxed  to  their 
utmost. 

The  streets  at  noon  today  were  packed 
vith  people,  and  every  gallery  along 
iiie  route  was  covered  with  a  sea  of 
faces,  while  the  royal  colors  were  dis- 
played in  every  difeciion.  The  decora- 
tions in  special  cases  were  of  a  most 
elabor.nte  character. 

The  Rex  pageant  started  shortly  after 
II  o'clock.  The  subject  treated  this 
year  is  one  pcroiitting  much  latitude  in 
the  matter  of  artistic  decorations 
and  color  There  were  nineten  floats 
and  they  treated  of  fantasies. 

Notwithstanding  the  cloudy  weather 
whith  served  to  dim  the  floats  the 
pageant  was  a  superb  one  and  calllcd 
forth  the  commendation  of  visitors. 
John  Poitevant,  a  wealthy  lumberman, 
v/as  the  king  and  Miss  Ella  Sinnolt,  a 
beautiful  belle,  was  the  queen. 

The  carnival  will  come  to  a  brilliant 
close  this  evening  with  the  pageant  of 
Comus,  and  there  is  every  promise  that 
the  oldest  of  Mardi  (iras  organizations 
will  eclipse  ail  previous  efforts  in  the 
line  of  night  displavs. 

Rex  and  Comus  both  give  balls,  the 
former  at  Washington  artillery  ball,  and 
the  other  at  the  Frtnch  Opera  house. 
There  have  thus  far  been  no  accidents 
to  mar  the  carnival  of  1893. 

TOOK  A  FEARPyL  PLUNGE. 


A  Freight  Train  Hurled  Down  an  Embank- 
ment and  an  Ent^ineer  Buried 
Under  His  Locomotive. 

Bristol,  Tcnn.,  Feb.  14.— A  freight 
train  on  the  South  Atlantic  &  Ohio  rail- 
road took  a  fearful  plunge  down  an  em- 
bankment last  night  at  Walters  Moun- 
tain. The  track,  which  had  been  under- 
mined [by  a  swollen  mountain  stream 
gave  way  and  the  en.^'ine  and  seven  cars 
were  hurled    100  feet  down  the  hill  side. 

Engineer  Billy  Allen  was  buried  under 
the  debris  of  his  locomotive.  H5  was 
dug  out  four  hours  later,  still  alive,  but 
died  this  morning.  Several  other  tram 
men  were  injured  bul  none  fatally. 

At  about  the  same  time  a  freight  train 
on  Nashviile  iS:  Western  ran  into  a  slide 
at  Seven  Mile*  Ford.  The  engine  and 
six  cars  were  precipitated  down  a  high 
hill.  The  engineer,  John  .Smith,  had  one 
leg  broken  and  was  otherwise  badly  in- 
jured. Fireman  Marion  and  the  front 
brakeman  were  seriously  hurt. 

IS  REFOVFO  FAVORABLY. 

The   House   Bill  for    Erecting  a  Bridge  From 
WestDuliith  to  Superior. 

Washington,  1-eb.  14.— The  bouse 
commerce  committee  today  ordered  fa- 
vorable reports  to  be  made  on  the  hcuic 
bill  for  the  crec.ion  of  a  bridge  across 
the  St.  Louis  river  between  West  Du- 
luth,  Minn.,  and  Superior,  Wis.,  and  also 
a  bill  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
over  the  Mississippi  immediately  ad- 
joining and  south  of  the  Merchants 
bridge  at  St.  Louis.  These  bills  have 
been  proposed  before  and  their  pa:sage 
has  been  contested. 

The  West  Duiudi-Superior  bridge  bill 
is  the  one  introduced  by  Congressman 
Haugen,  .-.nd  by  its  provision  the  two 
cities  are  to  maintain  the  bridge  free  cf 
expense  and  it  v,  ill  be  under  their  abso- 
lute control.  Representative  Castle  made 
a  sptecli  against  the  bill  before  the  com- 
mittee and  declared  that  he  will  fight  its 
passage  on  the  floor  of  the  house  to  the 
best  of  his  ability.

TOOK  THE  CHILD. 


Charles  Prince  Carries  Off  His  Daughter  from 

His  Wife. 

Charles  Prince,  the  barber  whose  wife 
cut  his  throat  ft  few  weeks  ago.  evidently 
has  not  had  trouble  enough.  He  has 
been  out  of  the  hoinital  for  some  time 
;ind  during  the  noon  hour  today  went  up 
to  the  home  of  Mrs.  Sullivan  on  Twenty- 
seventh  avenue  west,  where  Mrs.  Prince 
is  now  living,  and  took  away  a  3-year-old 
daughter  wlio  has  been  in  the  custody  of 
the  mother.  He  offered  no  violence,  but 
frightened  the  woman  by  threatening  to 
knock  out  her  brains  if  she  made  any  re- 
sistance. 


Washington,  Feb.  14.— The  relations 
of  the  United  States  with  other  powers, 
growing  out  of  the  protection  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  United  States  and  its  citi- 
zens in  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  ocean, 
have  been  the  subject  of  considerable 
correspondence  that  will  appear  in  the 
forthcoming  volume  of  "Foreign  Rela- 
tions." Some  of  this  correspondence  is 
particularly  i.Tteresting  at  the  present 
juncture  of  affairs. 

Mention    has    been   made  of  the  fact 

that  at  the  time  Capt.  Davis,  of  her 
majesty's  ship  Royalist,  hoisted  the 
Britibh  flag  over  the  Gilbert  Island?, 
June  II,  1H92,  his  ticatment  of  Adolph 
Rick,  the  commercial  agent  of  the 
United  States  at  Bularitari,  was  such  as 
to  call  forth  a  protest  from  Secretary 
Foster,  which  was  filed  with  Lord  Rose- 
bery en  the  i6th  of  November  last,  by 
Henry  White,  secretary  of  the  Ameri- 
can legation  in  London. 

From  the  correspondence  it  appears 
that  Capt.  Davis  refused  to  recognize 
Mr.  Rick  as  consular  representative 
until  he  should  be  accredited  to  her  maj- 
esty, the  queen,  and  he  demanded  that 
the  printed  heading  "L^nited  States  con- 
sulate, Butaiitari,"  should  be  erased  from 
letters  entrusted  to  him,  under  the  usual 
courtesy  of  forwarding  homebound  mails 
by  returning  war  vessels,  for  transmis- 
sion to  the  department  of  state,  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  not  cour'cous. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  Mr.  Rick  re- 
fused to  compl/  with  the  demand  and 
that  the  ietters  were  carried  by  Capt. 
Davis  in  the  original  form  presented  to 
him.  The  correspondence  also  shows 
that  Capt.  Davis,  inapiofane  and  un- 
warranted manner,  underlooic  to  try  A. 
J.  Kustcl,  an  American  trader  0:1  the 
island  of  Tarawa,  for  an  alleged  assault 
upon  a  native  of  the  island  some  months 
previous  to  the  date  of  the  raising  of  the 
British  flag  over  the  islands. 

Subsequently,  under  the  date  of  Dec. 
Q.  Lord  Rosebsry  informed  Mr.  White 
that  the  British  authorities  in  the 
vicinity  of  Gilbert  islands  had  been  in- 
structed to  recogni/:e  .Mr.  Rick  as  com- 
mercial agent  of  the  United  Siates,  and 
at  the  same  time  expressed  the  regret  of 
her  majesty's  government  that  Cant. 
Davis  did  not  extend  to  Mr.  Rick  pro- 
visional recognition,  giving,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  assurance  that  the  rights  and 
intcicsts  of  United  States  citizens  estab- 
lished in  the  Gilbert  islands  would  be 
fully  recognized  and  respected  by  the 
British  authorities. 

Within  the  past  few  months  frequent 
references  have  been  made  to  the  fact 
that  correspondence  was  in  progress  be- 
tween Germany,  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  under  the  tri-partite  ar- 
rangements by  which  they  maintain  a 
protectorate  ever  the  Samoan  islands. 
The  condition  of  affairs  on  the  islands 
was  said  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the 
presence  of  a  war  vessel  was  deemed 
advisable,  and  for  a  time  there  was  talk 
of  sending  a  second  vessel  there. 

It  was  supposed  at  that  time  that 
these  precautions  were  necessary  be- 
cause ot  probable  local  disturbances, 
but  a  letter  written  to  Secretary  of  Le- 
gation White  in  London  by  Secretary  01 
State  Foster,  on  the  21st  of  last  Novem- 
ber, may  serve  to  more  fully  explain  the 
presence  of  the  alliance  at  Samoa.  That 
letter  begins  with  the  statement  that  "in 
the  judgment  ot  the  president  tBe  time 
is  opportune  for  an  explicit  assertion  of 
the  views  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States  with  respect  to  its  rights 
in  the  harbor  of  Pago  Pago,  as  secured 
by  treaty  with  the  Samoan  Islands  and 
as  now  in  process  of  accomplishment." 

The  reason  for  this  statement  the  let- 
ter goes  on  to  say,  was  the  visit  of  her 
majesty's  ship  Cui'Sicoa  in  June  last,  to 
Pago  Pago,  taking  on  board  the  Brit'sh 
land  commissioner  in  Samoa,  for  the  an- 
nounced purpose  "of  looking  at  the  land 
claimed  by  the  United  Stales  govern- 
ment in  that  harbor."  This  proceeding, 
the  letter  goes  on  to  state,  might  have 
been  passed  over  without  not;cc,  but  for 
the  circumstances  that  it  had  been  stated 
without  contradiction  in  the  British 
press  of  the  Australian  colonies,  that  We 
object  rf  Mr.  Haggard's  visit  was  to 
select  the  place  for  a  British  coaling  sta- 
tion in  Pago  Pago  harbor,  and  that  he 
had,  in  fact,  allotted  a  piece  of  land  there 
with  that  design. 

The  letter  summarizes  the  various 
steps  in  the  acquisition  of  the  rights  of 
the  United  States  in  the  harbor  of  Pago 
Pago  which  have  been  continuous  since 
1S72,  and  since  187S  have  been  exclusive 
by  express  stipulations  in  the  treaty  of 
Jan.  17,  1878.  Subsequent  treaties  with 
(iermany  and  Great  Britain,  containing 
provisions  for  the  establishment  of  coal- 
ing and  naval  stations,  so  far  as  they 
contravene  the  exclusive  rights  of  the 
United  States  to  the  harbor  of  Pago  Pago, 
Secretary  Foster  asserts,  are  void,  tor 
the  reason  that  the  grantor  was  no  longer 
competent  to  deliver  the  thing  alleged 
to  be  granted.  Mr.  White  was  instruct- 
ed to  communicate  to  the  British  gov- 
ernment the  views  of  this  government 
set  forth  in  the  following  paragraph. 

"This  government  has  on  several  occa- 
sions publicly  announced  its  possession 
of  vested  rights  in  the  harbor  of  Pago 
Pago,  it  has  taken  continuous  measures 
to  maintain  those  rights.  Through  no 
act  or  omission  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States  can  its  rights  and  privi- 
leges be  considered  to  have  lapsed  or  to 
have  rcvejted  to  the  Samoan  govern- 
ment. This  government  has,  at  no  time, 
had  and  has  no;  now  any  desire  to  ex- 
clusively occupy  the  harbor  of  Pago 
Pago  to  the  inconvenience  of  other  ship- 
ping. The  terms  and  objects  of  the  ex- 
clusive  cession  of   the   right  to  use  the

Most  of  the  Bills  Introduced  in  the  House 

Today  Were  Regarding  Roads  and 

Bridges. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  14.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— In  the  senate  this  morning  the 
following  bills  were  introduced:  By 
Mott,  providing  that  letting  of  contracts 
and  general  road  work  be  placed  under 
the  general  supervision  of  township  su- 
pervisors; by  Ladue,  relating  to  powers 
of  village  councils  with  regard  to  side- 
walk and  sewer  contracts;  by  Mott, 
amending  the  constitution  so  that  the 
legislature  may  authorize  towns  and 
counties,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  assess 
the  cost  of  road  building  to  the  property 
benefited;  by  Ladue,    relating  to  powers 

of  village  councils  regarding  sidewalks 
and  siwers;  by  Mott,  providing  that  town 
supervisors  shall  be  elected  for  three 
years  each. 

The  anti-pool  bill  is  being  discussed 
in  the  senate  today.  Mr.  Dean's  bill, 
which  is  very  radical  including  the  whole 
itate  under  its  provisions,  is  on  general 
orders  in  the  senate  and  the  eloquence 
emitted  on  the  subject  this  morning  was 
of  a  lurid,  heart-rending  nature. 

The  committee  on  puolic  lands  of  the 
house  has  reported  in  favor  of  the  for- 
feiting of  the  Hastings  &  Dakota  land 
grant. 

Mr.  VVacek  introduced  a  resolution 
this  m.orning  in  ibe  house  calling  for  an 
itemized  statement  ot  all  costs  ot  all  de- 
partments of  the  state  goverument. 
Heads  of  which  are  appointed  by  the 
governor,  with  a  view  of  introducinga 
general  bill  to  abolish  all  such  depart 
ments  as  they  row  exist  and  place  ail 
work  cover ed  by  them  in  the  hands  of 
one  commission. 

Most  of  the  bills  introduced  today 
were  cf  a  special  road  and  bridge  order. 
Mr.  Greer  introduced  a  bill  pro\  iding 
for  the  appointment  of  a  state  highway 
ccmmission  to  be  composed  oi  three 
citizens  to  have  general  char.;e  of  road 
building  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Ives  introduced  a  bill  making 
Feb.  22,  Memorial  day,  the  first  Monday 
in  September  iand  the  Tuesday  after  the 
first  JVlonday  in  November  legal  holi- 
days. 

Mr.  T'urrel'.  had  a  bll  to  authorize 
villages  to  build  lockups. 

Mr.  Markham  introauced  a  bill  to  ap- 
propriate ^3000  to  improve  the  state  road 
in  Wadena  county;  that  §1000  be  ex- 
pended under  supervision  01  E^L.  Peter- 
son, D.  L.  Olson  and  N.  A.  Anderson  to 
improve  loads  in  Aitken  county;  appro- 
priating $5000  to  reimburse  Cioquet  for 
money  expended  on  roads  in  Carlton 
county. 

Mr,  Dunn  introduced  a  bill  appropriat- 
ing Jiooo  to  build  a  dam  at  the  outlet  of 
MiUe  Lacs  lake;  also  a  bill  appropriat- 
ing $7000  to  build  roads  in  >l!lle  Lacs 
county. 

Mr.  Markham,  a  bill  appropriating 
§15,000  to  construct  roads  ana  bridges  111 
Itasca  county;  also  a  bill  auihoiizing 
counties  to  issue  bonds  for  construction 
of  county  buildings. 

Mr.  Fleming,  a  bill  providing  for 
transportation  of  needy  old  soldiers  to 
the  home  at  Memehaha  Falls. 

Mr.  Boggs,  providing  for  an  equitable 
distribution  of  the  money  received  as 
taxes  on  gross  earnings  01  railroad  com- 
panies of  the  state  among  the  counties 
to  the  amount  of  80  per  cent  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  01  miles  of  road  lying 
within  each  county.  In  case  such  roads 
shall  have  land  taxed  20  per  cent  is  to 
be  retained  in  the  state  treasury  and  5 
per  cent  apportioned  among  the  counties 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  track 
which  ihey  have  and  30  per  cent  among 
the  counties  containing  u  portion  of  the 
land  grant  of  the  road.

THE  INSURANCE  TRUST. 

If  Appears  to  be  as  Strong  in  the  East  as  in 
the  West. 

New  York,  Feb.  14.— The  Herald  has 
a  lengthy  article  declaring  that  a  gigan- 
tic tire  insurance  trust  exists  in  New 
York  which  controls  rates  for  all  big 
Kastcrn  cities. 

Rates  are  held  at  an  excessive  rate. 
All  the  insurance  men,  it  is  charged, 
operate  entirely  through  a  secret  tariff 
association,  which  has  an  iron  clad  con- 
stitution binding  the  members  to  main- 
tain the  rates,  as  regulated  by  the  secret 
tariff  association. 

Competition  under  thisarrangement  is 
impossible,  and  has  been  effectually 
stitted.  Though  preserving  separate  or- 
ganizations it  is  claimed  the  companies 
are  aU  powerless  to  take  individual 
action  in  any  case  and  cannot  take  a  risk 
at  a  lower  rate  than  the'trust  makes. 

British  capital,  it  is  alleged,  is  in  con- 
trol of  the  companies  and  small  rivals 
have  been  gradually  crushed  out  by 
favorable  legislation  obtained  in  the 
state  legislature  by  the  diligent  agents 
of  the  trust. 


FOUR  BLOWN  TO  ATOMS. 


Iowa  Miners  Killed  by  an  Explosion  of  Powder 
in  the  Mine. 

Crf.ston,  la.,  Feb.  14. — A  serious  ac- 
cident occurred  at  Lucus,  a  minirg  town 
sixteen  miles  east  of  here,  Saturday. 
Four  men  were  killed  outright  and  sev- 
eral others  badly  injured. 

There  were  about  100  men  employed 
in  the  mines,  and  but  for  the  fact  that 
they  had  gone  above  for  dinner,  there 
would  have  been  a  terrible  fatality. 

The  four  men  were  blown  to  atoms.

As  on  Saturday  the  greater  part 
of  those  drawing  out  their  accounts  were 
women  and  children. 

At  noon  the  crowds  still  continued. 
Despite  the  run,  many  of  the  larger  de- 
positors have  no  feais.  One  merchant 
deposited  over  $ioco  yesterday  morning 
and  others  deposited  large  amounts. 
They  say  they  have  no  fears  and  would 
deposit  all  the  money  they  have  without 
the  least  hesitation.  '

A  Combine  Formed  to  Control  the  Price  of 
Flour. 

MiNNF.AiOLis,  Feb,  14.— In  regard  to 
the  alleged  millers'  trust,  a  reporter 
learnqd  from  a  gentleman,  who  claims 
to  have  personal'  knowledge,  that  for 
more  than  three  months  the  leading 
spring  wheat  millers  in  the  belt  bounded 
by  Buffalo,  St.  Louis  and  Minneapolis 
have  been  trying  to  form  an  organiza- 
tion looking  to  the  control  of  the  price 
of  ilour.

Most  of  the  spring  wheat 
millers  in  Buffalo,  Chicago,  St.  Louis, 
Milwaukee,  .Minneapolis  and  tributary 
points  have  finally  gone  into  the  organ- 
ization,which  is  now  under  full  headway, 
with  all  the  necessary  officers  and  com- 
mittees.

Baldwin  said  lo  the 
News  correspondent:  "Almost  every 
important  public  event  that  ius  come 
under  my  knowledge  since  I  came  to 
Washington  shows  that  parlies  are  disin- 
tegrating, falling  apart  and  preparing  to 
reform  on  new  lines.  1  harctly  expected 
to  live  long  enough  lo  sec  i*,  but  the  war 
seems  to  be  actually  over  at  last. 

,-Have  you  seen  any  great  measure 
.pending  in  either  house  this  winter  wheie 
the  vote  has  been  on  partv  lines?  Anti- 
option,  the  silver  question,  oven  on  ques- 
tions th;U  touch  no  tariff  party  lines 
have  been  drawn.  .And  now  President 
Harrison  has  nominated  a  good,  pro- 
nounced, states  rif'ht  Democrat  to  the 
supreme  bench,  and  the  hesitation  as  to 
his  conlirmation,  we  are  told,  does  not 
come  irom  ilie  Republican,  but  rather 
from  the  Democratic  side  of  the  senate 
chamber.  • 

"Then,  look  at  the  pension  question  in 
the  house.  The  Democratic  members 
of  the  pension  roannittee  agree  upon  a 
radical  change  in  the  laws,  and  rock- 
ribbed  Mr.  Holman  refuses  to  join  the 
iJtniccratic  brtthren  and  joins  the  Re- 
publicans in  opposition  to  the  radical 
program.

Philadi-.lphia,  Feb.  14.— Chicago's 
mammoth  pork  trust  will  have  a  com- 
petitor in  the  shape  of  a  bi.;;  syndicate  in 
this  city  after  March  i.  Arrangements 
have  already  been  made  for  the  starting 
of  the  concern,  and  a  contract  has  been 
closed  with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  rail- 
road which  will  give  material  aid  to  the 
venture. 

The  gentlemen  backing  the  new  in- 
dustry, who  are  nearly  all  I'hiladelphi- 
ans,  have  raised  a  capital  of  $300,000  to 
begin  with.

STRUNG  UP  BY  ROBBERS. 

Strange  Tale  Told  by  a  Chinaman    Regarding 

Loss  of  His  Money. 

New  York,  Feb.  14.— A  strange  story 

of  the  robbery  of  a  Chinese  farmer's  hut 
was  told  yesterday  to  the  Long  Island 
City  police.  According  to  the  narrative 
three  masked  men  entered  the  place  and 
suspended  the  man  by  a  rope  from  a 
beam  while  ihcv  ransacked  the  hut. 

There  is  a  colony  of  Chinese  farmers 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  Steinway  section 
01  Long  Island  City.  The  men  live  in 
small  huts  and  raise  their  native  vege- 
tables, v.hich  they  sell  to  their  country- 
men in  this  city.  Charlie  Tangh's  farm 
is  on  the  Old  P.owery  Kay  road  at  the  in- 
tersection of  Ditmar  avenue. 

According  to  the  story  told  the  police 
he  was  aroused  about  i  :3o  o'clock  Satur- 
day morning,  when  three  masked  men 
sprang  Into  the  room  and.  seizing  him, 
dragged  him  to  the  floor.  They  put  a  gag 
in  his  mouth,  blindfolded  him  with  a 
handkerchief  and  tied  his  hands  behind 
his  back  with  an  old  piece  cf  clothes 
line. 

Then  they  made  a  noose  with  a  new 
piece  of  clothes  line,  and,  putting  it 
around  the  Chinaman's  neck,  hung  him 
to  a  beam  in  the  roof  of  the  hut.  His 
toes  barely  touched  the  floor.  I'he  men 
took  Tang's  money  and  after  ransack- 
ing the  house  left.  Tang  succeeded  in 
freeing  himself  after  the  men  had  de- 
parted.

Transmission  of  Power, 
Some  time  ago  The  Herald  published 
an  article  on  »he  developments  which 
have  taken  place  in  recent  years  in  the 
transmission  of  power  by  electrical 
methods,  and  prophesied  that  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  the  great  water 
power  of  the  St.  Louis  river  will  be 
transmitted  in  this  manner  to  Duluth, 
which  w^ill  result  in  the  greatest  in- 
dustrial growth  ever  seen  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  the  extent  of  which  cannot 
even  be  conjectured  at  this  time.  Re- 
ference was  made  to  the  successful  ex- 
periineats  which  have  been  made  in  this 
line  at  Frankfort,  Germany,  and  to  the 
more  recent  utilization  of  the  water 
power  at  Niagara  FjIIIs,  which  is  being 
transmitted  to  Bufifalo  and  neighboring

£0  far  been  developed  as  to  make  it  in 
point  of  efficiency,  in  cases  of  long  dis- 
tance, superior  to  any  of  the  purely  me- 
chanical systems  as  yet  in  practice.  Its 
further  extension  in  that  direction  is 
simply  a  matter  of  time  and  intelligent 
experiment.  It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  our  knowledge  of  so  lately  applied 
a  force  is  as  yet  thorough  in  its  research 
or  equipment,  while  it  is  equally  certain 
that  whatever  its  possibilities  may  be, 
they  will  in  time  be  ultimately  apprapri- 
ated.  In  the  transmission  of  power  its 
ooportunilies  of  service  are  multiform 
arid  important,  and  it  is  in  this  direction 
as  much  as  in  any  other  that  its  final 
embodiment  of^ractical  good  will  be 
reali::ed. 

In  purely  mechanical  methods,  as  the 
Age  01  Steel  points  out,  we  have  the  ser- 
vice of  belts  and  shafts  for  limited  dis- 
tances, with  the  use  of  the  wire  rope 
where  the  distance  exceeds  the  capacity 
of  the  agents  named.  Transmission  by 
steam,  by  hydraulic  means  and  pipe 
distribution  is  not  in  every  way  favor- 
able, though  in  an  economic  sense  its 
operation  when  in  connection  with  gas 
as  fuel  is  not  without  its  advantages.  In 
the  transmission  of  power  by  compressed 
air  its  availability  fof  greater  distances 
is  in  its  favor,  its  efficiency  being  in- 
creased about  20  per  cent  if  the  air  be 
heated. 

In  the  matter  of  electrical  transmis- 
sion different  methods  are  avail- 
able. As  before  stated,  the  full 
development  of         the         electric 

system  is  as  yet  unattained,  though 
science  is  pra:tically  in  touch  with  every 
suggested  possibility.  These  threads  as 
vet  unwoven  in  the  loom  are  in  sensitive 
search  for  practical  use,  and  will  drop 
into  place  as  science  plies  its  deft  and 
ceaseless  shuttle.  We  have  the  Nia- 
gara example,  the  Frankfort  demons- 
stration  and  the  Swiss  installments,  each 
and  all  of  which  are  but  the  inceptions 
or  nucleus  of  greater    accomplishments. 

Science  is  so  far  assured  of  available 
efficiency  that  a  European  firm  has  sub- 
mitted plans  for  the  carrying  of  800 horse 
power  from  Niagara  to  Chicago.  By 
means  of  specially  designated  motor  dy- 
namos it  is  made  possible  to  transmit 
energy  from  otherwise  inaccessible 
sources  to  considerable  distances  and 
for  any  desired  purpose.  By  what  is 
technically  known  as  the  tn-phase  cur- 
rent, many  of  our  large  water  powers  now 
going  to  waste  could  be  utilized.  The 
whole  matter  is  not  a  question  of  possi- 
bility, but  of  perfected  methods.  These 
will  be  worked  out  step  by  step,  each 
successive  link  of  the  chain  revealing 
the  next  of  the  series,  till  what  are  now 
secrets  or  problems  are  understood  and 
applied  facts. 

With  such  a  magnificent  water   power 


tory  in  the  I'nited  States  and  Canada. 
Notice  was  t.iken  only  of  failures  which 
r^'suUed  in  loss  to  creditors. 

Briefly,  the  answer  is  that  loss  from 
failure  of  another  was  practically  guard- 
ed against  in  o3  instances  out  of  every 
ICO  failures  in  1892:  for  93  per  cent  of 
the  11,952  concerns  which  failed  in  the 
L'nited  States  and  Canada  had  no  credit- 
rating,  or  only  very  moderate  credit.  It 
is  worth  noting  also  that  this  proportion, 
93  per  cent,  shows  some  improvement  in 
the  work  of  the  institution  recording 
cyedits,  because  like  indications  in  1891 
comprised  only  91.2  per  cent,  in  1890 
only  91.0  per  cent,  in  1889  only  92  per 
cent,  in  iSSS  only  91  per  cent,  and  in 
18S7  only  91.S  per  cent. 

The  clement  of  insufficient  capital 
constituted  a  primary  cause  of  failure  in 
the  United  States,  the  tctal  for  1892  be- 
ing 3343  out  of  an  aggregate  of  10,270,  or 
33  per  eent,  though  it  is  gratifying  to 
i.ote  the  proportion  is  smaller  than  in 
previous  years,  it  having  been  39  per 
cent  in  1S91  and  38  per  cent  in  1890. 
Liabilities  of  those  failed  last  year  from 
this  cause  aggregated  $29,376,coo,  or  less 
than  one-half  of  the  corresponding  total 
in  1891  and  only  two-thirds  of  the  like 
aggregate  in  1890. 

Failures  due  to  incompetence,  irre- 
spective of  other  causes,  have  not  varied 
as  much  within  three  years  as  have  those 
due  to  lack  of  capital,  as  they  numbered 
1916  last  year,  or  18  per  cent  of  the  whole 
number  as  compared  with  16  per  cent  of 
the  total  failures  due  to  that  cause  in 
1891  and  19  per  cent  in  i8qo. 
Under  the  head  of  disaster, 
which  includes  commercial  crises,  crop 
failures,  fire,  etc.,  there  were  1,974  fail- 
ures in  i8g2  as  contrasted  with  16.7  per 
cent  in  1891    and    with    12 


This  includes  the  coal  companies,  the

The  real  estate  exchange  met  yester- 
ilay  and  the  important  matter  of  induc- 
ing World's  fair  visitors  to  \isit  Duliith 
was  brought  up  ana  discussed.  The  con- 
clusion tinally  reached  was  that  Duluth 
and  Superior  should  combine  in  the 
steps  to  be  taken  and  the  head  of  the 
lakes  work  as  a  whole,  not  each  indi- 
vidual section  for  itself.  President  Hol- 
liday  was  appointed   to   confer  with  the 

Jobbers'  union,  board  of  trade  aad  the 
chamber  of  commerce  in  regard  to  se- 
curing railroad  rates  to  Duh.t'i  from 
Chicago  so  that  excursion  parties  may 
brought  up.  It  is  believed  by  the  ex- 
change that  it  might  be  well  to  keep  a 
good  man  at  the  exposition  to  distribute 
descriptive  matter  and  furnish  general 
information  regarding  the  head  of  the 
lakes. 

The  Minneapolis  real  estate  board 
submitted  a  communication  asking  the 
co-operation  of  the  Duluth  exchange  in 
overcoming  the  discrimination  of  the 
railroads  against  norttiwestern  cities, 
principally  in  Minnesota  in  the  matter 
of  rates  from  Chicago  to  these  points 
during  the  fair.  Secretary  Woodbridge 
was  instructed  to  write  and  find  out 
what  the  discriminations  are,  the  ex- 
change here  not  being  aware  that  there 
were  any. 

An  agent  of  the  Travelers'  Magazine, 
of  St.  Paul,  submitted  a  proposition  to 
the  exchange  for  a  write  up  of  Duluth. 
He  agreed  to  give  one  page  for  every 
twenty-five  subscribers.  His  "maga- 
zine." the  January  number  being  offered 
as  a  sample,  contained  five  pages  of  set 
matter  and  about  thirtv  pages  of  ordin- 
ary place  matter.  He  claimed  to  publish 
Sooo  copies  every  month  and  a  great  ex- 
tra ed.tion  in  .May  when  the  Duluth  ar- 
ticle would  appear — icoo  copies  extra, 
he  said.  The  directors  of  the  exchange 
concluded  that  it  was  a  great  joke  and 
"sat  upon  it"  hard.

Some  Cloquet  Amateurs  Who  Are  Getting  Hard 
Knocks. 

There  is  something  more  to  a  theatri- 
cal life  than  getting  applause  and  bow- 
ing responses  as  a  number  of  amateurs 
who  started  out  from  Cloquet  a  short 
time  ago.  They  got  as  far  as  St.  Cloud 
and  the  Daily  Times,  of  that  city  tells 
the  "tale  of  woe"  as  follows: 

"Eleven  amateurs,  who  banded  them- 
selves together  as  the  "Evening  Star 
Comedy  company,"  nearly  came  to  grief 
in  St.  Cloud  last  night.  The  company 
was  organized  by  local  talent  in  the 
town  of  Cloquet.

The  American  Steel  Barge  company 
has  contracted  to  build  two  vessels  at  or 
quite  near  Liverpool,  England,  on  tde 
general  plan  of  Captain  Alexander  Mc- 
Dougall's  whalebacks.  One  will  be  a 
steamer  and  the  other  a  tow  barge  or 
consort  and  as  such  they  will  be  the  first 
vessels  of  the  kind  to  cross  the  Atlantic 
ocean.  They  will  be  put  into  the  iron 
ore  trade  between  Cuba  and  Phila- 
delphia and  will  be  ready  for  their  first 
cargoes  in  July.  They  will  be  duplicates 
of  the  James  B.  Colgate,  only  two  feet 
deeper  and  with  more  power,  the  engines 
being  the  same  style  and  size  as  those  in 
the  big  Pathfinder  launched  last  year. 

The  vessels  will  sail  under  the  British 
flag  and  will  carry  short  pole  spars  sim- 
ilar to  those  employed  on  the  J.  L.  Colby. 
These  vessels  will  be  the  forerunners  of 
an  extensive  fleet  to  be  built  abroad  at 
various  seaports  before  the  close  of  iSg4. 
The  combined  carrying  capacity  of  the 
two  vessels  will  be  qooo  tons.

Cinoinnati  Broken  and  Precious 

Stones  Stolen. 


It  Was  a  .lold  and  Desperate  Job  and  the 

Perpetrators  Easily  Made  Their 

Escape. 


Among  the  Property  Stolen  Was  a  Diamond 

Stud  Weighing  Eighteen  and  a 

Half  Carats. 


Cincinnati  O.,  Feb.  iv— The  show 
window  of  Simper  Bros."  jewelry  store. 
No.  ::Si  \ine  street,  was  robbed  of  $2000 
worth  of  diamonds  at  8  o'clock  last  night. 
At  that  hour  S.  G.  Simper,  who  was  sit- 
ting on  a  counter  about  twenty  feet  from 
the  door,  was  startled  by  the  crash  of 
the  big  plate  glass  window.  Before  he 
could  move,  four  hands  closed  upon  a 
tray  of  diamonds  and  in    a    twinkling  it 

gone. 

Simper  dashed  out  of  the  door  and  out 
on  Vme  street  in  hot  pursuit  of  two  men, 
who  ran  swiftly  to  the  alley,  a  short  dis- 
tance down  the  street,  and  were  soon 
lost  to  their  pursuers  in  view  of  the  daik- 
ness.  When  Simper  reached  the  allev, 
it  occurred  to  him  that  his  store  was  left 
alone  and  he  at  once  returned  to  it.  A 
crowd  of  people  were  there  in  advance 
of  him  looking  upon  one  of  the  boldest 
jobs  of  desperate  robberies  that  Cincin- 
nati las  famished  in  a  long  lime. 

Then;  was  a  big  hole  in  the  glass 
about  a  foot  in  diameter  but  the  entire 
pane  was  shattered,  cracks  that  diverged 
from  the  hole  appearing  all  over  the 
surface.  Inside  the  window  the  brick 
lay,  where  the  diamonds  had  been.  The 
work  was  so  quickly  done  that  nobody 
knows  much  about  it.  Detectives  were 
put  in  possession  of  all  facts  and  started 
m  search  of  the  thieves. 

The  property  stolen  included  a  dia- 
mond stud  iS'<  carats  in  weight,  but 
which  \v  as  valued  at  S1.850  because  of 
imperfections.  Had  it  been  perfect  it 
would  have  been  valued  at  something 
like  SS.coo.  Two  §  100  rings  and  a  ?i5o 
stud  were  also  among  the  stolen  booty. 


IS  NOT  A  PERSONA  GRATA. 


Chile  Excited  Over  a  Report  That  Egan  Will  be 
an  Arbitrator. 

New  York,  Feb.  15. — The  Herald's 
special  correspondent  at  Valparaiso  tel- 
egraphs that  paper  that  there  is  great 
excitement  in  \'aiparaiso  over  the  report 
that  the  United  States  Minister,  Patrick 
Egaa,  is  to  be  appointed  one  of  the  ar- 
bitrators on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  to  settle  the  claims  of  citizens  of 
that  country  against  the  Chilean  govern- 
ment. 

This  information  was  conveyed  in  a 
cable  message  received  by  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs  Errasuriz  yesterday 
from  Washington,  in  which  it  was  inti- 
mated that  Mr.  Egan  would  be  named 
as  one  of  the  arbitrators  for  the  United 
States.  Should  Mr.  Egan  receive  such 
an  appointment  as  this,  trouble  from  the 
Chilean  government  may  be  expected. 

Mr.  Egan  is  not  persona  grata  to  the 
Chilean  government,  and  his  close  rela- 
tions with  Dubies,  who  holds  the  leading 
claims  against  Chile,  are  believed  to  be 
such  as  to  disqualify  him  from  acting  as 
an  arbitrator.  Tlie  protest,  however,  if 
it  is  officially  made  against  his  appoint- 
ment, would  be  founded  upon  the  charge 
his  thit  attidute  toward  the  Cbilean'gov- 
ernment  has  been  ofticiousand  insulting.

DISEASE  AMONG  CATTLE. 


Secretary  Rusk  Prohibits  Shipments  From  a 
Certain  Section. 

Washington,  Feb.  15.— Secretary 
Rusk  has  issued  a  circular  to  tl^  man- 
agers and  agents  of  railroad  companies, 
notifying  them  that  a  contagious  and  in- 
fectious disease,  known  as  splenetic  or 
southern  fever,  exists  among  cattle  in  a 
belt  of  country,  which  he  describes  in 
detail  and  which  extends  from  Texas 
through  portions  of  Kansas,  Missouri 
and  Tennessee  to  North  Carolina,  Vir- 
ginia and  Maryland. 

From  February  15  to  December  i, 
1893.  no  cattle  are  to  be  transported  from 
sajd  area  to  any  portion  of  the  United 
States  northwest  of  the  described  land, 
except  by   rail  for  immediate  slaughter. 

GREAT  NORTHERN  WRECK. 


The  Through  Train   From  the  Coast  Ditched 

and  Nine  Passengers  Hurt,  Two 

Quite  Seriously. 

Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  Feb.  15.— The 
eastbound  Great  Northern  passenger 
train  from  the  coast,  with  two  engines, 
was  ditched  four  miles  west  of  Bartlett 
last  night  by  a  broken  rail.  The  tram 
consisted  of  six  coiches. 

The  sleeper  was  overturned,  the  first 
class  coach  telescoped,  mail  and  bag- 
gage oars  badly  smashed.  Of  the  twenty- 
six  passcnj^ers  on  board  nine  were  hurt, 
tH-o  seriously.

Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,Feb  15— Early  this 
morning  hunters  stopped  for  shelter  at 
thejtarra  house  of  John  Oesterman  near 
Maples,  Ind.,    fifteen  miles  east  of  here. 

They  pushed  open  the  door  and  found 
an  aged  couple,  man  and  wife,  dead. 

A  package  of  arsenic  was  near  by  in- 
dicating suicide  during  the  night.  The 
bodies  were  not  yet  cold.  Oesterman 
lived  on  a  small  rented  farm,  was  poor 
and  evidently  despondent. 

DASHED  DOWN  THE  INCLINE. 


The  Cable  Broke  and  Five  Persons  Received 
Severe  lnji:rics. 

Kansas  City,  Mo  ,  Feb.  15.— Five  per- 
sons were  hurt  by  an  accident  on  the  in- 
cline on  the  cable  road  of  the  Union 
depot.

Secretary  Foster  Confident  0?  Securing  all  the 
Gold  Required. 

Washington,  Feb.  15.— Secretary 
Charles  Foster  returned  from  New  York 
yesterday.  He  was  reticent  about  the 
result  of  his  trip  to  New  York  but  said, 
in  answer  to  ciuestions,  that  there  was 
not  at  this  time  any  probability  of  his  is- 
suing bonds  to  build  up  the  gold  reserve. 

He  felt  that  he  could  continue  to  se- 
cure all  the  gold  necessary  to  meet  for- 
eign shipments  for  some  time  yet  to 
-"ome.  .tile  said  the  financial  world  in 
New  York  was  a  unit  for  the  repeal  ol 
the  Sherman  silver  law,  which  they  said 
would  immediately  put  a  stop  to  the  ex- 
port of  gold. 

Secretary  Foster  held  this  conversa- 
tion while  walking  from  the  treasury  to 
the  White  house  to  lay  before  the  cabi- 
net meeting  the  result  of  his  conference 
with  the  New  York  bankers. 


SUFFERING  FROM   LEPROSY. 


A  Negro  Rapist  Dangled  from  a  Rope's  End 
Yesterday. 

Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Feb,  15.— The 
police,  reinforced  by  a  crowd  of  citizens 
and  bloodhounds,  are  looking  for  an  un- 
known negro.  In  the  event  of  his  cap- 
ture a  lynching  will  take  place  in  this 
city. 

Shortly  before  noon  yesterdr.y  Mrs. 
Mary  Mdore,  a  respected  old  white 
woman  about  60  years  of  age,  was  as- 
saulted and  raped  by  the  negro.  The 
outrage  was  committedi  on  Helen  street, 
and  it  did  not  take  long  to  get  the  police 
as  well  as  every  able-bodied  citizen  in 
the  neighborhood  to  start  on  the  negro's 
trail. 

No  one  knew  who  he  was,  and  it  is 
with  difficulty  that  the  police  are  search- 
ing for  a  clue. 

Later— A  negro  named  Tom  P.bunt 
was  arrested,  and  a  mob  of  2000  gathered 
at  the  jail.  The  doors  v,-ere  battered 
down  and  the  negro  taken  to  the  Ten- 
nessee river  bridge  and  hung,  after 
which  his  body  was  riddled  with  bullets. 
The  negro's  identity  and  guilt  were  fully 
established. 


A  Well  Developed    Case    Discovered   in  Con- 
necticut. . 

Norwich,  Conn.  Feb.  15. — Joseph 
Ojespie,  a  Russian,  is  confine:!  at  the 
Chenango  county  poor  farm  at  Preston 
suffering  from  a  w^ell  developed  case  of 
leprosy. 

He  rambled  into  this  village  on  Mon- 
day and  was  found  late  at  night  wander- 
ing in  the  streets.  As  soon  as  his  con- 
dition was  discovered  be  was  taken  be- 
fore the  board  of  health,  which  pro- 
nounced his  disease  to  be  leprosy. 

There  is  no  adequate  accomodation 
at  the  county  house  and  it  is  probable 
that  he  will  be  removed  to  some  state 
hospital. 


REDUCED  CANAL  TOLLS. 


TWO  YEARS  IN  PRISON. 


The^Canadian  Discrimination  Against  Ameri- 
can Vessels  is  Ended. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Feb.  15.— The  domin- 
ion governmen:  has  issued  an  order  re- 
ducing canal  tolls  on  food  products 
through  Canadian  canals  for  the  present 
season  as  follows: 

Through  the  Wclland  canal,  10  cents 
per  ton,  and  for  passage  eastward, 
through  to  the  St.  Lawrence  canals,  only 
10  cents  per  ton.  Passage  through  the 
Wetland  canal  to  entitle  these  products 
to  free  passage  through  the  St.  Law- 
rence canals. 

The  effort  of  this  order  is  to  discon- 
tinue the  discrimination  against  the 
United  States  ports.  Last  year  vessels 
going  through  from  the  West  to  Mon- 
treal received  a  rebate  of  r8  cents  per 
ton  on  a  20  cent  rate,  this  year  the  re- 
bate is  only  10  cents. 


MAY  HAVE  MET  DEATH. 


The  Sentence  of  Agent  Gardner  of  Dr.  Park- 
hurst's  Society. 

New  York,  Feb,  15.— Charles  W. 
Gardner,  who  was  convicted  of  attempt- 
ing to  extort  money  from  Liliie  Clifton, 
keeper  of  a  disorderly  house,  was  sen- 
tenced to  two  y^ars  at  hard  labor  in 
state's  prison  by  Recorder  Smythe  yes- 
terday. 

After  Gardner  was  led  away  there  was 
a  dramatic  scene  enacted  in  the  court 
room.  Recorder  Smvthe  requested  Law- 
yers Goff  and  Jerome,  who  conducted 
the  defense,  to  be  seated,  as  he  had 
something  to  say  to  them.  He  told  them 
that  during  the  trial  they  were  guilty  of  un- 
becoming conduct,  and  he  would  at  once 
proceed  10  mvestigate  what  punishment 
should  be  inflicted  upon  mm.  Both 
lawyers  sincerely  apoloijized  and  asked 
for  a  postponement.  The  recorder  said 
he  would  put  the  hearing  for  next 
Monday. 

W'hile  Recorder  Smythe  was  stating 
his  complaint  to  the  lawycs,  Goff  and 
Jerome.  Lawyer  Moss  hurried  off  to 
Judge  .\ndrews'  court  and  asked  for  a 
stay  of  executionfor  Gardner,  explaining 
to  the  judge  that  the  o.^ficcrs  intended  to 
rush  the  convicted  agent  off  to  Sing  Sing. 
The  stay  was  granted  until  next  Friday. 

RUSSIAN  VESSELS  COMING. 

The  Czar's  Warships  Will  Take  Part  in  the 
Naval  Display. 

St.  Peteksbl'kg,  Feb.  15.-  The  em- 
peror of  Russia  has  decided  to  dispatch 
a  brge  squadron  of  warships  to  the 
United  States  to  take  part  in  the  naval 
di>play.  which  is  to  be  arranged  in 
Hampton  Roids  to  celebrate  the  opeji- 
ing  of  the  Chicago  exposition. 

This  squadron  will  call  at  Cher- 
bourg or  Brest,  .is  a  compliment  to  the 
French  government,  and'  the  ships  are 
also  to  vi>it  the  duke  of  Edinburg  at 
Devonsport. 

The  squulron  will  be  rcnlly  com- 
manded by  Admiral  Karnskoff,  hut  is  to 
be  nominally  under  the  coipmand  of 
Grand  Duke  Alexis,  lordhig;h  admiral  of 
Russia.

Taxing  Railroad  Lands. 

The  bill  introduced  in  the  legislature 
yesterday  by  Mr.  Boggs,  providing  for  a 
more  equitable  division  of  the  state 
funds  collected  by  the  tax  on  the  gross 
earnings  of  railroads,  contains  some 
meritorious  features.  The  chief  provi- 
sion of  the  bill  is  as  follows: 

"In  case  the  railroad  companv  paying 
such  tax  owns  no  land  granted  in  aid  of 
the  construction  of  its  railroad,  twenty 
(20)  per  cent  of  the  same  shall  be  re- 
tained in  the  state  tr-^asury  for  the  use 
of  the  state,  and  the  remainder  sh?.ll  be 
apportioned  among  the  sevcr.il  counties 
into  or  through  which  the  railroad  or 
railroads  of  such  companies  run,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  miles  of  main 
track  situated  in  such  counties  respec- 
tively. In  case  the  railroad  company  pay- 
ing such  tax  owns  land  granted  in  aid 
of  the  construction  of  its  railroad, 
then  twenty  (20)  per  cent  of  the  tax  paid 
by  such  company  shall  be  retamed  in 
the  state  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  state, 
and  fifty  '50)  per  cent  shall  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  sever?.!  counties  into 
or  through  v.hich  the  railroad  or  rail- 
roads ot  such  company  run,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of,  miles  of  main 
track  situated  in  such  counties  respect- 
ively, a.id  thirty  ^301  per  cent  shall  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  counties 
in  which  the  lands  forming  a  part  of  its 
land  grant  is  situated,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  acres  of  surveyed  lands 
in  said  counties  respeciively  remaining 
unsold  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  for  which  such  percentage  of  gross 
earnings  shall  be  paid." 

At  first  glance  this  bill  would  appear 
to  be  a  move  to  lessen  the  demand  for 
the  taxation  of  railroad  lands,  and  it  is 
not  surprising  that  the  friends  of  Mr. 
Markham's  land  tax  bill,  which  passed 
the  house  and  is  now  before  the  senate, 
should  express  fears  that  Mr.  Boggs' 
bill  is  inimical  to  that  measure.  Mr. 
Boggs,  hoA-ever,  has  declared  that  this  is 
far  from  his  purpose,  and  that  his  bill  is 
designed  to  be  passed  solely  in  the  event 
that  the  taxation  bill  should  fail.  If  the 
taxation  bill  passes,  as  he  hopes  and  be- 
lieves, then  the  distribution  bill  will  be 
amended  to  meet  the  situation. 

Mr.  Markham's  bill  for  taxing  railroad 
lands  is  one  in  which  the  people  of  the 
state  take  a  deep  interest,  and  the  sena- 
tors will  be  acting  counter  to  the  public 
desires  if  they  refuse  to  pass  it.  There 
are  5,500,000  acres  of  unused  railroad 
lands  in  Northern  and  Western  Minne- 
sota held  for  speculative  purposes  and 
exempt  from  taxation.  In  Aitkin  county, 
for  instance,  there  are  700,000  acres  of 
railway  land  exempt  from  taxes  and  only 
240,000  acres  of  taxable  realty  to  bear 
the  expenses  of  local  government.  In 
that  and  other  counties  taxpayers  are 
compelled,  as  a  result  of  this  state  of 
things,  to  issue  bonds  to  pay  the  running 
expenses  of  town,  county  and  school 
districts.  Is  it  any  wonder  then  that  the 
people  demand  the  passage  of  the  iMark- 
ham  taxation  bill? 


had  reason  to  protest  against  such 
treatment,  but  the  Canadians  did 
not  consider  it  a  vioiation 
of  treaty  obligations  and  were  merely 
following  out  the  system  which  one  of 
the  great  political  parties  in  this  country 
has  been  advocating  and  put  in  practice 
in  its  more  extreme  form— that  of  pro- 
tection from  foreign  competition.  The 
Canadians  desired  to  secure  the  lion's 
share  of  the  grain  business  for  Kingston, 
Montreal  and  other  ports  in  the  Do- 
minion, and  where  is  the  extreme  pro- 
tectionist who  can  consistently  object  to 
such  a  course?  Yet  President  Harrison 
and  other  representatives  of  the  extreme 
protective  idea,  which  was  repudi.itcd  at 
the  polls  in  November,  have  been  threat- 
ening the  Canadians  with  all  sorts  of 
dire  punishment  for  this  action  and  se- 
cured the  impoiition  of  a  retaliatory  tax 
on  Canadian  vessels  passing  through  the 
Sault  canal.  The  Canadian  authorities 
paid  no  attention  to  this  move, 
but  continued  the  so-called  discriminat- 
ing tolls  in  the  Welland  canal  until  the 
end  of  the  season,  pointing  out  that  to 
change  them  would  be  a  breach  of  faith 
with  Car.adian  shippers  who  had  m.ade 
contracts  on  the  strength  of  these  tolls. 

Grain  passing  through  the  VVtIland 
canal  last  season  was  charged  20  cents  a 
ton,  with  a  rebate  of  18  cents  a  ton  on 
grain  which  went  through  to  Montreal, 
thus  discriminating  to  that  extent  against 
Ogdensburg  and  other  .American  ports. 
The  new  schedule  makes  the  rate 
through  the  Welland  canal  10  cents  and 
through  the  St.  Lawrence  10  cents  per 
ton,  grain  passing  through  the  Welland 
being  entitled,  however,  to  free  passage 
through  the  St.  Lawrence  can:il.  This 
puts  all  cities  on  both  sides  of  the  bound- 
ary line  on  an  equal  footing,  while  com- 
pared with  last  year  gr.-iin  unloaded  at 
Montreal  will  pay  8  cents  more  per  ton.

The  Aged  De  Lesseps. 

The  account  of  the  visit  of  Charles 
De  Lesseps  to  his  aged  father,  the  once 
great  engineer  and  the  creator  of  the 
Suez  canal  and  now  condemned  to  five 
year's  penal  servitude  for  the  Panama 
canal  frauds,  which  is  given  in  the  dis- 
patches today,  must  arouse  the  hearty 
sympathy  of  every  reader.  The  old 
man  embraced  his  son,  knowing  nothing 
of  the  terrible  sentences  nnw  haiitfing 
over  both  their  heads  and  inflicted  in  re- 
sponse to  the  clamor  cf  political  neces- 
sities, and  talked  in  an  cptimist  c  strain 
of  the  great  enterprise  of  connecting  the 
Atlantic  and  the  P.acif.c,  to  which  the 
last  years  of  his  busy  life  liave  been  de- 
voted. We  are  told  that  his  remarks 
were  erratic  and  there  was  every  evi- 
dence that  the  great  intellect  has  lest  its 
strength  and  senility  has  impaired  the 
faculties  that  once  won  him  fame  and 
world  wide  distinction  as  well  as  the 
plaudits  of  an  adrniring  nation. 

It  is  indeed  sad  to  contcmplr.tc  the 
downfall  of  one  who,  by  his  own  brilli- 
ant exertions,  had  raised  himself  to  such 
an  eminence.  The  history  of  De  Les- 
seps is  such  that  few  will  believe  him 
guilty  of  the  offense  of  which  he  has 
been  convicted,  and  the  heavy  sentence 
appears  unjustifiable  in  its  severity  and 
not  in  accordance  with  right  and  justice. 
Frauds  there  may  have  been,  there  is  no 
doubt  there  were  serious  and  widespread 
frauds  in  connection  with  the  Panama 
canal  enterprise,  but  the  world  will 
be  slow  to  believe  that  Ferdi- 
nand De  Lesseps  was  a  party  to  them  or 
even  countenanced  their  perpetration. 

President  Carnot  has  a  splendid  opor- 
tunitv  to  show  his  sense  of  justice,  hu- 
manity and  magnanimity  by  extending 
to  the  aged  engineer,  shattered  in  mind 
and  body  and  fast  approaching  the 
grave,  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon. 
The  stain  which  French  judicial  admin- 
istration has  applied  to  his  fame  can 
hardly  be  eradicated,  but  the  sentence 
of  penol  servitude  should  not  be  allowed 
to  rest  against  an  old  man,  far  gone  in 
dotage,  whose  life  at  the  best  must  now 
be  of  short  duration. 

If  there  must  be  a  victim  sacrificed  to 
meec  the  demand  of  the  public  clamor- 
ing for  the  punishment  of  those  guilty  of 
the  extensive  frauds,  let  not  the  crush- 
ing blow  fall  upon  one  who.  no  doubt, 
knew  nothing  of  the  financial  manage- 
ment of  the  scheme  with  which  his  name 
is  indissolubly  connected.  Justice  will 
not  be  cheated  by  the  granting  of  a 
pardon  to  Ferdinand  De  Lesseps.

The  Canal  Tolls. 

The  new  regulations  for  tolls  on  the 
Canadian  canals,  which  have  just  been  is- 
sued by  the  Dominion  government,  con- 
tain no  features  to  which  this  country 
can  raise  the  slightc-t  objection.  The 
Canadian  authorities  have,  on  the  con- 
trary, actually  made  a  slight  discrimin- 
ation in  favor  of  the  Americans,  in  this 
manner  virtually  heaping  coals  of  fire 
upon  an  administration  which,  in  its 
treatment  of  Canada,  has  shown  a  dis- 
position to  pick  a  quarrel  on  the  most 
trivial  grounds  and  indulge  in  a  system 
of  retaliation  that  was  senseless  as  well 
as  ineffective.

A  BATTLE  IN  MS 


It  Was  Bloodless  But  Very  Exciting  During 
the  Short  fime  That  It  Was  In 


Progress. 


Republican  Representatives  Stornfi  the  House 

Chamber  and  Batter  Down  the  Doors 

to  Gain  Entrance. 


The  Populists  Retreated  and  the  Governor 

Has  Now  Called  Out  the  Militia 

to  Aid  Them. 


TovEKA,  Feb.  15.— A  bloodless  but 
exciting  battle  took  place  between  the 
Republican  and  the  Populist  houses  at 
the  entrance  to  representative  hall  this 
morning^.  The  Populists,  who  have  had 
possession  of  the  hall  in  the  afternoons, 
adjourned  yesterday  until  this  afternoon, 
and  as  has  been  the  custom  since  the 
beginning  of  the  session  the  Republicans 
expected  to  hold  their  regular  morning 
session  today,  but  last  night  the  Popu- 
lists swore  in  a  larce  number  of  ser- 
geants at  arms  who  were  placed  on 
guard  and  the  doors  and  entrances  to 
the  hall   were  locked  this  mornmg. 

No  one  was  admitted  to  the  ball,  ex- 
cepting Populists  and  members  of  the 
press,  and  they  were  required  to  show 
a  pass  and  run  the  gauntlet  of  a  dozen 
guards.  The  Rep'.jblicans  were  fully  in- 
formed of  all  these  preparations  to  ex- 
clude thcin  from  the  hall,  and  last  night 
a  hundred  men  were  sworn  in  as  officers 
of  the  Republican  house. 

At  g  o'clock  the  members  of  the  Re- 
publican house  with  their  officers  started 
from  headquarters  for  the  state  house. 
They  marched  through  the  long  corri- 
dors leading  tc  representative  hall  un- 
impeded. Tne  lit'.le  column  forced  its 
way  through  the  line  of  guards  stationed 
at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  in  the  west  wing 
and  started  up  the  stairs.  On  the  first 
landing  was  a  crowd  of  Populist  house 
officers  under  command  of  Adjt.-Gen. 
Artz.  They  were  armed,  and  the  ad- 
vancing Republican  crowd  were  met 
with  the  muzzles  of  revolvers  and  Win- 
chesters. 

The  adjutant  general  commanded 
them  to  halt,  but  no  stop  was  made  and 
the  advance  guard  pushed  into  the  crowd 
of  Populists.  Three  or  four  of  them 
succeeded  in  passing  the  doorkeepers 
after  a  brief  struggle  and  getting  into 
the  hall,  but  the  Populists  succeeded  in 
closing  the  door  and  barring  it. 

The  Republicans  on  the  outside  de- 
manded admittance,  and  when  it  was  de- 
nied them.  Speaker  Douglass  sv.ung  a 
large  sledge  hammer  and  began  to  bat- 
ter the  heavy  doors  leading  from  the 
cloak  room.  It  took  many  blows  to  beat 
a  passage  way  through,  but  the  doors 
hnally  gave  way,  and  the  Republican 
legislators  surged  in  with  a  loud  shout. 
Tne  Populists  promptly  retreated,  and 
now  the  Republicans  are  in  fi:ll  posses- 
sion of  the  hall. 

Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  session 
the  Populists  have  had  the  committee 
rooms,  sergeant-at-arm's  room  and  chief 
clerk's  room.  These  were  all  locked 
and  guarded  from  the  inside,  but  after 
the  house  had  been  called  to  order  the 
Republicans  battered  down  the  doors 
and  took  possession  of  them  without  en- 
countering any  resistance.  Atio  o'clock 
there  were  a  few  Populists  in  represen- 
tative hall  and  the  Republican  house 
had  settled  down  to  the  regnlar  order  of 
business  as  if  nothing  unusual  had  hap- 
pened. 

The  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  each 
wearing  a  bright  red  ribbon,  are  prome- 
nading the  aisles  and  lobbies.  The  Re- 
publicans and  Populists  are  both  swear- 
ing in  officers  as  fast  as  possible,  to  be 
in  readiness  for  an  emergency.  The 
governor  is  expected  to  call  out  the  mi- 
litia today. 

With  the  Republicans  in  possession  of 
representative  hall  the  interest  of  the 
Populists  centered  about  the  governor's 
office.  A  guard  was  placed  at  his  doer 
and  only  faithful  Populists  permitted 
to  enter.  He  issued  a  call  for  three 
companies  of  militia  immediately  after 
the  clash  in  Republican  hall,  and  will, 
when  the  forces  arrive,  order  them  to 
storm  the  hall  and   take  possession  of  it. 

Many  of  the  '  militiamen  openly  de- 
clare that  they  will  under  no  circum- 
stances respond  to  the  call  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  that  they  will  not  be  a  party  to 
an  assault  on  the  Republican  house. 
The  governor  made  a  demand  on  the 
sheriff  to  swear  in  deputies  and  assist 
him  preserving  the  peace,  but  the  sheriff 
declined,  saying  that  he  did  not  propose 
to  be  a  judge  as  to  which  of  the  claim- 
ants was  the  legal  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. In  a  letter  to  the  governor 
he  said  that  if  the  governor  proposed  to 
protect  the  Dunsmore  house,  that  house 
itself  had  ♦^uU  authority  to  enlist  ail  the 
officers  that  it  required  to  protect  itself 
without  the  assistance  from  him. 

The  captain  of  one  of  the  militia  com- 
panies stated  to  the  United  Press  repre- 
sentative this  morning  that  if  his  com- 
mand came  out  at  all,  it  would  be  to 
defend  the  Republican  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. He  said  he  would  not  ooey 
any  of  the  governor's  orders  which  were 
in  violation  of  law  and  order.  Over  200 
men  took  the  oath  of  office  as  assistant 
sergeants-at-armsl  in  the  Republican 
house  this  moruing,  and  the  adjutant 
general  was  busy  deputizing  assistant 
sergeants-at-arms  all  day  for  the  Popu- 
lists. 

The  Populist  house  adjourned  yester- 
day until  1:30  p.  m.,  at  which  hour  the 
next  conflict  is  expected.  Populists  say 
they  will  take  possession  of  representa- 
t  ve  hall  at  all  hazards  and  Republicans 
siy  that  thcv  will  not  yield,  even  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet.  That  a  bloody 
conflict  mu5t  come  all  admit.      Perhaps 


it  will  not  be  today,  but  there  appears 
to  be  no  way  to  settle  the  differences  in 
any  other  way.  As  the  Republicans 
took  possession  of  the  disputed  territory 
by  sheer  force  this  morninp-,  it  places 
them  on  the  defensive  and  the  Populists 
will  bo  compelled  to  assi;me  the  aggres- 
sive. 

At  II  o'clock  Governor  Lcwelling  sent 
an  order  by  telegraph  to  Capt.  Willis,  of 
the  light  artillery  at  Wichita,  command- 
ing him  to  bring  his  company  with  Gat- 
ling  guns  to  Topeka  and  assemble  in  the 
state  house  and  await  further  orders. 


YESTERDAY'S  SCENES. 


Legislators  Receive  and  Give  Black  Eyes  and 
Bloody  Noses. 

Toi'EKA,  Kas.,  Feb.  15.— Speaker  pro 
tem  Herch,  of  the  Republican  house,  yes- 
terday introduced  a  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted,  instructing 
the  speaker  to  cause  the  arrest  of  Hon, 
Ben  C.  Rich,  clerk  of  the  Populisthousc, 
for  contempt  and  for  interrupting  the 
proceedings  o'  the  legal  and  regularly 
contituted  house  of  representatives. 

Rich  got  news  of  the  proceedings  and 
disappeared.  Speaker  Uunsmore,  of 
t'jc  Populis:  hoiise,  declared  that  any 
attempt  to  arrest  Rich  would  be  vigor- 
ously resisted. 

The  Republican  house  has  also  adop- 
ted a  resolution  declaring  all  the  seats 
held  by  Populists  vacant,  unless  the 
holders  thereof  by  next  Tuesday  recog- 
nize the  Republican  house  as  the  legal 
body. 

Rich  was  arrested  at  the  Dutton 
house  about  i  o'clock.  The  news  spread 
and  a  body  of  Populists  gave  the  word 
and  a  fight  ensued,  which  resulted  in 
black  eyes  and  bloody  noses.  He  was 
then  taken  in  triumph  to  the  hall  and 
took  his  place  at  his  desk  amid  ap- 
plause.

The  Treaty  is  Ready  For  Transmission  to  the 
Senate. 

Washington,  Feb.  15.— The  docu- 
ments in  connection  with  the  Hawaiian 
annexation  treaty  are  all  ready  for  trans- 
mission to  the  senate,  and,  nothing  un- 
expected arising  to  prevent,  they  will  be 
sent  to  the  senate  this  afternoon. 

Accompanying  the  president's  mes- 
sage and  the  text  of  the  treaty  will  be 
copies  of  much  of  the  correspondence 
between  the  governments  of  the  L'nited 
States  and  Hawaii  respecting  the  sub- 
ject of  annexation,  dating  back  half  a 
century. 

The  treaty,  will  of  course  be  sent  to 
the  senate  for  consideration  in  executive 
session,  but  it  is  expected  th.it  the  in- 
junction of  secrecy  will  be  promptly  re- 
moved by  the  senate  and  the  documents 
given  to  the  public. 

The  treaty  is  signed  by  John  W.  Fos- 
ter, secretaiy  of  state,  and  Messrs. 
Thurston,  Cnstle,  Marsden,  Wilder  and 
Carter,  commissioners  on  behalf  of  the 
provisional  government  of  Hawaii.  [For 
additional  particulars  see  page  7.]

The  Measure  Remedying  the  Piedmont  Ave- 
nue Assessment  Error  Reported  Fav- 
orably to  the  House. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  15.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— In  the  senate  this  morning 
Mr.  Sanborn's  silver  resolution  as  fol- 
lows was  passed  by  a  vote  of  23  to  ig: 

Resolved  by  the  senate,  the  house  of 
representatives  concurring,  that  the 
highest  business  interests  and  public 
welfare  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  at  this  time  demand  immediate 
repeal  of  all  laws  limiting  or  restricting 

in  any  manner  free  coinage  of  silver  into 
legal  money,  and  in  place  of  such  laws 
that  enactments  be  passed  providing 
for  tree,  unlimited  coinage  thereof  into 
money  that  shall  be  legal  tender 
for  all  debts,  public  and  private,  and  at 
a  standard  of  weight  and  fineness  of 
metal  in  all  coins  authorized  by  law  to 
be  coined,  that  in  the  judgment  of  con- 
gress is  best  likely  to  most  nearly  estab- 
lish and  maintain  the  purely  intrinsic  or 
market  value  of  the  metal  entering  into 
and  composing  the  various  coins,  wheth- 
er the  same  be  struck  from  gold  or  sil- 
ver. 

Resolved,  that  our  senators  and  mem- 
bers in  congress  be  and  thev  are  hereby 
requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  to 
secure  such  legislation  as  will  give  prac- 
tical effect  to  the  principles  of  the  fore- 
going resolutions. 

The  following  bills  were  introduced: 
By  Streisguth,  a  bill  providing  for  the 
creation  of  the  office  of  state  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  who  shall  prepare 
reports  and  give  farmers  good  advice 
about  raising  crops. 

Mr.  Daugherty  introduced  the  canal 
tunnel  bill  today.  It  provides  that  any 
city  may  construct  a  tunnel  and  pro- 
vide for  paying  the  cost  of  the  same  by 
assessing  three-fourths  of  the  cost  to  the 
property  benefited  and  issue  bonds  for 
one-fourth.  The  common  council  is  au- 
thorized to  charge  railroads  using  the 
tunnel  sulncient  to  pav  interest  on  bonds 
for  ten  years  and  to  create  a  sinking 
fund  of  suiVicient  amount  to  pay  off  the 
bonds.  When  the  city  is  fully  reim- 
bursed, the  tunnel  is  to  be  free. 

By  Mayo,  a  bill  preventing  debtors 
giving  certain  creditors  preferenc. 

By  jolin  Day  Smith,  to  provide  for  the 
burial  of  <;ld  soldiers  and  marines  who 
die  without  means. 

By  Barr,  to  amend  the  injunction  law 
so  that  an  appeal  will  not  continue  an 
injunction  in  force. 

By  Gladcr,  to  prevent  making  adulter- 
ated baking  povder. 

The  senate  voted  to  reject  the  com- 
mittee's report  this  morning  indefmitely 
postponing  the  bill  to  reduce  railroad 
freights  25  per  cent,  and  placed  it  upon 
general  orders. 

A  Duluth  delegation  consisting  of  the 
mayor,  the  president  of  the  council  and 
the  president  of  the  bo.ard  of  public 
works,  were  before  the  house  committee 
on  municipal  corporations  last  nitiht  and 
after  a  hard  fight  .against  the  petilion  of 
Piedmont  avenue  property  owners  got 
unanimously  favorable  action  on  the  bill 
for  reassessment  of  property  for  im- 
provements when  errors  were  m.ade  in 
former  assessments,  provided  it  cannot 
be  shown  by  such  properly  owners  that 
their  property  is  not"  benefited  by  such 
improvement. 

A  bill  passed  the  senate  to  pay  the 
presidential  electors. 

Mr.  Young  protested  against  the  house 
committees  holding  secret  sessions  and 
introduced  a  resolution  enforcing  his 
ideas  which  went  over  under  notice  of 
debate.  The  time  of  the  house  for  the 
last  few  days  has  been  taken  up  with  in- 
troduction of  about  one  hundred  bills, 
more  or  less,  appropriating  money  to 
build  roads  and  bridges. 

By  Gorman,  a  bill  providing  that  the 
fiscal  year  of  each  county  shall  terminate 
on  Dec.  31  each  year. 

By  Koerner,  providing  for  appoint- 
ment of  a  land  commissioner  by  the  gov- 
ernor. This  bill  is  designed  to  knock 
out  the  present  plan  of  retaining  the 
state  land  business  under  the  control  of 
the  state  auditor. 

By  Wahlund,  a  bill  creating  the  office 
of  the  state  commissioner  of  agriculture 
and  providing  tor  printing  lo.oco  copies 
of  his  report  annually. 

By  Boggs,  to  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  state  fish  hatchery.  The  state 
fish  and  game  commission  are  authorized 
to  select  a  site.  An  appropriation  of 
§25,000  is  asked  to_carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill. 

By  Jacobson,  a  bill  providing  that  all 
elevators  at  terminal  points  shall  be  de- 
clared public  warehouses,  except  when 
application  is  made  to  the  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission,  certa'n  bins  in 
elevators  may  be  used  for  drying,  curing 
and  otherwise  doctoring  grain. 


GOOD  ROADS  COMMISSION. 


AOSOWWDfPmE 


Bills  Introduced  to  Improve  the  Roads  in  the 
State. 
St.  Paul,  Feb.  15.— Among  the  bills 
for  state  road  improvement  introduced 
in  the  house  yesterday  was  one  by  Mr, 
Greer  for    the  establishment  of    a  state 

commission  to  work  on  the  subject  the 
next  two  years.  This  bill  provides  for 
the  appointment  of  three  commissioners, 
one  of  whom  shall  j^be  an  experienced 
and  practical  civil  engineer. 

The  duties  of  the  commission  are  to 
visit  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  in- 
vestigate the  leading  highways,  ascer- 
tain as  fully  as  possible  the  relative 
merits  and  defects  of  our  common  roads 
and  of  our  present  system  of  road  mak- 
ing, repair  and  maintenance  of  same  as 
compared  with  the  system  of  road  mak- 
ing practiced  in  other  states  and  coun- 
tries; also  to  ascertain  the  location  of 
quarries  and  deposits  of  stone,  gravel 
and  other  material  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  commission,  may  be  suitable 
and  proper  for  th?  construction  and 
maintenance  of  firm  and  durable  road- 
ways. To  further  inquire,  investigate 
and  determine  whether  the  convicts 
confined  in  the  penal  institutions  of  this 
stale  can  be  employed  in  any  practical 


way  in  the  work  of  Improving  the  com- 
mon roads,  or  in  the  ftaking  of  drain 
tile,  other  material  or  utensils  generally 
used  in  the  work  of  making  or  repairing 
common  ro.ads.  To  investigate  general- 
ly the  subject  of  building  and  maintain- 
ing public  roads  including  the  cost 
thereof  according  to  the  various  best 
methods  now  in  use.  To  make  and  ful- 
ly report  in  detail  the  result  of  their  in- 
vestigation with  their  recommendation 
to  the  next  incoming  legislature. 

Five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  is  necessary,  is  to  be  apropri- 
ated  to  carry  into  efifect  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Senator  Mott,  for  the  good  roads  com- 
mittee, introduced  a  bill  proposing  an 
amendment  to  section  i  of  article  q  of 
the  constitution,  which  would  authorize 
counties  and  towns  to  adopt  a  system  of 
assessing  the  cost  of  highways  upon 
benefited  property  holders.  The  pro- 
posed amendment  is  to  lie  added  at  the 
end  ot  section  i,  and  reads  as  follows: 

And  further  provided  that  the  legisla- 
tion may  by  general  law  authorize  coun- 
ties and  towns,  by  a  two-third  vote,  to 
assess  the  cost  of  the  construction  of 
local  highways,  upon  real  property 
fronting  upon  such  highways,  or  upon 
real  estate  to  be  benefited  thereby,Iwjth- 
out  regard  to  the  cash  valuation,  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  pre- 
scribe. 

If  the  amendment  carries,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  within  ten  days  after  the  re- 
sult shall  have  been  ascertained,  make 
proclamation  thereof  and  the  amend- 
ment shall  thereupon  take  effect  and  be 

in  force.

SMASHUP  ON  THE  BIG  FOUR. 

A  Tram  of  Empties  and  a  Train  of  Merchan- 
dise Collided. 

Cincinnati,  O.,  Feb.  15.— .\  big 
smashup  occurred  on  the  Big  Four 
tracks  between  the  old  avenue  baseball 
grounds  and  CummingsviUe  this  morn- 
ing about  5  o'clock.  A  Bee  line  switch 
engine,  hauling  forty  empties,  collided 
with  ten  Big  Fou»-  cars,  seven  of  which 
were  loaded  with  merchandise. 

The  locomotive  went  through  two  cars. 
The  engineer,  conductor  and  fireman,  in 
jumping,  lit  on  the  edge  of  a  thirty  foot 
embankment,  and  alter  being  unable  to 
regain  their  balance,  tumbled  headlong 
down  the  steep  hill.  All  landed  in  a 
heap  in  the  mud  below,  but  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  scratches  none  of  the 
men  were  hurt.

Ill  1ST8  he  located  in  Frankfort,  the  .state 
capital,  as  a  i)racticing  attorney  before  tho 
court  of  appeals  and  in  the  federal  courts 
of  tho  state,  and  has  continued  iu  that  lino 
ever  since.  1 1  is  success  has  been  great,  and 
he  has  acquired  a  handsome  fortu.ifi.  In 
1880,  while  traveling  in  Europe,  he  wasuom- 
inated  and  elected  as  state  senator  by  tlie 
people  of  his  district.  He  is  also  one  of  tho 
eight  World'.-i  fair  commissioners  at  large 
appointed  by  the  president,  and  as  such  was 
one  of  tho  .subcommittee  to  go  abroad  in 
\S92  and  promote  the  fair  interests  in  Eu- 
rope. 

In  this  tour  he  was  accompanied  by  his 
handsome  and  cultured  wife,  and  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  two  was  humorously  com- 
mented on  by  tlie  press  in  various  place,s  in 
Europe  as  a  proof  that  the  Arjan  race  ivas 
b.v  no  me.ins  degenerated  in  America.

Possibly  the  social  forces  had  something 
to  do  with  his  nomination  by  the  Demo- 
cratic legislative  caucus  for  United  .';Uites 
senator,  as  has  often  happenctl,  and  rao.it 
fittingly,  too,  for  the  United  .Suites  senate 
is  now  I'.y  (v.r  1  he  p,Teatcst  delibeir.tive  l;ody 
iu  the  world,  e.nd  the  senators  and  their 
ladies  constitute  the  greatest  socirtl  pov>  er 
iu  the  nation.  In  both  capacities,  tho  leg- 
islative and  the  social,  Kentucky  is  confi- 
dent that  the  new  senator  and  his  hidy  will 
full  J-  maintain  the  prestige  of  the  state.

William   H.   Crane    Is  All   Right  In   "On 

Probation,"  But  "The  Outsider" 

Is  Very  Crude. 


Oscar  Wilde's    New  Play,   "Lady  Winde- 

oiere's  Fan"— The  Plans  of  Several 

New  Vaudeville  Stars. 


New  Yore.  Feb.  S.— William  11.  Crane"^ 
"comic  play,"  '"Oa  Probation,"  is  a  farce- 
not  a  particularly  broad  farce,  but  a  farce 
nevertheless.  The  plot  is  as  light  as  eider 
down,  and  the  story  could  easily  l>e  enacted 
and  rolatetl  by  the  actors  iu  less  tbau  three 
quarters  cf  an  hour.

Jonathan  Silsbee  (Mr.  Crane)  is  a  Chi- 
cago millionaire  who  has  an  uncontrollable 
penchant  for  flirting.  He  is  in  love  with  a 
charming  young  laily,  Mary  Marlow,  who 
puts  him  on  probation  for  a  certain  lensfth 
of  time. 

In  Paris  Silsbee  meets  Lady  Brooke,  a 
sort  of  genteel  adventuress,  who  sets  her 
cap  for  him  in  the  mostuublusbiug  fashion. 
Silsbee  is  really  true  to  Mary  MarUnv  and 
goes  to  Lady  Brooke  for  the  puriwse  of  pro 
posing  for  her  band  in  behalf  of  her  cousin, 
Sir  Maurice  Fitzmaurice.  She  misunder- 
stands the  millionaire  and  thinks  that  he  is 
anxious  to  marry  her  himself.  Of  course 
she  accepts  him,  .ind  then  matters  are  in  a 
pretty  tangle  indeed.  A  fiery  Brazilian, 
whose  wife  Silsbee  has  kisseil,  and  a  waiter 
who  saw  him  do  it  and  levies  bl.ickmail  as 
the  price  of  his  secrecy  contribute  their 
unites  towartl  the  task  of  laughter  inducing. 

Of  the  acting  little  need  be  sjiid.  Mr. 
Crane  never  has  any  but  competent  people 
in  his  company,  and  he  seems  to  be  inca- 
pable of  poor  work.  The  character  of  Jon- 
athan Silsbee  would  prove  a  first  class  opi- 
ate in  the  hands  of  most  actors,  but  Mr. 
Crane  makes  the  old  donkey  quite  lovable 
and  the  stereotyped  situations  tolerably  en- 
joyable. Blander  Matthews  and  George 
H.  Jessopare  the  authors  of  "On  Proba- 
tion." 

A  pet  theatrical  legend  has  it  that  Sheri- 
dan wrote  "School  For  Scandal"  in  a  night. 
Of  course  be  didn't,  and  nobody  believes 
the  absurd  .story,  but  if  the  same  claim 
were  made  for  Messrs.  Matthews  and  Jes- 
sop  and  "On  Probation,"  with  the  conces- 
sion of  the  pre.sence  of  an  expert  stenog- 
rapher, it  would  receive  general  credence. 
The  work  is  not  only  feathery,  but  sloppy, 
and  everything. of  importance  is  .intici 
pated,  so  that  the  indispensable  element  of 
successful  farce — surprise — is  lacking.  It 
is  a  relief  to  know  that  Miss  Martha  Mor- 
ton's new  play  will  shortly  succeed  "Oe 
Probation." 

"Glendalough,"  now  running  at  the  Four- 
teenth Street  theater,  is  a  strictly  conven- 
tional Irish  drama,  with  all  that  the  term 
implies,  but  tie  general  impression  .seems 
to  be  that  it  will  make  as  much  money  .is 
"Mavourneen,"  despite  the  fact  that  the 
star,  J.  K.  Murray,  is  not  as  pleasing  i\ 
stage  figure  as  was  poor  demented  W.  J. 
Scanlan.  But  Murray  is  an  excellent  actor 
and  a  really  good  singer  of  Irish  .songs.  He 
has  a  rollicking  sort  of  method  which  con- 
tributes in  no  small  measure  to  the  success 
o£"Glendalough." 

"The  Outsider,"  the  first  of  the  steeple- 
cha.se  plays,  played  out  its  engagement 
at  the  Park  theater  to  topheavy  business. 
Forbes  Daw.son,  the  author^  has  not  in  this 
work  given  evidence  of  the  possession  of  a 
strong  dramatic  instinct.  On  the  contrary, 
his  results  are  all  produced  by  the  most 
crude  methods  imaginable.  There  is  no 
continuity  or  what  might  l)e  called  "hang- 
together-ativeness"  about  "The  Outsider.'" 
It  is  a  sort  of  chowder  of  incidents  with  an 
equine  flavoring.  Tbe  great  .steeplechase, 
which  is  intended  to  electrify  the  audience, 
is  laughable.  There  are  the  real  horses 
and  the  real  jockeys,  but  a  frightfully  and 
exaggeratedly  unreal  race  is  the  only  re- 
sult of  their  joint  efltorts.  Two  burlesque 
boxers  and  a  lady  with  an  abnormally 
strong  jaw  are  unquestionably  the  best  fea- 
tures of  "The  Outsider,"  although  they 
really  have  no  legitimate  connection  with 
the  play. 

New  Yorkers  have  by  this  time  had  the 
opportunity  to  form  a  fair  and  comprehen- 
sive estimate  of  Mme.  Duse's  work  in  a 
variety  of  roles.  I  think  I  voice  the  general 
opinion  when  I  say  that  she  is  not  regarded 
as  Bemhardt's  equal,  although  almost  ev- 
erybody concedes  that  she  stands  ne.xt  to 
the  wonderful  French  actress. 

Mme.  Duse  has  created  as  favorable  an 
impression  in  comwly  as  in  emotion.  Her 
remarkable  versatility  was  manifested  a 
few  night.s  since  when  she  gave  a  double 
bill,  consisting  of  Giovanni  Verga's  tragic 
drama,  "Cavalleria  Ru.sticana,"  and  Carlo 
Goldoni's  comedy.  "La  I..C)candiera,"  and 
surprisefl  her  audience  by  her  complete  loss 
of  self  and  her  wide  divergence  of  methods. 
Xatumlly  Mme.  Duse  has  her  limitations 
—as  who  has  not?— but  it  will  doubt k-ss  be 
many  a  year  before  her  equal  will  be  seen 
in  this  cour.try. 


SCENE  FROM  "THE  OUTSIDER." 
A  great  many  persons  in  the  theatrical 
n-  (ifft-sion  have  n.s.s«rtpfl  that  Eleonora  Dusp 
In  frimply  a  temporary  sensation  who  was 
discovered  recently,  boomwl  into  promi- 
nence by  a  shrewd  manager  and  then 
booked  at  enormous  figures  for  vi-sits  to 
Vienna,  Berlin  and  New  York  Thes* 
—r^rzL^iiS  tliSCVt  that  Ilia  IDuae.has  for  mawr 
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years  bwu  iiotliing  more  than  a  gotnl  load- 
ing woman,  etc..  ail  nauseam. 

In  realky  .Mme.  Duse  and  her  husband 
were  joint  star;,  a  great  numy  j'earsago. 
Tho  couple  ruiule  a  hit.  The  hidy  thought 
eho  \ra»  mainly  responsible  for  it.  Her 
spouse  thought  ot  iierwise.  They  disagreed 
on  this  point  for  some  tinn>.  Then  they 
.ntnxj'd— to  continue  to  di.sagree.  Each  be- 
camoan  independent  star,  a  hi  Louis  James 
and  Marie  Wainwright.  The  result,  it 
must  be  admitted,  has  seenuxl  to  conflriu 
the  lady's  e.stimate  of  In  r  capabilities,  for 
then'  are  pivcious  few  people  outside  of 
Italy  who  know  that  she  ever  had  a  hus- 
band. Mme.  Duse  made  her  hit  early  in 
life,  ami  she  caii  certainly  no  longer  be  con- 
sidered young. 

The  c>  pecteil  has  happened,  and  Oscar 
Hammei-stein's  seeoud  attempt  to  present 
grand  o{)em  in  Knglisii  at  reasonable  prices 
and  without  stars  of  the  first  magnitude 
has  failed.  Everyboily  interestetl  in  the- 
atrical matters  in  New  York,  except  Mr. 
Hammerstein.  foresaw  the  collap.se  of  the 
venture,  anil  iu  eon.seciuence  the  temporary 
closing  of  the  magnilieeut  Manhattan  Opera 
House  has  caused  scarcely  a  ripple  of  com- 
taeat. 

Thejfuture  of  this  theater,  which  is  really 
entitled  to  that  much  abused  designation, 
'*tem[)le  of  art,"  is  now  the  uppermost 
subject  of  discussion  on  Soubrette  row, 
erstwhile  the  Hialto.  It  has  been  .suguested 
that  it  might  be  profitably  convertetl  into 
a  high  grade  concert  hall,  with  an  elaborate 
Iwllet  and  the  best  class  of  vaudeville 
talent  obtainable  iu  Europe,  but  the  fact 
that  the  Ca.siuo's  venture  in  that  direction 
re9ulte<linoneofthemost  disastrous  liascoes 
iu  the  history  of  New  York  theatricals 
makes  it  extremely  improbable  that  such 
ane.\iH«riiuent  will  be  tried. 

Another  objection  to  this  plan  is  the  ne- 
cessity for  making  long  contracts  with  ixn- 
formcrs  of  reputation  "on  the  other  side.' 
who  will  not  cro.ssthe  ocean  without  heavy 
guarantees.  For  spectacular  pnuluct ions, 
like  "Ninety  Days"  and  "The  Black  Crook," 
no  theater  in  this  city  is  superior  to  the 
Manhattan  Opera  House,  but  for  ordinary 
purposes  it  is  entirely  too  large. 

1  hear  tliat  when  "The  Fencing  Master" 
tjHcc«  its  departure  from  the  Casino  "The. 
Kijinmaker  of  Syria,"'  a'coraie  apewi  by. 
Sydney  KosenfeUl  and  RiitlbfiA  -AiWisoil, 
will  succeed  it.  Hosenfeld  wrote  the  li- 
bretto, and  Aronson  coipposetl  the  music. 
It  is  .said  that  when  the  former  delivered 
the  book  he  i-eceiveil  $1,000  down,  with  the 
stipulation  that  if  the  opera  were  not  pro- 
duced by  Feb.  1,  1893.  Aronson  might  hold 
it  for  another  year  by  the  payment  of  $1,000 
additional. 

Tho.sc  who  have  heartl  "The  Rainmaker 
of  Syria"  declare  that  the  libretto  is  the 
l)est  thing  Kosenleld  ever  did  in  this  line, 
and  that  Aronson's  music  will  give  him  a 
national  reputation  as  a  light  composer. 
But  practically  the  .same  statements  are 
made  concerning  every  new  production  at 
the  Casino,  and  it  will  therefore  be  as  well 
to  wait  awhile  before  accepting  these  claims 
as  facts. 

It  is  certain  that  wc  shall  have  an  influx 
of  English  stars  next  season  unless  the 
present  intentions  of  a  great  many  of  them 
shall  come  to  naught.  Besides  the  greater 
lights,  like  Henry  Irving  and  Beerbohm 
Tree,  there  will  be  a  fair  representation  of 
le.«s  eminent  but  perhaps  as  well  known 
people  in  the  British  stellar  galaxy.  The 
vaudeville  people,  to  use  the  vernacular, 
will  be  'in  it"'  to  a  very  great  extent.

Besides  Bessie  Bonehill,  who  will  star  in 
a  farce  comedy,  "written  especially  for  her 
by  a  well  known  author" — as  all  farce  com- 
edies are — Lottie  Collins  h.is  announced 
that  she  will  shoot  across  the  American 
theatrical  firmauent  at  the  head  of  a  com- 
pany to  be  known  as  "IjOttic  Collins'  .Sur- 
prise Party."  The  venture  will  l)e  under 
the  management  of  Mr.  Harris,  who  is  Mr.

I  hear,  too,  that  Katie  Iiawi*ence  will  in- 
vade America  with  .".  specialty  company. 

O.scar  Wilde's  piny,  "Lady  Windei-merc's 
Fan,"  now  on  for  <i  run  at  Palmer's  thea- 
ter, will  add  gi-eatly  to  the  author's  reputa- 
tion .is  a  dramatist.  The  piece  deals  with 
the  question  of  the  restrict  ions  which  society 
imposes  upon  the  conduct  of  women  and  its 
quiet  v.-ay  of  ignoring  the  moral  miscon- 
duct of  men.  The  matter  is  handled  deli- 
cately, but  with  no  uncertain  touch,  and  I 
feel  confident  that  "Lady  Windermere's 
P'an"'  will  attract  crowds  to  Palmer's  thea- 
ter for  a  long  time.  The  play  is  entertain- 
ing, but  it  also  compels  thought,  and  this 
is  BO  rare  a  combination  in  the  contemi)ora- 
neous  drama  that  the  very  novelty  of  the 
thing  is  likely  to  give  "Lady  Windermere's 
Fan"  a  long  lea.se  of  life. 

There  is  a  brighter  outlook  for  hiKJi 
grade  grand  opera  in  New  York  now  thfui 
f(^r  some  timo  past.  Abbey,  SchoetTel  «& 
Gran  will  provide  the  company,  and  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House  will  ri.'ve.  ph<j>- 
nixlikc,  from  its  ashes  and  with  its  acous- 
tic projferties  improved,  it  is  to  be  hoped.

"   SARATOGA'S    BIG    HALL. 

Th«    Fauioua  ViUay;o   Itotind    to    Keep   tc 
tt»«>  Front. 

Saratoga  Springs  is  determined  to  main- 
tarn  its  rt*putatiou  as  1  he  great  convcntiou 
city,  and  is  building  a  hall  wlii<  h,  tho  en- 
thusiastic projectors  claim,  will  be  jierfect 
In  every  paiticular.  They  as.sert  with  sub- 
lime confidence  that,  though  it  will  seat 
5,000  persons  comfortably  (each  with  his 
own  opera  chair!),  yet  tha  fnrthejst  one 
will  be  but  ninety  feet  from  t%.'  platform, 
and  every  word  of  an  ordinary  speaker 
thereon  can  bo  heard  with  perfect  distinct- 
ness. Such  a  marvel  of  a  hall  as  this  would 
In  itself  be  a  monument  indeed  to  this  Co- 
lumbian year. 

In  tho  la.st  forty  years  conventions  al- 
most without  number  have  been  held  at 
Saratoga  .Springs,  and  while  the  members 
of  nearly  all  of  them  have  been  delighted 
■with  their  experience  there  was  increasing 
complaint  by  the  larger  bodies,  and  finally 
national  conventions  of  a  popular  or  rather 
a  tumultuous  sort  abandoned  it. 'iltogether. 
In  1871  an  elegant  town  hall  was  erectwl, 
with  a  seatiiy?  capacity  of  1,;{00  and  stand- 
ing room  for  TOO  more,  but  it  was  almost 
imraetliately  perceived  to  be  too  small  and 
to  have  bad  acoustic  qualities,  so  the  agi-  I 
tation  for  a  better  one  continued,  and  last 
winter  an  organization  was  elTecled.  The 
new  hall  will  be  ready  for  the  earliest  con- 
ventions of  1893,  and  with  the  exception  of 
Madison  Square  garden  will  have  by  far 
the  largest  auditorium  in  the  state. 

The  site  is  tho  most  commanding  one  on 
Broadway,  adjoining  Congre.-.s  Spring  park 
and  tho  Hou.se  of  Pansjt.  The  lot  has  a 
width  of  187  feet  and  depth  of  19.5  feet.  The 
building,  which  is  of  brick  and  covered  by 
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a  slate  roof,  has  a  frontage  of  102  feet  and 
extends  back  180  feet.  It  is  two  stories  in 
height.  The  highest  tower  has  an  elcvji- 
tion  of  over  100  feet  and  the  other  about  80 
feet. 

The  auditorium,  which  is  an  amphithea- 
ter in  form,  measures  LV-KS  by  1.^1  feet.  One 
hundred  tons  of  steel  form  the  trusses  sup- 
porting the  lofty  canopied  roof.  The  live 
main  trus.ses  have  each  a  length  of  125  feet, 
and  the  spans,  v.ithout  supporting  col- 
umns, are  said  by  the  builders  to  be  the 
longest  ever  placed  in  a  building  in  Ameri- 
ca, if  not  in  the  world.  Steel  lateral  braces 
are  attached  to  the  trusses,  which  rest  upon 
massive  steel  ginlcrs  built  in  the  heavy 
brick  walks. 

From  the  floor  to  the  central  point  of 
the  dome  above  is  82  feet.  The  stage  is  .'>4 
by  3rt  feet,  and  impnediately  in  front  of  it 
are  seats  and  tables  for  100  reporters.  Back 
of  the  stage  and  accessible  from  the  report- 
ers' seats  is  the  telegraph  room,  so  care- 
fully partitioned  off  that  the  noise  of  the 
instruments  in  busy  convention  time  can- 
not be  heard  in  the  auditorium.  There  will 
be  5,000  seats  in  the  auditorium,  and  the 
spacious  foyers  on  the  main  and  gallery 
floors  will  hold  2,000  more.  Opera  chaira 
\vill  be  used,  of  which  the  m.ain  floor  and 
adjoining  rising  seats  in  semicircular  form 
will  contain  3.240  and  the  gallery  1,720,  be- 
sides 150  for  the  band  galleries  on  e.ach  side 
of  the  stage.  Extra  chairs  are  to  be  or- 
dered for  use  in  the  foyers,  there  being 
room  on  the  first  floor  for  1,100  and  in  the 
gallery  for  1,000  in  addition. 

Tbe  level  portion  of  the  main  floor  is  set 
aside  as  the  delegate  circle.  It  measures  90 
by  100  feet,  and  will  contain  1,000  chaii-s. 
ground  it  ri.se  the  spectators'  chairs,  and 
every  seat  in  the  gallery  as  well  as  on  the 
main  floor  will  command  agoo<l  view  of  the 
delegates.  There  will  be  side  rooms  for  the 
usual  purposes  of  committees  and  otherrs. 
and  finally  the  whole  .structure  will  cost  a 
little  over  $100,000.  Add  that  Saratoga 
Springs  has  accommodations  r.t  any  time 
for  25,000  extra  visitors,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  it  is  to  be  more  than  ever  the  conven- 
tion city.

There  is  no  end  to  tho  pretty  household 
ornaments  which  can  be  ma<le  in  these 
days  from  the  commonest  materials.  Old 
bones  and  tufts  of  hair,  fragments  of 
broken  glass  and  crockery,  straw,  cjird  pa- 
per, bits  of  sea.soned  wood,  almost  any- 
thing in  fact,  can  be  worked  into  delicate 
mantel  ornaments,  and  the  making  of 
them  is  in  itself  an  education  for  the  young 
ladies. 

The  latest  thing  in  th.it  line  is  a  parlor 
matchbox  ma^le  of  an  eggshell  and  a 
chicken  leg.  The  first  act  is  to  pull  up  the 
tendons  till  the  claws  are  flattened  out,  a 
fa^liar  amusement  with  every  farmer's 
boy.  Then  tho  tendons  are  fastened  up 
firmly  at  the  top  of  the  leg  with  a  line  Avire, 
which  may  be  of  silver  if  one  is  so  extrava-

THE  KEY  TO  THE    PACIFIC. 


The  Strategic  and  Commercial  Importance  of 
the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

Hawaii  is  variously  roft-rretl  to  as  "The 
Pearl  of  the  Pacific"  and  ''The  Giljraltar 
of  the  Pacific."'  Both  of  these  temis  are 
misnomers  for  the  reason  that  there  are 
other  islands  in  the  Pacific  ocean  which 
have  at  least  as  great  natural  rtsources.  and 
besides  Hawaii  is  in  no  sense  a  Gibraltar. 

A  thorouplily  appropriate  title  for  the 
little  kintrdom  whose  commissioners  are 
modestly  knocking  at  Uncle  Sam's  side 
door,  asking  forterritorial  admission,  would 
be  '"The  Key  to  the  Pacific."  Americans 
have  for  so  many  years  regartk-d  Hawaii  as 
a  sort  of  toy  country,  whose  monarch,  Kala- 


Treaties  With  France  and  Russia  Would  Give  ! 

Us  the  Aid  of  Their  Navies  in 

a  War. 


Washington,  Feb,  15.— The  Hawaii- 
an commissioners  paid  a  brief  visit  to 
the  secretary  of  state  yesterday.  Nothing 
of  importance  was  transacted.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  the  commissicners  were 
anxious  that  the  annexation  treaty 
should  not  be  sent  to  congress,  their 
reason  being  that  its  text  or  substance 
might  become  public  before  the  sailing 
of  the  steamer  from  San  Francisco  today 
for  Honolulu  and  might  thus  be  received 
by  the  Hawaiian  people  in  ir.correct 
form.  The  commissioners  wish  to  take 
the  treaty  to  Honolulu  themselves. 
Their  fears  that  it  would  go  to  congress 
yesterday,  however,  were  set  at  rest  by 
the  information  that  the  treaty  would  not 
be  transmitted  before  the  sailing  of  the 
steamer  for  Honolulu. 

Senator  Davis  is  confident  that  the 
United  States  will  annex  Hawaii.  He 
said  that  the  method  of  procedure  is 
simple  and  that  the  close  of  the  present 
year  is  likely  to  see  the  islands  enjoying 
the  benefits  of  Uncle  Sam's  government. 
This  country  will  recognize  the  provis- 
ional government  and  make  a  treaty 
which  congress  will  ratify.  That  is  all 
there  is  to  it.  There  may  be  some  in- 
demnity to  the  deposed  queen, but  it  will 
be  nothing  of  consequence  for  this 
nation,  and  the  job  will  be  finished  with- 
out delay. 

There  is  a  great  deal  going  on,  how- 
ever, in  connection  with  the  proposed 
annexation  of  Hawaii  that  the  public  is 
not  advised  of.  There  is  little  danger  of 
interference  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain. 
The  treaties  just  ratified  between  this 
country  and  the  governments  of  France 
and  Russia  are  of  far-reaching  import- 
ance. They  actually  establish  an  alli- 
ance by  which  the  United  States  will  get 
the  benefit  of  the  navies  of  these  two 
powers  in  case  of  a  war  with  England.

The  recent  revolution  in  Haw.aii,  the  dep- 
osition of  Queen  I..iliuokalani  and  the  con- 
sequent d'Tnolition  of  the  claims  of 
Princess  Kaiulani,  heir  presumptive  to  the 
throne,  together  with  the  r.rrival  in  the 
United  .States  of  the  corami-ssioners  of  the 
provisional  government,  beaded  by  Lonin 
A.  Thurston,  have  all  combined  to  give 
Hawaii  an  importance  which  has  up  to  thisi 
time  l)een  almost  entire!}^  overlooked.  The 
Panama  canal  scandals  and  the  desperate 
efforts  now  making  in  tb^-  United  States  to 
push  the  Nicaragua  canal  rapidly  to  com- 
pletion have  servci  to  intensify  this  impor- 
tance, for  if  either  of  these  connecting  links? 
between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans 
shall  ever  be  built  H.iwaii  will  occupy  a 
commanding  position  with  regard  to  the 
commerce  of  the  world. 

Take  a  map  of  the  Pacific  ocean,  .study  it 
carefully,  and  these  facts  v.ill  immediately 
impress  themselves  upon  your  observation. 
Honolulu  is  on  a  direct  line  drawn  from 
Seattle,  Wash.,  or  Portland,  Ur.,  to  Sydney 
or  Melbourne.  From  the  American  ports 
it  is  distant  2,300  miles,  and  from  the  Aus- 
trilian  r.bout  4,.>00  miles.  Draw  a  line  from 
Callao,  Pern,  to  Yokohama,  and  again  Hofi- 
olula  is  touche<l,  being  5,240  miles  from 
tho  former  and  .3,440  miles  from  the  lat- 
ter port.  From  *ian  Fr.mcisco  to  Hawaii 
is  but  2,100  miles,  and  it  is  therefore  a  con 


Honoluul  would  be  as  Important  n  stojv 
piug  place  as  the  world  contains,  for  in 
thci=e  liays  of  steam.sbips  every  cubic  foot 
of  space  given  to  coal  shuts  out  just  that 
much  paying  freight,  and  tho  run  acro.s.H 
the  Pacific  ocean  is  such  a  long  one  that  it 
is  exceedingly  imjirobable  tliat  vessels 
could  be  made  to  pay  iu  this  trade  if  they 
were  compelled  to  carry  all  the  coal  neces- 
sary for  the  trip.  Honolulu  is  the  logical 
ami  in  fact  the  only  possible  coaling  sia 
tion  in  the  north  Pacific. 

The  value  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  as  a 
naval  station  lor  the  I'nitetl  States  iu  ca.so 
of  war,  especially  if  tho  Nicaragua  canal 
were  in  existence,  can  .scarcely  be  over- 
estimated. This  of  course  does  not  aiTect 
tho  many  arguments  urged  for  and  against 
the  advisivbility  of  annexation.  It  is  a  sim- 
ple and  self  evident  fact. 

Kecent  events  in  Hawaii  in  which  our  of- 
ficial representatives  figured  conspicuously 
have  given  Americans  a  sort  of  proprietary 
intere.-it  in  the  island  and  a  desire  to  know 
the  exact  sUitus  of  our  government  in  its 
relatioud  to  tho  Hawaiians.

Since  ISTG  the  United  States  has  been 
making  quiet  but  persistent  efforts  to  se- 
cure a  dominating  influence  in  the  Sand- 
wich Islands.  In  that  year  a  treaty  of  reci- 
procity which  is  still  in  force  was  nego- 
tiated. The  operations  of  this  treaty  have 
been  of  great  atlvantage  10  Hawaii,  but  its 
effect  has  been  to  give  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  the  kingdom  a  strong  American 
tone.  In  1887  the  United  States  went  a 
step  furthernndmade  additional  remissions 
of  duty,  in  return  for  which  King  Kala- 
liaua  ceded  the  exclusive  right  to  maintain 
a  uav.1l  station  within  his  dominions.  Pearl 
harbor  was  the  port  selected.  It  is  the 
only  harbor  in  the  group  affording  ample 
dockage  combined  with  .safe  anchorage. 
The  duration  of  this  right  was  limited  by 
the  term  of  the  treaty,  and  Mr.  Blaine  In 
18^9  endeavored  to  have  the  cession  made 
permanent,  but  failed  at  the  last  moment 
when  success  seemed  assured.  Thus  Ha- 
waii nominally  still  presences  its  autonomy 
intact. 

Some  individnals  have  been  brought 
prominently  before  tho  world  by  recent 
events  in  the  Sandwich  Islands.  Of  those 
whose  names  are  most  frequently  men- 
tioned are  ex-Queen  Liliuokalani;  Princess 
Kaiulani,  heir  presumptive;  Captain  Wiltse 
of  the  Boston;  John  Ij.  Stevens,  United 
States  minister;  I^irrin  A.  Thurston,  chair- 
man of  »he  comtnissioners  sent  to  the 
United  Statef  to  ar,k  for  annexation,  and 
Samuel  AI.  Damon,  chairman  of  the  advi- 
sory committee  of  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. 

Princess  Victoria  Kaiulani  isthe  daughter 
of  Princess  Like-Like,  sister  of  Kalakaua 
and  I.,ilinokalani.  Her  father  is  ex-Collector 
General  Archibald  Cleghorn,  a  Scotchman. 
She  is  now  at  school  in  England,  and  iu- 
tende<l  to  return  to  her  island  home  before 
Oct.  10,  1893,  when  she  will  celebrate  the 
18th  anniversary  of  her  birth. 

Samu';l  31.  Damon  is  47  years  of  age  and 
an  American  by  birth.  He  is  p.articalarly 
noted  as  .1  financier.  Ire  is  a  member  of 
the  large  banking  firm  of  Bishop  &  Co., 
Honolulu,  and  served  as  minister  of  finance 
in  1889. 

Lorrin  A.  Thurston  is  one  of  the  mo.st 
brilliant  lawyers  in  Honolulu.  He  is  a 
grandson  of  the  fir.st  missionary  who  went 
to  Hawaii  in  1820.  Although  but  37  years 
old,  he  has  for  a  long  time  been  a  lemling 
spirit  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  kingdom. 
He  has  alwajs  affiliated  with  the  Refonn 
party  and  was  practically  the  head  of  the 
cabinet  in  188(WK).  Even  his  jiolitical  op- 
ponents respect  him  for  his  ability  and  spot- 
less integrity. 

Captain  Gilbert  C.  Wiltse,  commander 
of  the  Boston,  w.-iii  bora  in  New  York  in 
1838.  He  graduated  from  the  naval  acad- 
emy in  1859  and  served  with  distinction 
throughout  the  civil  v^ar,  participating  in 
several  important  naval  engagements.  He 
became  u  lieutenant  in  April,  18fil;  a  lieu- 
tenant commander  In  March,  ISG'r,  a  com- 
mander in  November,  1873,  and  a  captain 
in  January,  1887.  Among  his  recent  com- 
mands have  been  the  Shawmut,  the  Swa- 
tara,  tho  receiving  sliip  Franklin  and  the 
Minnesota.  He  has  lM?en  in  command  of 
the  Boston  since  February,  1891.

The  Aevr  archbishop  of  Olmutz,  Austria, 
is  Dr.  Cohen,  a  convertetl  Hebrew.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  prefix  prince,  and  his  rev- 
enues as  archbi.su-  

op  are  variously 
estimate<l  as  l)e- 
tween  .*:300,000  and 
$1,000,000  a  year. 
On  state  occasions 
Dr.  Cohen  will  sit 
at  the  right  of  the 
emperor  and  will 
take  precedence 
over  every  l)ody 
except  the  arch- 
dukes in  direcf 
lino  of  succession 
to  the  throne.  He 
will  live  in  a  pal- 
ace and  will  have 
a  botlvguard  of  his 
own  dre.s.sed  in  a  ARCHBISHOP  conKN. 
special  uniform.  He  is  also  entitled  to  a 
salute  of  21  gnns. 

Dr.  Cohen  is  47  years  old.  He  is  conse- 
quently the  youngest  of  the  Austrian  arch- 
bishops, and  as  he  has  a  hereditary  right 
to  the  cardinalate  by  virtue  of  his  present 
position,  he  will  be  the  yoimgest  wearer  of 
the  red  hat.  The  pope  is  chosen  from  among 
tho  cardin.ils,  nntl  it  is  therefore  a  possibil- 
ity, though  not  a  strong  probability,  that 
the  head  of  the  Homan  Catholic  church 
may  be  a  Hebrew  who  bears  the  priest  name 
of  the  Jewisli  religion. 

The  new  archbishop  has  had  a  rcmarki- 
ble  career.  The  chapters  of  Olmutz  and 
the  S.alzburg  are  tho  only  two  iu  Austria 
which  have  the  light  to  choose  their  ov.n 
archbi.^hops.  The  emperor  appoints  them 
in  the  others.  At  the  church  conclave  a 
humble  participant  was  a  poor  canon.  Dr. 
Cohen,  r.ho  l:nd  come  rn  foot.  Failing  to 
agree  on  a  man  for  prince  archbishop,  tho

oTiscure  priest  jus  tho  bend  of  the  wealthiest 
archiepiscopal  see  in  the  world,  and  one 
which  has  been  held  only  by  men  of  the 
bluest  blood  in  the  Austrian  empire. 

Dr.  Cohen's  father  was  a  Moravian  ped- 
dler who  recently  embraced  the  Christian 
religion.  When  his  parents,  in  resjmnse  to 
the  new  archbishops  invitation,  arrivetl  to 
take  up  their  perr.;auent  al)ode  iu  his  ]>alace, 
they  were  dad  in  peasaut'.s  dress.  The  son 
met  them  at  the  railroad  station  and  greeted 
them  in  the  most  affectionate  and  humbly 
respectful  manner. 

The  superstitious  people  of  Vienna  are 
very  much  exerci.sed  over  tho  election  of 
Archbishop  Cohen.  There  is  an  old  ditty 
which  declares  that  "tho  good  old  tower  of 
St.  Stephen's  cathedral  will  ne>-er  fall  until 
the  l*i*ince  of  Schwarzenburg  goes  to  say 
his  prayers  at  the  synagogue,  or  the  arch- 
bishop of  A'ienna  shall  bear  the  name  of 
Cohen."  As  Dr.  Cohen  is  almost  certain  to 
become  archbishop  of  Vienna,  those  who 
have  faith  in  such  predictions  are  dreading 
the  approach  of  the  time  when  this  proph- 
ecy shall  have  been  fulfilled. 


Antlballoon  Inventions. 

In  European  countries,  like  Russia,  Ger- 
many, France  and  Italy,  where  enormous 
standing  armies  are  maintained,  persons 
familiar  with  the  subject  have  been  taxing 
their  inventive  geniiLs  for  the  development 
of  the  science  of  aeronautics.  Much  real 
progress  has  been  made,  but  the  inventions 
have  been  so  shrouded  in  mystery  by  the 
respective  governments  that  it  is  only  by 
accident  that  the  facts  haveleakwl  out.

The  Combine   Which   Has   Been   Formed   by 
the  Northwest  Millers. 

The  particulars  of  the  combine  formed 
by  the  spring  wheat  flour  millers  are 
now  obtainable.  The  trust  includes 
nearly  every  firm  in  the  business  from 
North  Dakota  and  Duluth  to  the  East, 
and  is  as  much  of  a  cloBe  corporation  as 
the  old  Miller's  association  at  Minne- 
apolis. It  is  governed  by  a  board  ot 
directors  and  an  executive  commit- 
tee of  three,  of  whom  one  is  a  Chicago 
miller,  one  C.  A.  Pillsbury,  of  Minne- 
apolis, iind  B.  C.  Church,  manager  of  the 
Duluth  Imperial  mill,  the  biggest  mill 
in  the  world.  These  men  are  all  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  directors. 

They  have  already  engaged  a  man- 
ager, who  will  be  stationed  in  Chicago 
and  will  notify  all  spring  wheat  mills 
daily  of  any  change  in  the  prices  of 
tlour.  He  makes  t|uotations  and  each 
member  of  the  trust  is  bound 
by  heavy  bonds        not  to 

sell  below  quotations.  He  will 
not  regulate  the  output  nor  make  maxi- 
mum price,  it  oeing  believed  that  the 
minimum  price  will  itself  fix  the  pro- 
portionate output. 

While  the  new  trust  is  on  the  same 
plan  as  the  old  Millers'  association  of 
Minneapolis,  its  object  is  entirely  dif- 
ferent. All  the  mills  in  this  city  are  in 
the  combine,  all  at  Minneapolis,  one  at 
St.  Paul,  nearly  all  at  Mi'lwaukee  and 
Chicago  and  nearly  all  the  countrv  mills 
in  Minnesota,  Dakota  and  Wisconsin,  in 
all  about  qo  per  cent  of  the  total  spring 
wheat  niilling  capacity  of  the  United 
States.  It  will  be  the  most  powerful 
trust  yet  organized  in  America  outside 
the  Standard  Oil  and  the  steel  beam 
combines,  but  its  features  are  an  im- 
provement on  those  of  most  trusts.

DEEP  WATER  NAVIGATION. 


Congressman-elect  Boon  Will  Aid  in  Pushing 
the  Great  Work. 

Congressman-elect  Boer,  of  the 
Seventh  district,  is  in  Washington  and 
has  been  interviewed.  He  was  asked: 
"Have  you  any  measures  relating  to 
your  district  and  the  state  that  you  pro- 
pose to  push?" 

"The  subject  of  deep  water  naviga- 
tion from  Duluth  to  the  sea  would  hardly 
come  under  that  question,"  was  the  re- 
ply, "but  it  is  of  more  importance  to  the 
Red  river  valley,  which  is  largely  in  my 
district,  than  to  any  congressional  dis- 
trict in  the  United  States.  In  no  other 
section  of  the  country  have  the  farmers 
so  suffered  by  railroad  over-charges.

John  W.  Eviston  of  Milwaukee  Has  Many 
Friends  in  Duluth. 

News  from  Milwaukee  is  to  the  effect 
that  John  W.  Eviston,  who  has  been  a 
resident  of  the  beautiful  Cream  city  for 
over  half  a  century,  is  at  the  point  of 
death.  He  is  a  prominent  figure  in  Wis- 
consin and  was  identified  with  Milwau- 
kee's growth  almost  from  the  days  cf 
Solomon  Juneau's  settlement  of  the 
place,  Hr  is  very  well  known  here, 
particularly  among  vesselmen,  and  one 
of  the  tugs  of  the  Smith-Fee  fiett  is 
named  after  him — the  famous  little  fish- 
ing tug,  John  W.  Eviston.  He  received 
some  severe  injuries  a  few  days  ago  by 
being  thrown  from  his  cutter  while  out 
driving,  and  his  death  will  be  or  is  the 
result. 

Mr.  Eviiton  and  his  wife  were  among 
the  very  few  survivors  of  the  terrible 
Lake  Michigan  disaster  of  September  8, 
i860,  when  the  steamer  Lady  Elgin 
sank  drowning  between  300  and  400  of 
Milwaukee's  best  people.  The  husband 
and  wife  were  together  when  the  boat 
sank  but  rose  to  the  surface  and  held  on 
to  a  state  room  door  for  some  time  and 
eventually  reached  the  pilothouse  which 
had  iloated  off  the  wrecked  steamer. 
On  this  frail  refuge  they  floated  from  2 
o'clock  at  night  until  about  3  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  with  a  heavy  sea  tossing 
them  about.

On  Indictments.

Contents  of  the   Treaty  Concluded   Between 

Secretary  of  State  Foster  and  the 

Provi:!ona|  Government. 


Was  Deemed  More  Desirable  to  Fully  Annex 

the  Islands  Than  to  Establish 

a  Protectorate. 


President  Harrison  Says  None  of  Other  Grea* 
Powers  Should  be  Allowed  to  Se- 
cure the  Islands. 


He  States  the   Revolution  Was  Entirely   Un- 
expected so  Far  as  This  Government 
Was  Concerned. 


W.ASiUNGTON,  Feb.  i6.— The  treaty  of 
annexation  concluded  between  Secre- 
tary of  State  Foster  and  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  provisional  government  of 
Hawaii  was  transmitted  to  the  senate 
yesterday  but  not  made  public.  The 
message  of  the  president  was  brief.  It 
states  that  it  was  deemed  more  desirable 
to  fully  annex  the  islands  than  to  estab- 
lish a  protectorate. 

The  president  says  the  overthrow  of 
the  nionarchy  was  not  \n  any  way  pro- 
moted by  this  government;  that  the  res- 
toration of  Lilioukalani  is  undesirable,  if 
not  impossible;  and  that  unless  activclv 
supported  by  the  United  States  would 
be  accompanied  by  serious  disaster  and 
the  disorganization  of  all  business  in- 
terests.   He  says: 

"It  is  essential  that  none  of  the  other 
great  powers  shall  secure  these  islands. 
Such  a  possession  would  not  be  consist- 
ent with  our  safety  and  with  the  peace  of 
the  world.  Prompt  action  upon  this 
treaty  is  very  desirable.  If  it  meets  tuc 
app  oval  of  the  senate,  peace  and  good 
order  svill  be  secured  to  the  islands 
under  existing  laws  until  such  time  as 
congress  can  provide  by  legislation  a 
permanent  lorm  of  government  for  the 
islands.  The  legislation  should  be,  and 
I  do  not  doubt  will  be,  not  only  just  to 
the  natives  and  all  other  residents  and 
citizens  of  the  island,  but  should  be 
characterized  by  great  liberality  and  a 
high  regard  to  the  rights  of  all  the 
people  and  of  all  the  foreigners  domi- 
ciled there." 

In  a  letter  to  the  president  laying  the 
treaty  before  him,  Secretary  of  State 
Foster  recapitulates  the  history  of  re- 
cent events  in  the  islands,  leading  up  to 
the  revolution;  the  establishment  of  the 
provisional  government;  the  appearance 
of  the  commissioners  in  Washington;  the 
negotiations  that  have  taken  place,  re- 
sulting in  the  preparation  of  tlie  treaty; 
and  the  establishment  of  the  protector- 
ate by  Minister  Stevens. 

.Secretary  Foster  confirms  the  presi- 
dent's itatement  that  the  revolution  was 
entirely  unexpected  so  far  as  this  j;ov- 
ernment  was  concerned.  "At  no  time," 
he  says,  "had  Mr.  Stevens  been  instruct- 
ed with  regard  to  his  course  in  the  event 
of  a  revolutionary  uprising.  The  change 
was  in  fact  abrupt  and  unlooked  for  by 
the  United  States  minister  or  the  naval 
commander." 

In  regard  to  the  protectorate,  Secre- 
tary Foster  says  in  his  letter:  "An  in- 
struction has  been  sent  to  the  minister 
commending  his  action,  in  so  far  as  it  lay 
within  the  purview  of  standing  instruc- 
tions to  the  legation  and  to  the  naval 
commanders  of  the  United  States  in 
Hawaiian  waters  and  tended  to  co- 
operate with  the  administration  of  affairs 
by  the  provisional  governiiicnt,  but  dis- 
avowing any  steps  in  excess  of  such  in 
initruciions  whereby  the  authority  and 
power  of  the  United  States  might  ap- 
pear to  have  been  asserted,  to  the  im- 
pairment of  the  independent  sovereignty 
of  the  Hawaiian  government  by  the  as- 
sumption of  a  formal  protectorate." 

Secretary  Foster  iays  that  the  provi- 
sions of  the  treaty  reserve  to  congress 
the  determination  of  all  questions  affect- 
ing the  form  of  government  of  the  an- 
nexed territory,  the  citizenship  and  elec- 
tive franchise  of  its  inhabitants,  and  all 
(luestions  relating  to  the  economic  and 
political  status  of  the  islands. 

In  conclusion  he  says  that  pending  the 
negotiation  he  received  assurances  from 
representatives  of  the  leaaing  powers  of 
the  world  in  this  city,  and  from  our  own 
ministers  abroad,  convincing  him  that 
the  incorporation  of  the  Hawaiian  islands 
into  the  Union  will  be  regarded  by  these 
powers  with  satisfactory  or  ready  acqui- 
escence. 

The  treaty  itself  provides  for  the  ces- 
sion of  all  righls  of  sovereignty  over  the 
islands,  all  public  buildings  and  property 
to  the  United  States.  Revenue  from 
public  lands,  except  such  as  are  reserved 
for  government  purposes,  to  be  used 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the 
islands.  Until  congress  provides  other- 
wise, the  existing  lav/s  of  the  Hawaiian 
islands  are  continued,  subject  to  the 
paramount  authority  of  the  United 
States. 

A  resident  commissioner  is  to  be  ap- 
pointed who  shall  have  power  to  veto 
any  L.ct  of  said  government.  Until  con- 
gress enacts  the  necessary  legislation, 
existing  commercial  relations  of  the 
Hawaiian  Islands,  both  with  the  United 
.States  and  foreign  governments,  shall 
continue.  I'urther  immigration  of 
Chinese  into  the  islands  is  prohibited, 
and  Chinese  now  in  the  islands  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  come  into  the  present 
territory  of  the  United  States. 

The  public  debt  of  the  islands  is  as- 
sumed by  the  United  States  to  the  ex- 
tent of  83,250,000.  The  United  States 
agrees  to  pay  Queen  Lilioukalani 
§20,000  a  year  during  life  and  to  Prin- 
cess Kaioulani  $15,000.  Provision  is 
made  for  the  exchange  of  ratifications 
of  the  treaty  at  Honolulu,  as  soon  as 
possible  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
Ijy  the  resident  commissioner,  provided 
for  in  the  treaty. 

It  will  be  observed  that  under  the  pro- 
vissions  of  the  treaty  the  sugar  pro- 
ducers of  Hawaii  will  not  participate  in 
the    bounty  provided   by  the  McKinley 


law,  unless  congress  should  extend  it  to 
the  islands. 

Accompanying  the  message  and  the 
treaty  is  the  correspondence  upon  the 
subject  between  the  two  governments, 
giving  full  details  as  to  the  area  of  the 
territory  proposed  to  be  annexed,  the 
public  debt,  the  public  lands,  the  anntial 
allowances  to,  and  revenue  ol,  the  late 
roval  household,  ahd  statistics  as  to  the 
population  and  revenues,  commerce  and 
other  economic  matter  relating  to  the 
islands.altogetlier  a  bulky  volume  of  sev- 
eral hundred  pages. 

C0NTRAC10RS  IN  CONVENTION. 

All  High  Buildings  Should  be  Constructed  of 
Incombustible  Material. 

St.  Louis,  Feb.  i6.  -At  yesterday's 
session  of  the  national  session  of  con- 
tractors of  buildings  interesting  papers 
on  the  subject  of  material  used  in  con- 
structing high  buildings  were  read  by  J. 
Theodore  O.ster,  of  lialtiinorc,  and  Geo. 
15.  Kcid,  of  St.  Louis. 

The  papers  set  forth  that  .ibsolutely 
incombustible  material  should  be  used 
throughout  in  the  erection  of  high  build- 
ings, and  that  such  m:itcrial  should  be 
specitied  and  that  a  limit  should  be 
placed  on  the  projection  of  coinices. 

Incompetent  men  and  architects  in 
charge  of  high  buildings  constructed  of 
steel  were  a  constant  source  ot  danger, 
since  the  plans  were  frt»iuentlv  incom- 
plete and  the  construction  difficult  to 
understand.

THE  FLOOD  AT  CINCINNATI. 


Hundreds  of  Houses.  Barns  and  Other  Build- 
ings Inundated. 

Cincinnati,  O.,  Feb.  15.— As  was 
feared,  the  heavv  rains  of  the  past  few 
days  caused  a  continuance  in  the  rise  of 
the  river  at  this  point.  At  10  o'clock 
last  night  it  was  fifty-four  feet.  Already 
much  damage  has  been  done. 

Mill  Creek  Valley  as  far  out  as  Cum- 
minsvillc  is  a  vast  lake,  and  hundreds  of 
house?,  barns  and  otiier  buildings  arc 
inundated.  Many  f;unilici  have  been 
driven  from  home.  The  spring  crops  of 
gardeners  in  this  territory  are  totally  de- 
stroyed. The  sinking  oi  the  Cincinnati 
wharf  boat,  which  occurred  early  yester- 
day morning,  was  thu  most  serious  loss 
along  the  river  front  thus  far. 

The  hijjh  water  is  beginning  to  be  felt 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  central  passenger 
station.  At  .Mill  street  yesterday,  the 
tracks  which  must  he  traversed  by  trains 
entering  the  statioJi  were  covered  by 
water  which  wai  fully  a  foot  deep.  Lifty- 
six  feet  is  the  limit,  and  should  this  be 
reached  as  is  expected,  the  trams  on  the 
Pig  Four,  Ohio  &  Mississippi  and  B.ilii- 
more  «S:  Ohio    roads  will  not  be  able   to 

enter.

INSOLVENT  FOR  TEN  YEARS. 

Revelations  Made  by  the  Assignee  of  a  Broken 
Bank. 

Ni.w  Y()i;k,  Feb,  16.-  A  special  to  the 
Il.r.ild  from  Wilkcsbarre.  Pa.,  says:Thc 
assignee  of  F.  V.  Rockafcllow  &  Co.'s 
broken  bank  has  made  a  preliminary  re- 
port. He  iinds  things  in  a  very  bad 
shape.  The  bank  has  been  insolve.U  for 
ten  years.  Kockafellow,  he  says,  never 
made  a  report  of  the  bank's  condition  in 
twenty  years.  Kockafellow  was  short  in 
his  accounts  five  years  ago.  He  at  once 
began  a  r;ice  with  the  insolvent  bank. 

He  insured  his  life  heavily.  Had 
death  overtaken  him  previous  to  iS(;o, 
the  bank  would  have  won  the  race,  and 
the  depositors  would  have  been  safe.  In 
the  meantime  the  bank's  surplus  was 
growing  less  an«l  the  insurance  premi- 
ums were  harder  to  pay.  As  a  re-ult, 
the  banker  was  compelled  to  drop  sev- 
eral policies.  At  one  time  he  was  in- 
sured for  $200,000, 

.According  to  the  figures  furnished  by 
the  referee,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  bank  will 
pay  its  depositors  ii;ore  than  20  cents  on 
the  dollar.

few  words  opened  the  intellectual  por- 
tion of  the  program,  which  was  unques- 
tionably the  best  that  has  ever  been 
heard  at  a  Uuluth  ban(iuct.

"The  Jobbers'  union,  although  young 
in  its  orgnniration,  is  strong,  vigorous 
and  aggressive  in  its  work.  It  wa<-  or- 
ganized less  than  two  years  ;igo  with  a 
membership  of  thirty,  which  has  steadily 
increased  until  nov.'  it  is  nearlv  double<l. 
If  this  rate  of  increase  continues  with  a 
corresponding  /cal  of  its  members,  we 
bid  fair  to  be  a  mighty  organization  in 
the  near  future,  and  an  important  factor 
in  the  development  of  the  commercial 
interests  of  Duluth.

The  jobbers  of  Du- 
luth have  had  a  struggle  to  secure  a 
commercial  footing,  but  they  have  stood 
shoulder  to  shoulder  1.1  this  fight,  first 
con(juering  the  home  trade,  then  reach- 
ing .South,  East  and  West,  covering  ter- 
ritory equal  in  extent  to  that  ot  any 
other  city  in  the  .\orthwesl. 

"By  the  force  of  our  unequalled  geo- 
graphical poiition,  and  .added  to  that  the 
known  energy  and  pluck  of  the  denizens 
of  our  Hill  city,  Jwc  expect  to  be  to  the 
new  Northwest  what  Chicago  has  been 
to  the  Northwest  of  forme^days.

James  G.  MacPherson  Indicates  Some  ot  th3 
Future  Possibilities. 
Mr.  MacPherson  responded  to  the 
sentiment  "The  Extension  of  Duluth's 
Jobbing  Interests. "  He  said  that  while 
he  felt  greatly  fiattered  at  the  invitation 
given  him,  he  tiardly  felt  competent  to 
speak  on  a  Fuhject  so  important.  He 
thought  perhaps  he  had  bitten  off  more 
Ihan  he  could  chew,  "I  will  not  attempt 
to  speak  in  the  past  of  the  jobbing  inter- 
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est."  he    said.    "Every    wholesale  mcr-  j 
chant  knows    what    it  is  and    what    our 
work  has  been.   Heretofore  we  have  had 
to  compete  in  a    Umited    territory    with  j 
strong  opposition.      We    have    done    it 
nobly  and  are  now  spreading  out,  seek-  i 
mg  fresher   pastures    and   meetinjj    the 
enemy  on  his  own  ground.    At  the  pres- 
ent date  we  are  in  it.     Our   position    on 
the  map  shows  that  Providence  has  been 
over  kind,  for  although    we  are  far    in- 
land we  have   water    connection  to  the 
seaboard,  we  have   behind    us    territory 
unlimited  and  uncont'ined  .mil  boundless 
in  its  possibilities. 

"In  regard  to  the  jobbing  business  of 
the  past  vear  we  can  say  that  it  has  been 
a  complete  success,  indeed  a  phenome- 
nal success.  We  have  had  a  wonderful 
growth  in  the  wholesale  business  in  this 
city  and  during  the  past  year  new  houses 
have  been  secured  which  will  soon  be 
added  to  our  list."  Mr.  Mad'herson 
gave  a  few  figures  showing  the  great 
progress  which  the  trade  has  made  and 
trom  these  drew  some  modest  estimates 
of  what  may  be  expected.  Continuing 
he  said: 

"The  jobbers  have  grievances,  too, 
and  particularly  against  the  railroads.

As  the 
people  of  the  Pacitic  coast  look  to  him 
as  their  sa\  ior  we  in  the  same  measure 
look  to  him  as  ours,  and  I  trust  that  we 
will  not  be  disappointed. 

".\  few  years  ago  our  banking  capital 
was  only  $50,000;  today  it  is  over  $4,000,- 
000.  The  figures  of  our  tlour,  lumb<;r, 
coal  and  every  trade  show  a  wonderful 
growth,  and  1  say  to  you  that  all  the 
eloquence  from  Demosthenes  to  Proctor 
Knott  cannot  speak  so  loudly  as  these. 

"With  our  channel  to  the  sea,  our 
magnificent  forests,  our  millions  of  tons 
of  iron  ore,  our  great  tonnage,  our  won- 
derful whalebacks,  our  pluck  and  energy 
and.  above  all,  our  indominatable  faith 
in  our  future  we  have  nothing  to  fear. 
All  eyes  are  turned  toward  us,  and  ours 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  mightiest  and 
most  progressive  cities  in  the  West. 
When  we  talk  of  Duluth  we  grow  en- 
thusiastic. The  theme  is  a  rich  one  and 
we  cannot  better  describe  it  than  in  the 
language  of  the  \  irginian  speaking  of 
his  own  land:  'We  arc  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  aurora  borealis,  on  the

THE  RAILROAD  SITUATION. 
Facts  and  Figures 


Unadorned  from  President 
Hill. 

When  Toastmaster  Patrick,  after  a 
selection  by  the  >Iagnolia  quartet,  intro- 
duced James  J.  Hill,  a  perfect  ovat  on 
was  given  the  railroad  king  as  he  arose. 
He  smilingly  bowed  his  appreciation  and 
said: 

"Gentlemen  of  the  jobbers'  union: 

"It  is  an  unusual  pleasure  for  me  to  be 
with  you  tonight.  I  think  I  understood  t  "^y,^ 
you  to  say  that  this  was  your  tirst  meet- 
ing of  the  jobbers'  union,  your  first  meet- 
ing at  the  festive  board,  and  I  esteem  it 
a  particular  compliment  that  you  should 
have  asked  me  to  join  you  on  this  occa- 
sion. I  have  known  Duluth,  I  may  say, 
since  it  was  born.  I  came  here  the  first 
time  on  the  first  passenger  train  that 
came  through  from  St.  Paul,  and  since 
that — tirrre,  through  all  vour  ups  and 
downs,  1  have  always  felt  a  deep  interest 
in  your  city.    |  Applause.] 

"I  remember  some  years  ago  when 
your  townsman.  Col.  Graves,  was  dele- 
gated to  attend  a  waterways  convention 
at  St.  Paul,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  could 
not  go  with  him.  I  felt  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  me  to  go  with  him  at  that 
lime,  and  1  told  him  that  I  would  try  and 
do  something  that  would  help  him,  and 
had  a  map  prepared.  The  suggestion 
came  from  Jay  Cooke;  the  map 
that  has  been  so  widely  celebrated  by 
Proctor  Knott,  and  if  it  measured 
the  distance  from  Duluth,  1 
thought  we  could  measure  the  distance 
from  Chicago,  and  in  tuat  way  we  got  up 
the  map  showing  Banning's  line.  That 
map  has  been  called  in  the  East  the  war 
map. 

"The  last  time  I  saw  a  number  of  your 
people  together  was  at  the  opening  of 
the  board  of  trade  some  five  or  six  years 
ago.  I  remember  on  that  occasion  meet- 
ing a  great  many  people  here  from  Mil- 
waukee, Chicago  and  from  the  large 
grain  cities,  or  the  cities  that  we  were  in 
the  habit  of  calling  the  large  grain  mar- 
kets of  the  country.  I  remember  how, 
on  that  occasion,  it  was  thought  that  I 
had  drawn  the  bow  rather  long  when  I 
said  that  Duluth  would  handle  more 
wheat  than  Chicago.  I  told  them  it  cer- 
tainly would.  In  the  past  year  I  think  it 
is  certainly  safe  to  say  that  Duluth  has 
handled  twice  as  much  wheat  as  Chi- 
cago, twice  as  many  bushels  of  wheat  as 
all  the  railroads    have   hauled   into  Chi- 


Missouri  river  or  Omaha  has  to  the  same 
point. 

"For  the  past  thirteen  years  I  may  say 
that  I  have  been  a  busy  man,  most  of  my 
time  has  been  occupied.  I  have  not 
been  up  here  very  often.  I  have  been 
busy  laying  our  line  on  the  face  of  the 
country  and  building  up  the  country  that 
IS  behind  it.  1  think  that  the  past  thir- 
teen years,  for  300  days  in  each  year  we 
have  averaged  each  day  a  mile  of  new 
railroad.  Most  of  it  has  been  built  in 
adv.->ncc  of  settlement.  We  have  had  to 
find  the  emigrant-',  the  men  who  were 
willing  to  go  onto  the  soil  and  dig  out 
their  partion  and  our  prosperity  with  it. 
Ween  1  took  charge  of  the  railway  in 
1S7Q  the  road  carried  that  year  2,185,000 
bushels  of  wheat.  From  the  crop  of 
i8»}i  we  carried  57,000,000  b.shels  of 
wheat.  That  was  one  third  of  the  spring 
wheat  raised  in  Norlli  America,  and  we 
have  not  the  returns  in  for  this  year,  but 
they  will  not  fall  short  of  last  year.  I 
think  I  am  sale  in  saying  that  the  crop 
of  1S92  will  exceed  on  our  lines  50,000,- 
000  bushels.  Now,  you  know  that  the 
50.000,000  bushels  we  carry  now  was  not 
raised  by  the  same  number  of  men  that 
raised  the  2,000.000  bushels  we  carried 
in  187Q.  Here  you  get  an  idea  of  tho 
growth  of  the  country  in  the  decade. 

"We  have  now  about  completed  our 
line  to  the  Pacific  coast,  and  we  have 
on  the  coast  a  line  running  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Fra/er  river,  along  tide 
water  to  Seattle,  and  important  connec- 
tions with  the  Union  Pacific,  our  idea 
being  to  connect  the  mouth  of  the 
Frazer  river  with  that  of  the  Columbia. 
Map  making  is  always  attractive  and  if 
you  will  take  a  map  and  a  pair  of 
dividers,  and  put  one  leg  of  the 
dividers  on  Lake  Superior  and  the  other 
on  [acksonvilie,  Fla.,  you  will  cover  a 
country  occupied  by  a  great  many 
people  and  numerous  kinds  of  material 
interests.  If  you  woulel  turn  your  di- 
viders towards  the  the  East  you  would 
almost  reach  Newfoundland,  but  to  the 
West,  you  would  not  reach  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  you  would  fall  short  of  the 
territory  that  is  fairly  and  honestly  tri- 
butary to  your  city. 

"Building  a  railway  means  much  more 
than  to  lay  down  the  ties  and  rails.  The 
tonnage  of  the  world  is  produced  on  the 
land,  and  if  it  is  to  be  carried  by  water 
it  must  be  brought  to  a  point  where  you 
can  get  it  on  board  of  the  ships.  Cer- 
tainly you  feel  the  deepest  interest  in 
your  harbor  and  the  depth  of  water  in 
your  harbor  and  the  '.Soo'  canal,  but 
greatest  harbor  is  on  land,  the  greatest 
harbor,  the  one  that  must  not  only  bring 
everything  that  comes  and  goes  by 
j  water,  is  the  terminal  facilities.  Vou 
I  have  behind  you  everything  necessary  to 
make  you  prosperous  and  happy.  It 
comes  from  three  sources,  the  field,  the 
forest  and  the  mine.  You  have  the  field 
i  behind  you  for  thousands  of  miles.  As 
to  forests,  you  are  particularlv  well  situ- 
,  ated.  The  largest  body  of  standing  pine 
;  east  of  the  Rocky  mountains  is  in  your 
,  backyaid.  And  when  we  speak  of  mines, 
everyone  feels  that  Duluth  is  well  off,  for 
i  she  has  tributary  to  her  that  which  will 
I  in  time  make  up  greater  pay  rolls  than 
any  other  city  in  the   United  States  will 


Now,  if  you  have  everything  that  goes  i 
to  make  up  the  material  interests  of  the 
world,  tell  me  why  may  you  not  look 
forward  to  the  future  with  the  utmost 
confidence;  why  you  cannot  accomplish 
what  you  have  set  your  minds  on?  1  see 
no  reason  why  you  may  not  build  up 
here  as  large  and  as  many  iron  and  steel 
interests  as  there  are  here  at  Pittsburg, 
Chicago  or  any  other  city  in  the  country. 
[Applause.]  If  three  tons  of  iron  ore 
will  make  two  tons  of  pig  iron,  and  you 
can  get  the  ore  at  St  per  ton,  you  can 
well  afford  to  bring  fuel  up  here  at  40 
cents  per  ton.  There's  money  in  it; 
don't  be  afraid,  there  is  no  reason  why 
you  can't  succeed. 

"As  to  agricultural  products  you  are 
secure  in  your  success  and  supremacy. 
Then  comes  lumber.  1  think  1  am  cor- 
rect in  saying  that  there  are  10,000,000,- 
coo  feet  cut  annually  in  Minnesota,  Wis- 
consin and  Michigan.  At  that  rate  the 
entire  state  of  Minnesota  contains  less 
than  a  three  years'  supply  of  standing 
timber.  What  are  wc  going  to  do  when 
this  is  all  out?  As  it  stands  now  every 
tree  is  counted.  Now,  when  it  is  all 
gone,  you  will  hear  from  us  on  the  Pacific 
coast  bringing  lumber  to  Duluth.  There 
are  shingle  mills  today  on  Puget  sound 
turning  out  cedar  shingles  and  when 
compared  with  pine,  the  latter  must  take 
second  place.  Now  to  bring  them  out 
here  might  seem  a  doubtful  thing  to 
undertake,  but  I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  it 
is  accomplished.  This  spring  we  com- 
menced hauling  lumber  from  Puget 
sound  at  40  cents  per  hundred  or  J8  per 
ton. 

"There  is  no  reason  in  the  world,  and 
it  will  be  your  own  fault  if  it  is  not  done, 
why  the  lumber  now  handled  at  points 
on  "the  lower  lakes  and  between  here 
and  there  cannot  all  be  distributed  from 
here.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  your 
own  lumber.  That  is  all  counted  and  it 
is  only  the  question  of  a  few  years  when 
you  will  have  none.  Then  comes  the 
problem,  where  will  this  treeless  coun- 
try, for  It  will  then  be  treeless,  draw  its 
supply  from.  The  Panama  canal  won't 
solve  it.  If  the  Panama  canal  was  com- 
everybody.     1    am    glad  to  see  that  1  pleted  and  the  tolls   were  free  we  could

"In  building  up  your  city  you  have  a 
great  deal  to  do,  notwithstanding  you 
have  already  done  much.  I  am  glad  to 
see  the  spirit    of  progress  settling  down 


r 


on  .        . 

among  those  whom  I  have  met  here  the 
disposition  is  to  pull  together  for  Duluth 
and  the  head  of  the  lakes.  [Applause.] 
I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  have  brought 
across  the  bay  from  West  Superior  the 
same  spirit  of  mutual  help.  In  unity 
there  is  strength.  You  will  find  that  old 
saying  will  aid  you  here  as  it  has  in  other 
places.  Depend  upon  it,  local  jealousies 
must  be  put  to  the  rear,  no  particular  ad- 
dition or  locality  can  have  all  the  bene- 
fits and  all  the  railways,  but  they  can 
have  the  benefits  by  everybody  pulling 
for  the  common  good. 

"It  is  only  a  tew  years  ago  since  it  was 
impossible,  or  seemed  impossible  to 
throw  off  the  shackles  that  were  placed 
upon  the  commerce  of  Lake  Superior. 
As  we  reviewed  our  rates  on  grain  from 
the  interior  to  the  head  of  the  lake,  there 
was  a  great  demand  that  we  reduce  our 
rate  to  the  dock  and  in  that  way  equalize 
the  through  rate  so  that  it  was  the  same 
from  the  interior  150  or  200  miles  west  to 
the  east  as  it  was  around  Lake  Michigan 
to  Chicago.  In  order  to  make  sure  to 
get  the  freight  we  put  on  our  own  fleet 
of  steamers.  [Applause.]  You  may  re- 
member that  we  started  in  in  the  spring 
with  an  agreement  and  a  schedule  of 
rates  proposed  and  that  the  established 
rate  was  carried  out.  One  season  settled 
it.  Ratc5  started  in  at  90  cents  and  got 
down  to  40  cents.  About  the  month  oi 
August  they  were  ready  to  put  up  their 
blinds  and  say  they  were  no  longer  in 
the  business.  The  position  that  Lake 
Superior  has  to  the  advantage  of  the 
country  between  here  and  the  Missouri 
river  has  since  then  been  recognized. 
The  advantage  has  been  m;.de  use  of  to 
an  extent  that  it  will  never  be  rubbed 
out.  The  head  of  LakeSuperior  has  the 
^loe  rate  to  tb€    Pacific   coast   as  the

"In    building    our    railway    we    have 

spent  over  Si 000  a  mile  in  engineering 

so  that  we  could  find  a  place  to  build  our 

road,  so  that  we  could  live  whether  any- 

i  body      else      lived       or      not.        Now, 

our        heaviest      grade      going      west 

to  within   100  miles  of  the  coast  is  from 

I  the  Mississippi   river  to  our  shops  in  St. 

Paul.    The    maximum    grade    over  the 

Rockies  is  52.8   per  mile,  and   we  can 

with  our  heavv  engines  haul  thirty  loaded 

'  cars.    The  bed  is  laid  on   the  mountain 

grade  with    steel  rails  eighty  pounds  to 

I  the    yard.      We  must   have  heavy  rails, 

for    our    latest    engines    carry    142,000 

weight  on  the  drivers.       With  this  well- 

;  built,   substantial   railroad,  I    know  that 

;  we  can  carry  business  at  rates   that  pro- 

i  ducers  can    afford  to  pay,  for  if  we  can- 

1  not  we  ought    never    to    have  built  the 

■  road.  If  the  man  in  the  West  cannot 
handle    his  material  with    |*ofit  he  will 

■  not  handle  it  all.  I  can  say  with  all  con- 
fidence that  I  know  when  your  trees  are 
all  cut  down  and  all  this  great  Eastern 
country  must  be  supplied,  the  cheapest 
line  of  transportation  will  be  over  our 
line  to  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  and  by 
v/ater  route  to  the  lower  lakes.  (Great 
applause.]  Think  of  these  truths,  have 
your  house  in  order,  so  that  when  the 
procession  comes  along  you  can  march 
with  it  and  keep  step. 

"The  work  just  closed  has  been  more 
of  an  undertaking  than  you  thinl:.  It 
has  almost  bankrupted  us, many  believe, 
but  we  are  still  here  and  glad  to  say  that 
we  arc  not  bankrupt,  that  wc    are   doing 

[  business  at  the  old  stand  and    will    for 

'  many  years  to  come. 

j      "The  work    has    been    attended  with 

I  more  or  less  anxiety  and  has  taken  much 


of  my  time.  Now  that  I  am  through  I 
hardly  know  what  to  do  to  oc- 
cupy my  lime.  We  have  two 
lines  started  from  the  Red 
River  to  Lake  Superior  [great  applause) 
and  have  a  line  to  the  top  of  the  mil  out 
here.  We  find  that  this  is  about  half 
way.  [Laughter]  I  don  t  like  to  build 
a  road  that  I  may  feel  anxious  about  and 
don't  want  someone  else  to  build  a  road 
better  than  ours  for  it  would  mean  out 
loss.  I  think  we  can  find  our  way  down 
from  the  top  of  the  hill,  but  we  must  find 
the  easiest  grade  possible. 

"The  whole  matter  of  transportation 
by  rail  may  be  summed  up  in  the  same 
way  as  by  water,  the  expenses  are  fig- 
ured by  the  train  mile  and 
the  income  is  by  the  ton  mile. 
The  skill,  therefore,  is  to  get  the  greatest 
number  of  ton  miles  with  the  least  num- 
ber of  train  miles.  That  is  the  problem 
we  have  to  solve.  If  we  fail  our  enter- 
prise is  not  on  a  solid  foundation  and 
cannot  last. 

"As  soon  as   the  weather  permits  we 
j  expect  to  take  up   the    matter  of  com- 
I  pleting  one  line    from    Red  river  to  the 
j  head  of  the  lakes    for  we  have   nothing 
else  to  take  up.  When  this  is  completed 
[  we  will  have  a  line  to  Puget  sound  200 
I  miles    shorter    than    the   next  shortest, 
j  nearly    12   per  cent  in   distance,   and  it 
i  ought  to  save  12  per  cent   in  operation. 
I  We   have  another  advantage  which  you 
j  should  keep   in   mind  always.      .So  far 
our   road  has   not  cost  over  §25,000  per 
!  mile      in      stock      and      bonds.      This 
!  enables  us  to  get  along  with  less    gross 
I  earnings  than  any  other   road.     You    or 
j  no  other  city  can    build    m  the  expecta- 
tion that  transportation  will  be  furnished 
1  at  less  than  cost.     You    find  people  who 
believe  that  we  will  grow    to  it,  but  they 
are  cast  aside  and  others  grow  up.    You 
can't  get  something  for  nothing  and  feel 
;  that  it  belongs  to  you.     It   would  be  idle 
for  me  to  say  to  you  that  we  are  building 
our  railroad  to  carry  for  less  than  a  profit. 
We  expect  to  make  a  profit  in  the  luture 
and  for  all    time  as    certain   as  the    sun 
rises  and  sets. 

"That  railroad  will  connect  you  with 
all  the  Pacific  coast  and  whatever  we 
may  get  from  the  continent  beyond. 
When  it  is  built  here  it  will  be  for  you 
to  say  how  ihe  products  of 
the  territory  so  opened  will 
be  handled.  Anything  that 

increases  the  cost  of  handling  is  as  fatal 
as  if  it  were  a  physical  obstruction  in 
your  harbor  and  connections  with  the 
East.  When  our  railroad  brings  lumber 
from  Puget  sound  and  lays  it  down  here 
you  want  to  see  that  we  have  a  place  to 
handle  it.  You  are  the  headquarters  for 
the  entire  timber  to  be  shipped  to  the 
country  between  here  and  the  Atlantic, 
here  at  the  head  of  the  lakes.  It 
should  be  held  here.  Every  day  and 
every  year  brings  us  nearer  to  the  time 
when  we  must  look  elsewhere  than  in 
Minnesota  for  lumber.  You  should  con- 
trol it  all.  If  you  can  you  can  control 
everything,  for  the  city  that  controls 
transportation  is  the  tinancial  center. 

"To  come  nearer,  we  arc  building  two 
steamers  to  carry  passengers.  These 
boats  will  carry  each  330  first- 
class  passengers.  We  are  putting 
on  them  more  power  than  on 
the  Great  Eastern  when  she  was 
built.  They  will  make  the  run  to  Buf- 
falo in  tifty  hours.  You  may  think  it  is 
an  experiment.  Up  to  the  middle  of 
November  I  felt  that  it  was  an  experi- 
ment for  there  was  no  one  who  could 
give  us  the  power  on  a  vessel  of  that 
size.  We  might  have  built  larger  and 
gotten  it,  but  we  have  finally  succeeded 
in  getting  boilers  that  we  can  recom- 
mend you  to  sleep  over  when  they  are 
carrying  250  pounds  of  steam.  They  can 
carry  350  pounds  and  will  be  tested  with 
cold  water  up  to  800  pounds.  I  know 
that  this  means  we  have  secured  steam- 
ers which  will  run  around  the  Teutonic 
or  any  other  ship  which  plies  on  the  At- 
lantic every  six  hours  out  of  the  twenty- 
four.  We  will  be  disappointed  if  they 
do  not  make  the  run  to  the  Soo  in 
seventeen  hours. 

"I  have  been  wondering  where  we  will 
put  these  boats  when  we  bring  them 
here  for  a  vessel  380  feet  long  is  not  eas- 
ily handled.  We  want  them  convenient 
to  the  railways  because  I  believe  that 
this  is  going  to  aid  in  a 
daily  line.  We  are  going  to  have  such 
a  line  and  will  carry  not  only  the  pas- 
sengers from  the  Pacific  coast  but  the 
business  travel  of  Minnesota  and  the 
two  Dakotas  near  us  will  go  East  and 
West  over  these  boats  when  the  season 
permits.  I  feel  justified  in  saying  that 
we  will  carry  our  full  share  of  the  ordi- 
nary traffic  and  why  should  we  not  when 
instead  of  landing  a  man  in  New  York 
after  business  hours  we  will  land  him 
there  bright  and  early  the  next  morning 
50  that  he  will  lose  not  a  minute's  time. 
Pleasure  parties,  too,  will  patronize  the 
line  and  come  here  to  hunt  and  fish.  I 
see  no  reason  why  the  traveler  landing 
in  New  York  with  S'oo  in  his  pocket 
should  not  come  west  on  the  fastest  line 
of  steamers  in  the  world,  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  seeing  the  finest -country  in 
the  whole  West  and  return  with  money 
■  in  his  pocket. 

"Six  years  agol  gave  you  some  advice 
as  to  terminal  facilities.  I  thought  you 
ought  to  hold  Railroad  street,  build 
tracks  on  it  and  allow  roads  to  use  them 
for  a  6  per  cent  charge.  You  still  have 
some  of  it  left  and  my  advice 
now  is  to  be  careful  how  you  dispose  of 
it.  Chicago  today  would  be  the  largest 
city  in  the  l.^nion  were  it  not  for  her  rail- 
road crossings.  I  am  sure  that  it  costs 
more  for  terminal  charges  in  Buffalo  and 
Chicago  than  it  costs  to  ship  from  Chi- 
cago 10  Buffalo.  This  matter  of  termi- 
nals you  should  take  to  yourselves  and 
remember  that  the  harbor  on  which  your 
future  depends  is  the  cheapness  with 
which  you  handle  commerce.  Every- 
thing in  the  way  of  commerce  is  gov- 
erned by  a  law  as  certain  in  its  operation 
as  the  law  of  gravitation.  Commerce 
will  flow  in  the  channel  that  offers  the 
least  resistance  as  certainly  as  will 
water.  It  will  go  where  there  is  the 
least  expense.  Remember  this  always 
and  it  will  go  far  toward  securing  your 
supremacy. 

"I  expect  to  be  here  during  the  next 
year  oftener  than  in  the  past.  My  busi- 
ness will  bring  me  here.  During  that 
time  I  want  to  look  up  a  place  where  we 
can  transfer  our  passensers  from  land 
to  water.  We  are  well  off  in  your  sister 
city,  but  vour  position  here  on  the  side 
of  the  hill  must  have  taught  you  that  it 
is  impossible  for  you  to  have  all  the 
facilities  that  go  to  make  up  cities. 
Chicago's  business  has  gone  thiriv  miles 
out.  Chicago  has  put  herself  in  the 
position  she  is  m  and  she  can- 
not get  out  of  it.  After 
a  recent  investigation  ihev  found  that 
it  would  cost  ^goo.ooo.ooD  to  cure  the 
situation,  and  all  the  commerce  of  Chi- 
cago is  not  worth  that  sum. 

"Today  a  man  well  informed  on  the 
situation  who  wishes  to  make  a  quick 
consignment  across  the  country  will 
avoid  a  line  which  transfers  in  the  city 
of  Chicago  and  will  choose  one  which 


makes  its  transfer  outside  that  city. 
If  you  can  avoid  it  don't  let  Duluth  get 
into  that  position.  And  in  conclusion, 
let  me  say  ag.ain,  gentlemen,  that  I  feel 
highly  complimented  at  being  your 
guest  tonight.  I  hope  that  in  the  future 
my  business  may  bring  us  together  many 
mo^:c  times  than  it  has  in  the  past." 

At  the  conclusion,  C.  B.  Woodruff 
called  for  a  toast  to  Mr.  Hiil,  and  all 
rose  and  drank  to  his  health.  "Bob" 
Fitzgerald  also  found  his  feet  and  called 
for  three  cheers  for  the  cheapest  direct 
line  to  the  Red  river  and  for  the  "Nancy 
Hanks  line"  from  Buffalo  to  Duluth. 
They  were  given  with  a  will  and  Mr. 
Hill  modestly  bowed  his  thanks. 

DULUTH  TERMINALS. 


A  Clear  Exposition  of  tho  Plans  of  the  Duluth 

Transfer  Railway. 

In  the  light  of  President  Hill's  earnest 
and  forciiilc  cippcal  to  Duluth  to  save  her 
terminal.-,  tl.c  toast  which  followed,  "Du- 
luth's  Railroad  Terminals,"  was  particu- 
larly apropos.  It  was  responded  to  by 
O.  H.  Siiuorid?,  of  the  Duluth  Transfer 
Railwav  ompany.  Me  was  listened  to 
with  the  cI<»-(  St  attention  and  interest  by 
President  11:11,  who  did  not  allow  a  word 
to  escape  liim  and  was  greatlv  interested. 
Mr.  SiiiionU-'"  said: 

"Mr.  Toastmaster  and  gentlemen:  I 
am  here  to  Jrpeal;  for  the  Duluth  Trans- 
fer railway.  It  is  generally  conceded 
that  when  I'rovideiue  iiiale  North 
AmeriL:i  he  dcrigncd  the  head  of  Lake 
Supciiur  as  the  coiimiercial  center.  If 
so  he  has  laid  on  us  iho  responsibility  of 
bringing  about  its  (cvclopment.  The 
first  railroad  to  enter  this  town  was  the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth.  Then  came  the 
Northern  Pacific  road  and 

between  them  they  took  pos- 
session of  all  ihe  terminal 
grounds,  or  if  they  did  not  it  was  be- 
cause their  attention  was  not  called  to 
it.  [Laughter.']  But  ,11  the  course  of  the 
history  of  the  cit\,  it  began  to  appear 
that  other  roads  wanted  to  come  in.  The 
Omaha  came  and  managed  to  get  thirty 
feet  which  had  escaped  the  notice  of  the 
other  roads.  ]  Laughter.]  "Then  cams 
the  Great  Northern,  and  when  Mr.  Hill 
looked  over  the  ground,  he  saw  that  he 
would  have  to  come  in  on  stilts.  [Laugh- 
ter.] 

"In  the  history  of  this  terminal  question 
it  can  be  seen  that  every  new  road  was 
getting  less  and  less.  Something  was 
needed  and  it  was  then  that  the  Duluth 
Transfe.  railway  project  was  taken  up 
with  the  end  in  view  of  relieving  the  sit- 
uation. Its  purpose  was  to  begin  a  line 
that  would  penetrate  the  central  parts 
of  the  city.  We  began  the  construction 
of  a  railway  along  St.  Louis  bay. 
We  wanted  to  go  into  the  city  proper 
and  we  have  come.  We  have  had  to 
persuade  our  railroad  brethcrn  to  let 
us  in,  sometimes  it  is  true  by  the  aid  of 
the  courts.  It  is  within  our  purpose  to 
^ach  all  the  important  industries  now 
established  or  to  be  established  in  the 
future.  We  want  to  be  a  forerunner  for 
industries  as  President  Hill  was  for  the 
emigrants." 

Mr.  .Simonds  here  produced  a  map 
showing  the  head  of  the  lakes  and  the 
railroad  situation.  He  explained  the 
field  which  the  Transfer  Railway  com- 
pany expects  to  fill.  It  desires  and  will 
make  connections  with  every  railway  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  and  to  afford  other 
roads  an  opportunity  to  enter.  Continu- 
ing he  said: 

"Our  road  will  not  interfere  with  the 
entrance  of  any  other  road  into  Duluth 
over  its  own  lines.  It  seeks  rather 
to  be  an  assistant  to  everv  road 
seeking      entrance.  It      wants      to 

stand  as  a  helper  and  a  developer.  Let 
me  say  also  that  it  is  not  under  the  con- 
trol of  any  other  road  or  allied  to  any 
road  as  against  any  interests  of  the  cities 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes.  We  believe 
our  idea  is  taking  hold  and  that  we  are 
to  be  successful. 

"There  came  to  the  city  this  week  a 
man  who  wished  to  establish  elevators 
and  after  looking  over  the  ground  de- 
cided to  locate  at  West  Duluth  on  the 
line  of  the  Transfer  railway." 

Mr.  Simonds  pointed  out  specifically 
the  proposed  location  of  all  the  com- 
pany's lines  and  gave  his  hearers  a  verv 
clear  and  comprehensive  idea  of  the 
plans  of  his  company. 

BRIGHT  AND  WITTY. 


Steel  were  made  three  thousand  years 
before  the  birth  of  Christ.  The  first  iron 
works  for  smelling  iron  ores  that  we  are 
acquainted  with,  were  located  in 
Indiav  The  character  of  the  ore  used 
for  making  steel  was  m.ignetic,  very 
rich  in  iron,  but  the  natives  failed  to  get 
more  than  15  to  20  per  cent  of  metallic 
iron  from  ores  carrying  65  to  70  per  cent 
of  metallic  iron.  This  was  owing  entire- 
ly to  their  crude  methods.  Their  blast 
engine  consisted  of  a  palm  leaf  fan  or 
goat  skins  made  into  the  torm  of  bellows, 
operated  by  hand;  their  daily  product 
was  from  one  to  two  pounds.  Contrast 
this  with  the  modern  blast  furnace  hav- 
ing 300  tons  daily  capacity,  and  with  a 
blast  engine  furnishing  30,000  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  minute.  But 
while  their  methods  were  .  crude, 
the  quality  ot  steel  produced  have 
been  praised  in  the  pages  of 
history  and  sung  by  poets  of  antiquity. 
Every  schoolboy  has  read  something  of 
the  Damascus  and  Toledo  blades.  The 
speaker  has  seen  two  of  these  swords  in 
the  British  Museum;  they  are  capable 
of  being  bent  from  a  straight  line  into 
the  form  of  a  hoop,  and  on  being  re- 
leased, they  immediately  assume  the 
straight  form  again  without  any  fracture 
in  the  blade.  The  improvements  we 
have  made  over  the  ancients  are  not  so 
much  in  quality  as  in  quantity,  and  in 
cheapening  this  product. 

"Iron  was  esteemed  so  valuable  by 
Lycurgus,  ihc  Grecian  king,  that  he 
abandoned  the  use  of  gold  ancl  silver  for 
money  and  made  coin  for  his  country 
from  iron.  In  view  of  the  depreciation 
of  silver  at  the  present  time,  they  may 
adopt  this  method  in  the  distant  future 
again.  In  that  event,  the  county  of  St. 
Louis  will  undoubtedly  be  the  richest  in 
the  world. 

"From  Asia  this  business  was  carried 
to  Egypt,  the  seat  of  our  most  ancient 
civilization,  and  was  carried  from  Africa 
by  the  Moors  into  Spain,  and  we  have 
evidence  that  right  where  England  and 
Germany  now  derive  their  great  supply 
of  steel  ores,  these  works  were  located 
by  the  Moors,  who  were  considered  the 
most  successful  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
turers of  the  fourteenth  century.  From 
Spain  the  industry  was  carried  to  Ger- 
many and  from  there  to  England. 

"The  first  record  we  have  of  the  smelt- 
ing of  iron  ores  in  England  was  in  1540, 
but  the  development  ot  the  industry  was 
very  slow  until  1780;  at  that  time  we 
find  there  were  fitty-seven  charcoal  fur- 
naces operating,  the  total  product  of 
ihese  furnaces  being  17,30c  tons  per  an- 
num. In  contiast,  we  have  one  furnace 
using  Lake  Superior  ores,  built  by  the 
speaker,  the  capacity  of  which  is  equal 
to  more  than  120  similar  furnaces. 

"From  1780  the  iron  and  steel  busi- 
ness of  England  gradually  increased,  but 
the  most  marvellous  development  of 
this  business  has  been  created  in  the  last 
forty  years.  During  the  time  above  men- 
tioned, James  Walt  invented  the  steam 
engine,  which  is  such  a  •  neces- 
sary and  powerful  auxiliary  in  the  man- 
ufacture o  iron  and  steel.  Neilson  also 
invented  the  superheating  of  the  blast, 
which  has  added  enormously  to  the  ca- 
pacity of  producing  iron;  Whitwell  has 
also  created  his  Whitwell  stove;  and 
last,  but  not  least,  the  wonderful  inven- 
tion of  Sir  Henry  Bessemer,  who  is  cred- 
ited with  having  invented  the  most  won- 
derful process  for  increasing  and  cheap- 
ening steel. 

"The  first  record  we  haveof  iron  being 
manufactured  in  the  United  States  was 
in  1740,  when  men  were  sent  from  Eng- 
land to  build  a  furnace  in  Virginia,  but 
the  business  did  not  develop  *o 
any  extent  in  tnis  country  until 
after  the  close  of  the  war,  as  the 
total  product  of  the  steel  made  in  the 
United  States  in  1860  only  amounted  to 
11,838  tons,  but  from  that  time  to  the 
present,  the  development  of  this  indus- 
try has  been  marvelous,  having  no  equal 


gies,  with  all  the  capital  that  has  been 
poured  into  that  state  to  develop  the 
iron  business,  does  not  produce  iron  ore 
equal  in  units  of  iron  one-twentieth  as 
much  as  Lake  Superior.  We  have  mipes 
in  St.  Louis  county  that  last  year  pro- 
duced, under  one  management,  at  least 
So  per  cent  of  the  units  of  iron  that  were 
produced  in  the  whole  state  of  Alabama. 

"The  difference  between  these  ores  is 
that  the  Lake  Superior  averages  at  least 
60  per  cent  in  iron  while  those  of  Ala- 
bama would  not  average  to  exceed  35 
per  cent.  To  illustrate  the  consequence 
of  this,  everything  else  being  equal,  ma- 
chinery, equipment  and  furnace  of  the 
same  size  built  by  me  in  Ashland  and 
producing  e<iual  to  120  tons  of  iron  per 
day,  would  not  produce  with  Southern 
ore,  to  exceed  40  to  45  tons  per  day. 
They  have  to  smelt  equal  to  2=4  tons  of 
ore,  I  ton  of  limestone  and  almost  2  tons 
of  coke  to  make  i  ton  of  ore.  while  the 
furnaces  using  Lake  Superior  ores  can 
make  a  ton  of  iron  by  the  use  of  i  3-5 
tons  of  ore,  350  pounds  of  limestone  and 
I  ton  of  coke.  This  fact  has  never  been 
thoroughly  understood  except  by  iron 
and  steel  manufacturers;  the  general 
public  largely  think  that  all  iron  ores  are 
about  the  same  value  while  there  is  as 
great  a  difference  in  this  element  as 
there  is  in  the  quality  of  diamonds.  ' 

"Gentlemen,  asking  your  pardon  for 
this  digression  from  the  subject  ot  the 
evening,  I  will  now  attempt  to  show  why 
I  think  it  possible  to  manufacture  suc- 
cessfully iron  and  steel  at  Duluth.  There 
are  some  people  in  this  city  who  believe 
that  within  a  short  distance  we  have 
good  coal.  1  have  never  believed  this; 
it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  too  good  to  be 
true,  but  presuming  that  we  have  to  de- 
pend on  the  East  for  our  fuel  supplv,  I 
can  state  without  fear  of  successful  con- 
tradiction that  we  can  manufacture  pig 
iroi ,  which  is  the  fundamental  demerit 
of  all  iron  and  steel  manufacturing,  as 
cheaply  at  this  point  as  theycznat  Pitts- 
burg or  Chicago. 

"\V e  have  demonstrated  in  the  past 
four  years  that  we  can  manufacture  pig 
iron  and  put  60  per  cent  of  it  into  the 
Eastern  markets  at  what  we  consider  a 
good  profit  on  the  investment.  Of  course 
1  do  not  advocate  the  making  of  iron  and 
steel  at  this  point  to  ship  East,  but  I  be- 
lieve that  tributary  to  this  point  we  have 
a  population  and  market  for  more  than 
we  can  manufacture.  Judging  from  the 
development  of  the  past  twenty  years  in 
population  in  the  L'nited  States,  it  is  safe 
to  assume  that  if  this  increase  goes  on 
for  the  next  decade  as  it  has  in 
the  last,  the  demand  of  the 
United  States  for  its  own  consump- 
tion will  be  almost  double  what 
it  is  at  the  present  time.  This  would 
make  it  necessary  to  manufacture  at 
least  16,000,000  tons  of  pig  iron,  an  in- 
crease of  6000,000  tons  over  the  present 
amount  manufactured.  Presuming  that 
one-fifth  of  the  population  of  the  L'nited 
States  is  tributary  to  Duluth,  this  would 
give  us  at  least  a  little  over  3,000,000 
tons  of  pig  iron  to  manufacture  at  this 
point,  which  would  use  up  locally  at 
least  5,000,000  tons  of  ore. 

"We  have  at  the  head  of  Lake  Su- 
perior a  Bessemer  steel  works  in  suc- 
cessful operation,  having  fully  demon- 
strated that  there  is  nothing  in  the  at- 
mosphere or  in  the  weather  or  in  Lake 
Superior  ores  that  will  not  permit  us  to 
manufacture  as  intellectually  and  econo- 
mically as  any  other  locality  in  the 
United  States.  We  also  have  at  West 
Duluth  a  coke  blast  (urnace,  which  has 
fully  demonstrated  that  the  ores  of  Min- 
nesota can  be  smelted  without  the  mix- 
ture of  any  other  class  of  ore  and  pro- 
duce No.  I  Bessemer  steel  pig  iron.  We 
also  have  in  this  district  a  blast  furnace, 
built  by  the  speaker,  which  stands  with- 
out a  rival  for  the  large  amount  of  pig 
iron  produced  of  an  excellent  quality. 
We  have  also  under  construction  a  char- 
coal furnace  to  be  built  in  West    Duluth

rise  to  several  jokes  at  Mr.  Craig's  ex- 
pense and  C.  A.  Towne,  or"  "General" 
Towne  as  he  was  introduced  created 
some  merriment  by  a  few  sallies  directed 
at  the  water  company's  manager.  Mr. 
Town  thought  that  Mr.  Craig's  failure  to 
respond  to  the  toast  might  be  traced  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  fire  protection 
in  Duluth.  "If  brevity  be  the  soul  of 
wit,"  he  said,  "the  speech  of  the  absence 
of  our  friend  is  eloquence  indeed." 

"Credits"  was  the  subject  assigned  to 
Mr.  Towne,  but  he  sai^,  he  did  not  know 
why,  unless  it  was  an  application  of  the 
lule  of  opposites,  that  he  should  talk 
about  credits  because  he  knew  so  much 
about  debits.  He  discussed  credits 
from  the  economic  standpoint.  Produc- 
tion by  man  was  followed  by  interchange 
and  barter.  From  this  came  money. 
Expansion  of  busmess  brought  credit 
and  it  proved  an  impulse  to  production. 
He  characterized  credit  as  an  excellent 
servant  and  a  disastrous  master.

MANUFACTURE  OF  IRON.

James  E.  York  Tells  What  it  May  Grow  to  be 
in   Dulufh. 

Last  on  the  program  came  James  E. 
^■ork,  but  decidedly  not  the  least.  Mr. 
York  is  abright,forcible  talker  and  always 
grows  eloquent  when  talking  on  the  fut- 
ure of  the  Lake  Superior  district.  Last 
night  he  was  at  his  best  and  no  one  lis- 
tened to  him  with  closer  attention  and 
interest  than  President  Hill.  He  re- 
sponded to  the  toast  "The  Manufacture 
of  Iron  and  Steel  at  Duluth,"  and   said: 

"Mr.  Chairman  and  (ientlcmen:  It 
will  be  impossible  in  the  time  allotted  to 
me,  which  is  stated  to  be  ten  minutes,  to 
i»ive  evon  a  brief  and  concise  statement 
of  why  we  may  hope  to  develop  the  iron 
and  steel  industry  at  Duluth  and  my 
reasons  for  believing  that  it  can  be  ac- 
compli'hcd.  Introductory  to  mv  re- 
marks I  propose  to  give  a  short  account 
of  how  and  under  what  conditions  iron 
and  steel  were  first  m.ide. 

"Asia,  ihe  birth  place  of  the  human 
family,  according  to  sacred  history,  also 
claims  the  first  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
turing; it  is  safe  to  assume  that  iron  and 


came  from  the  smallest  producer  of  steel 
among  civilized  nations  in  1870,  the  larg- 
est producer  in  the  world  in  1887. 

"One  of  the  great  factors  in  this  de- 
velopment was  the  enormous  demand 
for  steel  rails  and  other  equipment  by 
the  railroads  of  the  United  States,  who, 
I  understand,  at  the  present  time  control 
half  of  the  total  mileage  of  the  world— 
122,000  miles,  built  since  1870,  which 
equals  12.200,000  tons  of  steel  rails.  To 
this  Wonderful  development  in  railroad 
Ijuilding  must  be  given  the  credit  of 
aiding  largely  in  this  great  increase  of 
steel  manufacture.  In  1868,  when  the 
speaker  came  to  America  to  assist  in 
building  the  first  works  on  a  large  scale 
for  the  manufacture  of  Bessemer  steel, 
steel  rails  were  worth  Si 40  per  ton  in 
gold.  From  the  advent  of  the  manufac- 
ture of  steel  in  this  country  the  price  has 
declined  until  steel  rails  have  been 
bought  as  low  as  $26  per  ton  f.  o.  b.  Chi- 
cago. Itisthii  remarkable  cheapening 
of  this  product,  made  possible  by  the  in- 
ventive genius  of  Henry  Bessemer,  which 
permits  civilization  to  use  it  so  largely  ia 
construction. 

"The  name  and  fame  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior ores  are  known  to  every  intelligent 
manufacturer  of  iron  and  steel  in  the 
world;  they  are  celebrated  for  their 
richness,  their  adaptability  for  making 
steel  by  the  Bessemer  process,  and  also 
the  enormous  quantities  found  in  so 
small  an  area.  It  is  absolutely  safe  to 
state  that  there  is  no  equal  area  on  the 
earth's  surface  that  contains  so  much 
iron  ore  of  the  quality  above  stated  as 
the  Lake  Superior  region.  It  has  been 
stated  by  an  eminent  thinker  that  with 
the  exception  of  air  and  water,  the 
human  race  owe  more  to  iron  ore  for 
their  comfort  and  civilization  than  to 
any  other  cause.  This  element  has 
made  possible  the  powerful 
and  untiring  locomotive,  w^ith  its 
palatial  equipment  of  cars  which  con- 
tribute so  much  to  our  comfort  in  the 
present  age.  Without  its  use  none  of 
the  fleet  ot  "Ocean  Greyhounds"  would 
disturb  the  bosom  of  the  ocean.  In  fact, 
it  enters  into  every  department  of  life, 
both  material  and  artistic. 

"Of  what  priceless  value,  say,  would 
be  a  few  sections  of  the  Mesaba  range 
placed  in  close  proximity  to  the  coke 
of  the  South.  I  can  imagine  the  ener- 
getic boomer  of  the  South,  when  trying 
to  captivate  capit.al  would  have  an  in- 
vulnerable argument  if  he  could  only 
state  that  the  ore  of  the  South  was  equal 
to  that  of  Lake  Superior,  but  there  is  a 
law  of  compensation  in  nature  which 
does  not  give  to  one  location  all  the 
.conditions  necessary  to  success,  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  parts  of  the  country. 
"Referring  to  the  above  statement  as 
to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  Lake  Su- 
perior ores,  and  to  illustrate  Alabama, 
and  rcmcnibering  that  the  literature  of 
the  rountry — ihe  newspapers-have  been 
subsidized,  and  even  such  eminent  men 
as  iMwani  Atkinson  have  said  that  the 
South  must  eventually  be  the  kj,ieat  cen- 
ter of  iron  manutacturc  of  the  country,  1 
still  am  presumptuous  enough  to  state 
that  it  v.iU  be  a  long  time  before  ihat 
consummation  will  be  achieved,  from 
the  fact  that  Alabama  with  all  its  ener- 


"It  is.known  to  most  of  the  gentlemen 
present  that  the  Ironton  Strurtural 
Steel  company  are  now  erecting  works 
on  the  St.  Louis  river,  and  it  is  our  in- 
tention to  put  in  what  is  known  as 
the  open  hearth  method  of  making 
steel.  At  least  80  per  cent  in  the 
torm  of  cast  iron,  wrought  iron  and  steel, 
comes  back  into  the  market  as  scrap, 
and  is  quite  a  large  factor  in  the  manu- 
facture of  iron  and  steel.  The  Bessemer 
process  uses  as  least  q;  per  cent  of  pig 
iron  for  steel  manufacture,  while  the 
open  hearth  furnace  can  use  20  per  cent 
of  pig  iron  and  80  per  cent  of  scrap, 
which  can  be  bought  very  cheaply  in  this 
market  for  the  manufacture  of  this  pro- 
duct. The  open  hearth  steel  is  acknowl- 
edged by  the  engineers  of  the  world  to 
be  the  best  material  for  structural  steel, 
such  as  steel  bridges,  steel  boilers,  ma- 
terial for  elevated  roads  and  fire  proof 
buildings,  owing  to  the  absolute  certainty 
of  knowing  what  the  m.etal  is  before  it  is 
made  into  steel  ingots. 

"In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  wish  to 
say  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  the  year 
IQOO  we  shall  have  at  least  sufficient  cap- 
ital invested  m  the  iron  and  steel  busi- 
ness to  employ  in  the  various  branches, 
at  least  20,000  men,  which  would  sup- 
port a  population  of  100,000."

The  institution  goes  under  the  high- 
sounding  title  of  the  "Excelsior  Medical 
college,"  and  is  located  in  a  cheap  hotel 
in  East  Tenth  street.  Alfred  liooih,  M. 
D.,  is  aean  of  the  college  and  a  warrant 
has  been  issued  for  his  arrest,  for  violat- 
ing the  laws  of  this  state  in  issuing  bogus 
medical  certificates. 

The  Herald  savs  that  the  Excelsior 
Medical  college  tlourished  in  Massachu- 
setts up  to  ten  years  ago  when  it  was 
driven  out  of  the  state. 


Vancouver,  I^.  C,  Feb.  i6.— Advices 
from  Japan  state  that  railway  projects 
are  now  under  consideration  by  the 
Japanese  government,  and  several  sur- 
veying parties  are  now  ^t  work.  The 
Japanese  press  regulations  bill  forbids 
women  from  publishing  newspapers, 
confining  this  work  to  men  over  2 1  years.

President  Hill's  Speech. 

The  Herald  devotes  considerable 
space  today  to  an  account  of  tb.e  bril- 
liant banquet  given  by  the  Duluth  Job- 
bers' union  last  cvening#  It  i?  not  ex- 
aggeration to  say  that  it  was  the  great- 
est event  of  the  kind  that  ever  occurred 
in  Duluth,  both  in  the  composition  of  the 
gathermg,  the  prominence  of  the  speak- 
ers, the  character  of  the  speeches,  and 
the  completeness  of  the  hotel  service, 
which,  ail  combined,  made  the  affair  one 
long  to  be  remembered. 

The  main  feature  of  the  occasion  was, 
of  course,  the  address  of  President  James 
J.  Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern  railroad 
system,  which  now  stretches  frcm  Du- 
luth to  the  Pacific  ocean.  Mr.  Hili  never 
makes  a  speech  without  uttering  some 
words  which  create  a  profound  impres- 
sion upon  his  hearers.  He  talks  with  a 
purpose,  and  he  talks  understanditigly 
upon  the  subject  with  which  he 
deals.  "The  Railroad  Situation" 
was  the  theme  assigned  to 
him  last  night  and  he  handled  it  in  a 
manner  that  deeply  interested  his  hear- 
ers.

VAN  RENSSALEAR  DEAD. 


One  of  the  Best  Known   Men  in  the  Northwest 
Has  Departed. 

S.  J.  Van  Renssalear,  recently  of  Win- 
nipeg and  well  known  all  over  the  North- 
west, died  at  the  Soldiers'  home  at  Min- 
nehaha last  week.  "Van,"  as  he  was  fa- 
miliarly called,  was  one  of  the  best 
known  men  in  Winnipeg.  He  was  a 
keen  sportsman  and  took  an  interest  in 
all  that  pertained  to  athletics.  He  was 
a  prominent  actor  in  many  of  the  stirring 
episodes  of  the  earlier  days  of  that  coun- 
try's history,  and  before  he  went  there 
drove  a  stage  coach  between  St.  Paul 
and  Duluth.  He  also  drove  a  stage  be- 
tween Winnipeg  and  Moorhead  before 
the  advent  of  the  railroad  in    Manitoba. 

He  was  connected  with  the  American 
Express  company  as  manager  for  some 
years,  and  laterly  was  in  the  office  of  the 
Great  Northern  railway.  Some  months 
ago  he  began  to  fail  in  health,  and  soft- 
ening of  the  brain  was  indicated. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  officers  of 
Manitoba  Post  502  G.  A.  R.,  Lieutenant 
Governor  Ives  secured  him  admission  to 
the  Soldiers'  home  at  Minnehaha. 

The  deceased  served  through  the 
American  civil  war  and  was  attached  to 
the  First  Minnesota  infantry,  a  regiment 
that  lost  83  per  cent  of  its  members  in 
the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  When  Secre- 
tary Noble  visited  Winnipeg  some  short 
time  ago,  Mr.  \'an  Renssalear's  case  was 
laid  before  him  by  the  Winnipeg  post  G, 
A.  R.,  and  through  his  efforts  the  matter 
was  taken  up  by  the  pension  bureau  and 
a  pension  was  to  have  been  granted  the 
deceased  in  a  few  weeks'  time. 

The  sad  news  of  "\'an's"  death  will  be 
received  with  deep  regret  by  his  exten- 
sive circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances 
throughout  the  Northwest.

Senator  Dean's  Bill  Prohibiting  Po*l  Selling 

Except  at  the  State  Fair  Was 

Also  Adopted. 


Wtst  Duluth  People  Are  to  be  Given  a  Hear- 
ing on  a  Bill  at  Cotton's 
Request. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  i6.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— Mr.  Boggs'  bill  rdating  to 
change  of  venue  in  municipal  courts  was 
called  up  by  Senator  Stevens  in  Mr. 
Daugherty's  absence  today  and  passed 
the  senate.  It  has  already  passed  the 
house. 

The  matter  of  turning  over  the  grain 
inspection  fund  to  the  amount  of  $75,- 
000  to  the  internal  improvement  fund 
came  up  today.  This,  of  course,  caused 
a  general  kick  on  the  part  of  the  Popu- 
lists, who  want  this  money  to  build  an 
elevator  at  Duluth.  The  matter  came  up 
on  a  motion  to  place  Craven's  bill,  which 
turned  over  this  fund  to  the  internal  im- 
proveraent  fund,  and  Craven  won  a  vic- 
torv  by  getting  his  bill  upon  general 
oraers. 

The  following  bills  were  passed  by  the 
senate  this  morning:  Glader's  bill  pro- 
viding for  platforms  at  railway  stations 
for  unloading  heavy  machinery;  Cran- 
dall's  bill,  obliging  railroads  to  post  de- 
layed and  late  trains  upon  blackboards 
at  railway  strtions. 

Senator  Dean's  bill  preventing  pool 
selling  passed  by  a  vote  of  35.  It  is 
amended  so  as  to  allow  pool  selling  at 
the  state  fair  three  days  each  year. 

The  following  bills  were  mtroduced 
in  the  senate:  By  Wood,  a  bill  making 
the  term  of  county  auditors  four  years 
aad  treasurers  two  years;  by  Donnelly, 
a  bill  fixing  charges  for  grain  carrying 
and  delivering;  by  Sevatson,  a  law 
amending  the  law  relating  to  appeal;  by 
Tawney,  a  bill  to  elect  town  supervisors 
for  three  years. 

In  the  house  this  morning,  Mr.  Fletcher 
reported  bill  544,  a  substitute  bill  for  113 
to  validate  the  water  power  company 
franchise  of  West  Duluth.  Mr.  Cotton 
took  the  floor  and  protested  against  the 
report  of  544  which  he  said  was  fair  on 
its  face  but  unfair  in  reality.  He 
wanted  the  bill  referred  to  the 
judiciary  committee         so  that 

the  people  of  West  Duluth 
could  have  a  hearing.  He  said  he  was  a 
member  of  the  judiciary  committee  but 
that  measure  was  acted  upon  during 
bis  absence  and  he  considered  it  very 
unfair.

TopEKA,  Kas,  Feb.  Feb.  16.— The 
Populists  have  practically  abandoned 
the  field.  The  crisis  raised  by  Sheriff 
Wilkerson  calling  out  a  posse  of  icoo 
men  to  defend  the  Republican  positiop 
is  so  critical  a  ope,  and  one  so  filled 
with  embarrassing  difficulties,  that  they 
decided  not  mett. 

At  noon  the  governor  held  a  confer- 
ence with  Populist  members  and  various 
leaders  of  the  party.  The  governor  said 
the  militia  could  not  be  depended  upon 
to  carry  out  his  orders. 

The  resistence  of  125  men  composing 
the  force  of  deputy  sergeants  and  a  hun- 
dred provisional  troops  fall  that  could 
be  depended  upon  to  standloyal)  would 
be  useless,  he  said,  before  the  sheriff's 
posse  of  1000  men. 

It  was  decided  to  hire  a  hall  down 
town  for  the  Populists'  house,  and  there 
the  meetings  of  Populists  will  be  held 
until  the  difficulties  are  settled. 

The  action  is  looked  upon  by  some  a? 
a  bluff,  but  it  is  generally  regarded  as 
the  logical  outcome  of  the  sheriff's  action 
in  summoning  his  posse  to  support  the 
Republican  position.

The  following  are 
her  dimensions:  Length  on  lojul  water 
line,  SiM  feet;  extreme  breadth  ot  beam,  7'J 
feet;  displacement  at  normal  draft,  II.IRKJ 
ton:»;  freeboard  fi)rward,  24  feet.  The  Iowa 
will  have  engines  with  a  maximum  indi- 
cated horsepower  of  11,000,  and  she  will  be 
able  to  steam  more  than  10  knots  an  hour. 
She  will  Ik?  able  to  carry  2,000  tons  of  coal, 
and  her  cn'W  vn\l  consist  of  436  oflBcers  and 
men. 

The  en,gines  will  be  rights  and  lefts,  and 
will  bo  of  the  vertical,  invertetl  cylinder, 
direct  acting,  triple  expansion  type.  There 
will  be  a  ;!9-inch  high  pre.ssure,  and  a  55-inch 
intermediate  pres.sure,' and  an  85-inch  low- 
pressure  cylinder,  each  piston  having  a 
stroke  of  48  inches.  The  working  pres.sure 
of  the  boilers  will  be  1(50  povmds  to  the 
squai-e  inch.

The  Iowa's  battery  will  be  a  particularly 
heavy  one  and  will  consist  of  4  12-inch 
breechloading  rifles,  8  8-inch  breechloading 
rifles,  G  4-inch  rapid  fire  rffles,  20<>-pound- 
ers,  4  1-pounders,  4  gatling  guns  and  1  field 
gun.  There  will  be  2  barbette  turrets — 1 
forward  and  1  aft — for  the  12-inch  guns. 
Four  barbette  turrets — 2"on  eivch  broadside 
—will  contain  the  8-inch  rifles.  Four  of  the 
4-inch  guns  will  be  in  armored  sponsons  r>n 
the  gun  deck,  and  the  other  two  will  be  ni 
the  bridge  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  super- 
structure. The  G-pounders  will  be  distrib- 
uted about  on  the  gun  deck,  the  bridges 
and  superstructure.  Tv.o  of  the  1-pound- 
ers will  be  placed  in  the  military  tops  with 
the  gatling  guns,  and  2  will  protect  the  ex- 
treme end  of  the  .'iun  deck. 

The  hull  of  the  lov.a  about  the  water  line 
region  will  be  protected  by  a  side  armor 
belt  14  inches  thick  and  an  average  width 
of  7  feet  0  inches.  The  hull  will  be  of  steel 
unsheathed.  The  vessel  will  have  a  double 
bottom  and  water  tight  compartments  ex 
tending  10  feet  above  the  load  water  line. 
She  will  carry  no  sail  and  will  have  but  1 
military  ma.st. 

The  barbettes  and  turrets  for  the  12-inch 
guns  will  bo  15  inches  thick.  The  conning 
Tower  will  have  .steel  sides  10  inches  thick 
and  an  .armored  communication  tube  7 
inches  thick.  The  barbettes  for  the  8-inch 
guns  will  have  a  maximum  thickness  of  b 
inches.  The  4-inch  guns  will  be  protected 
by  stationary  steel  shields,  which  are  really 
parts  of  the  hull,  as  they  are  built  into  it, 
foiTuing  armored  sponsons.  Shiields  and  ex- 
tra side  plating  will  afi'onl  protection  for 
the  smaller  guns.  The  deck  will  l)e  of  steel 
of  a  minimum  thickness  of  3  inches.  Trans- 
verse armor  and  a  cellulose  belt  will  add  to 
the  protective  quality  of  the  Iowa,  which 
will  be  a  w.luable  .tddition  to  the  United 
titates  navy.

ToPEKA,  Kas.,  Feb.   17,  2  p.  m.— The 

governor  has  finrilly  succumbed  to  pres- 
sure and  signed  the  peace  agreement. 
The  militia  are  to  be  sent  home,  the 
sheriff's  forces  disbanded  and  the  Re- 
publicans to  retain  undisputed  posses- 
sion of  the  house.  After  a  consultation 
lasting  from  9  until  12:30  o'clock  Gov. 
Lewelling  signed  a  peace  agreement  be- 
tween him  and  the   Republican  house  of 

representatives. 

By  its  terms  the  miliiia  companies  are 
to  be  sent  home  at  once  and  the  sheriff 
is  to  discharge  all  of  his  deputies  by 
dusk.  The  Republicans  are  to  be  left  in 
full  and  undisputed  possession  of  repre- 
sentative hall,  and  the  Populist  house  is 
to  hold  sessions  in  a  room  outside  of  the 
capitol  building.  By  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  neither  house  is  to  interfere 
with  the  proceedings  of  the  other. 

News  of  the  settlement  of  the  revolu- 
tion was  received  in  Republican  hall 
with  the  wildest  demonstrations  of    joy.

The  Nose  of  a  Deputy  Sergeant-at-Arms  Was 
Struck. 

ToiF-KA,  Kas.,  Feb.  17.  —  The  first 
b  ood  of  the  Kansas  revolution  flowed 
from  the  nose  of  a  sergeant  on  guard 
on  the  east  entrance  to  ths  state  house 
at  9:30  this  morning.  As  had  been  the 
custom  for  two  days,  all  of  the  entrances 
to  the  capitol  building  and  grounds 
have  been  closely  guarded  by  the  mili- 
tia men.  A  few  minutes  after  q  o'clock 
a  squad  of  deputy  sheriffs  and  assistant 
sergeants-at  arms  started  for  the  state 
house  with  ;j,.veral  large  baskets  of  food 
for  those  in  representative  hail. 

When  they  reached  the  entrance  their 
further  progress  was  challenged.  They 
told  what  their  errand  was  and  were 
again  denied  passage  through  the  line. 
By  this  time  the  crowd  of  deputy  sher- 
iffs had  increased  and  soon  became  very 
strong.  In  the  midst  of  the  excitement 
and  altercation  which  was  going  on  be- 
tween the  militia  men  and  food  carriers, 
someone  shouted,  "Rush  through;  never 
mind  the  militia." 

This  order  was  promptly  obeyed  and 
the  little  guard  of  blue  coats  were  pushed 
rudely  aside  and  the  deputies  with  the 
baskets  of  food,  with  about  100  men 
wearing  the  blue  badge,  carried  by  the 
sheriff,  dashed  through -the  yard  and  up 
the  long  flight  of  stone  steps  past  the 
oiilce  of  the  government  and  adjutant 
and  their  guard  line  in  the  west  wing 
and  up  the  stairs  and  up  the  barricades 
into  representative  hall. 

It  required  more  than  a  half  hour  for 
all  the  officers  who  came  in  with  a  rush 
to  make  their  way  into  the  hall,  which 
wa.«!  soon  packed  with  men  armed  with 
clubs  and  guns.  At  the  head  of  the 
stairway  and  beyond  the  barricade  a 
number  of  guards  armed  with  Winches- 
ters were  at  once  stationed  to  resist  any 
advance  that  might  be  attempted  by  the 
militia  on  the  order  of  the  governor. 
The  bayonets  of  their  guns  were  thrust 
through  the  spaces  between  the  ladders 
that  were  heaped  up  to  prevent  the  pos- 
sibility of  asudden  charge  proving  effec- 
tive. 

In  the  state  house  yard,  the  rush  of  the 
deputies  was  followed  by  intense  ex- 
citement in  the  military  headquarters. 
Bugles  were  sounded  and  full  companies 
were  called  out  to  take  the  place  of  the 
corporal  guards.  But  one  man,  a  ser- 
geant, was  injured  in  the  melee  and  he 
only  to  the  extent  of  a  bruised  and 
bloody  nose.  Tee  Republicans  re- 
mained in  the  house  last  night  holding 
out,  strict  orders  having  been  issued 
early  in  the  evening  that  no  one  be  al- 
lowed to  leave  the  hall,  and  the  utmost 
vigilance  was  observed  all  night  to  pre- 
vent a  possible,  though  unexpected  at- 
tempt on  the  part  of  the  Populists  to 
capture  the  hall. 

The  members  were  a  little  more  com- 
fortably located  than  they  were  Wednes- 
day night,  many  pillows  and  blankets 
having  been  brought  in.  An  invitation 
was  extended  to  the  company  of  national 
guards  to  camp  in  the  heated  hall  rather 
than  in  the  stone-floored  corridor  to 
which  they  were  assigned.  The  invita- 
tion was  accepted,  and  the  whole  com- 
pany marched  into  the  hall  to  benefit  by 
the  courtesy  of  the  house  until  they 
were  obliged  to  go  on  guard  duty. 

About  2  o'clock  this  morning  the  hall 
resounded  with  vigorous  taps  of  the 
gavel  by  the  speaker,  who  thus  roused 
the  statesmen  from  their  slumbers.  The 
call  proved  to  be  one  of  peace  and  not 
of  war.  As  soon  as  the  men  had  crawled 
out  of  their  blankets  and  opened  their 
eyes,  the  speaker  announced  that  he  was 
m  receipt  of  another  offer  of  compromise 
from  the  governor. 

The  conditions  were  practically  the 
same  as  those  incorporated  in  the  agree- 
ment presented  by  the  house  to  the  gov- 
ernor last  night.  It  proposes  that  the 
Republicans  shall  have  undisputed  pos- 
session of  representative  hall,  with  ail  of 
its  appurtenances  and  connecting  rooms, 
the  Republicans  to  agree  not  to  make 
any  further  arrest  of  Populist  house  of- 
ficers for  contempt.  The  Populists  were 
to  continue  their  meetings  in  a  hall  down 
town,  If  this  was  agreed  to  the  gov- 
ernor would  remove  the  militia  force  if 
the  sheriff  would  discharge  his  large 
force  of  deputies. 


The  proposition  of  the  governor  was 
taken  up  and  debated  for  three  hours. 
Amendments  to  it  were  offered  which 
bound  the  governor  to  abide  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  court  as  to  the  le- 
gality of  the  rival  houses.  It  was  finally 
agreed  to  accept  the  compromise  as  ten- 
dered, and  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  report  to  the  governor.  At  10  o'clock 
the  committee  had  not  reported  back  to 
the  house  the  result  of  the  conference 
with  the  chief  executive. 

A  military  company  from  Clyde,  num- 
beting  forty-nine  men  in  full  uniform 
and  carrying  guns  and  ammunition,  ar- 
rived in  the  city  this  morning  in  re- 
sponse to  the  governor's  orders.  In- 
stead of  reporting  to  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral they  marched  to  the  sheriff's  office 
and  were  sworn  in  as  deputies.  The 
captain  of  the  company,  who  is  a  Popu- 
list, ordered  the  men  to  march  to  the 
capitol  building,  but  they  refused  to  do 
so.  A  company  from  Kansas  City,  Kas., 
arrived  late  last  night,  but  they  left 
their  uniforms  at  home  and  tendered 
their  services  to  the  sheriflJ,  ignoring  the 
orders  of  the  military  authorities  at  the 
state  house. 

Telegrams  are  pouring  in  thick  and 
fast  to  Republican  members  this  morn- 
ing, bringing  offers  of  men  and  money 
to  cnrry  on  the  war  against  the  governc'r 
and  his  troops.  There  are  now  2000 
men  in  Topeka  under  arms,  readv  to 
obey  the  orders  of  Sheriff  Wilkerson. 

Much  interest  is  centered  on  two  cases, 
one  in  the  district  and  the  other  in  the 
supreme  court.  Upon  their  outcome  will 
depend  whether  the  courts  will  attempt 
to  interfere  between  the  rival  houses, 
and,  if  so,  which  it  considers  has  been 
legally  organized.  In  the  district  court 
an  injunction  has  been  asked  to  restrain 
the  state  treasurer  from  paying  warrants 
drawn  on  him  on  account  of  the  legisla- 
tive appropriation  passed  by  the  Popu- 
list house  and  senate  and  signed  by  the 
governor.  The  injunction  is  asked  on 
the  ground  that  the  Populist  house  is 
illegal  and  has  no  authority  to  appro- 
priate the  state's  money  for  any  purpose. 
The  best  lawyers  in  the  state  are  em- 
ployed on  both  sides. 

In  the  supreme  court  L.  C.  Guno,  who 
was  arrested  by  the  Republican  ser- 
geant-at-arms  for  contempt  of  the  Re- 
publican house  authority,  lins  asked  for 
*his  release  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 
He  claims  that  the  Republican  house  is 
illegally  constituted  aud  consequently 
Ins  no  authority  to  hold  hiin  in  custody. 
The  decisions  will  probubly  not  be 
reached  in  either  case  until  late  in  the 
afternoon.  It  is  expected  that  the  Re- 
publicans will  win  both,  in  which  event 
the  decisions  will  go  on  record  showing 
the  Republican  house  to  be  legal  and 
the  Populist  house  illegal.  It  is  not  be- 
lieved that  the  Populists  will  abide  by 
the  decisions,  as  they  boldly  proclaim 
that  the  judiciary  has  no  authority  to  de- 
cide the  status  of  the  legislature. 

At  11:30  another  posse  of  deputy 
sheriffs  with  baskets  of  food  for  the 
members  of  the  house  started  from  the- 
hotel  for  State  Houss  square.  An  im- 
mense crowd  had  gathered  in  the  vicin- 
ity, expecting  tnat  at  last  the  time  had 
arrived  for  the  battle  between  the  militia 
and  the  sheriff's  iorce.  There  was  an 
unusual  number  of  guards  on  duty  at 
the  entrance  to  Capitol  square,  and  it 
has  been  freely  given  out  by  Populist 
leaders  in  the  state  house  corridors  that 
the  militia  would  fire  upon  the  sheriffs  if 
they  again  attempted  to  pass  the  lines. 

The  deputies  expected  resistance  and 
were  gathered  at  the  curb,  just  outside 
the  gates,  ready  for  a  rush  in  case  it  was 
necessary.  The  men  with  the  baskets 
had  the  way  through  the  crowd  cleared 
for  them  and  approached  the  sentries 
without  hindrance.  They  demanded 
admittance.  The  guards  objected  tor  a 
moment,  then  stepped  aside  and  the 
large  hamper  passed  through  the  gates 
with  its  escorts.  Xo  demonstration  was 
made  on  either  side.

Washington,  Feb.  17.— Upon  the 
recommendation  of  Secretary  Noble, 
President  Harrison  has  issued  a  procla- 
mation creating  the  "Sierra  Forest  Re- 
serve" in  the  state  of  California.  The 
reservation  comprises  approximately 
6000  square  miles  in  the  counties  of  Mer- 
cer, Fresno,  Tulare  and  Kern,  and  em- 
braces toe  watersheds  of  eight  rivers  and 
all  the  tributaries.

St.  Paul,  Feb,  17. — The  house  com- 
mittee on  education  met  yesterday  to 
take  final  action  on  a  free  text  book  bill 
and  other  pending  bills.  Of  the  latter 
N.  F.  No.  263,  to  enlarge  the  powers  of 
county  superintendents,  was  pressed  by 
Superintendent  Covill,  of  Kandiyohi 
county,  and  H.  F.  No.  26,  relating  to  the 
division  of  school  districts,  was  advo- 
cated by  Superintendent  Geddes,  of  Blue 

Earth    county.     No  action   was    taken, 
however. 

The  free  text  book  bill  was  reported 
by  Mr.  Greer,  from  the  sub-committee. 
It  is  made  up  substantially  in  the  line  of 
ideas  brought  out  in  previous  considera- 
tion of  the  subject,  and  he  has  incorpor- 
ated liberally  portions  of  the  Winston 
and  other  bills.  It  is,  in  substance,  a 
local  option,  free  text  book  bill.  The 
bill  was  agreed  to  with  substantial  unan- 
imity, except  that  Mr.  Walsh,  of  Ram- 
sey, reserved  the  right  to  bring  in  a  mi- 
nority report  that  will  except  the  inde- 
pendent districts. 

The  result  is  hailed  with  great  satisfac- 
tion by  especially  the  educational  mem- 
bers of  the  house,  who  have  worked  hard 
to  harmonize  all  the  conflicting  interests. 
Mr.  Wilson,  of  Hennepin,  is  one  of 
these.  He  is  well  satisfied  with  the  sub- 
stitute and  enthusiastic  at  the  now  as- 
sured certainty  of  a  law.  He  was  one  of 
the  many  who  wanted,  in  accordance 
with  the  views  of  their  constituents,  a 
compulsory  law,  but  who  yielded  their 
extreme  preferences  to  what  can  be  ob- 
tained at  this  time. 

The  following  is  the  substitute  bill  for 
the  free  text  book  bills  introduced  into 
the  house: 

Section  i.  The  board  of  trustce^or 
board  of  education  in  each  and  evFry 
school  district  in  the  state  of  Minnesota 
is  hereb  '  authorized  and  empowered  to 
cellect,  adopt  or  contract  for  the  text 
books  needful  for  the  use  of  the  school 
or  schools  under  its  charge;  and  the  said 
board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education 
shall  have  power  to  purchase  the  text 
books  selected  or  contracted  for  and 
provide  for  the  loan,  free  of  charge,  or 
sale  at  cost,  of  such  text  books  to  the 
pupils  in  attendance  at  such  school  or 
schools;  provided,  that  no  adoption  or 
contract  shall  be  for  a  period  of  less 
than  three  years  nor  more  than  five  years, 
during  which  time  the  text  books 
adopted  or  contracted  for  shall  not  be 
c'langed. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  publisher  or  pub- 
lishers shall  enter  or  attempt  to  enter 
into  any  contract  for  the  sale  of  text 
books  as  herein  provided  they  shall  file 
with  the  superintendent  of  public  in- 
struction of  the  state  of  Minnesota  a  list 
of  their  books  and  the  contract  for  which 
thev  will  sell  or  exchange  all  of  such 
books  to  any  board  of  trustees  of  the 
state  of  Minnesota;  and  they,  the  said 
publishers,  shall  deposit  with  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  a  sample 
copy  of  each  book  so  listed,  which  shall 
represent  the  style  of  binding,  mechan- 
ical execution  and  general  makeup  of 
the  book  or  books  they  offer  for  sale  to 
the  board  of  trustees  at  or  for  the  prices 
so  listed,  and  in  no  case  shall  prices  be 
raised  above  the  said  listed  prices  as 
filed. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  to 
furnish  a  certified  copy  of  the  lists  of 
books  and  prices  filed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this 
act  to  the  district  clerk  of  each  common 
school  district  in  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  five  or  more  legal 
voters  of  any  common  school  district  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota  shall  petition  to 
the  board  of  trustees  to  submit  to  the 
legal  voters  thereof  the  question  of  pro- 
providing  free  text  books  to  the  pupils 
attending  the  school  or  schools  under  its 
charge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
of  trustees  to  call  a  meeting  of  legal 
voters  of  the  district,  giving  ten  days 
notice,  which  notice  shall  state  that  the 
question  of  free  text  books  shall 
be  submitted  at  such  meeting. 
Such  question  may  be  sub- 
mitted at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, providing  that  notice  shall  have  pre- 
viously been  given  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  In  case  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  and 
votmg  vote  in  favor  of  free  text  books, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees to  provide  for  the  same,  providing 
all  special  and  independent  districts 
may  avail  themselves  of  this  by  apply- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  same.  In  no 
event  shall  a  wi  itten  request  of  more 
than  loco  qualified  voters  be  required. 

Sec.  5.  All  books  purchased  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  school  funds 
of  the  respective  districts  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  see 
that  sufficient  funds  are  raised  and  set 
aside  tor  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  the  ist  day  of 
June,  1893. 

This  has  been  a  great  week  for  Du- 
luthians  at  the  capital.

It 
seems  that  they  were  old  compaigners 
together  during  the  Kindred-Nelson 
fight. 

It  looks  at  present  as  if  a  well  known 
West  Duluth  man  would  be  the  next 
deputy  oil  inspector  at  Duluth  vice  Col. 
Dodge.    The  legislative  delegation  are 


practically  united  upon  him.  The 
legislature  went  to  Stillwater  today 
and  probabiy  take  a  jaunt  to  Chicago 
some  day  next  week.  They  attended 
the  big  reception  of  the  governor  and 
chamber  of  commerce  people  at  the 
Ryan  last  night.  People  here  do  not 
look  for  a  great  record  from  the  present 
legislature,  either  in  the  matter  of 
economy  or  legislation.  There  are  two 
or  three  measures,  however,  if  they  get 
through,  which  will  cover  a  multitude  of 
short  comings.

HUGH  O'DONNELL'S  TRIAL. 


The  Defendant  Testifies  That  He  Was  Acting 
as  a  Peacemaker. 

Pittsburg.  Pa.,  Feb.  17.— This  is  the 
fifth  and  probably  the  last  day  of  the 
Hugh  O'Donnell  trial.  The  court  room 
would  not  accommodate  half  of  the  num- 
ber that  sought  an  entrance  this  morn- 
ing. After  the  examination  of  several 
unimportant  witnesses.  Hugh  O'Donnell 
was  placed  on  the  stand. 

Prior  to  and  on  July  6  Hugh  O'Donnell 
was  the  accredited  correspondent  of  the 
Tri-State  News  Bureau,  the  Pittsburg 
Dispatch,  magazines  and  other  publica- 
tions. Between  300  and  600  people  were 
on  the  river  bank  when  he  arrived.  The 
barges  had  already  reached  their  moor- 
ings. There  were  ten  or  twelve  men 
standing  on  the  bows  of  the  barges  who 
had  guns  in  their  hands  while  the  gang 
plank  was  being  Yun  out.  "I  begged," 
he  said,  "the  men  on  the  boats  not  to 
land,  saying  'don't  shoot  there  are  many 
women  and  children  here.  Put  down 
your  guns  I'll  get  the  crowd  quiet.'  1 
was  struck  by  a  stone.  I  turned  to  ad- 
dress the  crowd  and  heard  a  single  shot, 
then  a  fusilade,  one  volley  after  another 
from  the  barges,  lasting  five  minutes. 

"At  the  first  volley  a  man  at  my  left 
and  one  in  front  of  me  fell.  I  and  an- 
other man  crawled  into  a  sewer  trap  to 
get  out  of  danger,  I  then  went  to  the 
telegraph  office  and  sent  messages  to 
the  Pittsburg  hospitals  to  send  ambu- 
lances. 1  heard  that  a  friend  had  been 
killed  and  went  to  his  house.  Fr^m 
there  I  went  to  the  office  of  Dr.  Pur- 
man. 

"I  in  no  way  aided  or  abetted  in  the 
riot  of  that  day  and  acted  throughout,  so 
far  as  I  could,  as  a  peace-maker.  I  went 
to  the  river  bank  to  prevent,  if  possible, 
any  conflict.  Previous  to  the  landing  of 
the  barges  no  one  knew  that  the  men 
were  other  than  workmen  who  had  come 
to  take  the  places  of  the  locked  otit 
workmen.  There  was  no  armed  or  mili- 
tary organization  among  the  locked  out 
men  prior  to  July  6.  The  men  were 
against  resorting  to  any  such  measures.

A  Girl  Reaping  the  Fruits  of  a  Bitter  Experi- 
ence. 
Wellsville,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  17.— On 
Tuesday  last  a  train  carried  from  this 
village  a  young  woman  bound  for  her 
home  in  Newton,  N.  J.,  deserted    by  her 

husband,  with  the  fruits  of  a  bitter  ex- 
perience weighing  heavily  upon  her. 

The  girls  name  was  Miss  Celia 
Washer.  A  stranger  representing  him- 
self as  Harry  P.  Castleton,  of  Erie,  Pa., 
made  her  acquaintance  by  chance,  and 
with  pictures  of  happiness  before  them 
induced  the  young  and  respectable  girl 
to  marry  him  unbeknown  to  her  people. 
He  then  left  the  town. 

Last  week  he  sent  her  money  to  meet 
him  in  Hornellsville.  Last  Thursday 
they  came  to  this  village  and  stopped  at 
the  hotel.

The  Hawaiian  flag  was 
run  up  to  the  masthead  and  a  salute  of 
twenty-one  guns  was  given  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  new  government. 

WILL  FILE  A  PROTEST. 


Emissaries  of  the  Hawaiian  Queen  Rushing 
to  Washington. 

Caicago,  Feb.  17. — Three  emissaries 
of  a  deposed  queen  hurried  through  Chi- 
cago yesterday  on  their  way  to  Washing- 
ton. One  was  Herr  Paulneman,  perso- 
nal representative  of  Queen  Liiiuokalni, 
of  the  Hawaiian  islands,  and  a  former 
member  of  her  cabinet.  The  second  was 
the  Hon.  E.  C.  McFarlane,  an  old  resi- 
dent of  Honululu  and  a  long  time  finan- 
cial minister  of  the  island  kingdom.  The 
third  was  no  less  a  personage  than 
Prince  David  Kawana,  a  member  of  the 
royal  line. 

"We  are  getting  to  Washington  with 
all  possible  haste,"  said  Paulneman. 
"Our  only  delay  was  at  Denver,  where 
we  arrived  four  hours  late.

He  is  Struck 
and  Fatally  injured. 

Winona,  Feb,  17.— Frank  Sarazin, 
who  has  charge  of  the  derailing  switch 
at  the  railroad  crossing  of  the  Milwaukee 
Si  St.  Paul  and  Northwestern  roads  just 
west  of  Winona,  was  taken  suddenly 
crazy  at  6  o'clock  Wednesday  evening. 
He  left  his  post,  and  stripping  off  all  his 
clothing,  ran  naked  along  the  track  into 
the  city.  The  police  were  notified  and 
gave  chase. 

Sarazin  turned  and  fled  back  along  the 
track,  not  heeding  the  approaching 
switch  engine,  and  was  knocked  down 
and  dragged  some  distance.  His  right  leg 
was  broken  and  he  was  badly  bruised. 

When  Sarazin  left  town  the  North- 
western track  was  open  and  the  Mil- 
waukee blocked.

Speaking  of  his  appointment  as  secre- 
tary of  state  the  judge  said  vesterday: 
"It  was  purely  dutv  that  prompted  me 
to  accept  so  onerous  a  place.  I  have 
had  all  that  1  care  for  in  politics.  I 
know  its  shallowness  and  intrigues,  and 
surelv  it  was  not  either  the  glamor  nor 
the  prospects  for  elevation  which 
prompted  me  to  accept  the  post. 

"Tolitics  in  both  parties  has  got  down 
to  a  scramble  for  spoils,  so  that  political 
life  has  no  attraction  for  me.  I  am  be- 
yond ambition.  I  am  satisfied  to  talk 
about  elevation.  A  man  can  be  a  man 
and  retain  bis  seHrespect  in  anv  posi- 
tion in  life.  The  trouble  is  with  public 
men  that  thev  forget  that  it  is  the  cft'ice 
and  not  the  man.  They  feel  elevated  at 
popular  recognition,  and  believe  it  is 
themselves  instead  of  the  office.  Heads 
are  turned  and  they  forget  that  they  are 
still  of  the  people. 

"I  look  with  apprehension  to  going  to 
Washmgton,  for  I  certainly  had  no  de- 
sire to  return  there  to  live.  Whatever 
inay  be  said,  I  can  say  that  I  accepted 
simply  because  it  was  urged  upon  me 
by  niv  friends  as  a  dutv  that  I  owe  to 
the  American  people.

A  CRITICAL  SITUATION. 


Superior   People  Are    Trying    to    Reanimate 
Their  Board  of  Trade. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Superior 
board  of  trade  was  held  yesterday  after- 
noon to  discuss  proposed  changes  in  the 
by-laws.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  re- 
vive the  I)>iard  and  put  its  management 
into  the  hands  ol  experienced  grain 
men. 

The  most  important  change  was  the 
one  providing  that  any  member  might 
be  elected  a  director.  Hy  the  olil  law  a 
person  could  not  become  a  director  until 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  board  at  ' 
least  one  year.  The  change  was  desired 
so  that  the  prominent  grain  and  elevator 
men  could  be  made  directors  and  thus 
revive  interest  in  the  board.  None  of 
them  have  been  members  for  one  year. 
The  change  was  adopted  almost  unani- 
mously. 

The  board  also  decided  to  ailopt  the 
Duluth  rules  in  dealing  with  differences 
between  members.  As  there  are  many 
who  are  on  both  the  Superior  and  Du- 
luth boards  it  was  thought  well  to  have 
the  rules  agree  as  much  as  possible. 

A  bill  was  read  which  is  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  Wisconsin  legislature 
providing  for  a  state  grain  inspector  in 
all  cities  of  less  than  150,000  inhabitants 
and  where  there  is  a  board  of  trade. 
Also  that  all  warehouses  and  elevators, 
where  grain  is  stored  and  the  grain  of 
different  owners  mixed,  shall  become 
public  ekvitois  and  must  be  licensed  by 
the  Slate.  The  bill  prov  des  for  an  in- 
spector to  be  appointed  by  the  railroad 
commissioner  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  local  board  of  trade. 


TO  FIGHT  THE   WHISKY  TRUST. 


The  Ohio  River  Has  Risen  Above  the  Danger 
Line. 

Jefkeksonville,  Ind.,  Feb.  17.— The 
river  situation  has  become  critical  and 
a  tlood  of  the  low  lands  in  this  vicinity 
is  notan  impossibility.  The  danger  line 
was  passed  vesterday  and  the  turbulent 
Ohio  is  creeping  higher  all  the  time. 
The  danger  line  is  twenty-four  feet. 
Lawreneeburg,  Orora,  Rising  Sun.  Madi- 
son, Utica  and  number  other  towns  are 
in  danger. 

Many  of  tffrm  houses  are  built  close 
to  the  watir^ind  they  may  be  swep't 
away  by  the  swift  current.  The  city  is 
protected  by  the  levee,  but  it  has  a  big 
break  in  it  If  it  is  not  repaired,  the 
water  will  find  its  way  into  the  heart  of 
the  town. 


NO  MILLING  COMBINE. 


A  New  Distilling  Company  Being  Formed  With 
Ample  Campital. 

Baltimore,  Feb.  10.— A  new  distil- 
ling company  is  in  process  of  organiza- 
tion by  a  number  of  wholesale  liquor 
dealers  of  Baltimore.  The  company  will 
manufacture  high  wines  and  raw  stock, 
which  goods  are  now  almost  exclusively 
controlled  by  the  whisky  trust. 

The  new  company  will  have  a  capital 
stock  of  Si 00,000,  which  has  been  sub- 
scribed by  the  firms  in  the  organization. 
The  distillery  will  cost  about  ?30,ooo  and 
will  be  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  this  sec- 
tion. It  wiil  have  a  daily  capacity  of 
5000  gallons,  or  100  barrels  of  high 
wines. 

The  purpose  of  this  distilling  is  not  to 
make  any  special  brand  of  whisky,  but 
solely  to  distill  the  raw  spirits  for  the  use 
of  rectifiers.  One  of  the  incorporators 
in  speaking  of  the  new   enterprise    said: 

"The  whisky  trust  has  become  so  des- 
potic in  its  dealings  with  the  trade  that 
many  of  us  have  been  made  to  wince 
under  its  dictation.  It  sends  the  price 
of  spirits  up  or  down  as  it  sees  fit,  and  of 
late  the  price  has  gone  up  to  such  exor- 
bitant tigures  that  but  little  profit  can  be 
realizect  by  those  who  use  the  trust  goods 
in  their  business."

New  York,  Feb.  17.— The  Herald  this 
morning  says:  A  syndicate  which  is  to 
consist  of  the  larger  and  older  breweries 
of  New  York  and  the  territory  immedi- 
ately adjoining,  but  particularly  those  of 
this  city  and  Newark,  is  being  formed. 

The  scheme  has  been  forming  since 
last  fall,  and  alreaday  thirty-eight  out  of 
sixty-eight  brewers  who  have  been  ap- 
proached have  signed  an  agreement  to 
become  part  of  the  syndicate  which  is  to 
have  a  capital  of  §200,000,000.

TRAGIC  END  OF  A  DANCE. 


Burning    Petroleum      Scattered     Over     the 

Dancers— Ten  Are  Dead. 

Buda   Pestu,   Feb.    17.— A    carnival 

dance  was  given    Monday    evening    in 

Deutsch   Poreg.    At    11    o'clock,  when 

about  100  persons  were  in  the  hall  on  the 

first  floor,  a  child  playing  in  the  cellar 
dropped  a  lighted  taper  through  the 
bunghole  of  a  cask  full  ot  petroleum. 

The  cask  exploded,  killed  the  child, 
tore  up  the  dance  floor  and  scattered  the 
turning  petroleum  among  the  dancers. 
A  dozen  persons  enveh  ped  in  flames 
ran  for  the  windows  and  threw  them- 
selves out.  Half  of  the  people  in  the 
hall  were  at  the  end  where  there  was  no 
exit,  and,  as  the  floor  on  the  side  near 
the  windows  had  been  torn  up  by  the  ex- 
plosion, they  were  obliged  to  run  the 
whole  length  of  the  blazing  room  to  es- 
cape. 

Ten  persons  fell  through  into  the  cel- 
lar and  were  burned  to  death.  Seven 
more  whose  clolhes  had  caught  fire  died 
shortly  after  reaching  the  open  air.

Annexation  of  Hawaii. 

President  Harrison  is  in  favor  of  the 
annexation  of  Hawaii.  He  has  said  so 
in  a  message  to  the  senate,  accompanied 
by  a  treaty  to  that  effect  with  thj  pro- 
visional government.  It  is  clearly 
pointed  out  that  this  is  an  action  forced 
upon  the  L'nitcd  States  and  tha:thc  peo- 
ple of  this  country  have  not  sought  in 
any  way  to  coerce  the  Hawaiians  into 
accepting  annexation.  On  the  contrary, 
the  Hawaiians  have  themselves,  through 
the  medium  of  their  provisional  govern- 
ment, asked  that  this  step  be  taken. 

While  a  majority  of    the  people  in  the 
United  States  are  in  favor  of  annexation] 
out  and  cut,    there  are  some  who    insist  [ 
that  a  protectorate  would  be   the  proper  ] 
thing.     The  practical    difticuUies  in  the 
way    of    providing    a    protectorate    for 
Hawaii  are,  as    the   New  York   Tribune 
recently    pointed    cur,    numerous     and 
great,  while  the  advantages  of  that  plan 
over  annexation  are  by  no  means  so  easy^ 
to   point  out.    It    must  be   determined 
in  case  we  assume   the  role  of  a  protect- 
ing power,   to    what    extent    protection 
will    be    given    and    in  what  form    and 
under  what    contingencies.     These  arc 
hard    matters    to    define    and   arrange. 
Moreover,  the    Hawaiians    do  net  wanli 
protection.      They  wish    to    escape  the 
necessity  for  selt-government  until  they 
feel  themselves  capable  of  it,  and  then 
they  will  be   satisfied  with  the  self-gov- 
ernment of    an    American    community. 
They  come  with  a  rational,  direct  prepo- 
sition—to  b2conir;  .American.    Let  it  be 
borne    in    mind,  too,  says   the    Tribune, 
that  an  engagement  to  protect  Hawaii 
involves  us  in  its  atfairs  fully  as  much  a^ 
annexation    would,    while,  accepted  as 
the  alternative    of    sovereign    rights,  it 
opens  the  door  to  the  very  complications 
which  would   make   intervention  neces 
sary,  but  which  would  be  most  unlikely 
to  arise  with  the  American  flag  at  home 
in  Hawaii. 

It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that,  with- 
out extending  American  control,  tbcre 
would  always  be  danger  of  Hawaii  fall- 
ing into  the  hands  of  England,  to  be 
made  a  second  Gibraltar.  The  chain  of 
strongly  fortified  outposts  which  Great 
Britain  has  drawn  around  this  country 
needs  only  this  last  link  in  the  Pacific  to 
make  it  complete.  Within  recent  years 
the  people  of  the  United  States  have 
seen  impregnable  fortifications  armed 
with  the  heaviest  modern  artillery  rise 
under  the  British  flag  at  Halifax,  Ber- 
muda, Kingston  and  San  Lucia.  These 
fortresses  are  remote  from  the  scenes  of 
European  warfare.  They  are  not  needed 
to  protect  British  territory  or  British 
commerce.  Their  only  purpose  is  to 
command  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  the 
L'nited  Stales  and  to  furnish  coaling 
stations  and  depots  of  supplies  for  Brit- 
ish warships  within  easy  striking  dis- 
tance of  our  seaports.  At  Esquimault 
the  British  authorities  are  constructing 
another  great  fortress  that  threatens  our 
Pacific  coast.  Give  England  Hawaii 
and  the  cordon  of  menacing  strongholds 
will  be  finished. 

England  will  not  oppose  the  annex- 
ation of  the  islands  to  this  country,  be- 
cause her  statesmen  know  they  would 
not  be  used  by  the  American  govern- 
ment as  a  menace  to  any  of  England's 
interests,  and  the  friendship  of  the 
l.'nited  States  would  be  strengthened  by 
acquiescing  in  whatever  policy  it  may 
desire  t(^adopt.  As  for  war,  if  it  were 
purely  a  question  of  conflict  between 
England  and  the  United  States,  the  su- 
periority of  the  English  naval  forces 
over  those  of  the  United  States  migiit 
make  England  willing  to  risk  the  ven- 
ture, says  the  Denver  Republican,  But 
England  is  not  in  a  situation  to  engage 
in  a  war  with  the  United  States.  Such  a 
war  would  -be  almost  equivalent  to  mak- 
ing the  United  States  a  party  to  a  general 
European  conflict.  England  would  in  that 
case  be  allied  with  Germany,  Austria 
and  Italy  against  Russia,  Erance  and  the 


United  States,  and  the  three  last  named 
powers  would  be  more  than  a  match  for 
the  othor  four.  The  strength  of  the 
United  States  would  be  in  its  enormous 
wealth.  The  fleets  of  Russia  and  France 
would  keep  the  English.  German  and 
Italian  fleets  from  attacking  our  coasts. 
Canada  and  India  might  then  be  lost  to 
Great  Britain.  But  these  arc  idle  spec- 
ulations. There  will  not  be  any  war 
over  Hawaii.  The  stars  and  stripes  will 
be  planted  in  Honolulu,  and  the  world 
will  move  along  in  its  usual  course  as  if 
nothing  new  had  occurred. 


A  Bridge  That  is  Needed. 

In  his  speech  at  the  Jobbers'  Union 
banquet,  Mr.  Hill  spoke  at  some  length 
on  the  necessity  of  Duluth  making 
ample  preparations  to  handle  the  large 
amount  of  business  that  will  be  offered 
here,  and  he  was  followed  by  Mr.  Sim- 
onds,  who  spoke  on  the  terminal  system 
which  the  Duluth  Transfer  Railway 
company  is  now  creating.  Everyone 
concedes  that  Duluth  is  badly  handi- 
capped in  the  matter  of  railway  termi- 
nals at  present,  those  which  now  exist 
being  controlled  by  a  few  roads  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others,  and  therefore  the 
plans  of  the  Transfer  company  arc 
worthy  of  special  attention  and  the  work 
which  it  has  in  hand  deserves  cordial 
support. 

The  Transfer  company  now  has  a  bill 
before  congress  asking  authority  to  build 
a  railroad  bridge  at  Grassy  Point  across 
the  St.  Louis  river.  This  bridge  is  ne- 
cessary to  perfect  the  company's  ter- 
minal system  which  will  undoubtedly  be 
a  great  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  city  of 
Duluth.  The  session  is  rapidly  drawing 
to  a  close  and  appearances  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  this  bridge  bill  may  not  be 
passed,  owing  to  the  combined  opposi- 
tion of  the  promoters  of  the  Duluth- 
Superior  Bridge  company,  which  is 
seeking  to  secure  a  monopoly  for  the 
street  car  company  of  a  bridge  from 
Rice's  to  Connor's  Point,  and  certain 
people  in  Superior  who  do  not  want  to 
see  any  bridge  built.  The  latter  are  be- 
ing aided  by  Congressm.in  Haugen  who 
has  introduced  an  amendment  to  the  bill 
that  is  obnoxious  and  certain  to  kill  it. 
If  the  bil)  does  not  pass  nov.-,  it  means  a 
delay  of  one  year  and  the  interests  of 
Duluth  can  hardly  afford  this  delay. 

It  Congressman-elect  Baldwin  has  any 
iafluence  with  Congressman  Halvorstn 
and  other  members  of  congress  it  is 
hoped  that  he  will  use  it  in  favor  of  se- 
curing the  passage  of  the  bill  authoriz- 
ing the  Transfer  company  to  buiid  a 
railroad  bridge  at  Grassy  Point,  without 
any  wagon  or  foot  bridge  attachments. 
The  latter  matter  can  be  safely  delayed. 
Senators  Davis  and  Washburn  should 
^o  Icn^  their  influence  in  this  behalf 
in  the  senate,  if  they  are  desirous  of 
promoting  Duluth's  interests.  This  city 
much  needs  a  complete  terminal  system 
such  as  the  Transfer  company's  plans 
contemplate,  and  these  plans  cannot  be 
carried  out  without  authority  being 
ol^ained  to  construct  the  bridge.  The 
billisbould  be  passed  at  the  present  ses- 
sion, as  another  year's  delay  must  prove 
injurious  to  the  city.

Donnelly  has  been  v.orking  incessantly 
on  the  cipher  since  the  publication  of 
that  work  and  has  made,  some  more 
wonderful  discoveries  susta'ning  his 
claim  that  Bacon  wrote  these  works.

Taxing  Railroad  Lands. 

„The  railroad  land  taxltion  bill  is  stil! 
before  the  senate,  and  while  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  be  passed,  there  is  still  £ome 
doubt  whether  such  will  be  the  result. 
This  is  a  matter  that  deeply  interests  the 
northern  part  of  the  state,  and  it  should 
receive  the  support  of  every  senator 
from  the  north,  not  excepting  Senator 
Daugherty,  because  St.  Louis  county  has 
considerable  interest  in  its  passage.  It 
is  unjust  to  counties  that  large  tracts  of 
land  should  be  exempted  from  taxation, 
because  they  are  owned  by  the  railroads, 
and  a  double  burden  of  taxation  imposeii 
upon  the  lands  owned  by  private  p^i'i'--^ 
ties. 

It  is  urged  by  some  that  the  railroads 
now  pay  taxes  based  upon  their  gross 
earnings,  and  that  should  be  insufficient. 
There  are  figures  at  hand,  however,  to 
show  that  this  claim  is  falla- 
cious. The  assessed  valuation  of  the 
whole  state,  exclusive  of  railroad  prop- 
erty, is  5588,820,215,  while  the  value  of 
all  railroad  property  in  the  state  is  S233,- 
ooo.ooo.  The  total  taxes  collected  in 
1890  were  §12,707,471,  while  the  tax  paid 
in  the  same  year  by  railroads  on  their 
gross  earnings  was  $707, 367, 

This  shows  that  the  railroads  are  pay- 
ing very  much  less  under  the  gross  earn- 
ings system  than  they  would  if  they  were 
assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
property.  It  also  shows  that  the  taxa- 
tion of  their  lands  would  not  increase 
their  burden  of  taxation  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent proportionately  than  that  of  other 
people. 


If  the  Kansas  troubles  continue  to  in- 
crea'se  much  mere  in  virulence,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  call  on  Secretary  of  War 
Elkins  to  quell  the  insurrection.

President  Truelsen  Talks  on  Some  Which  Are 
interesting  to  Duluth. 

Monday  night  President  Truelsen,  of 
the  board  of  public  works,  went  down  to 
St.  Paul  to  look  after  the  interests  of  Du- 
luth in  matters  of  charter  revision.  He 
has  returned  and  states  that  he  had  a 
most  pleasant  and  prohtable  trip. 

The  first  meeting  he  had  was  with  the 
committee  on  municipal  corporations. 
The  question  of  boards  of  public  works 
was  up  for  consideration.  The  senti- 
ment in  favor  with  doing  away  with  those 
institutions  had  gained  considerable 
ground  as  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  are  the 
only  cities  in  the  state  having  that  sys- 
tem. The  matter  ended  in  a  compro- 
mise by  which  the  bill  provides  that  anv 
city  having  a  board  of  public  works  may 
retain  it,  any  city  not  having, such  an  in- 
stitution may  continue  as  now  and  any 
city  not  having  such  a  board  but  desiring 
one,  can  do  so  by  a  vote  of  the    council. 

Night  before  last  Mr.  Truelsen  ap- 
peared before  the  committee  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  provision  to  cover  reassess- 
ments as  in  the  Piedmont  avenue  case. 
The  opponents  of  that  provision,  which 
provides  that  in  cases  of  errors,  etc.,  in 
making  assessments,  the  board  of  public 
works  shall  be  empowered  to  reassess 
unless  no  benefits  to  the  property  from 
improvement  be  shown,  Messrs.  Ham- 
mond and  Clayton  accompanied  by  Col. 
George,  of  St.  Paul,  a  hired  attorney, 
were  present. 

The  draft  of  the  bill  was  submitted 
and  its  opponents  m.ide  statements  more 
or  less  variegated.  Col.  George,  when 
given  his  turn,  said  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  matter  and  then  launched  out 
into  a  tirade  against  the  board  and  al- 
leging that  its  members  were  incompet- 
ent. He  dodged  the  point  that  the  su- 
preme court's  objection  was  that  the  as- 
sessments were  made  before  grades  were 
established,  but  held  that  the  assessments 
were  not  made  iii  justice  to  the  property 
owners. 

W.  W.  Billson,  in  a  very  able  argu- 
ment, favored  the  reassessment  provi- 
sion. He  said  that  justice  was  all  that 
was  wanted  and  that  this  bill  was  de- 
signed so  that  justice  might  be  done  to 
all  sides  interested.  Mr.  Truelsen  then 
followed,  and  from  what  can  be  learned, 
sailed  into  Col.  George  pretty  lively. 

Mr.  Truelsen  stated  to  The  Herald 
reporter  that  the  tunnel  tjill  was  intro- 
duced Wednesday  by  Senator  Daugherty, 
and  that  so  far  no  opposition  has  de- 
veloped. If  any  appears,  it  will  be  from 
interested  Duluth  parties.  The  bill  pro- 
vides that  cities  divided  by  bodies  of 
water  over  which  it  is  not  desirable  to 
build  a  bridge,  may  be  tunnelled, 
providing  the  expense  is  not 
over  $1,000,000,  that  three- 

quarters  of  it  be  borne  by  property 
benefited  and  one-fourth  by  an  issue  of 
bonds.  Railroads  and  street  cars  may 
be  charged  reasonable  toUs,  but  for  the 
first  ten  years  no  more  than  will  meet 
tl»e  interest  on  the  bonds  will  be  permit- 
ted. Then  it  shall  be  free  outside  of 
such  charges  as  will  pay  for  the  main- 
tenance. 

Mr.  Truelsen  considers  that  Duluth 
stands  an  excellent  show  of  getting 
about  what  is  needed  in  charter  revision 
through  the  commission  appointed  to 
draw  up  a  bill,  as  that  committee  refused 
to  undertake  the  task  unless  assured 
that  their  work  should  have  a  reasonable 
show  of  passage.  The  chief  points  of 
disagreement  are  found  in  the  differ- 
ences in  the  school  board  and  fire  de- 
partment systems.

INJURED  BY  A  'BUST. 


Knute  Anderson  Hurt    Near  West  Duluth  by 

an    Unexpected    Explosion    of 

Dynamite. 


The  Blast  Was  Supposed  to  Have  Been  Dis- 
charged   Last    Night    May    Lose 
His  Eyesight. 


West  Duluth  Had  Two  Surprises  Last  Night, 

One  a  Party,  the  Other  a  False 

Alarm. 


An  unfortunate  accident  happened 
this  morning  at  about  7  o'clock  in  one  of 
the  rock  cuts  back  of  West  Duluth  on 
the  Missabe  X:  Northern  railway.  Knute 
Anderson,  a  workman  was  terribly  cut 
and  lacerated  about  the  face  and  upper 
part  of  the  body  by  an  explosion  of 
dynamite.  He  was  brought  do.vn  to 
Dr.  I'orin's  office  where  the  wounds 
were  dressed  and  given  the  proper  medi- 
cal attendance. 

The  work  is  under  the  direction  of 
Sub-contractor  Burke  and  it  appears 
that  the  blasts  were  exploded  last  even- 
ing as  usual  but  by  some  irregularity  one 
of  them  did  not  go  off.  This  morning 
the  men  went  to  work  as  usual  and  a 
concussion  occurred  which  caused  an 
explosion  of  this  charge. 

The  injured  man  must  have  been  very 
close  to  the  blast  as  the 
wounds  on  his  body  (would  indicate. 
His  eyes  are  badly  hurt  and  it  cannot  be 
ascertained  as  yet  whether  he  will  lose 
his  sight.  He  has  a  wife  and  three 
children  and  lives  in  the  creek  bottom 
near  the  German  church.  He  was  taken 
to  St.  Mary's  hospital  for  further  treat- 
ment.

The  prelude  to  the  continuation  of  the 
impeachment  proceedings  against  Fire 
Commissioners  Hart  and  Helinski  was 
sung  this  morning  by  Alderman  Weiss 
who  announced  that  the  Trades  and 
Labor  assembly  through  h  m  invited  all 
the  members  of  the  council  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  workingmen's  entertainment 
at  the  Bethel  this  evening.  President 
Hugo  on  behalf  of  the  afldermen  accept- 
ed the  invitation  after  ch  sawing  was 
comnienced  on  the  larger  and  tougher 
woodpile. 

Attorney  Rude,  bef'^re  the  opening 
argument  of  the  prosecution  commenced, 
entered  an  exception,  making  it  on  the 
grounds  that  the  stenographer  had  not 
been  sworn  at  the  commencement  of  the 
case  and  that  the  aldermen  who  had 
read  the  testimony  instead  of  being 
present  and  hearing  it  in  person  were 
disqualified  to  sit  in  judgment  on  the 
final  results. 

Secretary  Tom  Walsh  was  called  and 
asked  it  he  was  present  and  took  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  lire- 
men  were  dismissed.  He  stated  that  he 
was  absent  but  that  he  copied  the  re- 
cords turned  over  to  him  by  the  acting 
secretary. 

J,  D.  Holmes,  counsel  for  the  prosecu- 
tion, then  opened  his  argument.  He  re- 
viewed the  cause  of  matters  that  led  to 
the  investigation.  He  admitted  that  the 
commissioners  have  the  power  to  dis- 
miss summarily  any  employes  in  the  fire 
department,  but  alleged  that  the  method 
of  exercising  that  power  or  the  reasons 
for  its  employment  are  what  the  council 
has  the  power  to  review.  I'nder  the 
head  ot  what  constitutes  suflicient  cause. 
Mr.  Holmes  advanced  the  following: 

"In  ascertaining  what  is  a  sufficient 
cause  for  removal,  it  is  necessary  to  sep- 
arate the  character  c  f  the  man  iron^.  tlie 
character  of  the  officer,  the  misconduct 
which  will  warrant  a  removal  being  or- 
dinarily such  as  affects  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  an  officer,  and  not  such 
as  affect  his  private  chai^cter  as  an  in- 
dividual only,  unless  it  is  in  itself  of  so 
infamous  a  nature  as  to  renderthe  offen- 
der unfit  to  execute  any  public  franchise; 
and  even  such  as  are  only  against  the 
duties  of  his  office  must  am(^nt  to  a 
breach  of  the  tacit  conditions  annexed  to 
it,  though  the  official  commission  of  a 
wrongful  act,  or  the  official  omission  to  1 
perform  a  duty,  is  a  sufficient  miscon-  ] 
duct  even  in  the  absence  of  corrupt  or  ; 
malicious  motives. 

"Misconduct  or  malfeasance  as  a  ground 
for  removal  has  reference  to  the  conduct 
'cc  I  of  the  officer  as  such,  and  signifies  an 
avenue,  abuse  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  vol- 
untarily, misconduct  is  contemplated 
and  not  circumstances  or  conditions  re- 
sulting from  accidents  or  misfortune.  So 
incapacity  does  not  mean  a  lack  of  gen- 
eral capacity,  but  a  defect  of  capacity 
for  the  office  held," 

The  rules  of  the  tire  depirtment  were' 
run  over  and  applied  to  Little's  case  and 
the  thirty  days  clase,  barring 
complaints  was  brought  forward,  all  of 
which  was  followed  by  the  statement 
that  those  who  make  rules  should  not  be 
the  first  to  violate  them,  Mr.  Holmes 
then  launched  into  the  depths  of  his  re- 
view of  testimony,  its  application  and  in- 
terpretation in  support  othis  arguments. 
He  was  twice  interrupted  by  Alderman 
Thomas,  who  objected  to  the  manner 
and  methods  and  subject  matter  of  the 
speaker's  argument.  He  finally  ap- 
pealed to  President  Hugo,  but  his  ejec- 
tions were  overruled. 

Allen  G.  Thurman,  Jr.,  the  junior 
counsel  for  the  defense  followed  Mr, 
Holmes.  He  opened  by  stating  that  at 
the  opening  of  the  case  Mr.  Holmes  had 
agreed  to  give  the  defense  the  closing 
and  then  refused  to  do  so.  That  Mr. 
Holmes  denied.  Mr.  Thurman  then 
stated  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  case 
his  side  had  maintained  that  it  came 
under  the  head  of  a  criminal  procedure, 
but  that  the  attorney  for  the  prosecution 
had  conducted  it  as  a  civil  case  under  a 
common  law  procedure.  He  asked  the 
president  to  give  a  strict  adherence  to 
that  and  compel  the  clojing  argument 
to  be  strictly  confined  to  answering  the 
argument  of  the  defense.  Mr.  Hugo 
stated  that  he  would  do  no  such  thing  as 
he  could  not  remember  all  that  had  been 
presented. 

The  junior  counsel  resumed  by  stating 
that  not  only  had  the  attorney  for  the 
prosecution  alleged  that  the  case  was 
not  of  a  criminal  nature,  but  that  he  had 
thrown  the  burden  of  the  proof  on  the 
defense— himself  not  presenting  a  single 
proof  to  sustain  his  allegation— all  in  op- 
position to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  the  code  of  the  stite  of  Min- 
nesota, as  in  the  most  careful  search  he 
had  not  found  a  single  authority  tending 
to  show  that  an  impeachment  proceed- 
ing is  not  a  criminal  procedure.  He 
next  stated  that  there  could  be  no  convic- 
tion without  a  preponderance  of  evidence 
which  had  not  been  presented.  In  the 
complaint,  not  only  was  no  mention  was 
made  of  ttie  violation  of  the  rules  but 
the  question  vras  asked  if  the  rules  say 
that  a  removal  cannot  be  made  for 
cause  not  named  in  the  regulations.  He 
also  said   that  Twaddle  h??  been  giving 


specific  rule  and  was  not  entitled  to  a 
trial.  He  ascribed  base  motives  to  the 
assistant  chief  and  argued  against  his 
testimony  that  he  was  prejudiced  direct- 
ly interested  in  getting  back  that  job  .at 
^goper  month,  hence  unworthy  of  be- 
lief. 

The  testimony  of  the  various  witness- 
es was  reviewed,  applications  made  and 
conclusions  drawn.  He  gave  much 
weight  to  the  testimony  of  Lynott.  The 
hour  of  1:;  o'clock  was  near  at  hand  when 
Mr.  Thurman  closed  and  as  Mr,  Rude 
expressed  an  opinion  that  he  would  con- 
sume fully  an  hour,  adjournment  was 
taken  until  2  p.  m.

SECRETARY  THOMPSON  HOME. 

He  Has  Something  to  Say  About  the  Bridge 
Bills. 
Secretary  Thompson  returned  from 
the  East  this  morning  and  was  feeling 
happy  at  getting  back  to  the  salubrious 
climate  of  the  Lake  Superior  district. 
He  says  the  weather  in  the  East  is  abom- 
inable. Speaking  of  Duluth  matters  at 
Washington,  he  said  that  work  will  un- 
doubtedly be  commenced  on  the  lifesav- 
ing  station  early  in  the  spring.  The  strip 
of  land  on  the  bay  side  asked  gfor  from 
the  city  is  to  be  a  site  for  a  shelter  for 
the  self  bailing  and  self  righting  life- 
boat. This  cannot  be  launched  in  the 
surf  but  only  in  quiet  water.  Once  in 
however,  it  can  be  used  in  a  high  sea. 
There  will  of  course,  be  a  number  of 
surf  boats  also.' 

In  regard  to  bridge  matters,  Mr. 
Thompson  referred  to  the  statement 
that  he  had  been  accused  of  working  for 
a  certain  bill.  This  he  denied  and 
said  that        neither       bill        met 

his  entire  approval  from  the  standpoint 
of  public  rnterest-and  that  is  what  he  is 
supposed  to  work  for.  The  first  bill  in- 
troduced had  no  purchase  provision  and 
this  he  claimed  was  absolutely  neces- 
sary. The  provision  in  the  Diiluth-Su- 
perior  company's  first  bill  that  the  com- 
pany "at  the  end  of  five  years  may  sell" 
he  characterizes  as  rather  odd,  he  not 
being  aware  that  it  requires  an  act  of 
congress  to  enable  a  corporation  to  sell 
anything  it  owns. 

When  the  bridge  matter  first  came  up, 
Mr.  Thompson  savs,  the  Duluth  council 
and  chamber  of  commerce  resolved  in 
favor  of  the  Rice's-Connor's  Points 
bridge.  As  the  only  bill  at  the  time  was 
the  Commercial,  it  naturally  ap- 
peared that  theirs  was  approved. 
"The  war  department,"  savs  Mr. 
Thompson,  "will  see  that  any  bridge  built 
will  be  no  undue  obstruction  to  naviga- 
tion, but  it  devolves  on  the  people  of 
this  city  to  see  that  they  arc  protected. 
Public  interest  demands  that  any  bill 
which  shall  pass,  shall  not  only  contain 
a  provision  that  the  company  may  sell 
but  that  it  must  sell  at  the  end  of  cer- 
tain periods.  At  present  I  favor  the 
building  of  the  britige  by  a  private  com- 
pany because  it  is  not  feasible  for  the 
cities  to  build  it." 


THE  IRON  TRADE  REVIEW. 

The  Problem  Which  the  Price  of  Mesaba  Ore 
Has  Produced. 

The  ore  interests  centered  in  Cleve- 
land are  closely  watching  the  pig  iron 
situation  as  it  has  developed  in  the  Val- 
ley and  at  Pittsburg  the  past  few  weeks, 
says  the  Iron  Trade  Review,  Ore  selling 
firms  find  the  course  of  the  pig  iron 
market  a  more  reliable  index  of  furnace- 
men's  attitude  than  the  gossip  about  an 
enormous  fvlesaba  output  that  has  been 
used  to  hammer  down  prices. 

The  views  of  ore  men  are  crystallizing 
into  the  opinion  that  unless  there  are 
lovyer  lake  freights  than  indications  now 
point  to,  and  lower  railroad  freights 
from  the  mines,  of  which  there  is  no  as- 
surance, they  will  not  be  able  to  sell  ore 
below  the  figures  that  have  been  current 
since  navigation  closed.  Some  sales 
have  been  made  from  ore  on  the  docks 
in  the  past  few  weeks,  but  the  demand 
has  been  of  a  straggling  character  and 
the  transactions  have  been  at  prices  that 
can  not  be  accurately  quoted. 

The  actual  tug  between  ore  men  and 
furnace  men  is  still  in  abeyance  and 
speculation  is  active,  meanwhile,  as  to 
the  precise  point  to  which  prices  for 
standard  Gogebic  Bessemers  will  settle, 
i  between  the  ^^39^  which  Mesaba  ores  al- 
ready sold  to  the  West  Duluth  furnace 
would  bring  delivered  in  Chicago,  reck- 
oning 80  cents  railroad  freight  and  Si.  15 
lake  freight— and  the  ?4.25  at  which  Go- 
gebic Bessemers  sold  at  the  close  of  the 
season. 

Valley  furnaccmen  who  have  turned 
their  backs  on  repeated  offers  of  S13.10, 
S13.20  and  S13.30  for  Bessemer  at  Pitts- 
burg, within  the  past  three  weeks,  are 
once  more  in  the  market,  with  latest 
Pittsburg  transactions  on  a  basis  of  S13 
at  the  furnace.  They  believe  that  the 
bottom  has  been  reached  and  are  not  in 
a  hurry  to  tie  themselves  up  on  long  de- 
liveries, even  at  the  advance. 

Several  thousand  tons  have  been  sold 
in  the  week  at  S13.50  and  Si 3.60  Pitts- 
burg, with  the  Carnegie  Co.  in  the  mar- 
ket as  a  buyer,  as  happens  at  intervals. 
The  30  cent  cut  in  Eastbound  pig  iron 
which  \'alley  furnaces  will  have  the 
benefit  of  after  Feb.  27,  means  a  larger 
sale  for  these  irons  in  the  East  and  less 
dependence  upon  Pittsburg  brokers.

Full  Text  of  the  Measure  Proposed  to  Grant 

Self  Government  to  the  Irish 

People. 


Provision   For  a  Legislature  With   Powers 

Similar  to  those  Held  by  State 

Legislatures  Here. 


Irish  Members  Will  Also  Sit  in  the  Imperial 

Parliament  With  Their  Voting 

Rights  Limited. 


The  Contribution  Which  Ireland   Now  Makes 

to  the  Imperial  Exchequer  Will  be 

Greatly  Reduced. 


London.  Feb.  18.— Mr.  Gladstone's 
home  rule  bill,  which  was  read  the£rst 
time  in  the  house  of  commons  last  night, 
is  as  follows: 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  that,  without 
impaiiing  or  restricting  the  supreme  au- 
thority cf  parliament,  an  Irish  legisla- 
ture be  created  for  such  purposes  in  Ire- 
land as  are  in  this  act  mentioned,  be  it 
therefore  enacted  by  the  queen's  most 
excellent  majesty  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  lords,  spiritual 
and  temporal,  and  the  commons,  in  this 
present  parliament  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Article  i.    On  and  after  the  appointed 

day  there  shall  be  established  in  Ireland 
a  legislature  consisting  of  her  majesty 
the  queen  and  two  houses,  a  legislative 
council  and  a  legislative  assembly. 

2.  With  the  exceptions  and  subject  to 
the  restrictions  in  this  act  mentioned, 
there  shall  be  granted  to  the  Irish  legis- 
lature power  to  make  laws  for  the  peace, 
order  and  good  government  of  Ireland 
in  respect  to  matters  exclusively  relat- 
ing to  Ireland  or  some  part  thereof. 

Power  to  Make  Laws  Limited. 

3.  The  Irish  legislature  shall  not  h.ivc 
power  to  make  laws  in  respect  to  the 
tollowing  matters  or  any.of  them:  The 
estates  or  dignity  of  the  crown,  or  the 
succession  to  the  crown,  or  a  regency; 
the  lord  lieutenant  as  representative  of 
the  crown;  the  making  of  peace  or  war; 
matters  arising  from  a  state  of  war;  the 
naval  or  military  forces,  or  the  defense 
of  the  realm;  treaties  and  other  relations 
with  foreign  states  or  the  relations  be- 
tween the  different  parts  of  her  majesty's 
dominions  or  offenses  connected  with 
such  treaties;  dignities  or  titles  of  honor; 
treason  or  treason-felony;  alienage  or 
naturalization;  tr.ade  v.ith  any  place  out 
of  Ireland;  quarantine  or  navigation,  ex- 
cept in  respect  to  inland  waters;  local 
health  or  harbor  regulations;  beacons, 
lighthouses  or  sea  marks,  except  so  far 
as  they  can  consistently  with  any  gen- 
eral act  of  parliament  be  constructed  or 
maintained  by  local  harbor  authority; 
coinage,  legal  tender,  standard  weights 
and  measures;  trademarks, merchandise 
marks,  copyright  or  patent  rights.  Any 
law  made  in  contravention  to  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  void. 

4.  The  powers  of  the  Irish  legislature 
shall  not  extend  to  the  malting  of  any 
law  respecting  the  establishment  or  en- 
dowment of  religion  or  prohibition  of  the 
exercise  thereof,  or  conferring  any  privi- 
lege, on  account  of  religious  belief,  or 
abrogating  or  prejudicially  affecting  the 
right  to  establish  or  maintain  any  place 
of  denominational  education  or  any  de- 
nominational institution  or  charity,  or 
prejudicially  affecting  the  right  of  any 
child  to  attend  a  school  receiving  pub- 
lic money,  without^attending  the  religi- 
ous instruction  at  the  school;  or  whereby 
any  person  may  be  deprived  of  life, 
liberty  or  property  without  due  process 
of  the  law,  or  may  be  denied  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws,  or  whereby  pri- 
vate property  may  be  taken  without  just 
compensation,  or  whereby  any  existing 
corporation,  incorporated  by  royal 
charter  or  by  local  and  gen- 
eral act  of  parliament,  not 
being  a  corporation  raising  for  public 
purposes  taxes,  rates,  cess-dues  or  tolls, 
or  administering  funds  so  raised,  may. 
unless  it  consents  or  the  leave  of  her 
majesty  is  first  obtained  on  an  .iddress 
from  the  two  houses  of  the  Irish  legis- 
lature, be  deprived  of  his  rights,  priv- 
ileges or  property  without  due  process 
of  law;  or  whereby  any  inhabitant  may 
be  deprived  of  his  equal  rights  as  res- 
pects public  sea  fisheries.  Any  law 
made  in  contravention  of  this  section 
shall  be  void 

The  Executive  Power. 

5.  The  executive  power  of  Ireland 
shall  continue  to  be  vested  in  the  queen. 
The  lord  lieutenant,  on  behalf  of  her 
majesty,  may  and  shall,  in  her  majesty's 
name,  summon,  prorogue  and  dissolve 
the  Irish  legislature.  There  shall  be  an 
executive  committee  of  the 
privy  council  ia  Ireland  to 
aid  and  advise  the  government 
of  Ireland,  being  of  such  numbers 
and  comprising  persons  holding  such 
oflTices  as  her  majesty  may  think  fit,  or  as 
mav  be  directed  by  the  Irish  act.  The 
lord  lieutenant  shall,  on  the  advice  of  the 
executive  committee,  give  or  withhold 
the  assent  of  her  majesty  to  bills  passed 
by  the  two  houses  of  the  Irish  legisla- 
ture, subject  to  any  instructions  given  by 
her  majesty  in  respect  to  such  bill. 

The  Irish  legislative  council  shall  con- 
sist of  forty-eight  councillors.  P.ach  of 
the  constituencies  mentioned  in  the  first 
schedule  of  this  act  shall  return  the  num- 
ber of  councillors  named  opposite  there- 
to in  the  schedule. 

Every  man  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  an  elector,  and  when  reg- 
istered to  vote  at  the  election  of  the 
councillor  for  a  constituency,  who  owns 
or  occupies  land  or  a  tenement  m  the 
constituency  of  the  rateable  value  of 
more  than  /20,  subject  to  like  condi- 
tions, as  the  man  who  is  entitled  at  the 
passage  of  the  act  to  be  registered  and 
to  vote  as  a  parliamentary  elector  with 
respect  to  ownership  qualification,  pro- 
vided that  a  man  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
be  registered,  nor  if  registered  to  vote  at 


the  election  of  a  councillor  in  more  than 
one  constituency  in  the  same  year. 

The  terra  of  office  of  every  councillor 
shall  be  eight  years.  They  shall  not  be 
affected  by  dissolution.  Half  the  coun- 
cillors shall  retire  every  fourth  year, 
and  their  seats  shall  be  filled  by  a  new 
election. 

7.  The  Irish  legislative  assembly 
shall  consist  of  inembers  returned  by 
the  existing  parliamentary  constituen- 
cies of  Ireland,  or  the  existing  divisions 
thereof,  and  elected  by  the  parliamentary 
electors  in  those  constituencies.  The 
Irish  legislitive  assembly  when  sum- 
moned may,  unless  sooner  dissolved, 
have  continuance  for  five  years  from 
-the  day  on  which  the  summons  directs  it 
to  meet,  and  no  longer. 

8.  After  six  years  from  the  passing  of 
the  act  the  Irish  legislature  may  alter 
the  qualifications  of  electors  and  con- 
stituencies, provided  that  in  sach  distri- 
bution due  regr.rd  be  held  for  the  popu- 
lation of  the  constituencies. 

If  a  bill  or  any  provision  of  a  bill 
adopted  by  the  legislative  assembly  be 
lost  by  the  disagreement  of  the  legisla- 
tive council,  and  after  dissolution  or  a 
period  of  two  years  from  such  disagree- 
ment such  bill  or  a  bill  for  enacting  said 
provisions  be  again  adopted  bvthe  legis- 
lative assembly  and  fails  within  three 
months  afterwards  to  be  adopted  by  the 
legislative  council,  the  same  shall  forth- 
with be  submitted  to  the  members  of 
the  two  houses  deliberating  and  voting 
together  thereon,  and  shall  be  adopted 
or  rejected  according  to  the  decision  of 
the  majority  of  those  members  voting  on 
the  question. 

Representation  in  the  Commons. 

c).  Unless  and  until  parliament  other- 
wise determines  the  foregoing  provis- 
i.  ns  shall  have  effect.  Each  of  the  con- 
stituencies named  in  the  second  sched- 
ule shall  return  to  serve  in  parliament 
the  number  of  members  named  opposite 
thereto  in  that  schedule  and  no  more. 
The  existing  divisions  of  the  constituen- 
cies, shall,  save  as  provided  in  that 
schedule,  be  alnjlished. 

An  Irish  representative  peer  in  the 
house  of  lords  and  a  member  of  the 
house  of  commons  for  an  Irish  constitu- 
ency shall  not  be  entitled  to  deliberate 
or  vote  on  any  dilatory  motion  in  relation 
thereto,  the  operation  of  which  bill  or 
motion  is  confined  to  Great  Britain  or 
some  part  thereof,  or  any  motion  or  res- 
olution relating  solely  to  a  tax  not  raised 
or  to  be  raised  in  Ireland,  or  any  vote  on 
an  appropriation  of  money  made  ex- 
clusively for  some  service  not 
mentioned  in  the  third  sched- 
ule, any  motion  or  resolution  re- 
ferring exclusively  to  Great  Britain 
or  some  part  thereof,  or  some  local  au- 
thority or  some  person  or  thing  therein. 
Any  motion  incident.^1  to  such  motion  or 
resolution  as  either  is  last  mentioned  or 
relates  solely  to  some  tax  not  raised  in 
Ireland  or  incidental  to  any  such  vote  or 
appropriation  of  money  aforesaid  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  a  question  otherwise 
than  in  each  house  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  house. 

The  election  laws  and  laws  relating  to 
the  qualification  of  parliamentary  elec- 
tions shall  not  be  ..Itered  by  the  Irish 
legislature,  but  this  enactment  shall  not 
prevent  the  Irish  legislature  from  deal- 
ing with  any  officers  concerned  with  the 
issue  of  writs  of  election.  If  any  oflficers 
are  so  dealt  with,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
her  majesty  in  council  to  arrange  for  the 
issue  of  such  writs.  Writs  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  such  order  shall  be  of  the  same 
effect  as  if  issued  in  the  manner  hereto- 
fore accustomed. 

Finance. 

10.  On  and  after  the  appointed  day 
there  shall  be  an  Irish  exchequer  and 
consolidated  fund  separate  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  duties  of  cus- 
toms and  excise  .and  the  duties  of  post- 
age shall  be-  imposed  by  act  of  parlia- 
ment, but  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  Irish  legislature  m.iy,  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  public  service 
in  Ireland,  impose  other  taxes,  save  as 
in  this  .".ct  mentioned  All  matters  re- 
lating to  taxes  in  Irela  id  and  the  col- 
lection and  management  thereof  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  Irish  act.  The  same 
shall  be  collected  and  managed  by  the 
Irish  government  and  shall  form  part  of 
the  public  revenue,  of  Ireland,  provided 
that  duties  and  customs  snail  be  regu- 
lated, collected,  managed  and  paid  into 
the  exchequer  of  the  United  Kingdom 
as  heretofore,  and  all  prohibitions  in 
connection  with  duties  and  excise,  so  far 
as  regards  articles  sent  out  of  Ireland, 
and  all  matters  relating  to  those  duties 
shall  be  regulated  by  act  of  parliament. 

Excise  duties  on  articles  consumed  in 
Great  Britain  shall  be  paid  in  Great  Bri- 
tain or  to  an  officer  of  the  government. 
All  public  revenues  in  Ireland  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Irish  exchequer  and  form  a 
consolidated  fund  appropriated  to  the 
public  service  of  Ireland  by  the  Irish 
act.  If  the  duties  of  excise  are  increased 
above  ihe  rates  in  force  on  March  i,  the 
net  proceeds  in  Ireland  of  the  duties  in 
excess  of  said  rates  shall  be  paid  from 
the  Irish  exchequer  to  the  exchequer  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 

If  the  duties  of  excise  are  reduced  be- 
low the  rates  in  force  on  said  day  and 
the  net  proceeds  of  such  duties  in  Ire- 
land are,  in  consequence,  less  than  the 
net  proceeds  of  the  duties  before  the  re- 
duction, a  sum  equal  to  the  deficiency 
shall,  until  otherwise  agreed  between  the 
treasury  and  the  Irish  government,  be 
paid  from  the  exchequer  of  the  United 
Kingdom  into  the  Irisn  exchequer. 

11.  The  hereditary  revenues  of  the 
crown  in  Ireland  which  are  managed  by 
the  commissioners  of  her  majesty's 
woods,  forests  and  land  revenues  shall 
continue  during  the  life  of  her  present 
majesty  and  shall  be  managed  and  col- 
lected by  those  commissioners.  The  net 
amount  payable  by  them  to  the  ex- 
chequer on  account  of  these  revenues, 
after  deducting  all  expenses,  but  includ- 
ing an  allowance  for  interest  on  such 
price  and  sale  of  those  revenues  as  have 
not  been  reinvested  by  Ireland,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  account  (Ireland) 
hereinafter  mentioned  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Irish  exchequer. 

A  person  shall  not  be  required  to  pay 
an  mcome  tax  in  Great  Britain  in  re- 
spect to  property  situate  or  business  car- 
ried on  in  Ireland.  A  person  shall  not 
be  required  to  pay  an  income  tax  in  Ire- 
land in  respect  to  property  situate  or 
business  carried  on  in  Great  Britain.  For 
the  purpose  of  giving  Ireland  the  benefit 
of  the  difference  between  the  income  tax 
collected  by  Great  Britain  from  British 
colonial  and  foreign  securities 
held  by  residents  of  Ireland,  and  the  in-

Facts  Which  Have  Come  Out  Regarding  the 

Real    Estate  Market  in  St.   Paul 

and  Minneapolis. 


The   House    Decides  to    Make   Committee 
Meetings  Exclusive  Except  to  Mem- 
bers and  the  Press. 


A  Hearing  on  the  West  Duluth  Water  Com- 
pany's Bills  is  to  be  Given  Next 
Thursday. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  18.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— The  condition ot  the  Minneap- 
olis real  estate  market  during  January 
may  be  surmised  from  the  fact  that  the 
county  had  to  make  up  a  deficit  in  the 
expenses  of  the  register  of  deed's  office. 
St.  Paul's  real  estate  was  nearly  in  the 
same  boat  tor  January. 

The  Pioneer  Press  has  come  out  in  an 
editorial  against  Markham's  railroad 
tax  bill,  which  is  called  a  weak  effort  in 
a  bad  cause.  It  calls  in  question  the 
point  as  to  whether  the  bill  may  not  re- 
peal the  3  per  cent  gross  earning  tax, 
a  point  settled  beyond  cavil  or  doubt  by 
the  arguments  before  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee of  the  senate.  There  is  a  hot  lot 
of  representatives  and  senators  from  the 
northern  portion  of  the  state  in  St.  Paul 
today  and  the  threat  is  freely  made  that 
the  measure  will  be  carried  in  spite  of 
the  judiciary  committee  and  corporation 
organs. 

The  following  bills  were  introduced  in 
the  senate  today:  By  Davis,  a  bill  to 
amend  the  military  code  of  the  state  so 
as  to  make  the  militia  of  the  state  con- 
sist of  two  regiments  instead  ot  three, 
and  of  one  battery  of  heavy  artillery;  by 
Keller,  a  bill  to  provide  the  manner  of 
securing  vacation  of  highways;  by  San- 
born, a  bill  to  prevent  state  officers  or 
employes       bein.?         interested  in 

contracts  for  supplies;  by  Tawney,  a  bill 
amending  the  statutes  relating  to  boards 
cf  health,  instructing  township  super- 
visors to  notify  the  auditor  when  con- 
tagious diseases  prevail  in  their  town- 
ships, who  shall  bring  it  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  county  commissioners; 
by  Tawney,  an  act  making  loitering 
of  anyone  around  depots  or  railway 
cars  a  misdemeanor;  by  McHale,  a 
bill  authorizing  the  city  council  to  issue 
bonds  to  refund  indebtedness;  by  Marsh, 
compelling  venders  of  naptha,  gasoline, 
benzine,  etc.,  to  label  the  same;  by  Al- 
len, a  bill  providing  for  the  organization 
of  all  unorganized  counties  which  cast 
300  votes  at  the  last  election. 

J.  G.  McGraw,  of  Crookston,  has  been 
tendered  the  position  of  state  weigh- 
master  at  Duluth,  and  will  enter  upon 
his  duties  May  i.  McGraw  was  for- 
merly a  Populist,  but  returned  to  the 
Republican  fold  when  Nelson  was  nom- 
inated for  governor. 

The  following  bills  were  recommended 
to  pass  by  the  committee  of  the  whole  of 
the  senate  today:  Dedon's  bill  to  em- 
power the  state  to  sell  public  lands  and 
write  in  the  deed  a  clause  reserving  all 
mineral  rights;  Morse's  bill  compelling 
all  county  officers  to  make  monthly  re- 
ports to  the  county  auditor;  Mc- 
Ewen's  house  bill  to  allow  towns 
to  issue  bonds  to  build  town  halls;  Bleek- 
er's  house  bill  relating  to  evidence  in 
civil  actions;  Morse's  bill  providing  for 
state  inspection  of  elevators  or  lifts; 
Phillips'  bill  providing  for  garnishment 
of  municipal  corporations;  Craig's  bill 
providing  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commissioners  investigate  swamp 
land  grants  and  report  as  to 
whether  the  railroads  have  complied 
with  the  acts  giving  them  grants  or  not; 
Dedon's  bill  fixing  weights  and  measures 
of  agricultural  products,  and  Tawney 's 
bill  providing  for  protection  of  moton- 
eers  on  street  cars  during  winter  months, 
amended  so  as  to    exclude  trailing  cars. 

The  house  found  it  necessary  this 
morning  to  pass  a  resolution  making  the 
meetings  of  house  committees  exclusive, 
except  to  members  of  the  house  and  sen- 
ate and  the  press,  owing  to  considerable 
hair  pulling  between  lobbyists,  when  the 
committees  are  endeavoring  to  take  final 
action  upon  bills  affecting  their  inter- 
ests. 

The  hearing  before  the  house  judiciary 
committee  on  the  bill  relative  to  the 
water  company  affairs  of  West  Duluth 
will  come  up  Thursday  for  consider- 
ation.

At  the  city  hall  the  other  day  a  com. 
pany  of  reporters  and  members  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Sons  of  F^asc 
were  discussing  several  men  in  Duluth 
who  are  financial  failures  because  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  dreamers,  triflers,  im- 
practicable theorists  or  grasping  after 
some  prize  not  seen,  appreciated  or  en- 
dorsed by  the  critical  and  cold  hearted 
public,  Columbus  only  escaped  ever- 
lasting commitment  to  that  class  by 
getting  out  and  discovering  something. 
Some  men  are  classed  there  because  of 
circumstances  and  others  because  they 
belong  theic.  From  those  ranks  may  be 
evolved  the  crank,  the  great  discoverer 
or  the  peculiarly  constituted  member  of 
humanity  may  remain  a  nonentity  to  the 
end. 

"i  know  one  man  who  cracked  the 
shell  and  surprised  everybody  by  attain- 
ing an  importance  at  one  time  never 
dreamed  of — and  that  was  I-'.dward  Eg- 
gleston," said  Fr.ink  Burke,  "i  knew 
that  popular  author  when  he  was  a  poor 
Methodist  preacher  riding  the  Traverse 
cirt  uit  in  this  state.  That  was  during 
the  years  of  185789.  Eggleston  had  a 
long  circuit  and  his  book  'The  Circuit 
Rider'  is  based  on  his  ex- 
periences at  that  time.  i  know 
every  character  in  that  book. 

"He  was  in  those  days  a  tall,  spare, 
well  built  man,  with  a  face  of  no  partic- 
ular attraction  and  an  average  ability  as 
a  preacher.  He  boarded  at  a  house  of 
some  friends  of  mine  and  was  notorious 
for  his  laziness,  lack  of  vigor  and  his 
constant  perusal  of  books.  He  would 
lie  down  on  the  grass  with  his  face  rest- 
ing in  his  hands  and  pore  over  a  book 
by  the  hour.  He  forgot  his  meals  and 
was  cither  so  pre-ocupied  with  his 
thought  or  so  lazy  that  the  bovs  would 
have  to  carry  up  the  wood  to  his  room 
to  keep  him  comfortable.  If  that  was 
not  done  he  would  stay  there  and  read 
and  shiver  and  freeze.  He'd  forget  his 
meals,  and  when  he  was  riding  from  one 
charge  to  another  he  would  sit  on  his 
horse  absorbed  in  a  book  resting  on  the 
horn  of  the  saddle, 

"No  one  expected  he'd  ever  create 
any  stir  in  the  world  or  amount  to 
enough  to  pay  for  the  powder  to  blow 
him  up.  Then  to  cap  all,  he'd  married 
a  young  girl  who  had  less  force  appar- 


ently than  he.  She  was  big  and 
fat  and  goodnatured.  She  was 
of  good  family  but  had  come 
West  onto  the  frontier  in  an  early  day 
and  had  missed  all  educational  .advant- 
ages and  was  more  ignorant  of  books 
tlian  even  is  permissible  for  the  wife 
even  of  a  pioneer  Methodist  preacher. 

"Well,  all  the  time  people  through 
Eggleston  was  asleep,  the  wheels  had 
been  going  around  in  his  head  to  the 
best  of  advantage.  He  got  out  his  lirst 
book,  then  another,  and  who  he  is  and 
what  he  has  done  is  known  today  by  al- 
most every  household  in  the  country. 
One  pleasing  fact  is  that  he  took  right 
hold  of  that  good-natured,  easy,  young 
wife,  commenced  to  teach  her,  sent  her 
to  school,  brought  her  up  to  his  level 
mentally,  and  today  there  is  not  a  more 
cultured,  intelligent  lady  in  the  land." 

*        ♦        * 

"There's  one  of  the  gri^atest  men  of 
the  age,"  remarked  Thomas  Clark  the 
other  morning  to  an  applicant  for  a 
building  permit,  as  he  pointed  to  a  news- 
paper cut  of  Gladstone.  "Just  think  1  A 
man  84  years  old,  standing  up  and  deliv- 
ering a  speech  three  hours  in  length, 
Gladstone  is  a  great  man,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  effect  of  the  murders  and 
outrages  in  Ireland,  his  work  for  the 
Irish  people  would  today  be  bearing 
greater  results. 

"I  once  nearly  lost  the  best  job  I  ever 
held  by  going  to  hear  Mr.  Gladstone 
speak.  1  was  in  the  civil  service  in 
Edinburg  and  all  my  superiors  were  rank 
Tories.  A  while  before  the  speaking 
commenced,  1  slipped  on  my  coat  and 
hat  and  made  my  way  to  the  rear  of  the 
hall,  where  I  persuaded  a  'policeman  to 
let  me  slip  in  by  the  forbidden  eiitrance. 
I  passed  in,  crossed  the  stage  and  se- 
cured a  seat  right  up  front.  When  I  got 
back  to  my  duties  there  was  a  great  up- 
roar and  1  was  asked  where  I  had  been 
and  why  1  left  my  duties  without  per- 
mission. My  superiors  smelted  a  rat 
and  it  was  only  by  a  finely  told  fairy 
tale  that  I  kept  them  in  ignorance  and 
saved  my  job.  As  it  was  1  received  a 
severe  reprimand. 

'On  another  occasion  Mr.  Ciiadstone, 
accompanied  by  the  E..rl  of  Roscbery, 
had  an  appointment  to  address  the 
Liberal  club  of  Edinbuig'.  A  crowd  of 
us  met  their  carriage  about  two  miles 
from  the  city,  unhitched  the  horses,  and, 
with  the  coachman  and  footman  in  their 
seats,  marched  triv.mphantly  into  th'- 
city,  the  people  on  the  streets  and  m  liie 
buildings  cheering  wildly  as  we  dragged 
along  the  carriage  and  its  honored  occu- 
pants. I 

"The  students  of  the  univ.^rsily  of 
Edinburg  f.Cviuci  tly  made  wild  demon 
strations  over  Gladstone.  There  was  a 
host  of  them,  and  when  they  took  a 
notion  to  do  a  thing,  they  usually  did  it. 
Professor  Blackie.  the  renowned  profes- 
sor of  Greek,  was  the  onJiV  man  who 
could  influence  them  when  tney  got  wild. 
His  hair  was  snowy  white  and  hung  in 
long  locks  over  his  shoulders.  He 
always  wore  a  .Scotch  plaid  shawl  and 
was  famous  for  his  iharp  wit. 

"On  one  occasion  when  absent,  he  left 
on  his  door  the  v.ovds-'Professor 
Blackie  will  not  meet  his  classes  today,' 
.-\  student  came  along,  erased  the  let- 
ter C  which  caused  the  notice  to  read — 
'Professor  Blackie  will  not  meet  his 
lasses  today,'  The  next  day.  when  the 
venerable  old  wit  returned  and  saw  the 


transformation  in  his  bulletin  on  the 
door,  he  simply  went  the  student  one 
better  and  rubbed  out  the  letter  L  which 
made  the  notice  rend — 'Professor 
Blackie  will  not  nic-t  his  asses  today', 
after  which  the  old  fellow  quietly  turned 
around  and  went  back  to  his  house. 

"One  custom  among  the  students  was 
to  always  salute  a  professor  when  met 
on  the  street.  At  the  beginning  of  a 
term  a  lot  of  new  ones  came  in  and  a 
failure  to  give  the  salute  attracted 
Professor  Blackie's  attention.  He  stood 
it  for  a  few  days  but  finally  commenced 
to  take  them  to  task  for  their  rudeness. 
Before  he  had  finished,  however,  he  ab- 
ruptly ended  his  censure  by  the  re- 
mark—'Ah,  I  remembcrl  Puppies  never 
get  their  eyes  open  until  after  the  first 
nine  days."

NEW  DULUTH  HAPPENINGS. 


A  Melbourne   Newspaper   Man  Gives  an    In- 
teresting and  Unprejudicial  View  of 
Affairs  in  Hono'iulu. 


The   English  and   Germans  on   the   Islands 

Will  Sink  National  Prejudice  For 

Commercial  Advantages. 


Secretary  of  State  Foster  Has  Disapproved 

of  Any  Protectorate  Being  Assumed 

by  Minister  Stevens. 


San  Franxisco,  Feb.  iS. -Edmund 
Mitchell,  who  is  on  his  way  to  Chicago 
to  represent  at  the  World's  fair  the  Mel- 
bourne Age  and  other  Australian 
papers,  arrived  on  the  Monowai  yester- 
day. He  spent  fifteen  hours  at  Hono- 
lulu, which  he  utilized  in  interviewing. 
His  views  are  interestinjj,  as  he  is  un- 
prejudiced, and  they  show  that  the 
natives  and  most  of  the  whites  have  no 
sentiment  of  patriotism,  but  are  moved 
solely  by  conunercial  associations. 

Mitchell  tried  to  see  the  queen,  but 
she  declined  to  be  interviewed.  "1  think 
both  the  English  and  Germans  on  the 
islands  will  sink  their  national  preju- 
dices, if  for  plain  conmiercial  advan- 
tages," said  Mitchell.  "Many  foreign- 
ers and  some  Americans  consider  the 
hoisting  of  the  American  flag  a  great 
mistake,  as  from  all  I  can  gather  there 
was  no  turbulence  and  no  danger  to  the 
provisional  government. 

"Although  the  natives  and  some  for- 
eigners declare  Hawaii  is  ready  to  be 
admitted  as  a  state  of  the  I'nion,  this  is 
absurd,  for  the  natives  are  not  tit  to  vote. 
Even  the  sanguine  annexationists  are 
bothered  by  one  thing.  Suppose  the 
islands  are  made  a  territory  like  Alaska, 
would  the  United  States  be  willing  to 
iccogni.?e  the  cheap  contract  labor  sys- 
tem, without  which  the  sugar  planta- 
tions cannot  be  worked.'  This  is  what 
is  worrying  the  leading  foreigners." 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  STEVENS. 


The  Secretary    of    State   Has  Disavowed    the  j 
Protectorate.  ' 

Washington,  Feb.  i6.— The  corre- 
spondence sent  into  the  senate  by  the 
president  to  accompany  the  Hawaiian 
treaty  contains  the  text  of  Secretary 
Foster's  despatch  cf  Feb,  ii,  an  abstract 
of  which  went  out  bv  the  last  mails  to 
Honolulu,  disavowing  Mr.  Stevens'  pro- 
tectorate. The  known  facts  in  reference 
to  the  events  leading  up  to  the  protec- 
torate are  stated  and  it  continues: 

"So  far  as  your  action  amounts  to  ac- 
cording to  the  request  of  the  de  facto 
sovereign  government  'of  Hawaii  tor  the 
co-operation  of  the  moral  and  material 
forces  of  the  United  .States  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  frcm  appre- 
hended disorders,  your  action  is  com- 
r.-.ended.  But  so  far  as  it  mav  appear  to 
overstep  that  limit,  by  setting  the  autho-  I 
rity  and  power  cf  the  United  States  I 
above  that  of  the  government  of  the  '\ 
Hawaiian  islands  in  the  capacity  of  pro- 
tector, to  impair  in  any  way  the  inde- 
pendent sovereignty  of  the  Hawaiian 
government  bv  substituting  the  llag  and 
power  ot  the  United  States  as  the  symbol 
and  manifestation  of  paramount  autho- 
rity, it  is  disavowed. 

"Instiuctions  will  be  sent  to  the  com- 
manding officers  of  the  United  States 
naval  forces  in  the  Hawaiian  watci 5  con- 
tirming  ar.d  renewin^^  the  instructions 
heretofore  given  them,  under  which  they 
are  authorized  and  directed  to  co-oper- 
ate with  you  for  the  preservation  of 
American  life  and  property  and  the 
maintenance  of  good  order  in  case  cf 
need.  \  our  own  instructions  in  the  same 
sense  are  continued. 

"You  are  accorilinglv  authorized,  upon 
the  receipt  of  these  instructions,  to  ar- 
range with  the  commanding  naval ofli(er 
for  the  continued  presence  on  shore  of 
such  marine  force  as  may  be  practicable 
to  protect  the  lives,  being,  however,  al- 
ways careful  to  make  due  discrimination 
between  those  functions  of  voluntary  or 
accorded  protection  and  the  assumption 
of  a  protectorate  over  the  Hawaiian 
islands  by  the  United  States. 

"No  steps  need  be  taken  by  you,  or  j 
will  be  sanctioned  by  this  government  ! 
which  rriight  tend  to  derogate  in  any 
way  from  the  independence  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Hawaiian  isknds,  which 
the  United  States  have  recognized  as  sov- 
ereign and  with  which  they  tre.it  on 
terms  of  sovereign  equality.  Tele- 
graphic instruction  briefly  outlining  the 
substance  of  this  dispatch  will  be  sent  to 
you,  by  way  of  San  Francisco,  by  the 
mail  steamer  sailing  from  that  port  on 
the  isth  inst."

FORMALLY   OPENED. 


The 


"Hallelujah.  'Tis  Done"  is  the  song 
carolled  by  the  aldermen  todav  when 
they  remember  that  the  tortuous  ar.d 
long-winded  impeachment  proceedings 
against  the  tire  commissioners  arc 
ended,  so  far  as  personal  attendance  is 
concerned.  'Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  servants,  go  thou  up  higher— go 
to  the  supreme  court,"  murmur  Commis- 
sioners Hart  a.'^d  Heiin^ki. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the 
transactio.-i  of  routine  business  until  2:30 
o'clock,  at  which  hour  Mr.  Rude,  senior 
counsel  for  the  defense,  commenced  his 
argument.  It  was  of  some  length,  quite 
exhaustive  and  showed  Mr.  Rude  to  be 
an  attorney  of  no  small  experience  and 
ability.  He  quoted  authorities  m  abun- 
dance and  advanced  the  claim  that  the 
charges  «pere  not  sufiiciently  explicit 
and  that  for  reasons  purely  technical,  if 
no  other,  the  defendants  should  be  found 
innocent  ci  the  malfeasances  charged. 

J.  D.  Holmes  followed  with  the  clos- 
ing argunient  and  confined  himself 
closely  10  the  legal  aspects  of    the  case. 

When  Mr.  Holmes  had  done.  Alder- 
man Kennedy  clamored  for  a  recess 
and  Alderman  Weiss  put  forward  a  mo- 
tion to  take  up  regular  business.  The 
two  motions  resulted  in  an  executive  ses- 
sion. In  about  ten  minutes  that  ended, 
the  city  fathers  filed  back  into  the  coun- 
cil chamber  and  the  culmination  of  the 
two  months  of  bad  blood,  investigations 
and  general  fussing,  soon  was  seen. 
Alderman  Dingwall  s  resolution  waj 
read  and  the  couikiI  voted  on  each 
count  against  each  commissioner  sepa- 
rately, Mr.  Hart's  head  falling  in  the 
basket  tirat.  Each  vote  invariablv  stood 
as  t'oilows: 

.Ayes — Butchart,  Cox,  Coventry,  Ding- 
wall, Hugo,  Helm.  Kennedy,  Nelson, 
Sorenson,  Weiss  and  President  Hugo 
—  II. 

Navs — None. 

Absent  —Wilson,  Thomas  and  Long. 

-At  the  same  time  and  by  the  same 
vote,  the  resolution  was  passed  declar- 
ing the  charges  sustained  and  the  offices 
vacant.  President  Hugo  declared  the 
resolution  carried,  the  coursel  for  thede- 
fense  noted  an  exception  and  the  cur- 
tain fell  on  the  sce.ie.  Ere  many  hours 
roll  around  it  is  expected  that  the  de- 
fendants will  appeal  the  case  to  the  su- 
preme court. 

In  the  line  of  regular  business  Day  K. 
Srr.ith.  of  the  Duiulh  Transfer  railway, 
submitted  a  communication  which  was 
read,  asking  the  council  to  assist  the 
company  in  securing  its  bridge  across 
the  St.  Louis  bay  from  Grassy  Point.  He 
said : 

"It  has  been  intimated  within  a  day  or 
two  that  our  bill  is  held  up  at  Washing- 
ton because  of  inability  to  decide  upon 
the  matter  of  the  Connor's  Point  bridge. 
We  do  not  see  why  such  conditions 
should  exist,  and  trust  you  will  be  able  in 
the  interests  of  Duluth  to  take  action  and 
assist  in  bringing  about  the  passage  of  our 
bill.  Should  von  consider  it  advisable  to 
have  a  consultation,  I  shall  be  very  gl<d 
to  appear  before  you  or  vour  com.mittce 
at  any  time  and  place  you  may  menfion. 
I  earnestly  and  sincerely  ask  your  help 
in  the  matter,  and  can  assure  you  I  ask 
it  fully  as  much  m  the  interests  of  the 
city  as  of  the  Duluth  Transfer  Railway 
compiny."

Passenger  rates  will    be  the    general 

topic  of  a  meeting  soon    to    be   held  by 

the  several  trade  organizations   of   Min- 

neapclis,  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  in  the  city 

of  St.  Paul.  These  bodies  have  no  bones 
to  pick  with  the  railroad  companies,  but 
merely  desire  to  reach  an  adjustment  of 
rates  which  shall  be  advantageous  to 
these  Northwestern  cities  at  a  time  when 
railroad  rates  are  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance,  i.  e.,  in  the  year  of  the  World's 
fair. 

One  chief  reason,  and  the  chiefest,  per- 
haps, for  calling  the  meeting  IS  the  ad- 
justment of  summer  rates  from  Southern 
points  to  Duluth  and  Minneapolis, 
which  are  not  proportionately  as  in  com- 
parison with  summer  rates  to  other 
places. 

.Another  adjustment  to  be  made  Is  in 
the  case  of  Worla's  fair  rates.  The 
Minneapolis.  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  organ- 
izations are  not  afraid  that  sufficiently 
low  rates  will  not  be  made  from  these 
points  to  Chicago,  but  it  is  proposed  ttiai 
when  the  World's  Fair  crowd  is  in  Chi- 
cago rates  from  that  city  to  Northwest- 
ern points  will  be  sufficiently  low  to  en- 
able the  Northwest  to  get  her  share  of 
attention. 

The  St.  Paul  bodies  have  signified  to- 
day as  a  convenient  day  for  the  confer- 
ence, but  it  was  found  that  the  Duluth 
bodies  would  scarcely  be  able  to  attend 
at  that  dme  and  conseauently  the  meet- 
ing has  been  postponed  until  Monday.

PiTTSBLKG,  Feb.  18.— Hugh  O'Don- 
nell was  this  morning  declared  guiltless 
of  the  murder  of  T.  J.  O'Connors,  a 
Pinkerton  detective  who  lost  his  life  in 
connection  with  the  Homestead  riot  of 
July  6.  Hugh  O'Donnell's  case  was  the 
third  tried  on  this  charge,  and  the  third' 
acquittal.  Among  attorneys,  it  was  felt 
that  the  plea  decided  upon  in  O'Don- 
nell's case  was  non-hazardous.  The  re- 
sult ha?,  however,  justified  the  oft-heard 
assertion  that  it  would  be  almost  impos- 
sible to  secure  conviction  in  any  of  the 
cases. 

The  attendance  at  the  court  this  morn- 
ing was  not  large.  As  soon  as  the  court 
was  opened,  the  jury  tiled  into  their 
places.  O'Donnell  appeared  careworn 
and  evidently  h;id  slept  but  little  during 
the  night.  He  stood  and  faced  the  jury 
at  the  command  of  the  court. 

The  moment's  delay  while  the  fore- 
man fumbled  through  his  pockets  in 
search  of  the  all-important  document 
was  painfully  oppressive.  O'Donnell's 
gaze  was  rivetctl  upon  the  foreman,  his 
chest  heaving  with  suspense.  The  clerk 
of  the  court  hastily  broke  the  seal  and 
read:     "We  find  the  prisoner  not  guilty." 

O'Donnell  drew  a  long  sigh  ot  relief, 
while  his  face  flushed  with  pleasure. 
The  murmur  of  approval  that  sounded 
through  the  court  room  was  (|uickly 
hushed  and  the  jury  dismissed.  O'Don- 
nell, who  was  still  standing  in  the  pris- 
oner's box,  turned  to  his  wife  and  niece 
who  immediately  rushed  to  his  embrace, 
while  the  tears  that  welled  from  the 
eyes  of  the  trio  coursed  flown  their 
cheeks. 

Counsel  and  friends  pressed  about 
them  leadering  congratulations.  O'Don- 
nell was  permitted  to  remain  in  the  court 
room  about  half  an'hour  and  then  taken 
back  to  the  jail,  pending  application  for 
his  release  on  bail,  which  will  be  made 
some  day  next  week.  O'Donnell  must 
yet  answer  to  the  charge  of  treason,  riot 
and  conspiracy.  Bail  was  once  refused 
on  the  additional  charge  of  murder

IMPRESSIONS  OF  DULUTH. 

The  Views  of  a  Young   Lady  Visitor    From 
Grand  Rapids.  Mich. 

Instead  of  a  God-forsaken  out-of-the- 
way  place,  where  .t  svmpathetic  tear 
shed  out-of-deors  drops  to  the  earth  in  a 
sharp  icicle  and  men  and  women  resem- 
ble polar  bears  in  au. re  if  not  in  dispo- 
sition, we  lind  the  pulse  of  the  people  in 
a  sermon  on  "Rrotherly  Love"  in  the 
morning  paper,  less  snow  on  the  ground 
than  in  Michigan  .md  a  delightfully 
clear  air  that  makes  us  think,  as  we  look 
our  friends  in  the  face,  as  though  wc 
had  always  been  looking  through  a  glass 
dimly.  The  very  atmosphere  of  the 
place  gives  to  the  matrons  as  well  as  the 
maidens  an  elastic  step  and  healthy 
bloom  quite  to  be  envied. 

Even  m  winter  Duluth,  with  its  great- 
est lake  and  massive  hills,  presents  a 
grand,  broad  nicturestjueness  not  again 
met  with  in  America,  and  quite  surpass- 
ing, in  this  respect,  our  beautiful  city  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  We  have  hills 
and  a  river  windi.ig  between  them  and 
throbbing  through  the  heart  of  the  city 
like  a  great  artery  that  gives  off  life  and 
vitality  in  the  water  power  which  it  iur- 
nishes  to  the  largest  furniture  factories 
in  the  world,  and  shaded  river  drives 
and  a  splendid  landscape  spread  out  be- 
fore us  from  the  eastern  bluffs,  showing 
in  the  foreground  the  business  portion  of 
Grand  Rapids  alon.;  liie  river,  then  the 
river  and  its  opposite  shore  in  the  body, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  the 
hills  s-urmounted  by  a  halo 
of  the  setting  sun  tor  the 
b.ack  ground.  These  hills  in  summer, 
with  their  wealth  of  trees  and  foliage, 
\  ie  with  the  hanging  gardens  of  Babylon 
in  beauty,  and  yet  with  all  the  love  and 
appreciation  of  home  scenery,  the  pic- 
ture fairly  seen  from  Duluth  lulls  is  far 
grander,  and  one  must  be  reminded 
there,  if  never  before,  that  "Though  man 
mav  make  a  citv,  God  makes  the  coun- 
try.-" 

Lake  Superior  extends  in  vision  to  the 
line  of  the  setting  sun.  The  thriving 
city  rests  on  the  side  hills  and  is  gradu- 
ally ascending,  while  the  point  of  land, 
nearly  a  mile  in  length  and  a  few  rods 
wide,  formed  by  the  union  of  the  waters 
of  the  river  and  lake,  points  like  a 
prophetic  index  linirer  to  the  great 
harbor  that  is  to  be.  In  my  mind's  eye, 
too,  I  see  hundreds  of  heavily  laden  ships 
and  vessels  steaming  in,  from  which 
flutter  in  the  mingled  .Minnesota  and  Wis- 
consin breezes,  flags  of  all  the  prismatic 
colors,  representing  all  the  commercial 
nations  of  the  world.  At  the  massive 
docks  foreign  commodities  are  ex- 
changed for  Minnesota,  Dakota  and 
Western  wheat  and  grains  which  are 
lo.ided  from  the  largest  elevators  in  the 
world  .'ind  are  nov.-  to  be  seen. 

To  my  surprise  1  find  as  fine  a  system 
of  electric  railroad;  as  Grand  Rapids 
boasts  of.  They  form  a  net  work  in  the 
city  and  extend  as  i?.x  beyond 
the  city  limits  as  the  veins  of  a 
leaf  beyond  the  leaf  stalk.  The  splendid 
class  of  substantial  public  buildings, 
mainly  brown  stone,  show  a  wealth  and 
enterprise  as  nothing':  else  could.  The 
High  school  building  is  one  of  the  largest 
I  have  ever  seen  and  is  certainly  the 
finest,  and  a  st:cce5^ful  kindergarten  in 
operation  under  its  roof  shows  the  Du- 
luth people  to  have  some  interest  in  the 
inside  workings  of  things,  as  well  as  a 
proper  regard  for  the  externals.  Two 
exceptionally  fine  theaters  I  visited  are 
e(|ualcd  only  in  much  Jarger  cities  and 
are  not  e.Kcelled  certainly  by  those  in 
Grand  Rapids. 

As  the  fine  churches  v.ith  their  lofty 
spires  and  the  very  choice  of  the  hills  for 
a  home,  symbolize  the  aspiration  of  the 
community,  so  the  persistence  in  cutting 
out  streets  through  solid  rock  shows  the 
penetration,  determination  anddriv.ntless 
courage.  The  union  of  such  character- 
istics in  any  people  means  something, 
and  to  this  people  in  particular,  it  means 
a  progressive  and  interesting  future  for 
Duluth.

A  TERRIFIC  EARTHQUAKE. 

It  Has  Done  Great  Damage  in  Yellowstone 
Park. 

BozEMAN,  Mont.,  Feb.  18.— Dr.Charles 
H.  Plummer  of  this  city  has  just  re- 
turned from  the  Yellowstone  National 
park,  where  he  went  to  look  over  the 
stock  of  the  Transportation  company. 
The  doctor  reports  that  a  series  of  earth- 
quakes have  been  felt  in  the  park  during 
the  last  few  weeks,  one  of  which  was  the 
most  terrific  eruption  since  the  discovery 
of  the  park. 

The  main  road  south  of  Norris  Geyser 
basin  caved  in  for  a  long  distance  and  to 
an  unknown  depth.  In  one  place  there 
remains  a  huge  gap  in  the  earth  about 
seventy  feet  wide  and  probably  several 
hundred  feet  in  length.  Marks  left  by 
the  recent  earthquakes  are  plainly  visi- 
ble in  a  number  of  places. 

Large  chandeliers  and  lamps  in  the 
hotel  at  Norris  Basin  were  knocked 
down  and  two  pyrsons  in  the  building  at 
the  time  were  much  frightened.  The 
course  of  the  road  at  the  basin  will  have 
to  be  materially  changed,  as  the  damage 
is  so  extensive  that  it  can  never  be  re- 
built. 

A  BRAKEMAN'S  jFATAL  SLIP. 


A  Marquette  Man  Killed   on  the  South   Shore 
Road. 

Ishpf.minT.,  Feb.  18.— Anton  Fuerst- 
bender,  a  brakeman  on  the  Duluth,  South 
Shore  &  Atlantic  railway,  was  instantly 
killed  a  few  miles  west  of  here  yesterday^ 

He  stepped  fromjthe  train  at  Michi- 
gamme  and  the  slippery  snow  on  the 
side  of  the  track  caused  him  to  fall 
under  the  wheels  of  the  freight  train. 
His  head  and  both  feet  were  severed 
from  his  body.  Fuerstbender  was  mar- 
ried in  Marquette  a  few  weeks  ago.

ti  icid,  ])!it  beciiuse  a  girl  has  been  born 
'viti'i  a  gilded  spoon  in  her  mouth  .she  must 
jti'iTorco  h;ive  a  chap«ron  along  to  preservo 
uer  rcrmtation. 

Tha  real  fact  is  not  that  girls  are  less  no- 
hle  or  men  less  honorri})l<',  but  that  foreign 
fp--<hionsare  olitnining  in  or.r  own  country 
vhich  are  humiliating  to  true  womanhood. 

I  .sec  in  this  fa.shion  a  mo^t  humiliating 
Ti'ct,  and  that  is  that  mothtrs  here  all  seem 
t;i  bo  determined  to  marry  their  daughters 
to  loreign  noblemen.  They  fear  that  those 
ptire  and  imin:!culato  saints  from  abroad 
wLl!  :n:sjudge  the  innocent  freedom  of  their 
dMicriitei-s,  and  so  they  try  to  ape  the  style 
tl-at,  prevails  in  other  countries  of  keeping 
a  •■,-:itch  ujion  them  "from  cradle  to  altar." 
'IJie  fuii'itions  of  th.e  chaperon  cease  then. 

^Vo  have  built  up  our  nation  with  true 
hearted  girls  for  our  mothers,  wtio  could 
be  trusted  under  all  circumstances,  and 
our  daughters  are  of  the  .sjime  .stock  or  else 
•vvc  ourselves  are  to  blame.  If  n  girl  cannot 
u;ive  the  confidence  of  her  future  husband 
and  her  parents  without  a  chaperon,  she 
er.nnot  with  one,  aud  who  shall  trust  the 
c'ianeron?  If  a  girl  cannot  be  trusted 
alone  in  company  or  to  go  out  with  a  male 
escoi-t,  then  she  should  be  kept  at  home  or 
n:'ver  allov.etl  to  go  out  without  her  mother 
to  keep  her  in  order. 

The  impartial  observer  must  admit  tha;

I    — ■ 
Description  of  tho  Ilandsnme  Home  That 
Will  Be  rrovided  For  Thcci. 

The  wheelmen  Ot  tho  United  States  and 
their  foreign  brethren  will  have  what  may 
be  termed  a  Worlds  fair  homo  of  their 
own.  The  accommodation  will  bo  not  only 
a  convenience,  but  an  absolute  necessity. 
Any  one  familiar  with  tho  traffic  upon  the 
leading  thoroughfares  of  Chicago  toduy— 
any  one  whose  imaginative  faculty  is  large 
enough  to  prognosticate  what  that  trattic 
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world's  fair  wheelmen's  nEADQUARTEia. 
will  increase  to  a  few  months  hence — can 
very  readily  conjure  up  what  a  continued 
thoroughfare  con£;estion  there  will  bo  from 
morning  to  night  during  the  fair.  The 
streets  running  into  Chicago  will  be  well 
nigh  impas'iable.  and  this  fact  has  resulted 
in  the  establishment  of  a  headquarters  for 
cyclers  within  two  blocks  cf  the  gates  of 
the  exposition. 

Tho  World's  fair  wheelmen's  headquar- 
ters will  1)0  ornate,  so  far  as  exterior  is  con- 
cerned, und  comfortable  and  cozy  in  the 
matter  of  interior  arrangement.  The  ma- 
terials employed  in  tho  construction  are 
Btouc,  brick  und  iron,  a  combination  that 
will  render  the  structure  practically  fire- 
proof. Not  counting  the  ample  basement, 
there  will  bo  four  floors,  to  make  no  men- 
tion of  the  somewhat  dislodge<I  but  at  the 
Kime  time  tulvantageous  sleeping  quarters 
that  are  to  bo  provi<led  in  the  front  and 
rear  of  the  tower.  Built  by  wheelmen  for 
wheelmen— that  is  the  motto  of  the  pro- 
moters, and  by  menus  of  this  enterprise  the 
devotees  of  tho  wheel  will  be  enabled  to 
have  an  infinitely  better  time,  to  resume 
old  acquaintances,  to  make  now  ones,  to 
exchange  thoughts  and  ideas  and  sugges- 
tions, than  if  they  were  compelled  perforce 
to  scatter  themselves  over  the  north,  south 
and  west  divisions  of  tho  Windy  City. 

The  collective  wisdom  of  the  st.ate  di- 
rectors, among  the  list  of  which  are  in- 
cluded tho  representative  wheelmen  of 
Michigan,  Mas.sachusetts,  New  Hampshire, 
Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Wisconsin,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Colorado,  Hhotle  Island,  Connecti- 
cut, Kansas  and  Illinois,  has  been  brought 
to  bear  to  the  end  that  no  clement  that  may 
bar  the  visiting  cyclists  from  having  .a  good 
time  shall  stand  in  tho  waj-.  The  struc- 
ture will  have  commodious  parlors,  recep- 
tion and  reading  rooms,  a  well  equipped  li- 
brary, a  cafe,  a  barber  shop  and  a  bathing 
annex,  whiie  in  addition  large  storing 
houses  for  tho  ni!ichii;es,  together  with  a 
reiKiir  shop,  v,ill  be  in  close  connection  with 
the  structure  proper.  The  sleeping  arrange- 
ments will  bo  .implo  for  several  hundred 
people,  with  prices  much  lower  than  those 
of  the  average!  Chicago  hotel. 

To  all  intents  and  purposes  it  will  be 
a  stag  club,  but  the  gentler  st;x  are  not 
to  bo  forgotten,  and  I  lie  management  of 
tho  club  will  undertake  to  make  ample 
provision  for  their  entertainment  in  the 
imme<iiate  vicinity  of  tho  club,  so  that 
they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  storage 
and  other  facilities  offered  by  the  organiza- 
tion. That  such  a  scheme  is  destined  to 
fulfill  a  real  want  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  hundreds  of  letters  of  inquiry  have 
been  received  from  all  parts  of  this  coun- 
try and  Canada.

Accordingly  A  Verdict  was  Returned  for  the 

Defendant  in  the    Damage   Case 

This  Morning. 


Wynkoop  Secured  a  Small  Verdict  Against 

Lena  McCullough,    Less  Than  the 

Tender  Made. 


Three  judicial  mills  were  grinding  this 
morning  at  the  court  bouse  and  consid- 
erable legal  grist  resulted.  In  roam  No. 
I,  before  Judge  Searle,  the  case  of  Lou- 
isa S.  Ciuilbaust  vs.  Robert  Forbes  was 
continued.  The  case  of  George  McKen- 
zie  vs.  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlan- 
tic railway  was  placed  at  the  foot  of  the 
jury  c.-ilendar.  The  case  of  Harriet 
Wilkins  et  al.  vs.  J.  H.  Brigham  et  al. 
was  not  dismissed  as  s».Tted  yesterday; 
it  should  have  been  the  case  of  Swapson 
vs.  Daniel  Kenny. 

The  somewat  celebrated  and  yet  serio- 
comic case  of  Judge  Spencer  vs.  O.  W. 
Baldwin  which  has  been  hanging  on  for 
two  days  ended  this  morning  after  elo- 
quent and  masterly  summing  up  by  both 
ottorneys,  but  the  jury  didn't  take  much 
time  to  consider  the  case  for  they  were  out 
only  eleven  minutes  and  returned  with 
a  verdict  for  the  defendant  which  leaves 
Judge  Spencer's  feelings  without  any 
judicial  or  financial  salve  to  heal  them. 
There  was  a  large  crowd  in  attendance, 
and  Judge  Searle  left  the  court  house 
immediately  after  the  case  re.iched  the 
jury.

The  Columbia  hotel,  on  West  Michi- 
gan street  opposite  the  Union  depot, 
which  was  opened  on  Thursday  last,  has 
been  so  unfortunate  enough  to  already 
have  an  asphyxiation  case.  An  old  man, 
probably  65  years  of  age,  came  in  on  the 
Great  Northern  train  last  night  and  reg- 
istered at  the  hotel  under  the  name  of 
Con  Lowney. 

He    told    the 
that     he     had 

Mont.,  where 
some  time.  He  had  formerly  been  in  the 
I'pper  Peninsula  of  Michigan  and  was 
on  his  way  to  Bessemer,  Mich.  He  was 
rather  plainly  attired  and  volunteered 
the  information  that  while  he  was  rough- 
ly dressed,  it  was  his  custom  when  trav- 
eling to  do  so,  and  that  his  trunk  con- 
tained some  very  respectable  apparel. 
He  was  a  Scotchman  he  said.  He  also 
stated  that  he  had  not  bad  a  good  square 
meal  since  leaving  Butte. 

About  8:30  o'clock  he  was  shown  to 
his  roori,  a  small  one  on  the  third  floor. 
The  clerk  explained  carefully  bow  10 
put  out  the  gas  and  he  rather  resented  it, 
saying  that  he  had  used  gas  often  enough 
and  understood  how  to  operate  the  light. 
With  that  the  clerk  left  him.  On  both 
sides  of  the  room  are  large  windows 
looking  out  into  the  hall.  Over  these  are 
thin  white  curtains  which  really  do 
not  ser  e  the  purpose  which  they  are 
supposed  to— to  screen  the  interiof  from 
observation.  Mr.  Duff  passed  by  the 
room  at  6:30  o'clock  this  morning  and 
glancing  in,  saw  the  old  man  awake  and 
sitting  on  the  side  of  the  bed. 

He  went  down  stairs  and  upon  going 
up  again  about  8  o'clock  detected  an 
odor  of  gas.  It  was  traced  to  the  old 
man's  room,  and  the  door  was 
broken  open.  He  was  lying 
on  his  back  with  the  covering 
thrown  off  and  with  every  appearance  of 
being  merely  asleep,  but  was  quite  dead. 
There  was  no  indication  of  any  struggle, 
no  frothing  at  the  mouth  and  he  evident- 
ly passed  away  in  his  sleep.  The  jet 
was  about  half  turned  on  and  the  room 
was  filled  with  gas. 

The  body  was  removed  to  Durkan's 
morgue  and  it  has  not  yet  been  deter- 
mined whether  to  hold  an  inquest  or  not. 
In  his  valise  was  found  a  newspaper 
wrapper  addressed  to  Con  Lowney,  at 
Butte,  two  copies  of  the  Daily  News  of 
Galveston,  Tex.,  one  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain News,  of  Denver,  an  empty  liquor 
bottle,  a  piece  of  ginger  bread  and  some 
oranges.

Ignatius  Donnelly  sat  chatting  on  the 
subject  in  his  room  at  the  Hotel  Metro- 
politan in  St.  Paul,  says  "The  Saun- 
terer,"  in  the  Chicago  Post.  To  the 
man  who  has  never  seen  Mr.  Donnelly 
his  simplicity  of  speech  and  manner,  his 

splendid  robustness,  his  intellectual  vi- 
tality and  his  boundless  contidence  and 
enthusiasm  are  sources  of  constant  ad- 
miration. 

Picture  a  short,  compactiv  built  man. 
who  looks  more  like  an  Atlas  without 
the  world  on  his  back  than  like  anything 
else  that  I  can  think  of.  I-ong  night 
work  has  given  a  stoop  to  his  shoulders, 
but  the  tire  that  burns  within  is  too 
strong  to  be  overwhelmed  and  put  out 
by  the  unceasing  vigils  of  the  student. 
The  glow  of  the  healthy  blood  beneath 
the  clear  skin  gives  him  the  appearance 
ot  a  man  v.ho  is  at  the  head  of  some  suc- 
cessful mercantile  establishment  with 
plenty  of  leisure  to  enjoy  life  and  the 
means  wherewith  to  reach  that  end.  He 
is  5  teet  6 '2  inches  tall  and  seems  to  be, 
at  first  sight,  all  head.  His  neck  has 
altogether  lost  its  individuality  if,  m- 
deed,  it  ever  had  any. 


em    circus    through    country     villages, 
going  trom    tavern    to  tavern  drinking, 
carousing  and  stopping  now  and  then  to 
rob  unfortunate  travelers." 
Shows  Great  Work. 

Mr.  Donnelly  opened  a  large  volume 
of  Shakespeare,  a  photo-lithographic 
copy  ot  the  lirst  folio.  The  book  bears 
the  imprint  of  1623  and  contains  icoo 
pages.  One  glance  at  the  story  of 
"Henry  1\'.,"  first  and  second  parts,  will 
convince  the  most  skeptical  that  in  this 
cipher  business  Mr.  Donnelly  is  a 
worker  of  prodigious  industry.  '  There 
is  hardly  room  enough  on  the  big  pages 
to  write  a  word;  no  matter  how  "short 
that  word  may  be.  A  multitude  of  fig- 
ures in  inks  of  different  colors  give  it  a 
singular  and  fantastic  appearance,  as  if 
Mr.  Donnelly  were  trying  to  illuminate 
the  space  by  some  odd  designs  familiar 
only  to  himself.  Every  page  teils  in  an 
unmistakably  eloquent  way  of  prolonged 
and  absorbing  effort.  Here  and  there 
the  lines  are  almost  indistinguishable  by 
long  use.  and  the  book  as  a  whole  is  re- 
dolent of  profound  scholarship  and  un- 
remitting effort. 

He  called  my  attention  particularly  to 
the  queer  pagination.  Opening  at  the 
page  numbered  100  the  two  pages  fol- 
lowing are  blank  and  then  comes  page 
69.  The  play  "King  Henry  VHI,"  ends 
at  page  232.  "Troilus  and  Cressica"  im- 
inediately  follows  and  begins  at  page  79 
instead  of  page  233,  and  in  the  play 
"Troilus  and  Cressida"  the  page  num- 
bering stops  at  80.  The  remainder  of 
the  play  is  not  paged.  "Conolanus"  is 
the  next  play,  and  the  opening  page  is 
numbered  i. 

I  asked  him  how  he  happened  to 
select  the  second  part  of  Henry  1\'  as 
the  starting  point  of  the  cipher  investi- 
gation. 

Stumbled  on  the  Cipher. 
"By  accident,"  he  answered.  "I  was 
just  crawling  along  and  fairly  stumbled 
upon  it.  On  page  74  of  my  edition  thero 
are  ten  words  on  the  first  page,  first  col- 
umn in  brackets,  counting  the  word 
'posthorse'  as  one  word.  1  multiplied 
that  by  74,  and  that  gave  me  the  root 
number.  740.  i  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  cipher  depended  upcn 
the  paging.  The  two  edi:ions  following 
the  first  repeated  every  error  in  the  first 
folio,  including  the  fabe  pagination.  1 
counted  the  lines    and    found    that    the 


The  massive  head  seems  to  be  set 
squarely  on  his  body  and  a  turn-down 
collar,  which  comes  nearly  up  to  the 
lobe  of  the  ear,  helps  to  maintain  the 
fancy  that,  in  its  haste  to  put  out  a  fine 
specimen  of  manhood,  nature  forgot  the 
neck.  The  hair  is  of  a  brownish  tinge. 
The  full  chin  and  heavy  lower  jaw  de- 
note the  bulldo'j  tenacity  of  purpose  that 
is  so  large  a  part  of  this  man's  charac- 
ter. The  thought  struck  me  at  once 
that  if  his  chin  had  been  made  smaller 
originally  it  is  quite  likely  that  he  would 
long  ago  have  given  up  the  cipher  in  de- 
spair. His  eyebrows  are  heavy  and  add 
much  to  the  picturesqueness  of  his  cleri- 
cal face.  Keen  and  penetrating  blue 
eyes  and  a  broad  chest  impress  one  with 
the  fact  that  Ignatius  Donnelly  is  a 
fighter  and  that  he  has  almost  inexhaus- 
tible resources.  He  weighs  200  pounds, 
is  unaffected  in  his  dress  and  his  only 
ornament  is  a  small  gold  stud  in  his  shirt 
front.  He  has  passed  the  sixty-first  mile- 
stone in  his  life  journey.  An  Irishman 
by  descent,  the  sparkling  and  volatile 
nature  of  the  Celt  is  shown  in  his  sunny 
disposition,  his  wit  and  his  desire  to 
laugh  at  everything  that  is  worth  laugh- 
ing at. 

Working  at  the  Cipher. 

With  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  the  great 
Shakespeare  idol  smasher  told  me  how 
he  has  been  mistaken  for  Henry  Ward 
Beecher  and  Ingersoll.  Parenthetically 
I  may  remark  that  the  man  or  woman 
who  imagines  a  likeness  between  Mr. 
Donnelly  and  Mr.  Ingersoll  is  sadly  at 
fault,  for  the  former's  head  is  thickly 
thatched  while  the  eloquent  pagan's  is 
bald  and  shiny.  Donnelly  does  look  a 
good  deal  like  Henry  Ward  Beecher, 
that's  a  fact;  and  he  resembles  Spurgeon, 
the  famous  English  divine,  and  Father 
McGlynn,  as  well. 

"What  has  become  of  the  Shakespeare 
cipher?"  I  asked  him,  and  he  gave  me 
the  answer  that  is  set  at  the  head  of  this 
narrative. 

"I  am  still  working  hard  at  it,"  he 
said.  "1  am  now  engaged  in  unraveling 
the  cipher  in  the  first  part  of  'Henry 
IV' ,'  and  I  am  gratified  to  announce  that 
my  labors  have  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess. The  cipher  that  I  have  dug  cut  of 
this  part  of  'Henry  IV.'  tells  the  story  of 
Bacon's  sending  his  brother  Anthony  to 
Scotland  to  interview  King  James  in 
reference  to  the  succession  to  the  throne 
of  England;  Oueen  Elizabeth,  at  that 
time,  being  very  old  and  liable  to 
die  at  any  moment.  This  trip  was 
a  part  of  the  series  of  plots  and  counter- 
plots between  the  Essex  faction,  to  which 
Bacon  belonged,  on  the  one  side  and  the 
Cecil  faction  on  the  other.  These  plots 
culminated  in  the  historical  outbreak 
which  cost  Essex  his  head.  Bacon  had 
refused  to  follow  him  into  that  rash  en- 
terprise and  thereby  saved  himself  from 
Essex's  fate.  Incidentally  the  same  root 
number  used  by  me  in  following  this 
story  gives  a  description  of  the  Shake- 
speare company  of  actors  traveling 
through  Kent;  a  turbulent  set  of  scamps 
not  unlike  the  gang  that  follows    a  mod-  j 


seven  hundredth  and  fortieth  word  was 
'volume,'  going  down  the  page.  Going 
up  the  page  brought  me  to  the  word 
'mask.'  This  struck  me  as  a  very  singu- 
lar combination — 'volume'  and  'mask'— 
each  a  significant  word.  Taking  the 
other  750  words  backward  and  forward 
produced  the  impression  in  my  mind 
that  the  play  was  as  a  mask  for  the  face. 
Then,  further  experiments  fixed  in  my 
mind  the  fact  that  sure  en- 
ough there  is  a  '  cipher  in 
the  Shakespeare  plays.  Page 
53  multiplied  by  the  seven  italicized 
words  to  be  found  in  the  first  column 
produced  371.  The  371st  word  is'Bacon.' 
Page  54  contains  12  italicized  words. 
Multiplying  these  gave  me  648.  Count- 
ing down  on  page  53  the  648th  word  is 
'Nicholas.'  If  you  start  from  page  54 
and  count  down  and  up  the  next  brings 
the  word  'Bacon.'  The  same  number 
brings  out  the  words  'sir'  and  'son,'  and 
we  have  the  combination:  'Sir  Nicholas 
Bacon's  son.'  I  merely  mention  this 
recent  discovery  to  show  that  the  pro- 
cess is  correct.  Addition  and  subtrac- 
tion, as  well  as  multiplication,  cut  a 
prime  figure;  addition  and  subtraction 
alternately.  The  matter  as  shown  rep- 
resents a  regular  arithmetical  progres- 
sion. There  is  no  haphazard  work  about 
it." 

Says  it  Will  Convince  All. 

"Do  you  hope  that  the  coming  book 
on  the  cipher  will  convince  the  doubting 
Thomases?"  I  asked. 

"Yes,  I  do,  assuredly,"  he  replied,  not 
without  a  shade  of  triumph  in  his  tones. 
"In  'The  Great  Cryptogram,'  while  I  had 
worked  out  the  cipher  rtle  sufficiently 
to  show  the  groups  of  words  that  consti- 
tuted the  sentence,  yet  I  admit  that  my 
workmanship  was  not  perfect,  and  that 
the  rule  for  thearrangementof  the  words 
was  defective.  I  overestimated  the  in- 
telligence of  the  average  man  and 
thought  that  he  would  see  enough  to 
satisfy  him  that  there  is  a  cipher  im- 
bedded in  the  plays,  even  though  the 
work  was  not  perfect.  Instead  of  that 
the  public  jumped  on  the  defects  which 
I  had  myself  pointed  out, and  were  blind 
to  the  remarkable -facts  which  I  had  pro- 
duced and  which  could  not  have  come 
about  by  accident.  For  instance,  when 
I  showed  that  the  entire  story  of  Shake- 
speare's life,  his  youth,  his  mar- 
riage, hii  sickness  and  everything, 
was  told  by  the  root  number 
338  applied  to  a  half  dozen  pages,  it  was 
impossible  that  the  combination  of  words 
needed  for  all  that  story  could  have  ap- 
peared in  those  pages  by  accident  and 
every  one  the  338th  from  a  dozen  or  so 
points  of  departure.  My  hope  is  that  my 
forthcoming  book  will  satisfy  the  few 
that  are  able  to  examine  carefully  into  it 
and  that  they  will  give  their  impressions 
to  those  who  have  not  the  time  to  study 
it." 

"Do  you  propose  to  look  yourself  into 
all  the  plays  for  a  cipher?" 

"When    I    get    into  better  shape  for 

work,    I    shall    hire  some  mathematical 

j  gentlemen  to  help  me  and  will  give  each 


a    young 
very  best 


one  a  play  with  the  rule  by  which  he  can 
make  the  discovery.  I  fully  believe  that 
each  play  contains  a  cipher  and  that  the 
revelations  in  them  will  be  more  startl- 
ing than  the  revelations  made  by  the  ex- 
amination of  the  hieroglyphs  on  the 
Egyptian  monuments." 

Has  Entire    Confidence. 

It's  a  marvelous  piece  of  work  on 
which  he  is  engaged.  And  no  one  can 
talk  with  him  five  minutes  on  the  topic 
without  being  convinced  that  this  man, 
so  ingenuous  and  so  childlike  in  his 
manners,  is  not  only  in  deadly  earnest 
but  that  he  has  the  most  sublime  confi- 
dence in  his  own  ability  to  fathom  the 
secret  of  the  plays.  By  his  mathemati- 
cal process  Mr.  Donnelly  worked  out  be- 
fore me  and  explained  the  form.ula  by 
which  the  words  "Sir  John  Oldcastle" 
came  out  of  the  text,  moving  alternately 
up  and  down  the  column  and  alternately 
subtracting  and  adding  a  particular 
number  taken  from  the  text.  "Sir 
John  Oldcastle,"  as  is  well  known 
to  all  who  have  studied  the 
theme,  was  the  first  form  in 
which  the  first  and  second  "Henry  IV." 
appeared,  and  the  play  is  sometimes 
published  in  that  way  in  editions  of 
Shakespeare.  Falstaff  was  originally 
called  in  the  play  Sir  John  Oldcastle, 
But  flie  Cobham  family,  who  were  de- 
ccnded  from  Sir  John  Oldcastle,  ob- 
jected and  the  author  of  the  play  was 
compellcd^o  change  the  name.  An  al- 
lusion to  it  is  found  in  ♦he  first  part  of 
"Henry  IV,"  where  Prince  Hal  calls  Fal- 
staff  "my  old  lad  of  the  castle." 

"And  how  long  have  you  been  at  work 
on  the  cipher,  Mr.  Donnelly?" 

"For  six  years  1  toiled  on  the  'Crypto- 
gram' and  for  nine  years  I  devoted  my- 
self exclusively  to  the  idea.  With  me 
it  was  work,  work,  work." 

"Do  you  follow  any  particular  method 
in  your  literary  labors?" 

"-My  only  method  is  constant  industry. 
In  writing  'Atlantis'  1  jotted  down  on 
bits  of  paper  every  vital  thought  that 
came  into  my  mind  and  marking  'Atlan- 
tis' on  each  one,  carefully  put  it  away  for 
future  use*" 

"Hew  did  you  happen  to  concentrate 
your  thoughts  on  literary  endeavor?" 

"Well,"  he  answered,  while  a  happy 
smile  illumined  his  face,  "1  was  floored 
as  a  farmer,  you  see. .  For  three  years 
successively  the  grasshoppers  ruined  the 
crops  on  my  farm  and  cost  me  fully 
$;ooo  each  one  of  the  three  years.  With 
King  Solomon  I,  too.  soon  found  that 
'the  grasshopper  shnll  bo  a  burden  and 
desire  shall  fail,'  and  so  I  turned  my  at- 
tention to  liter.ature." 

"Yes,"  interjected  Mrs.  Donnelly,  who 
was  an  interested  listener  to  her  hus- 
band's story— indeed,  quite  as  interested 
as  I  wag— and  being  intensely  proud  of 
him  with  her  the  old  story  is  ever  new; 
"yes,  and  when  Mr.  Donnelly  gets  what 
I  may  call  the  writing  fit  the  thoughts 
just  pour  out  of  him.  He  wrote  'Atlan- 
tis' in  six  v/eeks." 

I  wish  that  I  might  write  more  about 
Mrs.  Donnelly.  But  she  is  modest  and 
thinks  that  the  publicity  that  her  hus- 
band has  won  is  quite  enough  for  two. 
However,  I  will  say.  in  spite  of  her  in- 
junction to  keep  her  name  in  obscurity, 
that  she  is  a  worthy  mate  for  a  man  of 
such  high  intellectual  attainments.  She 
is  not  far  from  Mr.  Donnelly's  age,  is  an 
accomplished  musician  and  a  cultivated 
woman  in  all  directions,  and  is  brimful 
of  charming  v;it  and  gentle  humor. 
"And  you  may  say  for  me,"  said  Mr. 
Donnelly,  who  is  devoted  to  his  wife 
wi'h  a  tenderness  worthy  of 
lover,  "that  she  is  one  of  the 
women  in  the  whole  world." 

"Mr.  Donnelly  is  a  steady  thinker," 
she  went  on.  "When  he  gets  full  of  ideas 
he  lets  them  out;  and  he  never  stops, 
when  he  begins  a  piece  of  work,  until  he 
has  finished  it." 

Believes  in  External  Powers. 

"I  am  a  good  deal  of  a  believer,"  inter- 
jected Mr.  Donnelly,  '  that  a  man  is  only 
the  instrumcntof  external  powers.  Great 
thoughts  always  come  spontaneously. 
The  creations  of  the  great  writers  of  all 
a^es  have  proved  that.  When  one 
deliberately  sets  about  to  think  a  great 
thought  then  one  becomes  incapable." 

"To  what  do  you  attribute  the  failure  o^ 
'The  Great  Cryptogram'  to  have  a  wide 
sale?" 

"One  reason,  and  perhaps  the  chief 
reason,  was  that  the  book  was  sold  by 
subscription.  I  was  urged  to  'pad'  it 
and  made  it  more  bulky  than  it  other- 
wise would  have  been.  The  price,  too, 
was  high.  If  a  man  writes  a  book  on  the 
diseases  of  the  horse  or  on  the  history  of 
the  Indian  wars,  seven  out  of  ten  people 
will  be  interested,  but  for  a  book  on  the 
authorship  of  plays  not  cnc  person  in 
ten  cares  anything.  Hence  we  couldn't 
get  agtnts  enough  to  sell  it.  I  was  prom- 
ised 5000  agents,  but  couldn't  get  more 
than  450.  The  publishers  also  served 
notice  on  every  bookseller  that  if  they 
sold  the  book  they  would  be  prosecuted. 
The  papers  'pounded'  it,  too." 

I  may  add  here  that  Mr.  Donnelly  has 
bought  from  his  publishers  the  plates, 
manuscript  and  copyright  of  the  "Cryp- 
togram." and  will  make  arrangements  to 
publish  it  himself  in  two  volumes,  so 
that  the  trade  will  get  it.  That  public 
interest  in  the  subject  is  yet  alive  is 
shewn  by  the  large  correspondence  that 
he  receives  every  week. 

"Have  I  time  for  general  reading? 
Yes;  I  am  much  given  to  magazines  and 
scientific  publications.  Books  are  my 
passion,  I  inherit  this  trait  from  my 
father.  Burns  is  my  favorite  author  and 
'Tam  O'Shanter'  my  favorite  poem.  1 
am  very  fond  of  fiction.  Although  edu- 
cated for  the  law  in  the  office  of  Benja- 
min H.  Brewster,  President  Arthur's  at- 
torney general,  I  never  acquired  much 
practice  because  1  never  liked  it.  Per- 
haps it  was  because  I  am  not  practical 
enough.  Shakespeare  has  been  my 
life's  study.  Have  I  him  at  my  tongue's 
end?  Well  [laughing],  1  know  him  (juite 
familiarly — that's  a  fact.  The  cipher  is 
the  outgrov/th  of  my  love  for  Shakes- 
peare, and  I  am  quite  willing  to  give  ten 
or  twenty  years  of  my  life  to  unraveling 
the  great  mystery." 

Rich  in  Happiness. 

Is  Ignatius  Donnelly  rich?  He  says 
not,  but  he  has  health  and  happiness, 
which  serve  him  well  instead  of  riches. 
Is  the  prophet  without  honor  in  his  own 
country  in  Mr.  Donnelly's  case?  Yes. 
He  has  always  taken  the  part  of  the 
people  in  the  struggles  against  the  cor- 
porations; has  incurred  the  hostility  ot 
wealth,  corporate  and  individual.  He 
has,  in  consequence,  made  enemies  in 
his  own  state  that  do  everything  in  their 
power  to  belittle  the  man  and  his  work. 
As  a  scholar    he    is    less    known  than  a 
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To  continue  Mrs.  Peirce's  views  on  co- 
operative housekeeping,  the  most  ex- 
tended that  I  have  found,  since  I  first 
read  on  this  subject  several  years  ago,  a 
subject  that  will,  I  believe,  swallow  up 
the  "servant  girl  problem,"  and  free 
housekeepers  from  the  tyranny  of  the 
kitchen,  which,  small  tyranny  as  it  is,  has 
the  powers  of  that  almost  indistinguish- 
able mite  that  burrowing  under  the  skin 
sets  the  whole  system  in  fever  and  tor- 
ment. As  with  the  mite,  onlv  those  who 
have  to  endure  it,  can  understand.  1 
quote  without  being  fully  satisfied  \vith 
Mrs.  Peirce's  views. 

"Mr.  Charles  W.  Elliott  in  the  North 
American  Review  for  August,  1882,  in 
his  article  on  'Woman's  Work  and 
Woman's  Wages'  holds,  and  I  am  en- 
tirely of  the  same  mind,  that  the  su- 
preme—nay, indispensable— good  for 
women  is  to  have  each  her  own  home 
and  to  earn  her  living  there  by  the  house- 
hold services  and  other  satisfactions 
which  she  renders  her  husband.  But  he 
maintains  now,  as  1  showed  in  my  five 
articles  on  "Co-operative  Housekeep- 
ing" in  the  Atlantic  Monthly  in  the  win- 
ter of  1868 -g,  that  what  the  world  calls 
'civilization'  (but  what  I  beg  to  define  as 
only  the  organization  of  men  among 
themselves)  by  taking  possession  of  the 
ancient  feminine  industries,  and 
so  making  her  less  needful  to  man,  has 
made  and  is  making  her  every  year  less 
and  less  financially  valuable  to  him.  No 
matter  how  charming,  how  elevating, 
how  indispensable  as  wives  and  daugh- 
ters they  are  to  men's  best  safety  and 
happiness,  all  the  same  they  have  liter- 
ally to  be  supported." 

Of  all  the  "household  services"  that 
women  render,  none  is  so  aggravating  as 
the  management  ot  the  cooking  and  the 
cook.  My  idea  differs  from  Mrs.  Pierce's, 
in  making  the  "co-operation"  make  itself 
felt  first  in  the  cooking  of  food.  If  a  be- 
ginning could  be  made  by  dedicating 
one  house  in  a  row  to  the  kitchen,  its 
offices,  its  services,  it  servitors,  let  every 
other  house  in  that  row  have  a  passage- 
way to  its  dining  rooms.  If  the  family 
desired  to  sometimes  have  the  diversion 
ct  seeing  many,  and  therefore  repair  to 
the  large,  general  diningioom,  it  should. 
If  it  prefer  to  have  use  of  a  small  private 
dining  room,  it  should.  If  it  prefer  to 
have  its  meals  served  in  its  own  home 
diningroom  it  should.  If  it  should  order 
the  substantials,  the  heavy  or  tedious  to 
make  dishes,  and  keep  on  supply  its 
own  jellies,  relishes  or  the  delicate, 
pleasant  to  prepare  tid-bits  that  one 
never  sees  at  the  usu.t1  public  table,  it 
should.  If  it  desires  to  do  its  own  mar- 
keting of  some  things,  it  should. 

If  other  homes,  not  in  the  row,  desire 
to  ameliorate  their  often  appearing  des- 
perations, when  blue  Monday,  or  sud- 
den sickness,  or  unwarned  decamping, 
or  increased  numbers,  in  perhaps  ex- 
treme of  cold  or  heat,  send  "a  misery"  to 
a  soul,  what  a  lifting  of  burdens  to  the 
over-burdened  house  mother,  the  help  of 
that  co-operative  kitchen  would  be.  It 
should  not  be  a  restaurant  or  a  hotel 
kitchen,  but  a  kitchen  for  homes  and 
giving  the  fullest  and  most  delicate  and 
most  varied  cooking  that  is  found  only 
in  the  home  kitchen,  where  the  mistress 
has  studied  the  hcaltli  and  the  delectation 
of  her  own. 

I  go  on  to  object  to  that  word  "sup- 
ported," in  the  always  understood  appli- 
cation to  women.  Is  a  woman  "sup- 
ported" any  more  by  a  man,  than  a  man 
is  by  her,  or  by  his  employer,  or  by  his 
business?  What  do  the  most  of  women 
g9t,  even  from  husbands  who  think  them- 
selves unequaled  in  generosity?  He  gets 
all  of  her  thoughts,  her  tenderness,  her 
time,  soul,  brain,  body  wait  upon  his 
wishes  or  his  bidding,  and 
haste  to  do  it.  No  slave  is  so 
true,  no  friend  so  inalienable. 
Slie  gets  a  part  of  his  time,  his  thoughts 
when  it  suits  him,  his  money,  according 
to  his  judgment  of  what  he  wants  and 
she  needs.  She  sits  at  home  with  his 
children,  as  nurse,  or  wearies  over  his 
meals,  as  cook,  or  mends  and  makes,  as 
needlewoman.  She  feeds  his  pride  when 
she  charms  his  friends,  who  then  ap- 
prove his  ludgment  in  his  choice  and  is 
the  lady  of  the  manor. 

She  is  a  financier  when  she  counts  so 
carefully  the  disposition  of  every  penny 
intrusted  to  her.  and  considers,  as  he 
rarely  does,  what  her  personal  sacrifice 
to  the  family  good  must  be.  He  does 
not  weary  his  evenings  after  a  busy  day 
teaching  or  soothing  or  restraining  his 
children,  but  finds  "business,"  excuses 
his  outing  and  secures  her  inning.  If 
she  does  her  part  well,  and  as  thoroughly 
and  variedly  as  most  wives  do,  she  is  not 
"supported"  by  him,  but  supports  her- 
self and  him  too.  \  careful  wife  gives 
a  husband  luxury,  where  as  a  single  man 
he  had  only  necessity  relieved  and  bad 
to  pay  for  it.  Let  him  count  up  the  cost 
of  meals,  laundry,  mending,  making, 
society,  nursing,  etc.,  etc., and  a  wife  will 
use  the  same  means  and  "refine  the 
gold." 

Mr.  Elliott  says:  "It  is  a  fact  that 
most  women  look  upon  this  destruction 
of  women's  occupation  with  compla- 
cency, and  consider  that  having  nothing 
to  do  must  be  a  blessing."  (Do  many 
women  sit  down  with  nothing  to  do?) 
The  result  is  that  today  woman  seems 
to  be  the  least  valuable  of  created 
beings. 

"A  German  professor  computes  that, 
taking  the  whole  world  for  an  average,  a 
woman  is  worth  about  one-eighth  of  a 
man,  (I  would  like  to  select  which  one- 
eighth,  add  to  that  the  special  gifts  and 
graces  that  are  conceded  to  be  woman's 
alone,  and  see  which  lacked  in  the  new 
weighing,  man  or  woman),  and  that  as  a 


rule,  out  of  Europe,  horses  are  more  val- 
uable than  members  of  the  fair  sex." 

That  German  professor  had  never 
lived  out  of  the  civilization  made  by 
women,  I  am  ready  to  contend;  further, 
I  believe  he  had  had  the  veriest  of  de- 
voted women  slaves  around  him  all  his 
life.  If  one's  eye  had  never  known  ab- 
sence of  light,  It  could  not  understand 
the  dangers  of  darkness,  or  measure  the 
values  of  light. 

A  woman  earns  her  own  living  as 
much  as  a  man  does.  Some  few  earn  it 
only  by  being  beautiful  to  see,  or  by  an 
indescribable  magnetism  (if  it  be  a  good 
magnetism)  that  gives  out  help  to  others. 
Finck,  in  his  "Romantic  Love  and  Per- 
sonal Beauty,"  thinks  that  woman  ought 
to  be  kept  from  poverty,  work  or  any- 
thing that  hampers  her  ability  to  grow 
more  beautiful  in  person,  mind,  morals 
or  manners,  that  she  may  become  the 
highest  type,  the  ancestress  of  a  perfect 
lacc.  Ruskin  says:  "Do  not  think  you 
can  make  a  girl  lovely  if  you  do  not 
make  her  happy."  Men  have  not  yet 
generally  enough  made  women  who  be- 
long to  them  happy.  When  they  do, 
and  women  then  can  keep  at  their  best, 
men  will  find  such  increase  of  their  own 
happiness  as  their  own  selfishness  or  lack 
of  sympathy  now  shuts  them  out  from. 

To  go  bark  to  that  early  expression 
"less  financially  valuable  to  him  every 
year."  Where  a  woman  saves  the  pen- 
nies according  to  Franklin's  yet 
creditable  maxim,  is  she  not  financially 
valuable  to  him?  The  trouble  is  that  the 
dollars  are  spent  lavishly  by  the  hus- 
band, and  he  does  not  consider  that 
often,  if  his  wife  did  not  save  the  pep.- 
nics,  he  would  have  fewer  of  the  dollars 
for  his  luxuries  or  his  ambitions.  If  men 
would  give  their  wives  the  support  they 
give  their  business  partners  or  consider- 
ing her  many  businesses,  give  a  salary 
for  each  business  she  carries  on — nurse, 
cook,  sewing  woman,  housekeeper, 
caterer,  etc.,— she  would  support  her- 
self as  his  employes  do  and  be  rejoiced 
to  have  the  sure  income  and  her  inde- 
pendence; and  she  would  soon  become 
"financially .  valuable  to  him^  by  her 
own  investments,  as  well  a*  her  ser- 
vices. As  Mrs.  Peirce  remarked  earlier 
"However  little  literary  or  other  cul- 
ture a  woman  may  have,  if  she  be  a  suc- 
cessful house-mistress,  she  is  an  able 
woman,  and  had  she  been  a  man,  would 
probably,  with  no  greater  expenditure 
of  mental  force  have  won  for  herself 
both  money  and  position  beyond  the 
average." 

Further,  from  Mrs.  Pierce:  "The  ex- 
ecutive functions  of  women  to  the  family 
are  of  [irecisely  the  same  importance  to 
it  as  those  of  men;  for  if  men  have  given 
to  society  shelter,  security  and  subsist- 
ance  (so  have  many  widowed  or  orph- 
ened  women)  women  have  given  to  it 
comfort  and  health  and  beauty.  Leav- 
ing out  of  view  their  (women's)  trifling 
function  of  maternity,  and  in  spite  of  the 
myriad  physical  disabilties  and  infirmi- 
ties imposed  upon  them  by  it,  they  have 
universally  been  the  clolhcrs  and  feed- 
ers of  the  family  out  ot  the  resources 
that  men  have  placed  at  their  disposal." 
Find  me  the  men  who  would  "thank 
God"  if  they  were  women,  dependent  for 
love  and  support  on  other  men  like 
themselves  (the  men),  or  who  would  like 
to  give  up  the  independence  of  their 
business  for  the  business  they  think,  be- 
cause the  prejudice  of  ages,  is  perfectly 
right  for  women.  But  how  difiiierent  is  a 
woman's  nature  from  man's?  How  dif- 
ferent are  her  needs  from  man's? 

The  trouble  is,  women  have  too  long 
idolized  men,  and  thought  first  and  last 
of  them.  Let  them  begin  to  think  of 
themselves  every  other  first  time,  and  it 
will  be  salvation  for  women  and  educa- 
tion in  less  selfishness  and  exactingness 
for  men.  Let  them  consider  for  them- 
selves what  will  lighten  house  keeping 
burdens,  even,  if  for  a  time  their  masters 
find  that  they,  the  women  slaves,  draw 
freer  breath  and  gain  more  strength 
from  shifting  the  burden  occasionally  to 
men's  shoulders,  by  allowing  them  to 
have  some  deprivations  in  luxurious  liv- 
ing till  women  can  re-organize  house- 
keeping life.  Wom.en  often  suffer  de- 
privations till  their  husbands  can  better 
their  business  methods.  They  suffer  it 
cheerfully,  and  their  husbands  would  be 
disheartened  or  disgusted  if  woman's 
natural  attitude  were  not,  "Thou,  my 
master,  I  thy  slave." 

Mrs.  Peirce  insists  on  the  first  step  of 
organiza.tion  being  "buying  on  the  basis 
of  the  co-operative  store,  women's 
three  household  trades  organized  on  the 
basis  of  cooperative  manufacturing. 
This  possible  organization  of  the  chaotic 
m.odern  housekeeping  is  no  Utopian 
vision  merely.  The  problem  solved,  the 
usefulness  and  expensiveness  of  edu- 
cated women  to  society  and  the  conse- 
tjuent  neglect  and  contempt  of  them  by 
men  vanish." 

I  cannot  be  anything  else  but  antagon- 
istic to  that  idea  of  the  "uselessness  and 
expensiveness  of  educated  women  to 
society."  What  would  society  be  were 
it  noT  kept  up  by  expense  and  by  edu- 
cated women?  i3anish  the  women  of 
purity  and  education  of  the  highest 
type  from  one  section,  and  how  soon 
would  the  rioters'  life  destroy  them- 
selves; and  the  wise  and  pure  and  edu- 
cated men  emigrate  in  search  of  the 
companions  who  demand  of  man  to 
find  his  highest  happiness  in  highest 
living.  It  might  be  well  to  make  such 
an  experiment,  could  it  be  done,  for  the 
selfish  and  the  wicked  left  to  themselves 
would  soon  destroy  themselves,  as  "all 
evil  has  in  it  the  elements  of  its  own  de- 
struction." The  banished  colony  could 
compel  all  recruits  to  come  under  a 
noble  and  new  constitution,  and  the 
world  might  begin  again  the 
life  of  the  soul,  not  of  that  early  "mind- 
less race."  After  all,  we  love  to  look  up 
to  our  superiors  and  delight  in  being 
noticed  by  them,  no  matter  what  our 
bully  rnd  swagger  about  our  loose,  free 
lives,  and  their  duty-bound  and  God- 
guided  lives. 

When  women  respect  themselves  and 
respect  their  morality  and  compel  men 
to  respect  women  and  men's  morality, 
there  will  be  less  talk  about  woman's 
being  an  "expense"  or  "the  least  valua- 
ble of  created  beings."  Women  were 
not  intended  to  be  "horses"  or  even  men. 
Scientists  think  now  that  animals  of 
the  earliest  ages  were  not  so  finely  con- 
structed 4S  in  latter  ages;  nor  man  of 
the  past  as  later  man.  Woman  was  the 
last  and  highest  evolution,  and  the 
woman  of  today  IS  striving  to  get  back 
to  the  God-endowed  "mother  of  all  life;" 
the  woman  who  belonged  to  the  earlier 
ages  after  the  fall  was  made  a 
burden  bearer;  but  we  have 
swung,  like  the  pendulum,  to  the 
Continxied  on  page.

The  resources  and  possibilities  of  the 
half  ot  this  continent  are  both  unknown 
quintities  which  future  generations  will 
have  to  determine,  says  Piatt  B,  Walker 
in  the  Northwest  Magazine.  As  factors 
in  the  problem  of  the  future  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  the  human  race  the 
imp<#tance  of  what  might  be  termed  the 
basins  of  the  Peace  and  Nelson  rivers, 
which  include  the  whole  of  what  is 
known  as  the  British  Northwest  territory 
(an  area  larger  than  the  United  States), 
cannot  be  over  estimated.  The  slow 
progress  in  the  development  of  this 
great  country  is  one  of  the  anomalies  of 
English  history.  This  region  bears  the 
same  natural  relation  to  the  United 
States  that  Russia,  Norway,  Sweden  and 
Denmark  do  to  Europe,  and  far  excels 
them  all  in  extent  of  territory,  and  prob- 
ably in  resources.  Of  the  great  Nelson 
River  valley  we  own  only  half  of  the  Red 
river  and  Rainy  River  valleys.  Our  por- 
tion of  the  Red  River  valley  is  the  best 
known  and  advertised  portion  of  the 
United  States,  if  we  except  Chicago  and 
the  Twin  Cities.  The  Rainy  River  val- 
ley, on  the  other  hand,  remains  a  vast 
terra  incognita.  The  people  of  even 
Minnesota  know  almost  nothing  con- 
cerning it. 

The  Rainy  river  in  this  state  has  its 
sources  in  the  great  Vermilion  and  Mes- 
saba  ranges,  which  parallel  the  north 
shore  of  Lake  Superior  and  run  west 
through  the  Rainy  lake  and  Lake  of  the 
Woods.  The  Rainy  lake  lies  several 
hundreds  of  feet  higher  than  Lake  Su- 
perior and  its  waters  are  vastly  purer 
and  colder.  No  such  body  of  water  can 
be  found  in  the  United  States.  The 
Rainy  valley  on  our  side  is  approximat- 
ely 225  miles  long,  east  and  west,  and  75 
miles  Wide,  north  and  south,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  Mesaba 
range,  America's  greatest  Bessemer  iron 
supply.  The  western  portion  of  the 
valley  covers  the  great  wooded  plateau 
north  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  and  Red 
lake,  the  divide  being  the  north  shores 
of  Winnibigoshish  and  Red  lakes.  The 
valley  on  our  side  is  drained  by  the  fol- 
lowing tributaries,  to  which  I  add  the 
atrproximate  lengths  and  the  coast  lines 
of  Rainy  lake  and  Lake  of  the  Woods: 


To  this  should  be  added  i^o  miles  of 
the  shore  line  of  the  Northwest  Angle. 
The  Canadian  front  meander  line  of 
these  lakes  and  the  numerous  bayous 
which  stretch  away  north  beyond  the 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway 
seventy-five  miles  north,  undoubtedly 
reach  ten  times  the  length  of  our  shore 
line.  We  pause  only  to  note  concerning 
these  streams  that  they  are  among  the 
most  beautiful  and  romantic  to  be  found 
in  any  country.  Lake  of  the  Woods  is 
filled  with  almost  innumerable  islands. 
\'arious  estimates  have  been  made,  all 
reaching  into  the  hundreds,  out  all  un- 
doubtedly too  small,  varying  in  size 
from  the  nearly  hidden  rock  or 
reef  up  to  300  square  miles, 
making  a  perfect  labyrinth  of  channels 
which  would  bewilder  and  lose  any  but 
the  most  expert  woodsman  or  ma- 
rine with  a  compass.  The  great  Rainv 
lake  has  also  all  of  these  chiiracteristifs. 
The  waters  of  both  are  clear  as  crystal 
and  far  colder  than  even  Lake  Superior. 
The  grand  peculiarity  of  this  body  of 
water  is  the  inestimable  quantity,  supe- 
rior quality  and  vast  variety  of  the  fish 
found  in  it.  Muscalonge,  white  fish, 
lake  trout,  pike,  pickerel,  bass,  perch 
and  sunfish  of  extraordinary  size  and 
flavor  abound. 

This  leads  us  to  comment  on  the  wis- 
dom of  the  legislature  of  Minnesota  in 
prohibiting  the  small  boy  and  the  ama- 
teur fishermen  from  taking  lish  out  of 
most  of  the  lakes  and  streams  of  the 
state,  yet  permitting  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion to  net  and  seine  thousands  of  tons 
of  these  delicious  fishes  out  of  Rainy 
lake  and  ship  them  out  of  the  state  by 
the  carload  to  Eastern  cities.  The  Ca- 
nadian government  has  absolutely  pro- 
hibited this  wholesale  destruction  of  fish 
in  their  half  of  the  lake,  but  in  spite  of 
this,  this  paradise  of  the  sportsman  will 
soon  be  denuded  of  its  supply  and  one  of 
the  chiet  charms  of  this  wonderful  local- 
ity will  be  gone  forever. 

This  territory  may  properly  be  termed 
the  home  of  the  moose,  caribou,  deer, 
bear,  wolf,  fox,  porcupine,  pheasant, 
goose,  duck,  brant,  gull  and  snipe.  It  is 
the  great  hatching  ground  of  the  water 
fowl,  where  they  congregate  in  vast 
numbers  each  successive  summer.  Na- 
ture seems  to  have  especially  designed 
this  part  of  the  world  to  completely  sat- 
isfv  the  ambitious  hunter  and  angler. 
About  the  only  drawback,  in  this  respect, 
is  the  quantity  and  blood-thirsty  disposi- 
tion of  the  musquitoes  and  flies,  which, 
evening  and  morning  m  summer,  will 
make  the  tourist  long  for  home  and  its 
protection. 

Of  the  timber  in  the  Rainy  valley  the 
most  important  is  the  pine.  The  aggre- 
gate quantity  of  white  and  Norway  pine, 
of  course,  cannot  even  be  approximated 
in  figures;  but  from  all  sources  ot  infor- 
mation extrindifilfr  through: , -a  period  of 
twenty-five'  years,  I  feel  safe  in  saying 
that  there  is  more  pine  timber  in  the 
Rainy  River  valley  than  ever  grew  in 


the  Upper  Mississippi  valley  proper. 
The  Indians  and  hunters  have  burned 
up  vast  quantities,  particularly  in  the 
Upper  Pigeon  River  country,  at  the  head 
of  the  Rainy  valley,  and  around  the  Net 
Lake  country,  where  many  hundreds  of 
millions  of  feet  have  been  ruthlessly  de- 
stroyed. On  the  Canadian  side  of  the 
river,  south  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  rail- 
way, there  is  a  vast  quantity  of  pine  of  two 
varieties.  The  hardwoods,  consisting:  of 
oak,  elm  (three  kinds),  birch  (three  var- 
ieties), ash  (three  kinds),  maple,  "balm- 
Gilead,"  moosewood,  wild  cherry,  plum, 
thorn  apple,  haw,  blue  beach,  aspen, 
willow,  red  cedar  and  ironwood,  are 
found  in  groves  all  over  the  region;  and 
generally  the  undergrowth  of  prickly 
ash,  blackberry,  raspberry  and  hazel 
with  numerous  vines  and  creepers  is  so 
dense  as  to  make  life  a  burden  to  the 
surveyor  and  explorer  who  undertakes 
to  penetrate  these  jungles.  No  words 
can  picture  the  swamps  of  this  regions, 
which  occupy  a  considerable  per  cent 
of  the  whole  area,^tamarac.  spruce  and 
white  cedar,  with  a  thick  mattin;?  ot 
hazel,  beach,  willow  and  juniper  so 
dense  as  to  defy  passage  of  man  or 
beast.  In  berries  we  find  blackberries, 
dewberries,  raspberries,  both  red  and 
black,  strawberries,  wildcherries,  plums, 
sand  cherries,  red  and  black  haws, 
serviceberries  (only  name  I  know),  win- 
ter-green berries,  high  and  low  bush 
cranberries. 

The  meadows  are  among  the  most  re- 
markable features  of  the  country;  vast 
stretches  of  the  finest  ted-top  and  blue- 
joint  grass  are  found,  running  in  strips 
around  the  margins  of  the  lakes  and 
streams  or  stretching  away  off  through 
the  grand  old  pine  forests  or  reaching 
like  alleyways  through  the  dense  ^lard- 
wood.  These  grasses  are  the  choicest 
food  for  horses  and  cattle,  which  can 
live  on  them  the  year  round  without  care 
and  keep  fat.  Cattle  raising  will  even- 
tually be  one  of  the  chief  industries  of 
the  section,  while  sheep  raising  will  un- 
doubtedly thrive  under  the  cover  of  these 
dense  forests  and  abundant  food. 

The  soil  in  the  pine  is  generally  sand 
on  top  of  blue  clay,  while  in  the  hard- 
wood is  found  a  rich  black  or  brown 
vegetable  mould  from  one  to  three  feet 
thick,  which  will  produce  the  finest 
tubers  and  roots  which  grow  any- 
where. Potatoes,  turnips,  car- 
rots, beets  and  radishes  grow  to 
a  size  and  delicacy  of  flavor  hard  to 
equal  anywhere,  and  it  has  been  demon- 
strated on  the  Canadian  side  of  the 
Rainy  river,  between  Rainy  and  Lake  of 
the  Woods,  that  wheat,  rye,  oats  and  bar- 
lev  grow  to  perfection  there. 

Of  the  mineral  resources  little  can  be 
said  because  little  is  known.  The  silver 
mines  of  the  Arrow  lake  section  are  now 
being  opened  and  give  promise  of  great 
value.  The  gold  mines  of  the  Lake  of 
the  Woods  are  now  known  to  be  a  grand 
success  and  a  huge  reduction  plant  has 
just  been  put  v.p  by  the  Minneapolis 
owners  of  the  new  gold  mines  of  that  sec- 
tion. Indications  of  silver  are  abundant, 
while  the  whole  area  seems  to  give 
proniise  of  inexhaustible  supplies  of  iron 
and  possibly  copper. 

Another  feature  of  the  country  worth 
mentioning  is  the  abundance  of  water- 
powers  along  the  various  streams  men- 
tioned— enough,  in  fact,  to  furnish  power 
for  all  the  manufacturing  in  the  North- 
west. Splendid  natural  powers  are  found, 
especially  on  Rapid  river  and  on  Little 
Fork  river,  while  the  falls  at  the  foot  of 
Rainy    Lake    (Alburton)   and   at    Rat 


Portage  at  the  foot  of  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  are  amon>,'  the  greatest  in  the 
world.     None  of  them  are  improved. 

Although  there  is  no  data  at  hand  to 
prove  the  average  temperature,  ii  is  as- 
serted by  all  who  are  acquainted  in  that 
section  and  have  spent  winters  there 
that  the  great  ranges,  which  surround 
the  valley  on  the  northeast  and  south, 
and  the  dense  timber  so  modify  the 
climate  as  to  make  it  far  preferable  to 
the  bleak  shores  of  La"«e  Superior,  not- 
withstanding the  greater  altitude. 

From  time  immemorial  this  territory 
has  been  occupied  and  claimed  by  the 
Chippewa  (originally  Ojibway)  Indians, 
and  strolling  bands  of  them  during  the 
summer  roam  at  will  over  the  whole 
basin,  in  small  hunting  and  trapping 
parties  in  winter,  or  in  families  in  sum- 
mer. Bands  are  located  at  each  of  the 
following  places,  so  far  as  the  writer 
knows:  Fort  William,  Arrow  Lake, 
Bois  Eort  (or  Net  Lake),  and  on  the  Ca- 
nadian side  at  the  mouth  of  Rainy  river. 
A  family  or  two  are  on  the  Big  Fork 
river.  The  most  numerous  band  is  that 
located  on  the  north  end  of  the  Red 
Lake  reserve,  on  Lake  of  the  Woods, 
known  as  the  "murderers'  band,"  al- 
though they  never  harmed  a  white  man, 
so  far  as  known.  Six  brothers  run  it, 
who  are  credited  with  being  the  best 
specimens  of  their  race  now  alive.  They 
hold  almost  no  communication  with  t^e 
whites  and  consequcntlv  have  acquired 
fewer  of  their  vices  than  the  most  of 
their  .  race.  They  seldom  visit 
other  bands,  and,  so  far  as  I 
can  learn,  have  a  lively  appresia- 
tion  of  the  natural  "hankering"  the  aver- 
age American  has  to  rob  and  debaurli 
their  race.  They  are  mixed  up  with  the 
Canadian  Indians  and  do  their  trading 
on  that  side  of  the  line,  where,  it  is  sus- 
pected, they  draw  annuities  with  alac- 
rity and  regularity  only  equalled  by  the 
zeal  they  show  in  drawing  their  annu- 
ities on  this  side  from  Uncle  Sam. 

Poor  and  degraded  by  association  with 
vicious  whites,  they  are  scarcely  to  be 
blamed  if  they  could  draw  ten  times  the 
pittance  they  get  from  the  people  who 
found  them  the  richest  and  happiest  un- 
civilized people  on  earth  and  reduced 
them  trom  a  powerful  and  proud  and 
wealthy  race  to  a  mere  handful  of  out- 
casts ekeing  out  a  bare  existence  in  most 
abject  poverty.  In  the  trade  which 
Uncle  Samuel's  children  forced  upon 
the  Red  Lake  bands  some  four  years 
ago  the  Indians  were  losers,  on  a  fair 
valuation,  of  some  $3,000,000  or  $4,000,- 
000,  and  all  done  in  the  name  of  civiliz- 
ation and  Christianity  I  These  are  un- 
palatable truths,  it  is  true,  but  morethan 
just.  Could  an  accurate  history 
of  this  great  race  be  written 
it  would  make  all  just  men  feel  that  this 
people  ought  to  "welcome"  the  white 
man  among  them,  as  Tom  Corwin  said 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  Mexican  war — 
"Were  1  a  Mexican  as  I  am  an  Ameri- 
can, 1  would  welcome  the  Americans 
with  hospitable  hands  into  bloody 
graves." 

A  few  pioneer  settlers  have  pushed 
into  the  valley  within  the  last  two  years, 
but  the  honor  of  being  the  original  set- 
tler belongs  to  Mr.  Baker,  who  has  a  fine 
place  opened  up  on  the  Rainy  River  op- 

Eosite  Fort  Francis  at  the  foot  of  Rainy 
ake.  E.  S.  ^heppard  has  laid  out  a 
new  town  at  the  mouth  of  Big  Fork  and 
built  log-booms  and  piers  in  the  main 
Rainy  River.  He  holds  down 
a  most  eligible  town-site.  Some 
claims   have   been   made  on  the  south 


shore  of  Rainy  lake,  and  up  in  the  Arrow 
lake  region.  The  state  and  general 
government  have  had  to  surrender  the 
lands  to  a  company  of  speculators.  The 
long  delay  in  opening  up  Red  Lake  res- 
ervation is  a  great  drawback.  As  to  the 
lands  outside  of  the  reservations,  Minne- 
sota's congressman  should  be  held  re- 
sponsible tor  the  foolish  withdrawal  of 
this  territory  from  market  and  wiping 
out  the  pre-emption  law  and  leaving  it 
possible  for  the  speculators  and  mining 
companies  to  monopolize  this  territory 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  others. 

I  cannot  close  this  article  without 
alluding  to  the  sacreligious,  willful,  inex- 
cusable blunders  which  have  permitted 
probably  two  thousand  million  feet  of 
the  choicest  pine  of  the  state  to  be 
gobbled  up  by  citizens  of  her  majesty's 
dominion,  who,  for  fifteen  or  eighteen 
years,  have  been  slaughtering  it  at  the 
rate  of  from  150,000,000  to  200,000,000 
feet  per  year  and  running  the  logs  free 
of  duty  over  to  Rat  Portage  and  Keewa- 
tin  to  be  there  manufactured  into  lum- 
ber, to*supply  the  Northwest  territory, 
to  the  complete  exclusion  of  our  lumber, 
and  the  infinite  damag-;  of  the  North- 
western states  in  the  near  future,  whose 
prospective  supply  of  timber  is  thus 
rapidly  melting  awrv)'. 

On  the  Rainy  ri\  £r  between  the  Rainy 
lake  and  Lake  of  tue  Woods,  a  distance 
of  some  forty  miles,  a  line  of  settlers  al- 
ready occupy  most  of  the  territory, 
nearly  all  being  new  comers;  many  of 
them  Americans  who  prefer  to  settle 
under  a  more  liberal,  comprehensive, 
sensible  land  system— one  which  is  in 
sharp  contrast  with  that  of  the  United 
States,  especially  in  regard  to  the  tim- 
ber-limit system  under  which  this  timber 
has  been  bought  up  and  is  being  hus- 
banded for  future  use,  while  the  owners 
have  been  able  so  far  to  secure  a  present 
supply  from  the  Minnesota  side.  I  re- 
mark in  parenthesis  that  it  is  more  than 
hinted  that  a  small  ring  of  Minnesota 
politicians  were  partners  of  the  Can- 
adian syndicate  and  own  a  share  with 
them  in  the  plunder. 

But  as  to  Rainy  valley.  It  would  de- 
light the  eye  of  the  lover  of  nature  to 
take  a  look  at  some  of  the  vegetable  and 
flower  gardens  along  the  north  side  of 
the  river.  The  perfection  and  beauty  of 
the  natural  flora  of  that  country  makes 
it  one  of  the  most  beautiful  lands,  but 
the  cultivated  flowers  to  be  found  in  the 
Canadian  gardens  of  the  Rainy  valley 
can  scarcely  be  surpassed  in  loveliness 
in  the  world.  An  endless  variety  of 
flowers  adorn  all  parts  of  the  country, 
from  the  high  range  tops  down  into  the 
the  silent  depths  of  the  dark  swamp, 
where  hundreds  of  curious  and  beautiful 
plants  are  found  which  are  never  seen 
elsewhere.

CHRISTIAN   ENDEAVOR. 


Topic   For  the  Week  Kcsinniag  Feb.   19. 
Comment  by  Rev.  S.  H.  Doyle. 

Topic— Hindrances.  Uow  to  meet  them. 
.N'ch.  iv,  0;  Phil.  jv.  la. 

In  the  fourth  chapter  of  ISTehemiah  we 
have  the  opposition  of  the  heathen  na- 
tives to  the  rebuilding  of  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem,  the  way  in  which,  this  oppo- 
sition was  met  by  the  Jewish  leaders  and 
the  final  result,  in  which  God's  people 
came  off  more  than  conqnerers,  illustrat- 
ing that  they  could  do  .*>11  things  through 
Him  that  strengthened  them  ^Phil.  iv, 
13).  Thus  by  example  we  see  tne  char- 
acter of  the  hindrances  of  life  and  how 
they  may  be  successfully  met.     Notice: 

1.  The  Wndered.  The  hindered  in  the 
illustration  referred  to  were  the  children 
of  God  who  were  attempting  to  rebuild 
the  walls  of  the  city  of  their  God.  They 
may  represent  the  hindered  of  all  time. 
So  long  as  men  travel  the  dov.'nward 
road  purposely  or  carelesslj'  they  do  not 
meet  with  much  opposition.  They  are 
like  the  boat  gliding  dovra  the  stream. 
But  let  them  "about  face;"  let  them 
head  the  boat  up  the  stream;  let  them 
turn  their  barks  upon  evil  associates  and 
associations  and  face  Godward  and 
heavenward;  let  them  deny  allegiance  to 
satan  and  the  world  and  declare  loyalty  to 
God  and  Christ,  and  soon  they  find  them- 
selres  hindered  in  more  ways  than  one. 
The  liindered  in  particular  are  those  who 
are  striving  to  serve  Christ,  to  upbuild 
Hiacrause  and  kingdom  witliin  themselves 
and  in  the  world.  In  general  thej-  may 
be  classified  as  all  who  are  striving-  to 
foriiike  evil  for  good. 

2.  The  hinderers.  In  those  who  hin- 
derod  the  work  at  Jerusalem  we  see  a 
good  illustration  of  those  who  oppose 
good  and  good  people  at  all  times.  Note 
the  characteristics  of  the  hinderers  as 
here  expressed,  (a)  They  were  unani- 
mous. They  "conspired  all  of  them  to- 
gether." Though  of  different  interests, 
yet  they  were  one  when  it  comes  to  op- 
posing the  work  of  God's  jjeople.  '  "Herod 
atid  Pilate  were  that  day  made  friends 
together."  How  necessarj',  therefore, 
that  God's  people  should  present  a  solid 
and  united  front,  (b)  They  were  or?,  f"-. 
They  laid  plans  and  plot 3  w"..:j:i  \.v.; 
not  to  be  revealed  to  the  Isr.ielites.  Evil 
ahvays  opposes  good  stealthily.  It  strikes 
its  i>low.s  in  the  dark  and  from  b?hind: 
thcrof.ire  the  great  need  of  r.opr.ido:uo 
upon  Go  J,  who  sees  all  things,  constant 
wntrhfulness,  wisdom  and  shrewdness 
in  battling  jigainst  wrong  and  evildoers, 
(c)  They  were  determined.  They  were 
ready  to  take  life,  for  they  said,  "We 
will  come  and  slay  them."  Opposers  of 
good  stop  at  nothing.  To  them  the  rain 
of  ch:iraotL'r,  of  honor,  of  hopes,  of  life 
itself,  is  as  nothing,  as  they  accomplish 
their  foul  purposes?. 

3.  The  hindrances.  The  hindrances  to 
a  Christian  life  or  to  even  an  honest  moral 
life  are  many  and  varied.  They  arc 
within  us  and  without  us.  They  meet 
us  at  every  turn  of  life.  They  can  only 
be  successfiiUy  met  by  prayerfulness  and 
watchfulness  and  in  humble  dependence 
upon  God  aud  Christ  to  strengthen  us.

Then  tb.e  rich 
rays  shoots  out  from  tho  wicked  lager 
Oeer  place,  wher^  you  know  that  light 
and  v.-2nutb  und  a  glad  welcome  :-.wait 
yon.

It  is  not  possible,  though,  to  warm  a 
large,  aiiy  room  in  such  weather  with  a 
little  v.-atch  p-ocket  grateful  of  coal.  Ton 
might  as  well  fire  a  bottle  of  koumiss 
into  the  heart  of  a  snov.-iuan  and  expect 
to  get  up  a  healthy  glov.'. 

Our  entire  troop  and  tho  business  man- 
ager slept  in  the  same  room  at  a  hotel  in 
West  Virginia,  and  at  2:55  a.  m.  we 
arose,  jiicked  out  our  difierent  clothes, 
put  them  on  and  walked  across  the  Ka- 
nawha river  on  an  elevated  iron  bridge. 

Oh,  how  cold  it  was!  The  wind  cut 
like  a  knife.  How  cold  the  sky  looked! 
"Shall  i  pei-ish  here  aloney"  1  asked  my- 
jelf.  but  could  get  no  reply,  only  a  low 
moan.  Tho  moon  came  out.  but  seemed 
to  retire  that  it  might  not  see  my  suffer- 
ing. 

i  Vv-as  so  cold  that  tho  vertebra  of  my 
nose  cracked  when  1  tried  to  rub  it  into 
life.  Frost  formed  ou  my  spectacles  so 
.that  i  could  not  see.  Now  and  then  I 
could  see  the  light  of  a  happy  home 
where  the  husband  had  just  returned 
from  liis  work  at  that  early  hour  stag- 
gering, for  he  was  trying  to  support  a 
jag  instead  of  tho.^e  who  loved  him.  Then 
frost  would  obscuro  my  vision  as  my 
breath  lit  on  my  glasses 

"My  patience!"  I  e-iclaimed  with  nn 
agonized  shriek,  "mu.-t  I  freeze  here  in 
the  south  and  be  found  here  by  strangers?" 

The  train  was  an  hour  late.  Eight  col- 
ored men.  who  were  fully  the  equals  of 
the  vrhite  man  in  intellect— if  you  v.nll  let 
me  pick  the  white  man— were  slumber- 
ing in  the  vraiting  room.  One  of  them 
slumbered  Jike  a  croupy  elephant.  His 
shirt  was  open,  and  1  could  see  his  dark 
throat  where  it  fastened  on  his  massive 
trunk.     1  could  also  sec  his  trunk. 

He  tiad  a  home  near  by,  but  ho  would 
not  go  to  it.  He  had  been  told  many 
times  to  go  there,  but  lie  still  loafed  and 
slept  in  the  waiting  room.  Now  and 
then  tho  agent  would  go  out  and  get  a 
coal  scoop  full  of  snow  and  put  it  in  tho 
colored  man's  trunk.

At  Paris,  Ky.,  we  found  Colonel  Crad- 
dock.  lie  is  unmarried,  but  would  be 
glad  to  hoar  from  tho.so  who  want  a  good 
homo  and  who  belong  to  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent ses. 

He  is  the  editor  of  Tho  Kentuckian 
and  Citizen,  published  in  Paris,  Bourbon 
county,  Ky.  He  does  not  tell  his  age, 
but  i§  veiT  active  indeed,  thqufih  he  re- 


members very  well  ul)out  Uaniel  liociue 
and  has  often  b.'eii  in  swimming  with 
him. 

Colonel  Craddock  sliowed  me  where 
Henry  Clay  made,  as  an  awkward  boy, 
his  tirst  speech,  it  being  on  "EiUifncipa- 
lion."  Very  Ivw  kuuv.'  that  Clay's  tirtt 
speech  was  on  this  subject.  Clay  was  a 
good  talker  r.fter\.*;".rd  and    epoko  fr«'- 

quoatly,  turning  many  away  sometinua. 
Daniel  Boune  v.'as  not  so  good  an  off- 
hand speaker,  but  used  to  kill  Indians 
in  detianco  of  tho  game  laws  of  Ken- 
tucky up  to  tho  time  of  his  death. 

Colonel  (Vaddock  is  chiefly  noted  aa 
being  tho  first  man  to  welcome  Colum- 
bus on  his  arrival  in  this  country  and  to 
suggest  tho  possibility  of  bringing  dagoc'S 
to  New  York  for  thy  purp-ose  of  sujjply- 
ing  policemen  with  freshly  roasted  pea- 
nuts. 

So  he  is  identified  with  much  of  the 
liistory  of  our  country,  and  yet  seems  to 
bo  almost  in  his  prime.  He  never  misses 
a  sociable  or  a  political  convention,  and 
a  pink  te;i  tui  tho  Rue  St.  Honore  in 
Paris  never  becomes  uproarious  till  he 
comes. 

He  is  certainly  a  very  interesting  man. 
HoTv-rites  a  good  deal  for  Tho  Kentuckian. 
besides  interviewing  all  the  great  mt'ii 
who  pass  through  the  city.  IIIt  memory 
i:?  said  to  v.-eigh  four  ounces  more  than 
tho.se  of  B.  F\  Butler  and  Daniel  Webster 
combined. 

If  happily  v»'eddod,  I  see  no  reason  why 
he  should  not  make  somo  woman  a  happy 
wife,  lie  doe:i  not  object  to  youth  and 
inc;  •:  rieuce.  Ho  has  enough  himself 
for  both  and  is  a  largo  cyclojKjdia  in  a 
revolving  cl-.air. 

Colonel  Craddock  knows  as  much  as  I 
thought  I  knew  when  i  was  20  years  old, 
and  I  rii!i  s;;y  no  more  than  that. 

He  told  Hjo  about  a  Cincinnati  mr.n 
who  bought  a  high  bred  horse  recently 
with  a  iK,'digree  thatv.-ent  back  to  a  team 
that  Noah  used  to  drive  when  he  was 
doing  his  haulhig  from  tho  sawmill  to 
the  dock  where  lie  was  building  his 
bo;it. 

By  and  by  the  Qncinnati  man  felt  un- 
able to  keej)  such  a  valuable  horse  and 
ctvered  him  for  sale  to  a  Kentuckian 
who  knev,'  tho  herd  book.
